Sir, 


Consideung it most desirable, before Captain Evans vacated 
bis appointment as Political Assistant in Nimai, that he should place on 
lecoid what had been done for the improvement of the piovmce, and 
what was m piogiess, I lequested that officei to furnish a report for le- 
coid, which he accoidmgly did, and of which I have now the honoi to 
transmit a copy 

2nd The Honoiable the Couit of Dnectois in a dispatch beaiing 
date the 16th Apul 1845, (No. 3, ) para 49, specially noticed the then 
condition of Nimai of which little was then known 
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Sid On the occasion of transmitting Captain Evans’ report, it oc- 
curred to me that it might be advantageous to diaw up from official re- 
cords a succinct narrative of the measuies which had been adopted to 
restore the prosperity of this valuable tract of country With this view, 
I have prepared the annexed “'Note on the Piovince of Nimai,” with 
some Statistical tables which I trust will be useful, not only as showing 
the exertions which have been made in furtheiance of the gieat object 
of amelioiatmg the condition of the people geneially, but also as afioid- 
mg data for futuie comparison.

Sir, 

When in youi Camp at Durass, I had the honor to receive 
youi veibal dnections to make, befoie leaving the distnct, a short 
lesume of what has been done m Nimai during the last seven yeais, and 
m accoi dance therewith beg to submit the following. 

2. When Captain Fiench received chaige of the Nimai Agency, 
in Febiuai) 1S15, he was the only Executive Officer, and had the whole 
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work on his hands Having had charge myself of it for the six months 
pievious, aftei the departuie of Colonel Outram, I can speak fiom expe- 
rience, that few men single-handed could do much moie than keep busi- 
ness fiom accumulating, the cuirent woik in fact , and any depaituie from 
the suddei station foi a few weeks tour in the distiicts, although abso- 
lutely necessaiy, was attended with much inconvenience and. much ai- 
leais 

3 Captain Fiench, bowevei, having obtained your encouiagement 
and support continued, besides doing this legulai loutme, to commence 
m 1845 seveial laige public works, such as the Simrole and Asseei ghauts, 
seveial tanks and wens, dealing the thoioughfaies of jungle, &c and 
obtaining mfoimation as to the working of the levenue system then in 
foice By the public woiks commenced at your suggestion duimg a 
time of famine, many people were saved fiom staivation, and the money 
spent was of peimanent benefit both ways, to the people wdio actually 
received it, and to the distnct The lainy season of 1844 was a veiy 
bad one, and that of 1845 if possible more unfavorable , and but foi the 
employment systematically affoided, many must have penshed oi left the 
distnct 

4 In the following yeai, 1846, having obtained the appointment of a 
Deputy Collector, the late Mr T Conlan, Captain French was enabled 
to devote more of his time to a revision of the levenue system, and to 
the public woiks Many tanks and wmirs, of which a memo * accompanies, 
were constiucted, the load w'orks ^fiiraiole and Asseei ghauts) pushed 
on, and a fiesh load to Mundatta on the Neibudda, the gieat place foi 
pilgumagefoi Hindoos commenced, b) public subscription, iaised by his 
own personal exeitions Captain Fiench enlisted in these woiks Lieut 
Buike, the Executive Engineei at Mhow, and Lieut Keatmge, of the 
Aitilleiy, now Assistant Supeimtendent, both of whom lendeied much 
assistance giatuitously. 

5 It is impossible foi one who has not knowm the countijr, both 
before and since, to form a fair estimate of what has been done The 
revenue system was one which pressed heavily on some classes of the

has been omitted, its detail not being regarded as neccssarj for this publication 
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people, owing to the pergunnali establishment not being sufficiently sti ong 
to enable the accuracy of all claims, whethei for i emission on account of 
want of lain, oi faulty measurement, 01 what not, to be piopeily tested, 
the consequence was, that much had been necessanly done almost by 
guess woik, and many of the lenteis weie veiy haidly piessed , whilst 
others got off cheap Those who weie piessed, m then tuin came down 
upon the cultivatois, land was thiown out of cultivation , and much dis- 
tiess caused. Captain Fiench peimitted all lenteis who wished, to tin ow 
up then leases, and veiy many took advantage of the pel mission The 
land was then all le-measured andie-assessed, the assessment being made 
in each village by a punchayut of Patails and cultivatois of the othei 
villages, and yeai by yeai foi foui yeais has the Jumabundee been made 
by the Euiopean officeis peisonally, and eveiy complaint piomptly en- 
quned into and settled 

6 The levenue of couise fell off nominally, though not m leality, 
as fewer an ears lemamed, but much moie land is now undei cultivation 
than in 18do, and 114 villages have been le-settled m these seven yeais 
The people universally liked the Khalsa system , the demand was leduc- 
ed, and what is moie, was moie equally distnbuted, complaints attended 
to, Tuccavee advances made fieeof mtei est, and 1 emission, when giant- 
ed, given wheie lequned, not lndiscnminately It has piepaied them for 
the mtioduction of the new Settlement now canyiug on. 

7 Anothei gieat work accomplished by Captain Fiench, was the 
abolition of the vexatious and oppiessive Syei dues, and of many village 
imposts, which weie annoying and hateful to the people I did think that 
it would have been better, situated as we aie, suuounded on the bettei 
part of thiee sides at all events by foieign states, to have modified them 
into a toll, and applied them to the constiuction of loads, foi which pui- 
pose, and the building of serais and veils, planting of tiees, &c foi the 
convenience of mei chants and tiavelleis, these dues weie originally intend- 
ed, and, if native tiadition speak tiuth, weie actually expended But 
though then abolition was complete. Government has since peimitted the 
levy of tolls for the making and lepamng of loads, and oui Road Fund 
now amounts to Rs 10,000 pei annum, moie oi less, all items included 

8 Having obtained an increase to the peignnnak establishment. 
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Captain French instituted regular peigunnah monthly lepoits of civil 
and ciimmal cases , disposed of petitions, &c theieby keeping an easy 
superintendence over the local officeis (Koomashdais ) The mode of ad- 
ministering justice m civil cases has been very simple , most of those, 
which the local official has been unable to settle, aie tiled on the spot, 
where all the inhabitants aie assembled Many aie settled m a few horns 
by punchayut and otlieis viva voce, few natives of the agricultural dis- 
tricts but can be got to speak the truth when before all then biethien 
and acquaintances Often the simple affirmation 01 denial of one paity 
is accepted by the other as sufficient But had not Government gi anted 
assistance by giving a Deputy Colleetoi and Asistant Superintendent, 
what I have above stated as the custom, could not have been done, as it 
takes time an Inch could not have been foimeily spaied 

9 The good effected by the construction of the many tanks and 
wens is incalculable Wells aie kept filled, and dnnkmg watei, foimeily 
m some places scanty, seemed to the inhabitants Many, as 1 have above 
mentioned, Aveie saved fiom staivation, by being employed on these 
Avoiks and the loads, and the personal mteiest evinced by Captain 
Fiench gave the people heart, by letting them see that Government had 
othei objects m view, besides that of squeezing the last lupee fiom 
them , and that it only lequned to have then uigent wants piopeily made 
known to ensuie then being attended to by Government 

10 Nimai was famous, I should say infamous, foi its deficiency in 
means of communication The passes into Malwa and Khandeish, ex- 
cept the Sindwmh ghaut, iveie m a state of uttei and complete disiepan 
I passed up the Simiole ghaut m Januaiy 1839, and again in 1844, both 
times Avitli tioops, and the laboui in getting up the baggage w’as exces- 
sive Captain Fiench, as mentioned in pai a 4, commenced its lepan Avith 
funds furnished, on youi lepiesentations, by the Scmdia and Holkai’s 
Governments This Avork Ave have steadily kept, and m 1849 com- 
menced making the load between Sum ole and Asseeigurh, being the 
mam Indoie and Booihanpoie line leading to Beiai, the Deccan and 
Khandeish The Asseei pass had been commenced m 1845, gnd the 
Avoik has continued piogiessmg as funds Aveie foithcommg The Avhole 
distance from the hea,d of the Simiole to Booihanpore is 100 miles, com- 
prising the passage of tivo mountain langes, the Yindhya and Sathpooia, 
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three small langes of hills and the Nerbudda liver The ghauts (Simrole 
and Asseei) ha\e been made, if not at as good easy giadients in the 

foimei as an Engmeei would considei

and falls or slopes of masomy woik, seveial small bridges (8) and one 
laige one built, and but 25 miles lemain to be made The Road Fund, 
compiising the one pei cent on Levenue granted by Government tolls at 
the ghauts, aud a small fee called Chittiawun (and foimeily ciedited to 
Govemment,) now amounts to 9 oi 10,000 pei annum, and may be lca- 
sonably expected to increase 


11 A new road has been opened, tough as yet, but tia\ei sable, to 
Poonassa, a newly settled pergunnah, a distance of 30 miles fiom the foot 
of the Simrole ghaut, and many minor roads cleared and rendeied passable 


12 Of the many Dhuiinshalas, built both on high loads and m 
villages of the main lines, you are full) awaie Since 1845, 84 have been 
built foi detail of wdnch vide memo alluded to m paia 4 In some, 
especially those built dmmg the laslfoui yeais, the inhabitants have paid 
sometimes half, oi contubuted considerably tow r aidstlie expenses, much 
readiness being showm m subscnbmg foi ivoiks of this kind, of which 
the utility to all is so eudent The people meet in them foi caste pui- 
poses, dmneis, punchayuts, &c , and tiavellers of all classes aie peinnt- 
ted to use them , many public ivells has e been built up with masomy, the 
people beaimg half the expense, and conti ibutmg labor besides I have 
always found them, as did Captain Fieneh, leady to subscnbe fieely ac- 
coiding to then means, witness the handsome hewn stone ghaut, built 
dmmg the last year at Mundlaisu at a cost of Rupees 3000, all of which 
sum, except Rs 600, came fiom the Nimar people, and not from Govern- 
ment This woik was set on fooi by the late Mr Conlan, and has been 
largely aided by pnson laboi, without which it would have cost not un- 
dei Rupees 6000 at least 
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13. A bridge of boats is now just being commenced at the Kheeree 
ghaut, where the Booihanpoie road ciosses the Neibudda Lieutenant 
Keatinge and myself had often talked over the subject with you, and he 
has now matuied the plan which was submitted to you at Goojiee 20 
days since No giant of money is requestedfiom Government, foi this or 
other load woik, noi have we had any for the last two years All is done 
fiom the Road Fund, on the security of which, you this year sanctioned 
an advance of 10,000 Rs for masomy woiks lepayable in five years by 
instalments 

The woiks are all superintended by Lieutenant Keatinge, the 
Assistant Supeuntendent mentioned m my 4th pai a , and he has under 
him nine picked men of the Police Coips, who leceive a small extra pay 
according to then acquuements, and learn what they can of the duties 
usually peifoimed by pioneers oi men of the coips of Sappeis and Mi- 
ners One can suivey , seveial can wnte, and all, Avhen not employed 
on the load actively, aie to attend the Mundlaisn school and learn enough 
reading and wilting to enable them to lead a plainly written peiwaneh, 
decipliei a plan, and keep accounts If capable, of course they w ould 
go furthei 

14 I anticipate that the tiaffic on the Boorhanpoie line will be enor- 
mously mci eased by the establishment of the budge of boats even now 
much tiaffic from Bombay to Malwa passes up it, induced to take this 
route though more cncuitous by about 56 miles than that by Sindvvah, 
by there being no Syei dues leviable between Khandeish and Malwa, ex- 
cept His Highness Holkar’s, and those at Booihanpore, which in the ag- 
gregate are about half what is levied on the Sindwah road which pass- 
es thiough the terntones of four Native states, besides Bhoomeea’s and 
others Duung the last six yeais, since the Syer dues were abolished, 
and the loads attended to, traffic has quadiupled, as shown by the Chit- 
tiawun letums. 

15 It is much to be wished that His Highness Holkar, who only 
owns 16 miles of temtoiy S of the Nerbudda, would consent to an ar- 
rangement to place the levying of his Syer duesm oui hands, we paying 
him a fixed sum, say one half of what they have aveiaged during the last 
five years, and applying the lesidue to lepan and make the roads foi a

penod of say ten yeais, aftei winch, if judged expedient, a fiesh arrange- 
ment might be made with a yearly cliaige for lepans The advantage 
derived would be gieat We should levy (m one place instead of foui, 
as at picsent,) a non-diffeiential duty (instead of as now taking a diffe- 
lent tax on almost every article of pioduce) at a eonsideiably leduccd rate, 
ti usting to the increase of traffic to make good the loss so incurred 
This is the anangement made, as you aie awaie, on the Bombay and Agra 
load between Indoie and Smawud When passing thiough Sindwah, 
ubeie the chief pait of His Highness Holkai’s dues aie levied, the fai- 
mei of them complained that he was suffeimg fiom the new Poonassa 
load lately opened (mentioned mmy 11th paia) the mei chants prefeiung 
it, though comparatively speaking a bad circuitous loute, to the good 
and slioitei load on account of the heavy dues levied on the lattei As 
the foimei (Poonassa) becomes bettei andmoie worn, the Smawud dues 
w ill more and more deciease, so that the Indoie Duibai w r ould be wise to 
come to terms now. The zemindars and other huqdais would of course be 
compensated, as m oui own distncts This would make the load settle- 
ment complete, the Gwalioi Duibar having agieed tooui pioposition foi 
abolishing the duty called Bahdaiee levied at Booihanpoie 

16 I will advert again to the new Revenue Settlement, one pei- 
gunnah (Kusiawud) has been finished. It is almost mcie- 
"tfcmenL 6 Set " dible, the piejudice theie was against it , for the fiist S 
months, whilst the pieliramanes weie going on, the people 
■would not heai of it, and ultimately the cultivators of only ten ullages 
accepted the boon offeied them, and that only aftei an immense amount 
of peisuasion The late Mi Conlan exeited himself much in that business, 
and by his knowledge of the people and language, was a chief cause of 
oui succeeding m introducing it Now howevei its benefits to the cultn a- 
tois aie lecogmzcd, and Kanapoor and Buneali, which I was about to 
commence upon, aie eagei foi it We could not, howevei, have done it, 
v ith half the satisfaction we can now, had not the villages been held 
IChalsa some yeais, dui mg which time we have become thoioughly con- 
veisant with the minutest details Theie will, of course, be many squab- 
bles, the fiist few yeais, but when giving out the leases thiee months 
since, I uiged on all the people, that if any dispute aiose on any point, 
not to aigueand quanel amongst themselves, and so become mveteiate, 
but at once to come in to me, and have it accommodated This settle- 
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ment system, had been, as you know, objected to by me, and was undei- 
taken by order of the Honorable the Lieutenant Govemoi N. W. P. 


17 Captain Fiench, befoie leaving m 1847, commenced the mtio- 
duction of the m-dooi labor system in the Mundlaisn Jail 

Jail Establishment. 

In the following year. Government sanctioned Rs 3,000 foi 
building workshops, which weie constructed at a cost of Rs 2,114-5-1, 
the balance is still m deposit, to be expended as the establishment increa- 
ses The average n umbei of convicts during the past five yeais is shewn 
m the maigm, about half work m the jail, theiemaindei 
are some at Bhopawui, some at Asseerguih, Khundwahand 
Poonassa, and theiemaindei at Mundlaisir with gangsout 
in the district in the fan season The m-door men aie 
making countiy papei, lope, coaise sacking (gunny), dosoo- 
tee, common cloth for their own clothing, blankets, towels, 
caipets and mgs, and the leturns annually are shown in 
the maigm Part of the piofit is denved fiom being enabled 
to dispense with some of the burkundazes sanctioned to 
guaid convicts woiking on the loads We do not find the 
moitality inci eased by m-dooi work, though the pusoners dislike it moie 
thanlaboi on the loads

A Dispensaiy establishment of Rs 42 per mensem was sanction- 
ed by Government for Kundwah m 1849 the expense in 
building was Rupees 1,455-8-7, of which Government paid 
Rupees 813-6-10, and the people subsenbed the lemaming. 

Rupees 642-1-9. It is a gieat 
boon , scarcely a yeai passes but 
the distnct is visited by cholera 
and the returns show that a lar- 
gei proportion of those who take 
our medicines recovei, than of 
those who aie tieated by natives, 
or take nothing It may be, 
that they have confidence m 
ours, and undoubtedly such 
confidence is half the battle.

19 Theie is one other point which I have had much at lieai t, viz. 


the re-settlement of the Poonassapergunnah Its situation, 
rc^mlnXToon* extent, the nchness of much of its soil, the mineral and 
s,a other pioducts, with which it abounds iion, fine lime- 
stone, suited for lithographic use, khurreemuttee,* 100 s, a grass for mak- 
ing the oil so efficacious m rheumatism, of which I have sent supplies to 
many people both in the Bombay and Bengal Presidencies , the beautiful 
Unjun timber, the only wood absolutely impenetrable by white ants — all 
point it out as deseivmg of attention. 

20 I have, since August 1849, had my sheiistadai, Nanoo Blnkajee, 
an excellent man, there, and he lias exerted himself to the utteimost, 
getting settlers, lebmlding the town, clearing jungle, and opening out a 
load towaids Indore (mentioned m para 11), this load to lun S E 
towaids Chai war, Huida, &c and will, I expect, be much frequented befoi e 
long, water being plentiful on it, the distance shoiter, and Syei dues less 
on it than on that now frequented, wluch in the dry season is scaicely 
practicable. 

21 The Poonassa, Moondee, Attode, and Seylanee pergunnahs, are 
, inhabited chiefly, as far as cultivators are concerned, by Blieels, Bhula- 

lahs and Koor-koos, a wild jungle tiibe* these, Nanoo Bhikajee has exer- 
ted himself to peisuade to apply themselves more to agncultuie, and of 
a bettei kind than that which consists m merely raising a scanty ciop of 
Indian corn, jowaiee or bajree. He haspeisuaded them to clear out 
w ells, and grow nee, wheat, gram and sugar-cane, and (a great advance) 
to commence tiling theii houses He has persuaded them also to estab- 
lish carts to cany their produce to market, and m fact to make them- 
selves more permanent residents than they have hitheito been. 


* A kind of pipe-cla\ used to colour walls of houses, 
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22 Captain French was a great advocate foi extending education, 
especially the vernacular, amongst the poorer classes, and 
Ed “r’ Mea " I have endeavoured to follow up what he commenced To 
Buneeahs and other non-cultivating classes, reading, wilt- 
ing, anthmetic, &c aie absolutely necessary, whilst history, geography, 
&c must, though not so essential, tend to expand their minds , but I should 
like to see every Patel, indeed every cultivator, able to read his leceipt 
book, and test the accuiacy of his Putwariy’s accounts Captain French, 
as leported in my letter No 24, dated 1st Febiuary 1849, established 
native libraries, by subscuption amongst the people. It is absuid to 
suppose, that at fiist they would be much resoited to, oi pioduce much 
effect, but the desire of reading has, I am con\ meed, mci eased, and eveiy 
step towards the diffusion of knowledge is a good one 

23. The village schools I have always examined when moving about 
m the distuct fiom place to place, making the examination 
village Schools. day a great one, and getting all the natives of the place to 
attend. There was a gieat want of school books, so I pur- 
chased a lithographic press, and a good many books have been printed 
at it. iEsop’s fables, translated into Hmdee from Mahiatta, by the late 
Mi Conlan, a tianslation into Hmdee of Colonel Jervis’ translation into 
Mahiatta of the fiist part of Hutton’s Mathematics, made by the Mund- 
laisir school head pundit, a good man, whom I got fiom Ahmednug- 
gui from the missionary school, and two little elementary books m 
geogiaphy and miscellaneous subjects, by my shenstadar above mention- 
ed, Nanoo Bhikajee These and several other books, some printed at 
Indore, relieved the pressure, and are now the class books m the schools. 


24 When reporting about the Khundwah fair in 1848, His Honor 
the Lieutenant Governor was pleased to recommend, that 
District Fairs. much attention should be paid to these fairs. There aie 
three large ones held m Nimar, “ Oonkar Mundhatta, ’’usual- 
ly early in November, “ Smgajee,” just after the Dusserah, and “Khund- 
wah ” early m January , at all these places we have built hues, laised plat- 
foims of masonry for the traders to set their shops on these have been 
eagerly bought up, and more called loi to be built. There is no doubt 
but that the attendance at these fairs has mci eased considerably, and that 
they are of great benefit to the country. I have, &c

NOTE ON THE PROVINCE OP NIMAR UP TO THE CLOSE OP THE YEAR 

1850-51 or S 1907. 


The following particulars relative to the province of Nimai are 
drawn from public documents, aiid are arranged so as to 
Preamble form a consecutive nanative of its administration up to 

the piesent time 

2 The fiist authentic record is to be found in a leport by Lieute- 

nant Colonel Smith then m charge of the districts, and 
p as t Fiscal History of bears date 28th June 1819. In that report Colonel Smith 

Nimar obsei ves, that having brought the accounts of the pergun- 

nahs of Mundlaisir and Kusrawud to a close for the year 
ending 31st May 1819, and having completed the Settlement foi the cur- 
rent yeai, he submits some remaiks on the piovmce 

3 Colonel Smith had anticipated that the districts might yield a 
revenue of Rs 23 or 24,000, but Rs 26,000 had been reahsed, a sum m 
eveiy respect inadequate to the general appearance and condition of the 
counti y. 

4 It had become a measure of policy on our assumption of these 
distncts, to lighten, consistently with the interest of Government, the 
burden with which the people hadfoi so many yeais been oppiessed the 
lands had therefore for the past year been assessed upon a i educed scale 
without reference to formei years, m the expectation that befoie they 
came undei settlement, eveiy necessary mfoimation might be obtained 
In this expectation Colonel Smith states himself to have been disappoint- 
ed. Every enqunyhe had commenced had been consideied by the people 
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as a pielude to some new tax 01 arbitraiy collection, undei tins want of 
confidence m, or ignoiance of, oui real intentions, all classes combined 
to conceal the full extent of the capabilities and the leal value of then- 
lands 

5 Colonel Smith was unable to cany on the measurement of the 
lands, finding after he had commenced it that it gave gieat offence and 
distuibed the minds of the people , in fact, that the measure militated 
against the piejudices and customs that pi evaded m the piovince 

6 An offer foi bunging the whole waste land into immediate cul- 
tivation, piovideda settlement foi 3 years weie made, was accepted with- 
out hesitation, by which anangement“ the Kaulee v Juma was doubled for 
“the cunent, and progressively mei eased the second , but the Bewai j' 
“ Juma abolished” Colonel Smith expresses himself as“tlie moie satisfied 
“ with this settlement, as he was assured that m the most flounshing 
“ period undei the Shastiy’s manageis, these giants nevei yielded a leve- 
“ nue equal to the assessment now made, and that the lyot is lieieby le- 
“ heved fiom the oppiessive contubution known by the name of Kuttra 
“ So fully sensible aie the young Shastry adviseis of this settlement be- 
“ mg advantageous, that I am peisuaded m the event of these districts 
“ being restoied to that family, no motive would induce them to annul 
“ the Pottlia made on this occasion with the Patail and lyots of the 
“ peigunnah ” 

7 When the peigunnah of Kanapoie and Buneah weie visited by 
Colonel Smith m July 1818, they weie found to be “but one continued 
‘ scene of desolation andium, all tiaces of foimei cultivation had ceased 
“ to be peiceptible, and extensive tiacts were obseived oveigiown with 
“ ]ungle, and with the exception of Kanapoie, not a dwelling oi inhabitant 
“ v as to be seen m any part of the country ” In the 15 villages of Kanapoie 
on the 1st June 1819, there weieiepoited to be 515 houses of all kinds, 
and a total population of 2731 souls, whilst m the 13 villages of Buneah^ 
theie veie 390 houses and 1596 souls 

8 The levenue settlement foi five yeais gave the sum of Rs 21,850

12. To encourage the settling of people, and to secure the thin po- 
pulation, it was found necessary to retain m service the “ jemadars ” on 
monthly pay. Rs. 60 was fixed for “ the Jemadai of Buireah, until the 
“ reaping of the crops of the season of 1819-20, fiom that period they 
« W erfe to be entitled to per-centage on the revenues, and to other little 
« perquisites agreeably to the ancient usages of the country. ” 

13. For the protection of the districts fiom the incursions of Glionds 
and Bheels, “ the Jemadar and 30 Gossains, who were originally in the ser- 
vice of the manager, were continued at an expense of 210 Rs. per men- 
sem, these with a karkoon on 10 Rs. and 4 peons at 5 Rs. each, foi each 
peigunnali, and a head karkoon as superintendent on 25 l upees, formed 
the entire establishment entertained by the Goveinment. 

14. A gratifying change m the habits of the Bheels was observaole ; 
as soon as they found they were leheved from vexatious exactions, they 
engaged m cultivating the soil, and it was hoped would giadually be in- 
duced to attend the village markets. 

15 Advances in cash, to enable the poorei lyots to supply them- 
selves with cattle, instruments of husbandly, and seed, were, with the 
sanction of the Governor General m Council, made, and no oppoitunity 
lost to encourage agricultural employment 

16 These advances were made at the late of 25 1 upees per every 
plough actually worked ; m this manner 400 were set agoing in the dis- 
tricts The annual advances appeal to have been to Ryots 5,655 rupees 

and it is stated, that lands 
which for 20 years had re- 
mained unfilled, weie bro- 
ken up and made produc- 
tive • this system of advanc- 
es was found to act most be- 
nelieially m settling ryots, 
who otherwise would have 
left the pergunnah.

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17. In concluding his leport, Colonel Smith alludes to the numbers 
of discharged and disaffected persons who collected at Oonkai Mundatta, 
and who required constant vigilant supei vision, they being for the most 
pait idle, dissolute characteis, ready to be employed on any service, by 
any one who could pay them, but that the scenes of dispute and bloodshed 
between the subjects of Scindiah, Holkai, and othei small independent 
tributary chiefs had subsided, all parties readily seeking and accepting 
the mediation of the British authority. 

18 Captain French in his report, dated 7th August 1846, gives an 

outline of what had been done for the piovince , and from 
sumbut ^ 1902 ,^ a d ^ JS we ] eain that, m Sumbut 1885, A D. 1828-29, an anul 

was appointed foi all three British pergunnahs, and the 
villages leased out for five yeai s , still such was the reluctance to the terms, 
that there was such a probability of the greatei portion of the land lying 
untilled, that Colonel Delamain, the then Political Agent m Nimar, re- 
linquished his intention of proceeding to the Cape. 

19 The assessment was reduced on the whole about Rs 2000, and 
with some persuasion, the people began ploughing. In Sumbut 1891, the 
villages were again leased out for five years , and in Sumbut 1896 for a like 
period, on the expiration of which, m A. D. 1839-40, the administration 
and management of the province were greatly refoimed 

20. Of Scmdiah’s Nimar, five peigunnahs came under this agency 

in Sumbut 1880, and five others m Sumbut 1881. They 

were the following seasons leased by the year up to Sum- 
but 1885 , extended from Sumbut 1886 to 1890 ; and again from 1895 to 
Sumbut 1910 The province was visited with that fearful scourge the 
choleia, the ravages of which weie very destructive , through dread of it, 
and pressed by the high rates on land, many hundred cultivators fled the 
countiy a reduction m the assessment to the extent of about 20,000 Rs. 
was made to prevent fuither desertions. 

21. At this settlement to each leaseholder a potta was given, on which 
was inserted, m English and Hmdee, the exact and total amount he was 
to pay the Government in each yeai, m return for which an agieement 
was taken that he would pay the expenses, and all fixed items, as well as 
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the zemindai bucks, which were a per-centage on the Government reve- 
nue received. 

22. A roll of the Ryots, their land aDd the sums they were each 
to pay, was also given the leaseholds , who had not the powei to raise 
the rent on any, or evict, unless under authority, when the lent was with- 
held and not paid. Few evictions have occuned ; — all pay leadily when 
the crop is good and as there is a want of instead of a suiplus popu- 
lation, the intei est of the leaseholder is against the measure. The voice 
of the country moreovei is against clearances, every man having a right 
to the land he cultivates, so long as he pays the stipulated rent , that 
right it is allowable to him to sell , it is in fact a (t tenant right ” 

23 In this province the Purdossee, Bheelala, and Gond families sel- 
dom legularly settle ; they readily take up land on Mcrffee oi " Pugrus” 
rates for three or four years, at the expiration of which period they move 
off without paying any balance on account of advances for seed, grain, and 
cattle. Captain Fiench stated, that within the last few months of the 
present season, no less than 200 such leases had been thrown up ; — some 
of the places too, being close to tanks lately repaired. None however of 
the regular cultivators had gone during the year some new ones had 
come from other parts , yet, unless they took up land lately thiown out 
of cultivation, then advent would not swell the revenue , many more 
would have come, had the wells and tanks enabled tliem tins past sea- 
son to raise a little gram for tlieir sustenance as well as affoid water for 
themselves and cattle 

24. The total levenue leceived, fiom British Nimar during 28 years, 
was Rs 14,47,500-3-8, or about 51,696 per annum, this howevei includes 
lepaid cash advances to cultivators, which should not be, as they are 
merely recoveries of sums lent. The loan doubtless enabled the Ryot to 
plough and he lepaid it, paying also Ins rent, still m a statement of col- 
lections, the leceipts should have been kept under sepaiate heads In 
the 28 years, the remissions amount to Rs. 1,18,785-10-4, and durum 
this period, that is to the end of April 1845, only Rs 7,628-9-6 had been 
expended by Government on public works, as wells and tanks. The neces- 
sity for improving the means of irrigation, had however led to an outlav 
of neaily Rs. 1 1,000 on woiks of public utility duimg the year 1845-46. 
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25 The leases of nearly all Bimsh Nimar, expiring on the 30th 
Apnl 1846, the villages weie "held in kham or khalsa management, with 
the intention that when raised, by improvements and facilities for culti- 
vation, to a higher state of prosperity, the Government might decide on 
tlieir futuie management It was anticipated that by some fuither out- 
lay, a fixed amount of levenue in a gieat degree might be ensuied The 
amount struck off, or to be, on account of the two past most mdiffeient 
yeais, was alone Rupees 27,000 and 29,000. 

26 Scindiah’s Nimar gives a total of collection, as above, from 1823-4 

to 1845-6, Rs. 34,29,131-15-4| , in 23 years the entile sum paid downm 
cash to Scmdiah, amounts to Rs 21,95,235

giving an average of Rs 1,10,606 on the 23 years, exclusive of remis- 
sions, repair of tanks, ghauts and roads, as well as cash advanced to cul- 
tivatois, and the entire cost of management. 

27. This is undoubtedly a laiger amount than these districts would 
ever have realized to Ins highness, if under his rule Aftei defraying the 
cost of management, Captain French observes, “theie is no doubt what- 
“ ever on this matter m the estimation of all the natives of Nimar, nor is 
“ there, that previous to the inroads of the Mahrattas and Pmdarees, these 
“ peigunnahs were rich and flourishing, yielding foui times and more 
“ than the present revenue to the then rulers ” 

28. The arrangement made with the Gwalior Government, for the 
management of these districts is more favorable to it, than to the actual 
lulers The meie district establishment amounted to Rs 23,226 per 
annum m 1847, so that nearly the entire cost of the Agency, Military 
and Police establishments devolved on the Bntish Government. 

29. The remissions gi anted in British Nimar, as above stated, were 
in 28 years 1,18,783 Rs. and those of Scmdiah’s distncts in 23 years weie 
Rs. 3,78,132, including collections returned to the ryots, and bad debts 
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struck off, giving a total of levenue short of the Jumabundee, by Rs 
4,98,915. 

30. Annexure No. 57 exhibits all the works earned out for the 

amelioration of Nimar during Captain Fiench’s meum- 
1845-46 fcency, and indeed to the present date. The population 

were in most distressed circumstances , they had suffeied from two exceed- 
ingly bad consecutive seasons, and had it not been for the support afforded 
on public work, many must have emigrated from their homes perhaps 
not to return. The British Government, as well as the Durbars of Gwa- 
lior and Indore, met the wants of the people at this time, by affording 
labor on works of utility, and the woiks executed weie those of lasting 
improvement to the country. Captain Fiench says, that he was so inti- 
mately connected with these undertakings, that <f I will alloiv the leturn 
“ to speak for itself, but if I may say so with piopnety, I would, that it 
“ has fallen to the lot of the piesent Resident at Indoie to do moie foi 
“ Nimar in a short space of time, than was done foi it m the past 25 
“ years , on my own part I may say, that I have from lum obtained every 
" aid and support, with His Honoi the Lieutenant Governor N W. P. 
“ Had there been many impediments in the way, such a numbei of woiks 
“ could not have been completed, new as I am to engmeeung, as well as 
“ are the amils of districts under whose immediate charge was the exe- 
“ cution of the various works. We have often indeed experienced the 
“ want of an oversea.” 

31. Up to the time of lepoit none of the tanks or weirs had sus- 
tained any injury, some were not full to oveiflowmg, others were, but 
these latter had not been fauly tested, foL formed as they weie of diy 
earth and stones, without any means of ramming them down, and with- 
out any accurate knowledge of the amount of watei likely to flow into 
each, anxiety must be felt about them, until the close of this, their first 
rains and trial. 

32. Famine was pressing sorely this poverty-stricken province , it 
was necessary to find them sustenance, or to allow them to emigiate pos- 
sibly to revert to their old though nearly forgotten pi edatoiy habits* but 
public works on which to employ hundieds of staivmg paupers, are not 
leadily to be contrived, it was determined to turn the labor of the poor 
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to advantage in laising earthen embankments, so as toietain water for 
irrigation , this laboi was the most remunerating that could be devised, 
and it was lesoited to ; something was gained for the wages of his labor, 
beyond the mere feeding of the pauper, but there was risk as the soil was 
dry, for even drinking water was scarce No pains were spared on these 
embankments, grass, and quickly-shooting seeds, were thickly sown on 
all, as well as tiees; and every species of instruction that could be thought 
of, was afforded to the amils and superintendents of the district works. 
If the lams were not very heavy, the embankments would not be seveiely 
tued , on their success much depended as to the advisability of rendering 
of use, the as yet unrepaired old tanks. 

\ 

33. On the 13th July, there was a heavy fall of rain, which lasted only 
one horn ; but in that time as much water was collected m the Sangwy 
tank (Holkai’s) as took seven days to run off by the escapement Had 
the ram continued falling as heavily foi three hours, the tank must have 
buist, tlieie being no fuither room foi expansion , this penl was usked 
through the omission to take the levels of the sui rounding country, and 
the ignoiance of all on the spot as to the ordinary rise of water in the tank. 

34. As the period was one of general distress, it may be interesting 
to know what means for ensuring labor were adopted All the earthen 
embankments weie made by cowne labor, that is, a few cowries per 
basket of eaith cast at a given spot, it is really next to incredible, the 
quantity of eaith that may thus be gathered for a few rupees, to which 
must be added the cost of digging The immemorial usage of this pro- 
vince is in favour of eaithen embankments, most of those lately lepaired 
are reported to have buist some 40 years ago, when the “ Mahapoor ” oi 
great fall of lain occurred. There is much more difficulty m repairing 
a masonry bund, than an earthen one , new and old masonry seldom unit- 
ing firmly Such is not the case with clay, a breach m it admits of the 
wateis flowing off, so that the flanks remain uninjured, the cost of lepair 
being simply the expense of filling in with earth the breach made But 
should the waters top an earthen embankment there is at once a bieach, 

such seldom happens with masonry. Amongst other

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35. Of the state of crime m Nimar Captain French leported most 

favorably , having been long m Khandeish and Deccan a 
sute of cnme m Ni- magistrate and employed elsewhere, he never knew a 
country so free from crime of every description as Nimai. 
There had been but one serious gang robbery m the whole 3000 square 
miles during the past 18 months , nearly all (21 persons) concerned m 
which were apprehended and convicted With a few exceptions the crimi- 
nals were from the neighbouring province of Khandeish. 

36. In reviewing the farming system m Nimar the Lieutenant Go- 

vernor N W. P remarked, that it appeared probably 
Farming ^syMetn of jj ave f ai led from the shoitness of the leases, and the 

absence on the part of the lessees of any permanent in- 
terest in the soil , the increase of cultivation required the outlay of capi- 
tal, which could not be returned for many years, and m which it was evi- 
dently not worth the farmer’s while to engage. It was now determined 
to assume the direct management of the villages, and by the construc- 
tion of expensive works foi lingation to obtain an lm- 
KhassMawgpnenUn- mediate and prospective increase of the lent roll, this 
course had been followed with much success m Mliair- 
warrah and Ajmere, and Captain Fiencli should have all possible encour- 
agement and assistance m the woik he had undei taken. 

37. The season of 1846-47 on the whole was good. In the Asseer 

pergunnali much injury was done to the Rubbee by 
Sumbl 'i 84 o 9 °47 A D Lost, and owing to the scarcity which prevailed the cul- 
trvatoi obtained for his pioduce very high puces ; this 
effected a great change amongst the people, for as then crops were gath- 
eied, the producers weie led to make dnect and advantageous sales to 
purchasers from Khandeish and elsewhere, thus bieakmg thioughthe old 
custom of allowing the village bunneah to cany the pioduce fiom the 
field, and settle its value m the running account 

38. The profits from such sales, with the 1 eduction in the land tax 
of klialsa villages, and the non-existence of outstanding balances of for- 
mer years, recovered them fiom the losses of the two pievious veiy bad 
seasons. The importance of the carnage load on the Simiole ghaut was 
proved by the tiaders m towns, above and beyond the ghauts m Malwa, 
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resorting to Nimai foi the pm chase of grain m unusual numbers., while 
the tanks and suiais made and repaired in the previous year, with those 
m hand m this, and other measures of amelioration, gave the ryot and 
people in geneial, confidence now, and such hope m the futuie, that atten- 
tion was turned to lmgatmg wheat crops, which as m Malwa had mthis 
pait of Nimai been raised on the uncertain moistuie left in the soil by 
the lams

is, tiled houses, and neaily 8000 houses weie tiled in the piovince 

47. Theie weie still m the pi ovmce 809 villages totally deseited, 
choleia in the yeai 1903 earned off upwaids of 1000 of the veiy thm 
population, and the di ought destioyed neaily 20,000 mango and raowa 
tiees in the two pievious yeais. 

48 That 2,290 wells should have been woiked, is a gratifying fact 
of this year, though 2,568 lemamed unemployed, stiong hopes were en- 
tertained that these last would be bi ought into operation, and that nri- 
gation by cuts, oi pots, from the tanks, would increase the cultivation 
In most villages the Patels’ income and respectability mainly depended 
on zeal in then office, especially m extending the migated aiea, which 
would receive an impetus from the l eduction in assessment, making 3 
rupees the maximum late per beegah on land watered from wells , well- 
watered land paid as high as 8 lupees the beegah, and on that account 
the extent of nngation was small indeed. 

49 Another source of loss to the defenceless villagei in Nimai, is 
fiom the lavages of tigers, leopards, and wild animals 7 men and 754 
head of cattle were killed dui mg the yeai The rewaid for the destiuction 
of those beasts is veiy handsome, still of itself it is not an inducement 
for the people to hunt them down. 

50 In the Seylanee, Poonassa, Attode, Moondee, Bhamguih and 
Peeplode pergunnahs, plough lates obtain, the income fiom which had 
impioved and was improving All five districts aie still very scantily po- 
pulated, and chiefly by Bheelalas, Bheels, Puidesees and Gonds, fickle 
and unsettled races, as well as veiy indifferent cultivators By the 
opening of roads through then localities, and the constiuction of 
suiais and wells, much good was anticipated, and it was hoped that they 
would soon have sufficient confidence to attach them to the soil, so as 
to furnish some security to enable them to obtain advances foi tiled 
houses The land assessment this yeai was made on the Khalsa sys- 
tem any eirois that might be discovered, would be readily rectified 
at the appioachmg settlement, m the interim the ryot had the benefit 
of them.

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51 Captain French’s description of his process is best given in his 
own words — (< The fields were, each in presence of the 
Rude Process of As {e ril u, va + or . measured by a karkoon and assessed by a 
<f punchayut of the neighbouring Patels, &c. &c I hey 
« fought and talked of couise much in the usual noisy but harmless 
“ manner, and, m the gieat majonty of cases, settled the rate pei beegah 
« amicably, any won-contents laid their case befoie the amil, and if he 
“ could not settle the diffeience, they were refen ed to me, when the 
“ whole village came to me at the Roojwat 01 final settlement time 
“ This began m November— I had a roll in English of the ryots, the 
« vanous sorts of land, with extent and lates, each held in cultivation. 
“ This was gone over man by man, m presence of his Patel and Put- 
“ wairy, as well as the punch that fixed his lent, all complaints were then 
“ heard, and if of over-assessment, the punch was referred to, and a fiesh 
“ investigation was ordered, when it appealed on refeience to the Patel 
“ and fellow villagers of the complainant that it was called foi. If of 
<c over-measurement, the land was re-measuied, and every encouiagement 
“ was given to the lyots to look well to then own inteiests ; many of 
“ them m person by paces tested the karkoon’s measurement, but the 
“ great majority forgot how many beegahs they held m lent ; some too, 
from a strange peiverseness, would say, c Ask the Putwairy,’ although 
“ they well knew the number of their beegahs and biswahs. While the 
“ Roojwat was being made, each man told how much he had received m 
“ tuccavee,the amount and the portion of his rent paid They pioduced 
“ their little powtees, 01 receipts, and weie all, over and over, told to as- 
“ certain that the full sum was entered. This process having been gone 
" through with each village, a day was fixed on for all the Patels and Put- 


“ waiees, (with such of their respective villageis as they chose to bung) 
“ assembling in my tent m piesence of the amil and zemindars (mund- 
“ looee andkanongoe) of the peigunnali This day was devoted to eonver- 
“ sation. All that Government had done m thepast year m the remission 
“ outstanding balances, the construction of tanks, 
vuiage Meetings, « wens, loads, wells and suiais, the abolition of tian- 
“ Sit duties, and many vexatious taxes, &e&c.weie duly

that if the lands they held free when we came, were attached, they now 

„ e ” J °y d 5 P er cent on the Snkar’s hucks, with wasteland to the value 
of 25 rupees, and that veiy much would he expected of them, as po- 
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K lice officers, m apprehending thieves , as revenue officers m mcreas- 
" mg cultivation , and, generally, as the head men of their localities, in 
“ keeping the people m good humour , bringing to the notice of the amil, 

“ the zemindais, or the Pohtical Agent, aught that would tend to the 
“ benefit of the subject To prevent being not understood by all, some m- 
“ telligent Patel was made to report what I said The good deeds of 
“ Government having been thus made the most of, the assembly was m- 
“ vited to offer any suggestions it liked That done, and talked ovei, my 
“ schemes for the future were expounded, and advice sought The day 
“ concluded by pan soopai ee, and all went home ” 

52 By such means weie the people made to compiehend their own 
position, to feel their importance, and encouraged to discuss matteis 
deeply interesting to themselves , thus too they learnt that then imme- 
diate luler was also their best friend, and not as they had for long, and 
perhaps too justly supposed, merely anxious to extort from them the 
uttermost farthing. 

53 Captain Fiench notices the importance of the Patel as a police 
and revenue officer, as well as headman in the village community m 
this and the southern paits of India, and is aveise under any cncum- 
stances to this important officer being dispensed with, for he is the 
hei editary revenue and police officer, as well as the general referee of 

the village. No officer is more respected by a native 
office of Patei Government, than the Pateljee, and the office is even 

now, m name, held by Holkar, Scindiah, and other 
piinces of Dukhun origin. 

54 . Under the system introduced by us. Captain Fiench thought a 
change unsuited to the genius of the people had been introduced, under 
the operation of which the heieditary Patel, instead of acting as chief 
of his village on behalf of ruler and i uled, had been put aside, deprived 
of authonty and income, his place being taken by a leaseholdei oi far- 
mei, without the prestige of birth, and its countless accompaniments, m 
most countries, among the ignorant, 

55 . It may be interesting to note, that in the Deccan and Khan- 
deish, the Patel’s bucks are far greater than the peicentage sanctioned 
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m Nimar tlieie they have chillei khurch, gaum khurch, &c. &e„ besides 
a percentage, which in Khandeish is,

56 The provision for the Putwarees in Nimai is by a plough late,

57. In the yeai S 1903, fifty-eight wens and tanks weie made oi 
lepaned, at an outlay by the British Government of Rs. 11,318, and by 
the Duibars of Gwalioi and Indoie, of Rs 11,585 and 9,600 respectively 
these added to 47 similai woiks by the tlnee Governments in the pre- 
vious season, gave a total of 105 tanks and wens completed at a cost of 
Rs 69,958-5-0 nr two years. 


58 The majority of these woiks are of the utmost local importance. 
By collecting in the four months of the lainy season a laige body of 
water, winch through percolation supplied the wells m the vicinity, so 
that they dried not m the diy season , many now lepaired foi a few hun- 
ied mpees must originally have cost thousands The gieat Buireah 
tank, oi lake, which was lepaired for 5000 Rs could not, m its ongi- 

cost less tian five tme5 the entire sum 
y tlie three Governments m tl.e past two years on all these tanks and

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59 Such was the scarcity of water m this neighbouihood, that whilst 
the lepaiis weie in piogiess, it was brought fiom a distance to supply 
the wants of the workmen, no dunking watei being at hand This neces- 
saiy has since been secuied to the villages m abundance 

60 Many of the small tanks weie lepaned through the agency of 
the village Patels, funds being provided them , and it was found that the 
woik was clieapei and fully as well done, than as if theie had been an 
establishment on the spot to supeuntend and defiaythe daily outlay 

61 That the outlay, neaily Rs 70,000, was laige, is not to be dis- 
puted, (this sum was expended on tanks and works of irrigation, includ- 
ing the outlay by Holkar, in two years), especially when conti asted with 
the expendituie on public woiks m the past 25 years of our rule of Bn- 
tish or Scmdiah Nimar It must not however be forgotten that m the 7 
years pievious to S 1903, A D. 1846-47, the l emissions on account of 

drought had amounted to Rs 3,09,455 Famine had 
Lmd!U Rs 2 , 2^816 added to the misery of the people when these works 
weie undertaken and vigorously earned on, and it was 
giatifymg to have the co-operation of Holkar’s Durbar, (in whose dis- 
tucts the Political Assistant m Nimar, Captain French, had only poli- 
tical supeuntendence under the Resident at Indore,) and that only in 
this one year were theie no remissions 

62 Whilst these woiks, having for their object the permanent im- 
piovement of the distuct, were m progiess, the comfort and convemence 
of tiavellers was secuied m the election of 38 new suiais on the chief 
roads and m the principal villages, by the three Governments and pnvate 
individuals, at a cost of Rs 1 1,733-13-10, which, with those of last season, 
made a total of 59 places of accommodation, at an outlay of Rs. 17,867-1-5, 
elected between Apul 1845 and July 1847 

63. Another woik of impiovement m this year lemams to be noticed 
the making a cart load fiom Rurwaye (or the north 

,b!< 4i bank of the river) to Oonkai Mandatta, a place resoit- 

ed to by Hindoos from all parts of India, and wheie a great fair is held 
annually in Novembei, besides thiee mmoi ones. The operations at first 
weie veiy small indeed, not extending beyond cutting and dealing a road 
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through the jungle : but gieat success has attended the undei taking, and 
the result will be, a very gieat eventual benefit to Nimai ; for the funds 
raised by subscription aie sufficient, not only to carry out the views of 
the subscribers, but to make the various clearances, appioaclies, wells, 
&c &c. all of value in a commercial point of view, and of moment to 
the piovmce, being on the high road from Khandeish which passes 
from Boorhanpoor thiough Asseergurh to Malwa via Burwaye. 

64. The season of 1847-48 was good ; the heavy lam early m No- 

vembei did much harm to the khureef, joowar and cot- 
Sumbu i 847-48 A D ton ci ops in Asseer especially, but this, m most places, 
was compensated foi, by the fine rubbee crops.

66. The reduction of rates on lands irrigated fiom wells before 
noticed, had considerably increased the irrigated aiea, though not suffi- 
ciently to cover the loss by reduced rates, which amounted to 606-1-6 

67. Much good was anticipated fiom the measure sanctioned by the 
Resident, of granting leases for 30 years to cultivatois at existing rates, 
on their digging wells and building them up pucka. This rule had only 
been recently introduced The policy of 'encouraging superioi cultiva- 
tion, as well as of making the crops less dependant on the rams, is too 
obvious to need remark. These wells, nounshed by tanks, secuie m a 
drought some portion of the levenue, and are an incitement to laboi when 
otherwise the heart of the cultivator would fail. 

68 The whole of the tuccavee advanced during 1846-47, and the 
payment of that which was due foi this year, was recovered without an 
instance of default, 
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69. In consequence of many villages having m this yeai become 
Khalsa, and of an influx of cultivators from the neighbouring states, the 
amount of tuccavee issued, consideiably exceeded that of the year pre- 
ceding , the total outstanding on the 30th April being Rs 25,423-10-6, 
of this Rs 19,122 lsiepayable duung the year 1847-48 The whole had 
been advanced on the secunty of the Patels, and zemmdais The objec- 
tion to the system of tuccavee earned to such an extent was fully recog- 
nized by Lieutenant Evans, who had succeeded Captain Fiench Lieute- 
nant Evans’ attention was directed to leading the people to depend less 
on Government but under the management, when Government stands 
in the place of landloid, the making advances becomes unavoidable, and 
it is gratifying to learn, that subsequently this system of advances had 
nearly ceased. 

70. The evils of the Khalsa system which placed Government m the 
position of village managei, with its duties andiesponsibility, lepressmg 
all local energy, and placing over it a band of officials difficult to con- 
trol, and poweiful foi mischief, had been pointed out to Captain Fiench, 
and his successor Lieutenant Evans, who was invited by the Resident 
to give the result of his observation on the working of the Khalsa or 
Kliam system of management 

71. In reply he observed, “ That while it has its advantages, m bnng- 
“ mg the cultivator into direct communication with Government, mstead 
“ of eveiy thing being filtered through a middle-man, and in calling on 
“ him for payment of only so much land as he actually cultivates, it is 
“ open to some equally giave objections. These I need not tiouble you 
“ with a detail of, as you have yourself recorded them , suffice it to say, 
et that a permanent settlement, either Mouzawara, by a commiimty, as 
“ lecommended by His Honor the Lieutenant Governoi, if it be found 
“ possible to mtioduce it, or Ijarato individuals, would I think bebene- 
“ ficial, and measures are in pi ogress and statements gradually prepar- 
“ mg to this end Nearly all the British villages are now Khalsa, the 
“ thiee that lemam m lease, the holders aie not willing to give up 

“ The Mouzawara system as laid down m Mr. Secretary Thornton’s 
“ lettei of 8th June 1847, would be all that could be desired, but the 
“ population here is so scanty, and land so abundant, while few of the

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“ villages possess old inhabitants (even such as may have passed two gene- 
“ rations m one spot, not hesitating to shift their quaiteis, on the least 
" occasion,) that I doubt the possibility of introducing it Captain 
“ French had translations made, and himself, as well as through Mr. 
“ Deputy Collector Conlan, endeavoured to persuade the people t<*> tiyit as 
“ an experiment The answei invariably was, that they would cultivate 
« then own lands, and be severally lesponsible for them, but as to a joint 
« and several responsibility, it was out of the question, each declining to 
“ answei for the othei ” 

72 Many Gond families came during this yeai into the Peeplode 
peigunnah fiom the Nizam’s distucts, on the southern side of the Tapty. 
There had been 21 villages of this intei estmg class, a tribe moie capable 
of being improved than the Bheels With a view to encouiage them to 
settle, after a most careful enquiry, Rs 500 were distributed amongst 
some 50 or 60 families to set them up, and the expenment pioved cer- 
tainly successful 

73 The works on the Sum ole ghaut, for which funds were m hand, 
were earned on under Lieutenant Keatmge by whom the major part of 
the ghaut was ongmally planned, the lower pait, foimerly a very steep 
pitch, had been finished m the yeai The importance of opening 
thoioughly the communication between Booihanpoor and Indoie, crossing 
Nimar, cannot be too highly estimated Neai Asseeigurli the country 
is hilly and rocky, stretching some 10 or 11 miles on both sides of the 
Fort , over this an excellent fail -weather road had been completed at a 
cost to Scmdiali of Rs 3,719, m constructing which. Lieutenant Ken- 
nedy of the Bombay Engineers rendered great and gratuitous assistance. 

74 The following abstract of works of geneial utility, cained on 
dm mg the yeai undei notice, shows how well the prospenty of the piov- 
ince was considered by those m chaige. 

Fust , — A watei-course, foi nngation, has been carried out for a dis- 
tance of thiee miles, fiom the Katkoot Satcoot (peigunnah Kusrawud) 
v eir, watering 210 beegahs 

Second ,— A weir m the nullah that issues from the Shahabad tank 
and which, already wened at one spot, aided to fill a small tank, near the 
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town of Kusrawud Fiom this small tank, supplied from the greatei, 
is making a watei -course, calculated to water 120 beegahs. 

Thud , — The Buneali and Jeithwai tanks aie also being done m the 
same manner, and, although muchlaigei works, good lesults will shoitly 
appeal 

Font th, — The Gond (Borood, peigunnah Buneah) anew tank half 
finished 

75 The plan of building dhuimsalas m every lespectable village 
on high loads, wheie the inhabitants may be wilhng to pay half, oi a 
piopoition of the expense, was encouraged with success The dhurm- 
sala is a place not only where tiavellers and strangers may find sheltei, 
but where the villageis may meet on gieat occasions , hold then caste 
assemblies, and at jumabundee time, it is the cutcheiry In some few 
places at the earnest request of the inhabitants, who volunteeied to pay 
half, or otherwise assist, the works weie at once commenced 

76 Nnnar has always enjoyed a piivilege m having a fixed sum set 
apait for the maintenance of village schools The instiuction affoided 
by them is almost entirely elementary The average attendance of 591 
boys, is as large as could be expected, and leads to the inference that the 
institutions are appreciated by the ruial classes, foi whose benefit these 
were founded , connected with them as an auxiliary, to which too much 
importance cannot be assigned, is the establishment of native libianes 
m all the chief towns m Nimai For this the Nimarees are indebted 
to Captain Fiench It must be borne m mind that Nimai. is a poor 
country, and this remembered, the sum subscribed purely by the natives, 
Rs 1396-14-0, will appear a large amount The selection of the books was 
mainly made by the subscribers. They are kept at the several cutchei- 
nes, free access under ceitam lules being had to them, and as expenence 
has proved thattheie is a gi owing desue to lesort to those reading rooms, 
it is to be hoped that funds for their maintenance and enlargement may 
be cieated. 

77 Amongst the novelties must be noticed the mtioduction of a, 
lithographic press, set up at Mundlaisir, to multiply the number of school 
books, of which at piesent there is a sad want.

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78. The season of Surabut 1905, A. D. 184-8-49, was an unfavorable 
one, owing to the lightness of the eaily lams , the rubbee 
sumbut 1905, a. d cr0 p S weie partially saved by good falls m November,

80 A large i eduction in the amount of outstanding tuccavee 
advances was made this yeai, the sum of Rs. 24,156-10-6 tuccavee 
having been repaid, leaving however still due Rs 12,701-12. Advances 
to the extent of Rs. 10,158-4-0 on all accounts were made within the year, 
which compared with Rs. 30,805-6-0 in that preceding, is satisfactory. 
Moieovei, of the advances the sum of Rs. 6,942 was foi seed, food and 
bullocks , this is almost unavoidable where the cultivatois belong to the 
Bheel, Bkeelala, oi Gond tribes, to whom native bankeis will not lend 
money. Improvement had now set m, for it is recorded that so aware 
weie the Patels become of the value of their tenants, that many had them- 
selves this year voluntarily given the poorer villagers advances from the 
5 pei cent, allowed by Government. 

81. In the Asseer peigunnahs considerable decrease had been antici- 
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pated , an actual deficiency of Us. 174-2 occuired, partly losses owing to 
some newly settled villages 

82 This pergunnali depends almost entirely upon the city of Boor- 
lianpooi foi its prospenty, which, fiom mal-admimstration by Scmdiali’s 
officials, is rapidly and as suiely detenoiatmg , sanguinary distuibances 
between the Hindoos and Moosulmans, attended by a lamentable loss 
of life, took place, followed by the gieat fire These events caused very 
many people to leave the city , and the lands surrounding it, foimeily 
cultivated by them, were thrown up, and fell out of cultivation 

83 Reviewing the peigunnahs, it may be said that a slight mciease 
was peiceptible m Khundwah, Burwai, and Peeplode, likely m the two 
formei to advance yeaily by lands lately brought under cultivation com- 
ing gradually under full assessment , that Poonassa also showed a small 
advance, efforts weie being made systematically to resettle this pergun- 
nah, once and not 100 yeais since, a most flourishing district, yielding a 
gross lental of a lac of lupees per annum. Attode was also progressing, 
but it, as well as Seylanee Billaia,is a poor pergunnah, whilst m Moon- 
dee and Bhamgurh there is a slight decrease Dliuigaum can only exhibit 
advance thiough improved cultivation i, e. irrigated instead of ram crops, 
there being scaicely a beegah of waste land m the pergunnah 

84 The Butish districts piesent an increase of Rs. 328-12-0. On 

the whole the advancing prospenty m Kanapooi andBurreah, wheienow 
only two villages remain to lesettle, is gratifying. The quantity of Khal- 
sah land undei cultivation, and theievenue demandable therefrom, show

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85 Captain Evans m his repoit foi this yeai again pi esses the ques- 
tion of management, obseivmg that he did not honestly think that under 
the old Ijara system, the amount of revenue this yeai realised would 
have been collected. With all its disadvantages, the Klialsa system, 
from its bringing the cultivates moie immediately undei the observa- 
tion of the authorities, gives gi eater facilities for collecting the levenue, 
without the danger of, m bad yeais like the past, pressing them too hard 
The assessment now prevailing, tested as it has been foi tlnee yeais, was, 
he confidently affirmed, exceedingly fair and evenly distributed , and that 
the gieat object, theiefoie, contemplated in the lecouiseto Klialsa man- 
agement, viz a fair and even distubution of the buithen of taxation, had 
been obtained Of the 658 inhabited villages m Nimai, 520 weie under 
Khalsa management. 

86. It may well be said, that the position of the cultivates was se- 
cure, and some certain statistical data collected The time had amvedfoi 
the intioductionofsuch a system as Government might decide on foi the 
futuie fiscal admimstiation of the piovince It was to be lemembered, 
that the inhabitants of Nimar aie a simple, ignorant and still suspicious 
race , — foi yeais the country had been over-run both by plundereis, and 
by the armies of contending powers, by whose lavages many paits weie 
quite desolate The present cultivatois moieovei weie many, oi most 
of them, new comers , having no local ties to bind them to the soil, but 
who, on peace being restored, came where a strong Government promised 
them safety , and wheie they could obtain land on easy terms Almost 
the only Wutundais Were the Patels, who undei all cncumstances had 
cluug to then villages , and when compelled by the pressure of the times 
to abandon, were ready on the fiist favorable opportunity to resettle 
them 

87 The cultivatois not having sufficient confidence the one m the 
other, to become jointly and severally responsible m engagements, even 
though theieby getting nd of neaily } of the buithen of taxation, the 
objects contemplated ot making the people less dependant on the Gov em- 
inent officials, and to feel that they possessed an mteiest m the land, and 
that its possession was a property, could not then be attained , in lieu 
therefore the system of granting leases of then holdings to individual 
cultivators, on favorable terms, was enteied on. It was hoped that by 
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the giant of leases foi a long penod of yeais, with the addition, wheie 
practicable, of a paicel of waste land, lent-fiee, attachment to the soil 
might be cieated, and an intei est excited m the cultivator to impiovehis 
land 

88 This plan was commenced in Kusiawud, (in British peigun- 
nah ) There, tlieie is little, if any, waste land, the villages of this pergun- 
nah having been always well inhabited , the cultivated area too is fully 
assessed, andfiom the proximity to the uvei Neibudda, the construction 
of wells for irrigation is nearly impossible When leases weie pioposedto 
the people. Captain Evans obsei ves, that they replied promptly, “ Will 
“ you reduce our lent 7 if not, what have we to gam by leases , why should 
“ we hang an anchoi round our necks 7 ” 

89 Notwithstanding this apparent reluctance. Lieutenant Evans did 
not despair of introducing leases even m Kusiawud, elsewheie he con- 
sideied it would be easier, he only feaied to do haimby huriymg, the 
people geneially speaking not appealing to relish the idea of any altera- 
tion in the piesent mode of management, liking the Khalsa system 

90 Duung this past year the benefits afforded by tanks, weie, foi the 
fiist time fully developed Aftei the scanty fall, happy weie those whose 
village was situated neai atank , the cattle oftwelve villages used to come 
to Jeithwai. Lachora supplied Burreah with watei as well foi human 
beings as for cattle, besides irrigating 164 beegahs Dhuslee was lesort- 
ed to from Kanapoor and all the sui rounding villages Even those tanks 
that soon dned up had, under the suiface, extended their influence, keep- 
ing wells full, and so benefittmg the country 

91 The Gond distucts made veiy satisfactoiy piogress, and had 
received new settlers The deadliness of the climate during some months, 
opposes gieat difficulty m maintaining over those wild people that sup- 
erintendence, without which no impiovement can be looked for The 
only Kaikoon conveisant with the Gond language, died in November 
Thiough the peisuasion of Mahomed Lall Khan, Deputy Collector, the 
parents of four boys (aged from 10 to 13) had been induced to permit their 
clnldien to go to Peeplode, foi the purpose of attending the school, and 
to be instructed so as to become capable of keeping the village accounts . 
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it was hoped the example might he followed, and that a teacher from 
among the boys sent, might be found to establish a school m then native 
wilds The attempt, whatever may be the success, leflects the highest 
ci edit on the Deputy Collector 

92. The establishment of a dispensary at Khundwali, at a cost of 
Rs 528 pel annum, or Rupees 44 per mensem, had afforded means of 
extending medical aid and medicine to a laige number of people m ail 
unhealthy part of the countiy. 


93 Rut few public works were executed during 1848-49 under 
Lieutenant Keatinge. A water-course foi conveying watei fiom the 
Lachoia tank, to nrigate lands for winch lnigation had been hitherto 
considered impracticable, had been neaily completed Several weirs, 
Kharwa, Taklee, and that on the Sookta nvei, altered and impioved. 

Dhuimsalas were built at several

94. But the cluef work, as in the previous year, and towaids the 
completion of which every exertion was directed, was the road from In- 
doie to Booihanpoor, passing for a distance of 108 miles through Nimar. 
The Simrole ghaut had been nearly finished, that near Asseei quite, so 
that laden carts could easily travel the entire route , between Dusgaum 
and Dliungoo,16 miles of road was under construction. The impoitance 
of this line is daily increasing, leading as it does from Mahva to Klian- 
deish and Berai , escapmg a great portion of unhealthy jungle, it will be 
open at all seasons and much frequented , more so now than foimeily. 
From being provided with serais acioss the valley of Nimar, and being 
connected with the Agra road on the table-land of Malwa, its impoitance 
will, it is evident, be immensely mci eased , a map of the whole road made, 
from Indore to the Tapty, was to be commenced aftei the rains by Lieut- 
enant Keatinge 


95. The Government N W P. having accorded assistance towaids 
building reading rooms for the native libraries in Nimar, and in Burwai 
and Bahadurpoor, (British Scindiafi) the people having subscubedrespec- 
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lively Rs 60 and 150, neat leading looms weie elected at a cost as pei 
maigin These native libianes contained sonice of 
Baimdurpoor 282 -i 2 -c much promise, and as indicative of the appieciation on 
the pait of the people of the means of education affoided 
them, the average daily attendance at the village schools, considering the 
population, was most satisfactory. 


96 The season of 1849-50 as regards the fall of ram was very good , 
they weie indeed so veiy heavy in some tiacts as to gieat- 
a d 1849-10 ly damage the Khureet crops.

98 The lecoveiable balance of 1848-49 had been all realised, with 
exception of Rupees 121-12-6 m the Khundwah pergunnah, and which 
was i emitted, having been enoneously set down as recoverable. 


99 The tuccavee statements are satisfactory At the close of 
1848-49, the amount remaining due was Rs. 12,701-12-0. Rs. 9,271-8-6 
was the total balance m 1849-50. 


100. Three deseited villages were re-settled m the British pergun-

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nalis, and there lemam but foui unsettled, two m Kanapoor, and two in 
Buireah, the number being thirteen at the close of 1844-45 Tuccavee 
advances for new ploughs continued to be necessaiy there had been sin- 
gulai good fortune in meeting with no losses hitherto ; though such may 
be looked foi 

101 In the British Scmdiah distncts eighty-five villages had been 
le-settled since the close of 1844-45 Not a mpee of tuccavee had bithei- 
to been lost, and the only parties legal ding whose ultimate lepayment 
the least doubt existed, weie the Gonds of the Peeplode peigunnah, and 
even of them there was but little apprehension 

102 Measures weie taken this year to mtioduce a legular settle- 
ment accoidmg to fixed and defined rules , m puisuance of which, the 
Kusrawud pergunnah was made ovei to Mi Conlan, Deputy Collectoi, 
foi i e-settlement As a first step, all boundanes weie accurately defined, a 
task of delicacy and difficulty, some being disputes of many yeais stand- 
ing between Bntish managed villages, and those of the Holkai and Dliar 
states Five of these weie finally settled by Mr Conlan, and one only 
lemained 

103 The measuiement of the lands it was expected would be entne- 
ly finished dunng the ensuing cold weathei, and so changed had the pub- 
lic feeling m this respect become, that the whole had been accomplished 
without any alaim being excited oi suspicion raised 

104 The village of Kheiee was selected as the fiist foi the follow- 
ing reasons Dunng the jumabundee of peigunnahs Kanapooi and Bui- 
leali, which was this yeai made by Lieutenant Keatinge, the cultivatois 
gave an uizee, requesting a lease of the village on the following terms 

Fiist Lease foi 30 years, at piesent rate, less 25 pei cent. 

Second No remission to be claimed on account of any cultivator 
throwing up his field, or a deficiency of ram 

Thud. No fields to be allowed to lemam unfilled. Government to 
mterfeie on representation being made of any cultivator being lazy and 
permitting his lands to go to waste Such lands to be taken from the de- 
faulter and made over to the community. 
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Fow th Cultivatois dying and leaving no heirs., Government to show 
consideiation 

105. Seven or eight villages, m the Kanapoor and Buneah peigun- 
nahs, were lepoitedieady to accede to the same airangement as that pi o- 
posed by Klieiee, thus a preliminary to a settlement came from the peo- 
pie As soon as Kusiawud might be finished, the suivey of Kanapoor 
and Buneah was to be commenced upon, and one, if not both, it was 
hoped would be completed dui mg the season 

106 With exception of a slight deciease m peigunnah Burwai of 
Rs 148-3-6, and a loss in Moondee of Rs 29-6-0, and Peeplode which 
is stationaiy, all the othei peigunnahs shew an mciease. 

107 Among the most feitile tiacts in the piovmce, accoidmg to 
common repoit, supported by the evidence of iiumeious old wells and 
embankments, was the pergunnah of Poonassa bordenng on the Hossmg- 
abad districts, bounded on one side by the Nerbudda , it had become a 
complete waste, and for the last 30 years, been almost entirely desolate, 
Bheels, Kooikoos, and other wandeung and unsettled races, occupying 
a few hamlets Measures weie now adopted to settle this once flouiislimg 
pergunnah , it was not part of the scheme to entice cultivatois from set- 
tled villages , the impolicy of such a couiseis obvious under any cncum- 
stances, but m Poonassa the usk of exposuie to a climate to which they 
weie not accustomed was sufficient to detei any cultivators m the neigh- 
bouimg districts from changing then location , the desne was lathei to 
make some thing out of the Kooikoos, and Bheelalas, by encouraging 
them to make extensive clearances, to try impioved cultivation, to sink 
or deepen wells, and build moie substantial habitations than they at pie- 
sent occupied, some few old cultivators from a distance, who desired to 
settle, weie allowed, m the hopes that their setting the example, and act- 
ing as mstructois would be beneficial to these wild races, whose whole 
system of agncultuie consists in simply sciatchmg up the giound with a 
rude wooden plough, oi hanow, and casting theiem the seed for iam 
ciops, Of manuie migation, the lotation of ciops, &c. they are utleily 
ignoiant 

108 To give confidence, the old foit at Poonassa situated m a 
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healthy locality, was cleaied out, and made the head quaitei of an out- 
post of 1 havildar and 12 men of the Malwa Bheel coips, and 4 Sowais; 
a few prisoners weie sent from Mundlaisn to woik m the dry season; 
to supply these, a local demand was cieated, which led to the opening of 
a bunneah’s shop, and afforded a market for the produce of the Bheels 
the success hitherto has been beyond expectation ; a small village has 
taken root on the rums of Poonassa, the sickness so much dreaded before 
was not found to pie vail, and the prospects of the futuie aie alike cheer- 
ing andgiatifymg, 114* new ploughs having been set a- 

•49 without advances. . . , , ■, 

G 5 receiving advances going in this desolate peigunnan. 

109 Several wells have been cleaied out, to aid which, advances were 
sanctioned, as well as to patels (Bheelalas) foi the pui chase of carts, and 
foi roofing the houses with tiles Much good may be anticipated fiom the 
new load, the expense of which is to be borne proportionally by Holkar 
and Scindiah, as it will open athoioughfaie tlnoughthe pergunnah, and 
give vent to its products , giam of all kmds, (wheat, gram, and rice) aie 
taken to Indoie m laige quantities, yet in the whole lange of ghauts east- 
ward of Simiole, extending to a distance of some 80 miles, the Dhuntalow 
is the only pass practicable for carts (laden) and that not a very good one ; 
bullock tiacks are numeious and difficult, water generally scaice, the 
jungle thick, and for moie than 20 miles, not a hut to be seen, the only 
location deserving the name of a village is at the Khan nvei, occupied 
by a few Kooikoos. 

110 The road pioposed via Peepuldah will save 10 miles distance, 
ciossmg a better countiy, with greater facilities for being lendeied pass- 
able throughout the yeai The Peepuldah ghaut is tolei ably easy fiom 
thence to Katkoot (Holkai’s) the load thiough jungle is practicable Kat- 
koot is inhabited, and has bunneahs’ shops , thence to Buckhutguih on 
the Neibudda (also inhabited by Bheels) wheie theie is a good ferry : 
lieie one of the guaianteed chiefs of the Seylanee Buckhutgurh family 
lesides Crossing the Neibudda pioceeding to Poonassa, the stages aie 
easy and watei plentiful • cutting the jungle along the line was commenc- 
ed m the pi oper season this yeai, and some piogiess made It was intend- 
ed to i e-open the old load from Poonassa to Huidah, it requiring but 
little to make it passable for caits, beyond sloping the approaches to 
nullahsr 
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111. Great lelief during this yeai was afforded to those under engage- 
ments, by altering the periods for the payment of their kists, and making 
the dates on which their mstalments fell due, happen after the period at 
which their crops could have found a maiket 

112 Lieutenant Evans reported, that the tanks and wens weie all 
in good ordei , that the Simrole ghaut and load had been finished, and a 
toll of two annas per laden bullock had been introduced, gram alone be- 
ing excepted, the proceeds of which toll were to be appropriated to the 
repairs and making of the ghaut and approaches , the road towards Bur- 
wai had been pushed on, the plan being to metal the worst parts, level 
all inequalities, widen and straighten the line, making causeways with 
large stones and kunkur over shallow but muddy nullahs. The bad hil- 
ly pait between Dhungoun and Deisgaum, 16 miles, had been repaired, 
the ongmal line had been kept foi 6 miles, but for the remainder, passing 
through jungle, a new one had been taken by Lieutenant Keatmge, to 
avoid a river wluch had to be crossed seven times, by this neaily one mile 
had been saved, and a better countiy crossed. Holkar and Scmdiah con- 
tributed funds to this woik The Asseer road and pass have been kept 
in lepaii fiom the tolls, which have just covered the expenses, 

113. The unsettled state of that portion of the Nizam’s temtoiy, 
divided from Nimar by the Tapty, was pioduetive of no little mjury to 
our people , not a dacoity had been known m Nimar since 1845, when 
one took place m the Peeplode pergunnah committed by the Khandeish 
Bheels of the Sathpooias, twenty-thiee of whom were apprehended and 
convicted On the 29th Januaiy, howevei, the house of a wealthy Patel of 
the Peeplode pergunnah was attacked by a laige body of armed men, 
and plundered of pi opeity, ready money and bullion, to the estimated 
amount of Rs 14,000, and eaily m March a similai attack occuned at 
Paraitee also in the same pergunnah, m which pi opeity valued at Rs. 
374 was carried. off. Both these outiages weie peipetrated by laige bodies 
of men, well armed with matchlocks, fiom across the river, the names of 
five of theieputed leaders weie known, they had not however been seized 
A party fiom the dacoitee office had been sent after them by the Resident 
at Indore , the bands were reported to be m such stiength, that the Nizam’s 
Amil of Akot (Berai)had strengthened himself with a party of 50 Arabs, 
this same band had perpetiatedan extensive dacoity to the amount of a lakh 
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of lupeesat Karunj m Berar. The Police kaikoon and his two peeadahs 
showed consideiable couxage in taking up and canymg on the tiail m 
the Paiaitee attack, and fought when they came up with some of the 
stragglers aftei sixteen miles hacking, 1 ecovermg some ai tides (bi ass pots), 
and then continuing the trace into, and through the Zynabad peigun- 
nali, to the Jutguih hills, on the bordeis of Beiai, whence no doubt the 
band had come 


114. Every exertion was made to effect the apprehension of these 
maraudeis, but without success , pursuit aftei they have ciossed the Tap- 
ty, was vain The distuibances at Mulkapooi (Nizam’s) "betu een Hin- 
doos and Moosulmans, had diawn a numbei of idle and needy men to this 
quaitei, some of whom it was clear had been engaged m these outrages ; 
it became imperatively necessary to adopt preventive measures to secure 
the integrity of the Nimai boidei, and posts ueie accoidingly occupied 
by detachments of Scmdiah’s cavahy at Booihanpooi , that these weie hap- 
pily successful was lepoited by Captain Evans m his annual lepoit foi 
the year following, which foi convenience of reference is heie quoted 
“ The past year has been without a lepetition of the dacoities which weie 
“ peipetiated in the yeai previously gangs fLom the Nizam’s side of the 
“ Tapty This good foi tune has been owing to the piesence of the tioop 
" of the 1st Cavahy, Gwalioi Contingent, placed by you (the Resident) at 
“ my disposal, foi detachment m the Peeplode and Asseer peigunnahs 
“ along the Tapty The whole tioop has now lejoined legimental head- 
“ quaiters, except 1 Duffadai and 16 Sowais, whom I piopose station- 
“ mg again m Gondwanaas soon as the sickly season is past At present 
“ they aie at a village about 18 miles from Khundwali, m a peifectly 
“ healthy place ”

119 Lieutenant Evans conceived the deciease m the Khundwah 
and Asseei pergunnahs, ascribable principally to the smallei amount of 
tuccavee issued both foi seed and food, and new ploughs in the past 
two yeais, the village bankeis being less willing to lend m Khalsa vil- 
lages to the poorei and less industrious cultivators, who without ad- 
vances foi seed and bullocks every season, would not cultivate, and that 
“ Puggrus ” or lent-fiee tenures for two oi three years, had been almost 
entirely discontinued.

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120 There is unquestionably much truth in the first of the causes 
assigned, and it would be better to run some lisk, 01 even mcui some 
losses in tuccavees, than check the efforts of people of the classes lefei- 
red to, on whose reclamation much of the futuie prosperity of the dis- 
trict must depend, than by being too mggaidly m advancing them capital 
wheie no private capitalist would come forward, and Captain Evans was 
encouraged to this couise 

121 The tuceavee balance remaining due at the end of Sumbut 1906, 
was Rupees 9,271-8-6 The issue in the year had been Rs 7,614-4-0, 
making a total of Rs 16,885-12-6 Of this Rs. 6,720-13-6 had been re- 
covered, leaving a balance of Rs 10,164-15, including the laige sum of Rs 
2,134-7-6, gianted in Poonassa, no ultimate loss was anticipated on tins 
account During January and Februaiy the whole of Gondwanali, stretch- 
ing eastward of Boorhanpooi, neaily 60 miles along the Tapty, was visit- 
ed by Captain Evans He found it a most fertile distuct, but described 
the climate as deadly , such only as a Gond, or one acclimated from youth, 
could live m duung the months from August to Januaiy 

122. A striking instance of the piogiess of education is noted by 
Captain Evans. He found m a village a young Brahmin teaching the chil- 
dien of a Gond Patel, he had become acclimated, and as he was intelli- 
gent and willing, and likely to be useful. Captain Evans bi ought him with 
him and put him to school at Mundlaisn, that he might acqune and learn 
a little moie useful knowledge andieturn after the lams to Gondwarrali, 
bettei fitted to lesume his teaching It is to be hoped that this interest- 
ing experiment will succeed, for these people must be taught m then jun- 
gles, which they will not leave to attend a school ; the children who had 
come to Peeplode when away from theii friends, pined so much, that it 
was necessaiy to send them back to then homes, neai to which it must 
be endeavouied to giye then instruction 

123 In Poonassa the prospects weie most encouiaging, and it was 
to be hoped permanently so, the acting Komasdai proved himself most 
active and zealous, taking much intei est in the woik, he himself volunteei- 
ed to undertake carrying out the original intention all was being done 
thiough the Bheels, Bheelalas, Kooikoos, and other jungle tribes, who 
weie being led to adopt a better system of agriculture, to dig wells, and 
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cultivate rubbee crops, to construct tiled bouses, and live moie comfor- 
tably, the few old cultivatois who had been settled, speedily lost heart, 
they could not bear up against the labour of dealing the jungle, whose 
giowth was of a century and upwaids noi against the ravages commit- 
ted by wild animals amongst their ciops and cattle, though the climate 
did not piove insalubrious The wild tubes on the contrary used the 
axe by day with an ease and dextenty almost incredible, and at night 
watching then fields, matchlock, or bow and arrow m hand, as a pastime, 
enjoying the sport, which to them often gave food, they havmg no scru- 
ple in eating the game they killed 

124 During this year great progress had been made in the survey 
and measuiement of the district pieparatoiy to its legulai settlement 
Captain Evans had always strongly suppoited the Khalsa system, uiged 
and advocated by Ins predecessoi Captam French. This note on the pro- 
vince cannot bettei be closed than m his own lemaiks 

<f As the Khalsa system will, m British Nimar at all events, come 
“ to an end this yeai, it is advisable to look back, and see the result it 
“ has produced during the five years it has been m operation The 
“ revenue (Government demand) in British Nimar, exclusive of Cheh- 
“ gaum and Nowgaum, m 1903, the first year of Khalsa management, 

“ was Rs 43,371 It is now Rs 44,144 
“ The increase has been but Rs 773, an 
“ amount very small when it is consider- 
“ ed how much money has been expended 
“ by Government m various ways. Of the 
“ British districts, Kusrawud, the chief 
" one, was already as well cultivated and 
“ inhabited almost as it could be, and m it 
“ theie was little room for improvement

the Assistant in charge of the distuct The importance of leading the 
ryots to depend moie on their own exertions, and to trustless to the 
assistance affoidedby Government, is- forcibly pointed out in the lettei 
from Captain Abbott to Sir C. Wade, dated the 31st August, 1842 , and

3id Noi is theie information leadily available, explanatoiy of the 
system of admimstiation pi evading in Nimai, especially m the Reienue 
Department If tlieie be any such detail ready prepaied, the Lieutenant 
Governor requests you will favoi lum with a copy 

4th In any case, the lemaiks of the Hon’ble Couit aie recommend- 
ed to youi senous consideiation His Honor is prepared to receive any 
observations, oi proposals, which you may feel yourself disposed to offer 
on the subject

Sir, 

I have the honor to transmit some statistical tables connected 
with the Nimai Butish and Scmdiah districts, withaiepoitieceivedfrom 
the Political Assistant, Captain Fieneh, and to remark that, as it is my 
intention to make a complete tour through all parts of Nimar, as soon 
after the close of the rainy season as practicable, I shall reserve my obser- 
vations thereon, until, aftei personal enquiries and observations, 1 am 
enabled to speak with confidence 


2 In justice to Captain French, I cannot delay the transmission of 
his leport, nor an expression of my satisfaction at the Zealand the indefa- 
tigable industry with which he devotes himself to the duties entrusted 
to him 


3 Although the lams have been unusually continuous, and there 
have been one or two veiy heavy falls, I am glad to be able to state that, 
not an embankment, oi a repan of any old tank, oi reservoir, has yet 
given way , and I am in hope that the benefits contemplated by the out- 
lay, will be as pioductive of good, as the woiks themselves have been 
the means of pieseivingthe rural population from starvation and prevent- 
ed their emigiation 

4 The prepaiation of the tables occupies much time, which, in an 
office with a limited establishment, occasions much delay mother depait- 
ments and in cunent duties, I trust, theiefoie, the tables now foi ward- 
ed may be returned to me, when no longei required in your office, oi 
that I may be furnished with copies

Sir, 

I have how the honor of responding to the call of the Hon’ble 
the Court of Directors, conveyed m your letter of the 29th September 
1845 


In all that the late Resident at Indore, Colonel Sir C Wade, 
K C B says on the condition of this provmce, I fully concur, but I am 
not aware of that officer having done ought to render it other than he 
says it is 

In fact I am yet to learn that Sir C Wade 01 any of his pre- 
decessois. Residents of Indore, did anything to ameliorate the prospects 
of Nimai Had they, less would have been called for m the piesent year , 
the countiy would not be m the state the Colonel descnbes , the people 
would be somewhat prospeious , the giand woiks constructed by the 
native luleis would not be useless and unprofitable foi want of repair, 
and the present ruleis would not have suffered so fearfully in revenue 
almost eveiy other yeai as they have done. 

2 In my nearly 24 yeais of Indian experience, I know of no pro- 
vmce that has suffered so much from neglect, as Niraar, and for this your 
predecessors in the Indore Agency aie mainly responsible 

True, that no country could be m a moie lamentable condition 
than Nimar was on our assuming its government on the conclusion of 
the Mahiatta war It had been ravaged m all dnections for a long pre- 
vious period , and we found it neaily a depopulated desert On the restor- 
ation of peace, the survivors of its people returned to their homes, but 
for them or the country, little was done beyond restoring peace, up to the 
present year 
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3 In Malwa, north of Nimar, opium, and the Residents of many 
courts did much, and if the states east and west had not their advantages, 
they at least had that of a mild land assessment Khamdish, south of 
Nimai foi long could boast of none of these advantages, but of late, what 
could be, has been done there, to ensuie some of them. Its land tax was 
reduced not once but many times , transit duties were abolished , also the 
Pandur Puttawith many other vexatious taxes that bore heavily on in- 
dustry and prohibited advancement m prosperity Theie also, loads were 
constructed, and an efficient establishment of European and native officeis 
allowed Here all has been the leverse, and with a minimum of materiel, 
we sought a maximum of income 

4 The original land tax (and it has been little l educed) was too 
high, considering the impoverished state of the piovmce, and that exacted 
m the neighbouimg states, and the impolicy of this was added to, by a 
system long paitially in use, and but lately completely abolished, of 
forced cultivation Few fanners have come to this Agency from the pro- 
vinces bordering on it, that weienot ongmally of Nimai, and many that 
might have come, have held back from the impediments to leaving, 
were such their wish Those we found poor, have remained so, and 
many of those that were otherwise, have become pool , no one heie seems 
to have prospered under oui rule The manufacturer has been lumed, 
his industry found no protective laws, while that of steam, duty fiee, 
drove him with all others to the plough The imposts of Native Princes 
remained, but the abseuce of their expen dituie, all experienced Nimai 
had conferred on hei few, if any, of the measures of amelioiation intro- 
duced elsewhere, while she felt the inevitable evils of a foreign lule and 
absentee landlords 

5 Nought in fact, has been done for the improvement of the coun- 
try It would, from the inquiries I have made, seem to have been look- 
ed on as an infliction not to be got nd of, and it was neglected My pie- 
decessors, I am informed, found it was futile suggesting any lmpiovement 
that involves outlay now, though sure in time to make a good return, and 
they ceased to suggest any The natural impression from such a state 
of things communicated itself to all m the department, and year after 
year passed away — Nimar having the dread of evil without the prospect 
of good before her 
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6 Yet the position of the province, on the high load from Hm- 
doostan to the Deccan, is suiely worthy of some eonsideiation Its soil 
is generally very fine, it has m oidmaiy seasons many peienmal streams, 
the lemains of a vast number of tanks, some of which aie on a grand 
scale, audits people are the least addicted to crime of any that have come 
under my obseivation during the long senes of years I have been a Ma- 
gistiate But the soil was over-taxed, as will he shown piesently , the 
streams ran unheeded to the sea , the tanks have remained in the disre- 
pan we found them , and the quiet habits of the people benefited them 
not. 

7 That Nimar was once a rich and flourishing pi ovince, under the 
houses of Mandoo and Dehli, we have historic proof of, even Aveie the 
remains of tanks and wens none That there weie many difficulties 
to contend with, m restonng piospeuty, is equally tiue, but that little oi 
nothing has been done, is as much so The hands of my predecessors 
were tied, and, instead of mci easing, to the point of efficiency, then means 
of government of this extensive pi ovince, the establishments have been 
leduced, until all were m numbers lendeied totally inadequate to a pro- 
per discharge of the duties of office 

8 In a woid, we reaped without solving, and m exacting the lights 
of propel ty, we forgot its duties, no one act leading to a conviction 
of the permanency of oui stay The tanks, wells, bowlies and serais, 
elected by former mleis, we left m the dilapidated state we found them, 
until the action of time nearly effaced their very lemams, and the 
great remissions of revenue so frequently made, led us not to consider 
the wisdom of native lulers, which caused those works for the insurance 
of levenue, the welfaie of the subject, and the encouiagement of tiade 
and industry Had oui rule been the reverse of all this, had the people 
of sunounding states beheld here a fostering Government , it is certain 
many who had not “ wuttms” theie, would have come here but a 
beginning has been made, and it shall not be my fault, so long as I 
remain, if it be not hotly followed up If Government will sow that 
it may leap, and lecollect the duties as Avell as the right of piopeity, Nimar 
will assuredly prosper and be again a flourishing province, rewaidmg 
both the rulers and ruled, while it will be an example to the sunound- 
ing states 
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9 The above is the essence of all I could say on the past, and it 
seems better that it were said than the reverse, m ordei to the pievention 
of an opinion prevailing, that Nimai was tried but found wanting 

10 I shall now in a few Avoids describe the levenue system lntheito 
prevailing in this piovmce The Bntish pergunnahs (Khanapoor, Bui- 
leea and Kusrawud) iveie for the first thiee yeais held Khalsa, but theie 
Avas no Anuldai ovei them One Avas then appointed foi all thiee, and the 
villages weie leased out foi the Sumbut year 1885 Then leases Aveie 
gi anted foi five yeais, but such Avastlie l eluctance to the terms by thefai- 
mer (lyot) that theie was every probability of the gieatei poition of the 
land lying untilled Of this Colonel Delamam, then Political Agent in 
Nimai, heaid Avhen in Bombay about to leave for the Cape, Avhich caused 
him to return The rates weie leduced on the Avhole about Rs 2,000 and 
Avith some peisuasion the people began ploughing In Sumbut 1891 the 
villages weie again leased out foi five yeais, and in Sumbut 1896 for a like 
period, these lattei have just expned Mundlaisui village Avas held in 
Kham u*p to about ten yeais back 

11 Of Scindiah’s Nimar five pergunnahs came undei this Agency 
in Sumbut 1880, and five otheis m Sumbut 1881 They weie the folloiv- 
mg seasons let out m lease by the yeai up to Sumbut 1885, then fiom 
Sumbut 1886 to 1890, and from 1895 to Sumbut 1910, they Aveie released , 
but m Sumbut 1896 the lavages by the choleia weie very great, in con- 
sequence of Avhich and of the high lates on land, many hundied cultiva- 
tors fled the country , the lates weie then reduced by about Rs 20,000 to 
pi event fuithei deseitions 

12 Each leaseholder had a pottah given him on which was inserted 
m English and Hmdee the amount he Avasto pay the Government m each 
year, and he gave m a “ daoal” certifying that fiom the kucha jumma, 
he would pay tlieghaum khuich, putta khurch (to himself) and chunda, 
all fixed items as Avell as the zemindar’s huqs, being a percentage on 
the Government revenue received Heie it may be lemarked, that all 
these payments weie made, not by the constituted Government local 
officei, but by the highest biddei for the estate, to the detriment of the 
authonty of the foimei, and to the exaltation of that of the lattei, Avho 
might be no village or district zemmdai, but a bunyan or foreignei

13 A roll of the ryots, their land, and the sums they were each to 
pay, was given the leaseholder He had not the power to raise the rent 
on any, or eject, unless on authority, when the holder of land would not 
pay his rent Few ejections have occuned, because all pay readily when 
the ciop is good, and because there is a want of, instead of a surplus, popu- 
lation The voice of the countiy is against clearances Every man has 
a light to the land he cultivates, on his paying the stipulated rent, that 
light he may sell He enjoys “ tenant right ” 

14 In some pergunnahs, where land m excess of that noted m the 
lease was bi ought undei cultivation, the leaseholder of the village was 
allowed 20 percent on the mci eased income to Government In others, 
the lease included all the land of the village. 

15 If a leaseholder, by outlay on wells, &c , &c , &c , brought diy 
land under irrigation, he reaped the mci eased revenue arising therefrom 

16 But if the outlay was by Government, it derived the advantage, 
as did the cultivator weie he the disburser on the well, &c , &c , but only 
foi so many years as would covei the sum expended, when the land paid 
nngation lates Theie is scaicely an instance of a leaseholder spending 
money m this way, they weie generally toopooi, and the leases were too 
short some few cultivators have however 

17. Should the Ijaidar not pay the full amount stipulated in Ins lease, 
the balance lemams, agamst him In the following season he may pay 
the balance due, leaving probably one on that year , thus sums accumulate 
beyond lescue, fiom even two or thiee consecutive good years, when one 
veiy bad one sweeps all off by remission. 

18 When the season is so indifferent that the lull revenue would dis- 
tiess the leaselioldei and lyot, the annl has to examine each field, as if 
the system were Kham, and that with a most inadequate establishment. 
This latter evil has now been iemedied,butthe "kucha pucka” Iiardar 
system hitherto prevailing here, this one paragiaph alone shews When 
the crops were good, examination was of course uncalled for With in- 
different crops and an establishment so limited that examination was 
totally impossible, a wide door for corruption is left open: a little of the

fields cannot be seen, and there is but one man, he most intei ested, as lease- 
holder, to induce a report favorable to his views by the amil In a 
Khalsa and Kham rule this cannotbe, foi each farmei of a field cannot bube 

19 If any land specified m the loll given to the leaseholder fell out 
of cultivation, he was nominally responsible foi its revenue, but only nom- 
inally, for eveiy now and then all outstanding balances weie swept off 
But he paid himself the puttah khuich 01 fixed sum foi the chaiges of 
collecting, though there might be against him a balance on the yeai Thus 
he had a fixed income not varying with the amount collected, but on the 
full revenue noted m lus lease 

20 Yet very many have been mined, oi senously injured, m a pecu- 
maiy sense, by leasing villages, owing to the non-iecovery of advances 
made to new and old cultivatois , to deseition by ryots , and to a succes- 
sion of bad years There are here many that never legularly settle down, 
such as Purdasee, Bhelala and Gond families , they take up land on Maa- 
fee oi “ Pugius” lates foi 3 oi 4 yeais, and then desert, not paying the 
sum advanced them by the leaseholder for seed, gram and cattle This, 
coupled with the abovementioned bad season, and the non-performance 
ol any public woik of utility by Government, has tended to the loss of 
the lessee 

21 In the present yeai, that is m the last few months, no less than 
200 leases of villages have been thrown up, some of the places too being 
close to tanks lately repaiied In the puttah of each lessee it was stated, 
that m the event of tin owing up his lease, he should lestoie the village 
cultivation to the limit it was at when he became Ijaidar, but m what 
has been said above, leasonwill be seen for not trying to exact this Each 
offer of resignation wa§ accepted It should also be mentioned that they 
complain of being deprived of a light, formerly exeicised, of pieventing 
the desertion of lyots, and reclaiming them if they deserted I find m the 
lecoids, a lettei addressed to the Indore Dewan m January 1841, propos- 
ing that m futuie all deserting ryots shall be sent back, m older that 
neither sirkai shall lose by the desertion of ploughmen Undei such a 
system no country could oi should prosper Cases aie known in which men 
desnous of locating m this agency, have taken a written promise fiom 
the Patel that they will be atlibeity to leave it when they choose This 
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extraordinary right of reclaiming deserters they have Dot with impunity 
exercised for some seasons, but to prevent such a thing as forced cultiva- 
tion, and the deprivation of free will to come and go, I made it known 
to all, that oui Government giantedto each and every one perfect liberty 
to remain or go, paying all legal demands , to cultivate or not , and that 
the ryot would be called upon for revenue for that land only under the 
plough 


22 None, however, of the regular cultivatois have gone this year, 
speaking generally but many have comefiom other parts, yet unless they 
have taken up land lately thiown out of cultivation, for some time they 
will not add to the revenue Many more would have come had our wells 
and tanks enabled them this past season to raise a little bajee, as well as 
afford water for themselves and cattle But the wells and tanks were 
dry 


23 From the above, the past system will, I believe, be understood , 
but I may add as an illustiation that the kucha assameewar roll of a gun- 
tee, a village m Khundwah, is Rupees 224-4

24 The accompanying returns (Nos 17 and 18, of the statistical 
tables sent you) give the financial working of the rules hitherto m force 
in British and his Highness Scindiah’s Nimar districts, from the com- 
mencement of our rule to the present time In each some foot notes are 
attached 

25 From Return No 17 it will be seen that British Nimar has yield- 
ed in revenue under the heads given, Rs. 14,47,500-3-8 m the 28 years 
noted, or about Rs 51,696^rannum. Properly Tuccavee, or cash ad- 
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vances to cultivators, should not be included, as they are merely recoveries 
of sums lent, but the loan enabled the ryot to plough and he repaid it, 
paying also his rent In the 28 yeais included m this return, the remissions 
amount to Rs 1,18,785-10-4, but from the 1st to the end of Apul 1845, only 
Rs 7,628-9-6 had been expended by Government on such essentials as 
wells and tanks * The natural result has followed In the past year, 
however, some amends have been made m this particular, the outlay be- 
ing neaily 11,000 rupees 

26 The leases of nearly all British Nimar, expired on the 30th 
April last, and they are now held m Kham or Khalsa management When 
raised by improvements and facilities for cultivation to a higher state of 
piospenty, it will be for Government to decide on then future manage- 
ment, Ijara oi Khalsa It is anticipated, that with some further outlay, a 
fixed revenue in a great degree may be insured The amount struck off 
or to be, on account of the two past most indifferent years, above 
Rs. 27,000 and 29,000, Avould do this it is believed 

27 Return No 18, Scindiah’s Nimar gives a total of collection as 
above from 1823-24 to 1825-26 of Rs 34,29,131-15-4| In 23 yeais the 
entire sums paid down in cash to Scmdiah, amounts to Rs 21,95,235 

Collected by his Highness’ Amil in 1880 and 1881, 36,245 

Paid to Scindiah on account tanks, &c 3,12,475 

Total paid to or disbursed for Scmdiah, . 25,43,953 

giving an average of Rs. 1,10,606 on the 23 years, exclusive of remissions, 
repair of tanks, ghauts and roads, as well as cash advances to cultivators 
and the entne cost of management 

28 Whatever the Gwalior durbar may think, this is a larger amount 
than these districts would ever lealize to His Highness if undei his rule, 
after defraying the cost of management, &c , &c Theie is no doubt what- 
ever on this matter m the estimation of all the natives of Nimar, noi is 
there, that previous to the inroads of the Mahiatta and Pmdaree, these 
pergunnahs were rich and flourishing, yielding four times and more than 
the present revenue to the then rulers

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29. The anangement made with the Gwalior Government, for the 
management of these districts, is most favorable to it, the reverse to the 
actual lulers It will be seen by the foot notes to this Return No 18, that 
the mere distuct establishments already amount to Rs 23,226 pei annum, 
and if improvement goes on, m time little if any of the Rs. 30,000 allowed 
foi management, will remain, so that the entiie cost of this agency, military 
and police establishments, will devolve on the Bntisli Government 

30 The remissions gianted m Bntisli Nimar as above stated were 
in 28 yeaisRs 1,18,783, oi Rs 4,242 on the aveiage, and those of Scin- 
diali’s district m 23 yeais, were Rs 3,78,132 or Rs 16,440, including col- 
lections returned to the ryot, and bad debts struck off, giving a total of 
i e venue short of the Jummabundee by Rs 4,98,915 These aie of comse 
seasons that no effoits of amelioiation can meet, but yet it is pietty 
ceitain that eitliei the rent of the land is excessive, or that to the total 
absence of such efforts, is the extent of this amount mainly attubutable 

31 The system sanctioned foi the unleased villages is thus. A return 
will be formed of every field m the village, they will be numbeied, and 
the aveiage lent actually paid by each, m the past five yeais, be enteied , 
the field will then be measured, in presence of the amil oi mahalkany of 
the district, the mundloes and kanoongoes of the Talooka, with some 
patels and putwaiees, before the cultivatoi, an entry being made m the 
village geneial letura, denoting how many beegahs theie are, and the 
lent each numbei of a particular soil and quality should pay It is the 
intei est of the mundloeeand kan oongo and patel, to enhance the rent as 
tlienhuqs on a percentage on levenue leceived. The Putwaiee may be an 
indiffeient spectator, but the cultivatoi will be piesent to aigue the 
point to the Punchayet and the amil He has too the option of cultiva- 
ting oi not, and if he persists m declining to accept the land on the esti- 
mate made by the punch, be he an hei editary cultivator of the village, 
in nine cases out of ten, I should say the estimate is too high. The cul- 
tivatoi is to pay only for the land under the plough, glowing what he likes 
and any portion of the fields he may decline, can be gi\ en to some one else 

32 Thus the land once smveyed, theie will be no necessity for a 
future measurement, be it all under cultivation , and if not, only of the 
unoccupied poition In the Deccan and Khandeish wheiethe Kliam sys- 
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tem prevails, the land is measured annually The estimate foimed by the 
Punchayet will, of couise, lequire confiimation and sanction Eaily m 
the coming yeai I hope to submit a detailed leport of these estimates, 
and the woikmg of the system lately sanctioned 

33 The distuct establishments have been mcieased so as to suit the 
system above sketched, the extia chaige in Butish Nimai not exceed- 
ing the amount hitherto paid as putta khurch to leaseholdeis Weie all 
Scmdiah’s districts out of lease, a very considerable mciease of peigunnah 
establishment would be necessary 

34 k Before submitting for approval the new system, I had seen much 
of the districts, and though the cultivators acquired some knowledge of 
the past, their wants and wishes all seemed to appiove of the pioposed 
plan, but time alone can tell the wisdom oi otheiwise of it 

35 It was not only that hitheito the district establishments were 
incomplete, the Euiopean agency was equally so, and is still insufficient 
In the eaily yeais of oui lule theie weie heie, with a political agent, 
two assistants, one l eduction aftei anothei followed, until one man (on le- 
duced salaiy too) was expected to conduct all the levenue, police and 
magistenal duties of a tract of countiy extending ovei 3,000 square miles, 
and containing 1523 villages, besides the political duties of Holkai’s dis- 
trict on the Nurbudda, the conti ol ovei a jail, mainly filled with convicts 
fiom Mulva, and a general tieasuiy This last item involved veiy much 
tiouble, fiequently calling the agent to Mundlaisn, when he should be m 
the distncts In fact he was expected to do all the duties of many, and 
that only was done which involved his public chaiacter m the various ca- 
pacities of judge, policeman, collector and accountant To keep his papers 
square, and prevent aneais, thus averting lepumands from those on 
whose leports his advancement perhaps depended, necessarily became a 
primary object, foi no amount of application could meet the demands of 
the country, were the object amelioration The consequences are visible 
m the state of Nimai aftei about a quartei of a centuiy of our lule 

36 One assistant was at length conceded and thus much has been 
gained, but theie should be another stationed at Kundash to superintend 
that district, Asseei, and Peeplon With some difficulty I was enabled to 
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pass one day in the last named place, and I was the only European the 
people had seen foi ten years There are districts I have not as yet been 
to, and which have scarcely ever been seen by an European 

37 As before observed, the sum of 30,000 rupees sanctioned foi the 
mailagement of Scmdiah’s districts, is now m a gieat measuie absorbed by 
the salaries of pergunnah establishments , ere long it will be entirely so, 
and nothing will remain as a contribution towaidsthe cost of this agency, 
the horse and foot police, jail establishment, medical department and 
sudder amlah, &c &c The British possessions in Nimar are very small , 
some yeais must elapse before they cover the outlay, but they aie I con- 
clude consideied more in a political than m a financial sense The sala- 
ly of another assistant must fall solely on the Bntish Government, though 
Scindiali’s only would benefit by his exertions One is most ceitainly neces- 
sary m the befoie named districts, but as the cost may intei fere, and as 
I have now more assistance than my predecessors for long back enjoyed, 
I would for the present merely suggest an oveiseei of public woiks being 
allowed to the agency I can, I believe, obtain the services of an excellent 
man from the Bombay Engineer coips, for 120 lupees per month, if Ins 
years of service m that piesidency are allowed to count hereaftei for a 
pension a bachelor of energy and activity is necessary, one who can plan, 
survey, estimate a tank, or other public work , all matters of which I am 
unfortunately ignorant 

38 Masonry sluices will turn the tanks this year repaired, to the 
utmost account , but I now have no one capable of forming a plan of such 
works, noi one who can take the levels requisite befoie deciding on guid- 
ing a stream over a rugged country , such a person as that above intimated, 
could do all this, and be of the very greatest use m all new woiks 

39 Table No 19 gives a roll of all the works'*' carried out foi the 
amelioration of Nimar during my incumbency Under each head much is 
given, but not more than was called for. The people were in most dis- 
tressed circumstances , they weie suffering from two exceedingly bad con- 
secutive seasons, and were it not for the suppoit afforded on public works, 
many must have emigrated from their homes, perhaps not to return The 


• 14 tanks, 8 ghats, 18 serais, fee., Sic 
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Government, as well as the durbars of Gwalior and Indore, met the circum- 
stances of the people m a great degree by affording labor now, while the 
works executed must tend to the lasting improvement of the country I 
am so intimately connected with these undertakings that I will allow the 
leturn to speak foi itself, but if I may say so with propriety, I would, that 
it has fallen to your lot to do more foi Nimar in a short space of time, than 
was done for it m the past 25 yeais On my own part I may say, that I 
have from you obtained every aid and support with His Honoi the Lieu- 
tenant Governor Northwestern Provinces Had there been many impedi- 
ments m the way, such a number of works could not have been completed 
New as I am to engineering, as well as are the amils of districts under 
whose immediate charge was the execution of the various works, we 
have often indeed expenenced the want of an overseer now solicited 

40 Up to the present time, none of the tanks or weirs given in this 
return have sustained any injury. Some are not full to overflowing , others 
are , but I consider these latter not fairly tested as yet for formed as these 
works m the main were of dry earth and stones, without any means of ram- 
ming them down, while expenence alone can tell the amount of water 
likely to flow into each, I shall be rather anxious about them until the 
close of this, their first rams and trial The state of poverty in the country 
left no option , the earthen embankments were thrown up to feed the 
starving , the soil was dry, for even drinking water was scarce , yet I am 
strong m hope, that none will burst, for there has been no paucity of pains 
bestowed on them Grass and quickly shooting seeds have been thick- 
ly sown on all, as well as trees, and every species of instruction that could 
be thought of, was afforded the amils of districts 

41. I hope they may not be severely tried, for on their success I count 
much in being permitted to render of use the as yet umepaired tanks 
Yet should some burst, it would not under all circumstances cause much 
surprise There was a heavy fall of ram on the 18th July, it lasted only 
one hour, but m that time as much water came into the Songir tank 
(Holkar’s) as took seven days to run off m the escapement Had the rams 
continued heavily falling for three hours I feel certain the tank would 
have burst, because there was no further room for expansion Now we 
should not have risked this peril, had there been a clever overseer to 
take the level of the bund and the surrounding country 
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42. All the eaithen enbankments were made by coune labor, that 
is, a few couries per basket of eaitk, and it is really too inci edible the 
quantity of earth that may thus be gathered for a few lupees The im- 
memorial usage of this province is m favor of earthen embankments , 
most of those lately repaired burst some 40 yeais ago, when the " Malia- 
poor,” or gieat fall of ram was It is much moie difficult to lepan a ma- 
soniy bund than an earthen one, as new and old masonry seldom join 
into one firmly , such is not the case with clay, while a breach in it so soon 
admits of the waters flowing off, that the flanks lemain unmjuied, the cost 
of lepan being simply lefilling with earth the bieach made But on the 
other hand, if the waters top an eaithen embankment, there is at once a 
bieach, such is not the case with masomy 

43 Goods may now pass duty-fiee from Malwa to Bombay or the 
Deccan via Simiole, except at the Butish fortiess of Asseerglnn Pull 
mfoimation will be found on the mattei m my lepork* on tiansit duties, 
and I hope no time will be lost in this exception being done away 

44 Among othei evils we have to contend with, is the tiger In the 
lepoit lately made on this subject, I submitted a leturn shewing that m the 
past 3(hj months, 2003 animals, lioises, bullocks and buffaloes, &c., &c , had 
been destioyed by tigers , in the same period 13 men were slam by them in 
my cliaige I simply ask foi the same lewaid pei tigei as was sanctioned by 
the Supieme Government foi Kliandeish, viz 60 rupees per head The 
injury done to a poor stiagglmg people by tigeis, is not seen at a dis- 
tance, but any one who mixes, as I am called on to do, with them, must 
see that the mjuiy is great indeed The allowance sanctioned until last 
yeai, was but 20 lupees per head , see the consequence , in the pievious 
25 years only Rs 2,274 weie granted m lewaids, while on the use of the 
piemium, the disbursement on this scoie rose to rupees 2,001 m 1845 
alone Through some misunderstanding of the lights of the case, all le- 
waids till lately weie paidfiom the Butish treasury, that is, those slam in 
Scmdiali’sNimai weie charged to the management allowance of Rs. 30,000. 
Now howevei, each state rewards foi the tigeis slam m it. His Highness 
Ilolkai too has acted liberally m this matter

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45 Of the state of crime m Nimar, I can speak most favorably, and 
having been long m Khandeish and the Deecan as Magistrate, I speak on 
some mfoimation In fact, I have never known a countiy so free from 
crime of eveiy descuption, as this is There has been but one senous 
gangrobbeiy in the whole 3,000 squaie miles since Febiuaiy of last year 
Neaily all (21 peisons) concerned lint, were appiehended and convicted, 
with a few exceptions the criminals were from the neighbourmgpiovmce 
of Khandeish 

46 Of the 141 pnsoneis under my custody, but 33 are of Nimar, 
the remamdei aie fiom Mhow, Bhopawar, Indoie, Melndpore, &c , &c 
At some of the large Kusba towns, I have placed pnsoneis under the 
amil, to assist m load-making, &c , &c m each 

47 If it be thought that I have taken an undue libei ty in some of 
the leading paragiaphsof this lepoit, m speaking of the formei Residents 
of Indoie, I hope it will be bonm in mmd, that I am pleading the cause 
of my charge, a countiy I am much intei ested in, and towaids whose im- 
provement I have done somewhat. 

48 The fruits of my labors cannot quite develope themselves 
during my incumbency, but I fondly count on their being felt for many 
years to come, and, as I hope for the means of cany mg out, in the current 
year, many more beneficial measures, it was needful to show that nothing 
worthy of notice had been done as yet That could not be, without 
openly and honestly saying your piedecessois weie to blame, and the main 
cause of the piesent impoverished state of Nimar 

49 I have seen, and mquired into the sufferings of the people , I 
have seen how patiently they submitted to gnevous wants and depriva- 
tions, and be I right or wrong m commenting on the non-perfoimance of 
duty, by your piedecessors, to Government and the people of Nimar, I 
could not quiescently behold such enduiance without giving utterance 
to the feelings natural on the occasion 

50. I might with ease have enlarged this report considerably, but 
happily the day has passed by when axioms weie expatiated on 
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51 We are now too advanced to admit of a tedious detail on the abili- 
ty of tanks and leseivoirs, the necessity, expediency, and justice, of re- 
wai ding - a village patel by some return for his laboi, that ieward increas- 
ing 01 the reverse as his exertions may piove successful towaids the im- 
provement of his village The inadvisability of making Bheels pay a 
“ sulamee,” the detnment to trade fiom vexatious and heavy tolls and 
customs, and the benefit it derives fiom impiovement in roads and the 
creation of safe and snug halting places, are all points it would leally be 
worse than useless to hold foi th on The return No 19 is m itself suffi- 
cient, most convincing, and eloquent A tianslation of it has been pasted 
on cloth and shall be hung up in every kuteherry in the piovmce

Sir, 

I am dnected to acknowledge the receipt of youi letter dated 
Rev Dept N W P August 15th last, foiwaidmg Captain French’s report of 
the 7th idem, on the Nimai peigunnahs 


2 The Lieutenant Governor has perused this lepoit with great 
interest, and considers that it lefiects great credit on Captain French 

3. It is not surpnsing that these peigunnahs have but little im- 
proved, or perhaps even m some degree dctenorated since then acquisi- 
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tion You are awaie that a great leductionm the levenue derived from 
the Saugoi and Neibudda temtories has likewise occuired The sud- 
den restoiation of tranquillity m the fertile and thinly peopled provinces 
of Cential India, and the disbandment of large armies, which took place 
after the pacification of 1818-19, natuially caused a gieat leduction of 
puces, and requned a more than usual rapid increase of population and 
cultivation, to maintain the levenue. 

4 In Nimar, as elsewhere, the British Government was at first 
averse to put itself prominently foiwaid as the dnect managei of the 
country Othei more important matters engaged attention, and the en- 
deavor was made through the enterpuse of farmeis to effect that outlay 
of capital and consequent impiovement, which the best native Govern- 
ments effect themselves Much m the cn cumstances of the countiy at 
that time justified such a couise of pioceedmg, and Captain Fiench in 
his strictures on the acts of his piedecessors, does not seem to have allow- 
ed sufficient weight to those considerations There is eveiy leason to 
believe that those measuies weie all conceived in as libeial and enlight- 
ened a spmt as now prevails, and it must be lemembered that the know- 
ledge and expel lence of past years must materially assist in the adoption 
of other measures in the piesent day 

5 In reviewing the fai nnng system as explained by Captain French, 
it appears piobably to have failed from the slioitness of the leases and 
the absence on the pait of the lessees of any permanent mteiest in the 
soil The mciease of cultivation required an outlay of capital which 
could not be returned for many yeais, and m which it was evidently not 
woith the farmei’s while to engage 

6 It has now been determined to assume the direct management 
of the villages, and by the constiuction of expensive woiksfor lrngation, 
to obtain an immediate and piospective mciease of the lent i oil In fact 
the Government are now undeitakmg themselves, what it had been ex- 
pected that the faimers would do 

7 The same couise has been followed with much success by Ma- 
jor Dixon m Mhanwanah and Ajmeie The Government is fortunate 
m finding an officer like Captain Fiench, who will engage with the same 

l 2 
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spirit in a sphere of active exertion which lequnes qualities that are not 
always to be obtained Captain French should have all possible encour- 
agement and assistance m the woik he has undei taken 

8 It is veiy desirable that Captain French should have the assis- 
tance of a scientific oveiseei over his woiks, such a measuie seems essen- 
tial to the economical outlay of the laige sums which are necessaiy for 
then execution. Some difficulty will be experienced in procunng the 
services of a trustwoi thy and efficient person If the services of the 
person alluded to in paia 37, can be secured, on the terms mentioned, 
you are authoused to enteitam him, but he should be placed foi a time 
expei imentally on tnal, before he is pei manently engaged If the person 
mentioned cannot be obtained, efforts will be made to secuie the services 
of some othei qualified individual You will be pleased to lepoit the ar- 
langement that you may make, in ordei that the sanction of the Supreme 
Government may be obtained to it 

9. Captain Fiench insists much on the inadequate assistance he 
obtains m his duties. You are aware of the difficulties which oppose 
themselves to the appointment of more officers fiom the Militaiy sen ice 
to Civil appointments If you find that Captain Fiench necessanly re- 
quires the services of another Deputy, eithei Natne or Euiopean, the 
pioposal will be received It is piobable that a Native Deputy Collec- 
tor and Magistiate, with a liberal salaiy, would leudei the best service 
in the Kliam management which Captain French has undei taken 

10 As regai ds the establishment m geneial, it may be remaiked 
that, as Captain Fiench becomes familial with the countiy and the nature 
of his woik, and as Ins establishments get into tiaimng, the piessure of 
business will deciease He should also remember that, m Kliam manage- 
ment, much may be done tluough the agency of the peigunnah and vil- 
lage seivauts, who should always be kept fully employed 

11 It is not known on what terms we administer Sciudiah’s peigun- 
nahs, but the notice of this subject m paia 37 of Captain Fiench’s re- 
port, points to an anomaly, which probably admits of explanation In 
Kliam management, certain expences are borne by the State, which, m 
fanning leases, are deducted fiom the jumma The gloss receipts are 
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increased, though the disbursements may leave the nett receipts the same 
It would evidently be anomalous to charge the increased disbursements 
arising fiom Kham management, against the fixed allowance of 30,000 
rupees, when the equivalent allowances formerly enjoyed by the farmer, 
were not so charged 

12 The cncumstances alluded to in para 43, regaidmg the collec- 
tion of tiansit duties at the fortiess of Asseergurh, aie not known, for 
Statistical Table No 9 has not been furnished with youi report The 
abolition of the tiansit duties was intended to be universal 

13 It seems difficult to withstand the recommendations of an intelli- 
gent officei, like Captain French, relative to the rewards foi the destiuc- 
tion of wild animals, and yet the objections to his proposal lemain unan- 
swered The destiuction of a tigei is an opeiation which any savage of 
ordinal y adroitness can effect at no expence and with small exeition, and 
yet the puce of 60 lupee* is demanded for its accomplishment, which is 
a sum that would maintain in comfoit, foi a whole yeai, a man of educa- 
tion It seems difficult to avoid the conclusion that either tigeis are so 
scarce, as not to need such measures for their destiuction, or that the 
people are so mal-adioit, as to lequne instruction rather than reward 
When the lewards have been increased to such an enormous amount, it 
is not surprising that the amount disbuised on this account is large, 
though Captain French seems to consider the sum disbursed as justify- 
ing the measuie 

14 You aie requested to dnect Captain French’s attention to the 
paper of Queries appended to this lettei, and to furnish his leplies to 
them with any remarks which may occur to youiself It is hoped that 
the information thus collected will be useful heieaftei m determining on 
a permanent system of management, when the necessity foi the further 
maintenance of Kham management has passed away In the meantime 
you will be pleased to refrain from pledging the Government to the re- 
cognition of any rights, or the giant of any Mouzawar leases, without 
first refei ring the proposal for the appi oval of the Government

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Note on the Landed Tenure tn Malwa, with replies to ceitam Queries 
1 eceived with Mr Secretary Thornton's letter, No. 3171 , dated 3rd Sep - 
tenibei 1846 

All mouzalis in Malwa have known boundaries, but few have their 
boundaries detei mined and marked off Fonnerly, boundary disputes 
were unfrequent, but as cultivation increased, or new villages settled, 
or the old villages spread out and took up new and profitable land, 
such disputes have increased, they are now more numeious than foi- 
merly, and will hereafter be more so To meet this I have been endea- 
voring to introduce a boundary suivey gradually, but there is great 
unwillingness to anything like a measurement of lands 

• 

2 I annex a few specimens of boundanes which have been survey- 
ed and settled under my oiders I have a veiy intelligent peison (Mr 
Butterworth) suiveying disputed boundanes in the Mehidpoie Circle, 
and am sanguine as to meieasing his sphere of usefulness as the chiefs 
and people see his woikmg, so that there may be a definition of the 
boundanes of interlymg states and eluefships The fields aieallofa 
known and determined extent, and as such aie enteied m the village 
Putwaree accounts. 

3 In Malwa the mundloee is as the zemmdai or head of a per- 
gunnah There is, howevei, no system of Biswahdaiee in Malwa, and 
the zemindar is not the nghtful owner of any land , the Sirkar is whole 
and sole piopnetoi, and the chiefs are very tenacious of this right. 
They will not recognise any other as having a piopnetary right m the 
soil, and no one seems to suppose such a light to exist m any individual. 

4. The mundloee, head zemindar, or the peison going by this name, 
has his “huqs,” “ dues,” “peiquisites,” usually about 6 and per cent 
on the Ayn jummah, this is called the "damee,” which is collected and 
divided into shaies between the mundloee and the k'anoongoe, m the 
proportion usually of 2 to the former and 1 to the latter 


5 Many of these dues of mundloee were settled by Sir J Malcolm, 
as those of Bishen Singh of Duryong, at 5 per cent , f * damee” land 4 
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rupees “ bheint” from each village, one rupee “ ghamt” on renewal of 
pottahs, two villages enam and one-fourth of sayer collections 

6 Pnthee Singh’s mundloees, with the J)har state, were also settled 
as were others 

7 A “ bheint” is levied annually from each village, which differs 
in amount m eveiy mahal, thus, at Indoie 17 lupees pel village, small 
oi laige, at Saweer 18, at Mehidpooi 14, including the Sirkaree bhemts, 
are taken, but this latter sum is always fixed, and veiy little departed 
fiom While the above are the receipts of the zemindar, his duties 
in the mahal are to attend the Komashdaiee office, represent the cases 
of the several patels, to assist the pool assamees, to impiove the 
farm of the villages should they be mined by extoition or mishaps 
by settling new assamees, and sometimes advancing money oi standing 
security 

8 The chiefs seldom call for the aid of the mundloees. The 
patel, as the head man of the village, m cummal matters, conducts 
the police, seizes criminals, and exeicises a degiee of jurisdiction, 
healing complaints, settling disputes, and preseivmg order Inievenue 
matteis, he is distinguished from the kissan or assamee by his having 
some Enam land, he conti ols the assamees in agucultural and revenue 
matteis as he himself is conti oiled by the Komashdar or Ijardai. He is 
bound to obey the orders of the mahal authorities , he is subject to 
pay the same rate of revenue as the assamees for lands not Enam, and 
he has no right beyond them of cultivating and paying The Patelee 
is heieditary , but not divisible, or transferable. 

9 There is no such right acknowledged in Malwa as that of owner- 
ship oi pi oprietorship mthe soil The ryots cultivate as long as they 
please, or as long as the Komashdar or Ijaidar will let them , they can 
be expelled from their land at any time, and their land made over to 
otheis who may come forward at the commencement of the season with 
an enhanced offei, oi a nuzzeiana The cultivator holds under a 
pottah, annually renewable, and beyond the right the pottah conveys 
he has no tenure in the soil 

M 
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10. In this state of society theie can hardly be said to be any heredi- 
tary or tiansferable right, for there is no absolute proprietary right, only 
that of occupancy for the period of the pottah 

11. The leases granted by Holkar are all for five years, they are 
given to wealthy individuals, letameis, or supenoi officeis about the 
court This pei son is styled the Komashdai and holds his lease or 
pottah from the State, fixing the total amount of the jumma of the 
mahal, the allowances foi the mahal kliurcli, and the net leAenueto 
be annually paid to the State, in tlnee oi four instalments The Komash- 
dar then sublets the villages seveially to petty Ijaidais undei him, 
fixing his own jumma, and on the approach of “ towzeeh” oi time for 
paying the instalment, calls upon the Ijaidar to pay in his portion of 
the revenues to be paid in to the State, the Ijaidai in like manner 
fixes the jumma by a “jummabundee” upon the ryots Some have 
given to patels tiienmal leases, but theie exists a gieat aversion 
amongst intelligent peisons to leases of long duiation, ansing from the 
vanableness of seasons, the constant necessity foi an adjustment, and the 
tendency to loss on bad, without any right to inci eases on good years 
From the ciop they expect then lent, and they would rather mn the risk 
with the cultivator with an annual pottah, than be bound by a lease 
for a term of years 

12 Between the Komashdar and the Government the case is differ- 
ent, and m consideration of his making advances and taking all lisks, a 
lease for five years is gi anted to him, and i emission is with great difficul- 
ty obtained by him, should a season be bad 

13 The security the ryot has is of a negative character , if he 
is not Avell treated he moves off to an adjoining village under another 
farmei, and cultivates theie until lus obnoxious faimei is changed. The 
fanners diead a combination of then ryots, and as they (the fanners) 
cannot meet them by a combination amongst themseh es, the orderly 
and mdustnous ryots are safe and secuie, they aie too Suable to the 
farmer to be neglected, and they know well then value and impoitance 
to suffei long any gieat oppression it is an adjustment oi equalization 
of inteiests by the opeiation of supply and demand, and a calculation 
of profit and loss, that keeps all together

14 The right to waste land and to the spontaneous products of the 
soil, is usually conveyed m the pottah, the holdei of which can fonn 
new villages , but if not so conveyed it is in the chief 01 snkai who can

15 On a lease being given theie is a rent roll, which is called

The best opium is 

raised in succession for sowing opium the staple aiticle ol this countiy, sugar- 
t G a crop of tump cane ^ vegetables of all soits, gmgei, &c It is migated and 

sometimes is “ dofuslee,” or pioduces two crops, mukkee and opium 
The adan is divided into “ kudmce,” the fust quality, and “lahkur,” 
the second quality, and consequently diffeiently assessed The second sort 
or mateitioo is used foi wheat, bailey, gram, cotton (veiy little pioduced), 
til, moong, tour, lameilee oi oil seed, bajia, jowai, &c Theie aie two 
crops called “ Seealloo” or kliuneef, m which jowar, bajia, mukkee, cot- 
ton, &c aie sown, and “ A onalloo” oi lubbee for cultivating wheat, gram, 
&c The foimei commences with the lams and teimmates towaids the end 
of November , the latter togethei with opium begins in November and 
ends m Febiuaiy or March The third sort of land is “ punut,” which 
consists of “bunjur,” burra oi lnlly, glass lands, &c , and when broken for 
the pui poses of cultivation remains lent-fiee foi the first yeai, pays half 
the late of jumma the next, and a full jumma the tlnid year It is gene- 
rally uncultivated or uncultuiable The husbandman ploughs the khur- 
reef land twice, he scatteis the seed and gives no water, which is solely 
supplied by the lams At the same time he piepaies fields for “ Aonal- 
loo” oi lubbee, ploughing them three or four times and leaving them to

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suck the rains as much as they can, thus to be prepaied to begin with in 
November when the seed is thiown It spungs up, and assisted by the 
moisture of the land, as well as dews, ripens without nngation Thus 
no kind of land but the adan requires irrigation m Mai wa, while the pro- 
duction of opium takes an unusual quantity of laboi and trouble Its 
lands are ploughed more than 7 times, it is made very soft and without a 
single stone 01 pebble, care is taken to keep the plant fiee fiom disoider,

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1 Villages and townships have generally known boundaries, though 
all aie not defined by being maiked off , some few are no doubt uncertain, 
and mattei of dispute, but no great difficulty attends the adjustment of 
cases of this description 

2 The definition of “ a field” does not depend upon any particular 
points with respect toaiea, quantity of the soil, oi pioduce, it simply 
has refeience to the poition of giound ongmally brought into cultiva- 
tion at one and the same time, whether extensive or limited, each 
field has its known boundanes enteied m the Putwaiee recoids, and 
all aie of invaiiable extent, oi if ever alteied, so very larely as not to 
vitiate the geneial system. 

3 The functions of the mundloee consist in keeping exact ac- 
counts of rents, zemindaiy dues, gift lands, m shoit of all connected 
with the levenue, in eveiy village pei taming to the district of Inch he 
is mundloee His lights aie a peicentage on the nett levenue varying 
according to usage m different localities, and piobably extending from 
about 5 to 10 pei cent , a bliaint of one oi two lupees on each village 
and a village m istuniiar tenuie, oi a poition of land 

4 The patel is not a zemmdai , his functions ai e those of conser- 
vatoi of the peace in his village, piotectoi of the lyots m then n«hts 
he attends to their wants, decides on all petty diffeiences and offences,' 
he lepoits all matters occumng m his village, and is lesponsible to the 
Sukar for its geneial good oidei The office is hereditaiy and not 
divisible The eldest son succeeds, youngei biothers having a claim 
on him for such maintenance as Ins means reasonably admit of Jus n Jits

5 In almost all instances, the ryots aie the same with lespect to 

proprietary rights, scarcely any possessing such, some fen have occa- 
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sionally portions of free land, hei editable and transferable, but the latter 
only m default of male issue and by consent of the ruler It is a full 
and absolute piopnetary right under British rule under a native govern- 
ment arbitrary powei can at any time cancel its implied obligations 
The rights of ryots m general is however simply one of occupation 

6 Ryots having full propnetary lights, would I conceive stand 
with refeience to the patels, m piecisely the same position as otheis 
not holding those rights, be equally amenable to his authonty and 
subject to his control The patel is one of the community, superior 
to but not independent of it, and one whom I considei essentially its 
representative 

7 If a village be leased out, the lentei has undoubtedly the best 
rights to its waste land for the purpose of bunging it into cultivation, 
and should have the pieference over all competitors If Khalsa, it 
would piobably be a question of interest, and the lands be granted to 
those fiom whom the most favorable lesults might be expected on their 
revei ting to the Snkar 

8 The manorial rights belong exclusively to the ruler, all 
spontaneous products of every descuption as well as fish, fowl, animal, 
are all liteially his, and although the absolute light is not so insisted upon 
as to deny paiticipation in the lights of Piovidence to a reasonable 
extent, by the community, still there is the right could it be enfoiced 
The rulei can of couise alienate any portion he may please, and confer 
it on anothei 

9 The rates on cultivated lands vary accoidmg to cncumstances, 
but are oi ought to be fixed the rules by which they are ordinarily detei- 
mined aie on a view of the quality of the soil, its depth, pioximity to 
maikets, piopoitionate exemption fiom nsk of injury to ciops, m 
remoteness fiom thoroughfares, and such like considerations , and, if 
irrigated, fiom nearness to watei, and diffeience of depth m obtaining 
it , m addition an inci eased rate can only be leasonably imposed when it 
is shewn an enoi has crept into the estimate, oi when by sinking a well, 
or providing any means by which water is obtained, the land becomes 
more productive, but in neither case duung the term of a lease The 
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general rule for fixing rates does not itself I believe vary, although the 
rates themselves do m different villages, as men differ in estimating value 
in various matters 

10 Leases at half the piesent amount of assessment and for long 
periods, giving the lessee the benefit of mci eased aud improved cultiva- 
tion, would be eagerly sought aftei The patel, I think, possesses 
the highest claim to the benefit of such a lease, and next to him the 
members of the cultivating class , much would however depend on the 
character of parties, m making a selection, especially foi a long lease, 
where the comfoit and piospenty of the lyot depend so much upon 
the consideration, justice and urbanity of a renter. It not unfrequently 
happens that lessees rent m partnership, but no fixed rule obtains for a 
division of the profits, it depends on vanous circumstances, such as the 
relative means of the paities to meui outlay, to obtain credit and confi- 
dence, &c and is usually in cases of the land, a baigain made between 
themselves, one only being held responsible to the Government In cases 
of equal partition, the names of both lenters would be leadily mseited 
m the pottah 

11. A considerable portion of Nimai has, I believe, been already 
regularly measuied, a lecord of the dimensions and position of every 
field is kept in the Putwaiee village accounts, by leference to which 
each can at once be identified and its measurement tested where 
actual measurement has not been resoited to, estimated oi traditionary 
dimensions are assigned, under the same pi ocess of record, and conse- 
quent ready lefeience

Sir, 

With reference to my letter cto youi address, dated 3rd Septem- 
ber 1846, No 3771, 1 am now desired to communicate 
Revenue Department, y 0U ins tructions which the Lieutenant Governor 
is pleased to issue, 1 egai ding the Revenue Administra- 
tion of Nimar, aftei having perused the replies to the queries foi warded

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with my former letter, and aftei having enjoyed the opportunity of con- 
ferring with youiself and Captain Fiench, and the most intelligent of the 
native community at Mundlaisir, dunng his late usit. 

2 It seems to be undoubted that hitherto there has been no pri- 
vate piopeity in the soil, lecogmzed by the Government, or claimed by 
individuals All are agreed that the Government is the ownei of the 
land, and that no sale or moitgage of the land can take place without the 
permission of Government Old lesident cultivators possess a light of 
occupancy so long as they pay their lents. The pergunnah officeis, ? e 
the mundloee and kanoongoe (heie called zemindars) have a light to 
ceitam dues, and the village officers, the patel and putwaiee, to other 
dues, but none of these lay claim to moie than then customary dues The 
faimeis, who have hitherto rented the villages, have not m that capacity 
any claim to propnetaiy right. Many of them have gladly availed them- 
selves of permission to lesign then leases, all admit the light of Govern- 
ment to make a new arrangement on the conclusion of then leases in 
such way as may then seem best, 

3 This state of tilings has probably arisen from the paucity of cul- 
tivatois, and from the abundance of good land, which lequnes little la- 
bor and capital to lender it productive The unsettled political state 
of the country for a long period pnoi to the establishment of Bntisli 
supiemaey no doubt contributed to this state of things It has been con- 
tinued and confirmed by the constant pressure of a rate of assessment, which 
left so small a profit to the industrious cultivatoi of old occupied land, 
as to affoid no sufficient inducement to the investment of capital either 
in the extension or improvement of cultivation The first mentioned of 
these causes are beyond immediate lemedy, they will gradually coirect 
themselves The last is m the hands of Government It is always m 
their power by reducing the amount of the assessment to cieate a valu- 
able property in the land, and to lender the acquisition of such pro- 
perty a desnahle object to the capitalist as well as to the mere agricul- 
turist. 

* 

4 In a highly cultivated country, the assessment cannot be reduc- 
ed so as to accomplish this object without considerably affecting the 
yeyenue of the State, the prospect of pecuniary return being only dis-

tant and perhaps uncertain. But m a thinly peopled country, where 
much good land is available, the partial saenfiee is immediately compen- 
sated and the State as well as the individual derives profit fiom the reduc- 
tion of the assessment The fixed revenue is certain and punctually paid, 
and new lands aie rapidly brought under cultivation and rendered pro- 
ductive 

5 It is only necessaiy to be careful that the proprietary light m 
the soil is confened on those, who have the best right to it, and aie the 
most likely to use it well, and that anangements be made for its exer- 
cise m such way as may be most for the advantage of the propnetois The 
inducement also to the cultivation of new lands must not be such as to 
draw off laboieis fiom the old land, 01 to deter the lesident piopnetors 
from the impiovement of the land which they already possess. 

6 The Lieutenant Governoi is of opinion that the peisons best en- 
titled to be recognized as propnetors, aie the old lesident cultivators, i e. 
the joonaidars. These persons alieady possess a right of occupancy, a 
tenant right, and there is no person over them as landloids who can 
advance any superior right. 

7 Captain Fiench has therefore taken the first step aright, in 
removing the fanners and m collecting direct fiom these cultivators 
Ke leaves these peisons at liberty to cultivate oi not as they please, the 
land which they hold He ascei tains by measuiement at the commence- 
ment of each year how much each man cultivates, he fixes upon the land 
so cultivated, a moderate money rate, vaiymg accoidmg to the nature 
of the soil and the estimation of the land, and he collects the sum thus 
fixed fiom each individual cultivator By i educing the late on the 
most impioved land, and by fixing a low maximum late, he will encourage 
cultivators to settle on the land 

8 It will then be possible to advance a step farther By inducing 
the cultivatois to bind themselves to pay a fixed sum foi a teim of years 
on account of the whole land which eadi man is entitled to cultivate, a 
property m the soil may be cieated, and this property should be at once 
declared to be hentable and tiansferable, at the will of the owner, and 
without reference to the Government 
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9 But the properties thus cieated will be small m extent, they will 
be liable to much fluctuation in value, accoidmg to the industry or 
capacity 01 piospenty of the ownei, and it will be difficult as well as 
expensive foi the officeis of Government to make the collections from 
them It remains, theiefoie, for consideiation whethei the Government 
may not, by some fui thei sacrifice of immediate revenue, forma moie 
valuable species of propeity, the 1 etui ns fiom which shall be legular and 
certain, and the collections fiom which may be made without that constant 
and vexatious inteiference of the Government seivants, which is necessary 
when many small sums have to be collected fiom numerous individuals 

10 The Mouzahwai system which pre\ ails in the Noith Western 
Piovinces would secuie this object 


11 Under that system the boundancs of every

tiement officers, sec- mouzah or village would be determined, a measure- 
ment would be made of the lands of the village, and a 
map compiled which would seive as a permanent recoid of the holdings

13 The village with this assessment should then be offeied to the 
joonaidar, who would distribute the Government jumma upon their 
holdings and agree to become severally and jointly responsible to the 
Government for the payment of the whole revenue * The particulars 
of this airangement might be left to themselves, as well as the lemunera- 
tion to be given to their representative, the patel, and their accountant, the 
putwaree The lease would lun foi a term of 20 or 30 years, and be 
renewable on similar teims, upon the then assets of the village If all the 
joonai dais are unwilling to accede to these terms, a cei tain number of 
them might accept them, and form themselves into a community, to 
whom the rest would pay as to Government under the Khalsa system.

14, It may however be useful to point out the usual way of effect- 
ing this object Let us suppose a village to yield 100 rupees per annum 
as the fair average rental paid under the Khalsa system by three cultiva- 
tors, A paying 50, B 30, and C 20. The annual revenue of this village 
under the mouzahwar system may be 70 rupees, which would be thus 
distributed 35 on the holding of A, 21 on that of B, and 14 on that of 
C The waste cultuiable land would be divided in similai proportions 
Then A would be bound to pay one half the village chaiges, B 3-10ths 
and C l-5th, whatever they might be * 

15 Supposing howevei that the village under the Khalsa system 
paid 200 rupees, and that thiee only of the cultivatois owning the fields,

17 Perhaps the joonardars may decline to take the village on 
these terms, and may be content that the patel or even some person 
unconnected with the village be invested rvith the proprietary light on

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the same terms as were offered to themselves, they consenting to pay to 
him for their actual cultivation as under the Khalsa system. To this 
there would be no objection. It is only necessary that m each case the 
whole arrangement with all its particulars be placed on record, so as to 
form a complete and consistent rule for the regulation of all rights m 
the village. 

IS With legard to the patels, it would appear that Captain 
Trench has lately allowed them 5 pei cent on the collections fiom the 
village. This no doubt is politic undei the Khalsa system. It 
mteiests the patel m the pi ospenty of the village, and will be an in- 
ducement to exeition and mdustiy But it is a measuie of policy, not 
of right The patel, so long as he efficiently peiforms Ins duties to the 
satisfaction of Ins employers, should leceive this lemuneiation, but he 
has no abstract light to its enjoyment If he fails m Ins duties he may be 
deprived of it If under anothei system Ins sei vices aie not wanted, it 
may be discontinued Under the Mouzahwai system the community of 
joonaidars, or the individual piopnetois, may propose some other mode 
of remuneiation 01 may wish to dispense with him altogethei They 
should be considered at libeity to do so Undei the Khalsa system 
it may be politic to allow the patel 5 pei cent on the collections to 
secure his influence and assistance, but it cannot be politic to burden 
the lands with this payment as a due of the patel, whether or not his 
services be required or efficiently lendeied Whatevei may be else- 
where the rights of the patel, it is ceitain that in Nimar ever since the 
introduction of the Butish lule, he has enjoyed no such light, and there 
is no necessity for now creating it 

19 The means to be adopted foi bringing waste lands under culti- 
vation, will require some consideration. Provision has been made for 
the cultivation of all land lying within the limits of settled villages, but 
there aie many uninhabited villages, and theie aie many cultmable por- 
tions of villages, of which no Mouzahwar settlement will have been 
made, and foi the cultivation of all these lands it will be necessary to 
provide It is understood that at present culturable waste lands are 
given lent-free for 5 years, and that the full lates aie then demanded at 
once, or after the mterval of a year. So sudden a use is not likely to be 
beneficial, but perhaps lower and fixed terms might conduce to the 
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more rapid cultivation of the lands This may he left to Captain 
French’s disci etion, care only being taken that the terms be not so 
favorable as to allure people from the old lands to settle on the new 
In the foiests along the foot of the Himalayah Hills, it is the practice 
to give long leases of laige tracts of foiest lands on very favorable 
terms, but this plan could not advantageously be extended to Nimar The 
land will gradually come under cultivation as the population mcieases, 
and as the people obtain confidence m the system of revenue manage- 
ment, and aie convinced of its advantages If hereafter good is likely 
to result from the grant of large tiacts of waste land on favorable 
terms for long leases, a pioposition to that effect will leceive attention. 

20 In thus sketching out the method m which it appeals to the 
Lieutenant Governoi that the Mouzahwai system may be introduced 
into Nimai, he is desirous to be undeistood as lecommending rather than 
directing such a course He would wish its adoption to rest on a 
perception of its benefits both by the officeis who aie to cairy it into 
execution, and by the people who are to come under its operation 
Many influences will be at woik to countermine it The Khalsa or 
Assameewai system affoids suppoit to a laige number of subordinate 
officials, who thus have opened to them numeious methods of intei fer- 
ence and of petty gain Even the village officeis derive gieatei power 
and impoitance, if not emolument, from being in direct communication 
with the Government, than from being the mere servants of the village 
community But if the people can once be led to see the advantages 
of the system and to apply themselves to the easy task of self-govern- 
ment which it involves, tlieieis little doubt but that the plan will 
succeed, and that property m land will become a safe and desirable mode 
of investing capital 

21 It must not moreover be supposed that when once a Mouzahwar 
settlement has been made, the Collectoi’s work is accomplished, and a 
machine set m motion which will work on unaided In the fiist intro- 
duction of the system especially, gieat caie and constant attention are 
requisite No oidmaiy degiee of foresight is needed on the first settle- 
ment of a village, so to define and lecoid the custom of the tenure, as to 
meet the exigencies of most oidmary occurrences Difficulties will arise, 
and disputes will occur, which must be immediately examined and 


o 
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decided, and their future occurrence provided against, if necessary, by 
some new stipulation m the village lules All such cases are disposed 
of, especially on then first origin, by communication with the people 
and by aibitiatiou amongst themselves The duty of the Collectoi will 
be rather that of explanation, and of mstiuction, than of decision The 
people themselves will be willing enough to slui o\ei a difficulty and to 
be content with a tempoiary remedy It will be the Collectoi s duty to 
point out to them the whole bearings of the case, to lepiescnt its possible 
consequences, peihaps to suggest apparent lemedies, but to lea\e to 
themselves, as much as possible, the adoption of the particular lule 
which they will have afterwaids to cany into piactice 

22 Caution and patience must also be used in fust nitioducmg the 
system, the leaseholder of villages must not be held too stnctly to their 
engagements, till confidence is cieated and the custom established A 
few failures should not discouiage fiom fuithei attempts Resignation 
of the lease should at any time be accepted till the value of the pioperty 
is felt and acknowledged The fiist sales must be conducted with gieat 
caution 

23 It may be useful, in conclusion, to point out the tlnee kinds of 
tenures which it is proposed to introduce into Nimar

to cultivate for a fixed sum a ceitam plot of giound having defin-

24. It will be perceived that the first tenure may co-exist with the 
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third and even with the second The piopnetor of a few fields m a 
village, may hold undei an individual 01 a community, m the same way 
as he would under the Government if the village were Khalsa. 

25 It will also be perceived that a tenuieof the second description, 
when sold foi arrears of levenue to an individual, -will fall into the third 
class, the cultrvatois being no worse off than they were under the

I have the honor to foiward, for submission to the Hon’ble the 
Lieutenant Governoi N W. P , the accompanying report received from 
Lieutenant Evans, Political Assistant m Nimar, on the settlement of the 
British pergunnah of Kusiawud. 


2 Political considerations led to this pergunnah coming under 
our management on the close of military opeiations m Malwa In the 
commencement it was held Khalsa, and its revenue m 1817-18 was Rs 
14,752 The receipts m 1818-19 were Rs 17,131; from 1819-20 to 
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1824-25 the villages

5 The revised jumma of Kusrawud may be stated to be Rs 21,363, 
which is Rs 1,855 below the average of collections during the tluity-thiee 
years we have managed the district , a result, perhaps not to have been 
anticipated 

6 Lieutenant Evans may not, perhaps, explain the necessity for 
this loss of income, with sufficient perspicuity, nevertheless he shows 
giounds for the decrease. 

7 Fi om having long held the pergunnah Khalsa, its actual condi- 
tion was readily ascei tamable, the lates weie known, they had been fixed, 
revised, and settled, at diffeient peiiods, no cultuiable land is ivaste, and 
the pergunnah is to a gi eat degiee ready foi the introduction of long leases, 
and though the actual reduction m the levenue is not so gieat, when 
compaied with the aveiage actual receipts, still such a result, aftei the 
many yeais the distuct has been undei our management, is lemaikable, 
and should not be lost sight of, when we sciutmize the administration in 
native states 


8 Doubtless many circumstances which make men hesitate to 
bring themselves undei lesponsibility for a lengthened period, exist m 
British Nimar the climate is unceitam, di oughts are fiequent , until very 
lately tlieie weie no aitificial means of irugation, and even now none 
are ceitam in Kusiawud , and the want of roads, by which pioduce could 
be conveyed to a maiket, is only now m couise of being lectified by the 
constiuction of the Kilnei and Simrole ghauts, and by the several measures 
detailed in my lettei No 1022, dated 27th ultimo 


9 Suirounded too, as Nimar is, by the districts of native states, 
m which land is obtainable lent-fiee (Pugrus) for 3 and 
5 yeais, and then foi a fuithei term at a nominal rent, 
from which, with little labor, enough can be laised to af- 
ford a maintenance, settling down m any village mpeimanent occupan- 
cy, is not common , again with reference to the area, the population is 
most scant, and in Nimai, as in Malwa, tenants oi cultivatois, not land.

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are the object of competition, and in this competition we have serious 
rivals in the adjoining native states within which the Government rule 
being tempeiate and mild, those causes which under mis-government 
would drive them out, or into our terntones, do not exist, moreover 
employment is obtainable foi all descriptions of ciaftsmen m the towns 
above the ghauts, few of these classes theiefore lemam in the valley of 
the Nerbudda, m which theie is not any peculiai pioduce or manufacture 
to attract enteipnse to Nimai, and until a vent is found, the mineral pro- 
ducts, m which the province is uch, must lemam buried within its limits 

10 In one lespect a gratifying fact has been established this year. 
The Kutliee ghaut near Asseeiguih having been made easy for caits to 
pass through the Sathpooia lange on the north side of the Taptee, cot- 
ton has been expoited on carts fiom the valley of the Neibudda into 
Candeish foi the Bombay maiket Many loads of this valuable ai tide have 
for the first time passed this season by this loute , thus piovmgits value 
as a channel foi export to the south. 

11 In exemplification of the difficulty of getting pioduce to a mar- 
ket, I may mention that I found Tuimenc selling in the village of Oon, 
m Holkar’s adjoining pergunnah of Khuigoon, at 20 seeis foi the Ilallee 
rupee, whilst its puce at Indoie was 12 seeis pei rupee, and at Ram- 
pooia neai Neemucli, 6 seeis , the weight and cunency being the sapie 

12 An annual fair is held at Mundlaisir, anothei at Mooltan, which 
are well attended. Weekly maits oi “baths” are held at Mundlaisir, 
Dugama, Kusiawud, Mooltan and Balsanan, At Pundana (BntishScmdia) 
one of the best weekly maikets m Nimai, fiom 6 to 8,000 people assem- 
ble on its maiket day, and business is busk. Jowane, tlieordinaiy food 
of the people, was selling m January last, when I was there, at 60 seers 
per rupee, varying up to 70, a price a pool man could affoid, it costing 
him not eight annas or half a lupee for a month’s subsistence 

13. I mention these facts to show the prices which produce com- 
mands in the province, and which must have its influence on rents m 
Kusrawud 

14 The Holkar state gave its Nimar district m lease for 25 years at 
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a fixed rental to one of its wealthiest and best managers, who resides at 
Moheysur on the banks of the Neibudda, by whom I was informed last 
year, that with all his advantages and desire to make piofit,he could not 
m Nimai succeed, noi do I think he will, until he can find means to get 
produce up the ghauts, or at all events out of the valley, by some better 
transpoit than bullocks , the delay, daily loading, unloading, and slow 
travelling of which useful animal, swell the cost puce of an article at a 
maiket above or beyond the ghauts so much, as to make the return not 
remunerative 

15 All the disputed boundanes in Kusrawud have been adjusted, 
one was of veiy long standing (since our occupation) and intricate, with 
Holkai, which I am happy to say has been piopeily adjusted m communi- 
cation with the Duibar 

16 Tuccavee advances, once so indisciiminately given, have been 
checked Assistance will be limited to aid for vvoiks of permanent 
utility m which the people will be encouiaged under pioper restuc- 
tions 

17 The chowkeedaiee system has been regulated, and due piovision 
made in the settlement 

18 The application of the Mundiooee, as stated in paia 24, is wor- 
thy the attention of the Lieutenant Governoi, as is the proposal to pay 
the Canoongoes a consolidated allowance of Rs 250 pei annum, in lieu of 
huqs, which, befoie the settlement, biought them Rs 275 It may be here 
mentioned that the chief peigunnahfunctionanes aie the Mundiooee and 
the Canoongoe, both lieieditaiy offices, theie is no Cazee, noi is there 
a Chowdree The Mundlooees aie a Bialimin family , they enjoy the huqs 
oi dues, viz 5 pei cent on realized le venue, 10 per cent on Abkaree, 
and 25 pei cent on Gyallee, " lawans ” piopeity , besides this 415 beegahs 
of cultuiable land lent-free The income of the Mundiooee fiom these 
souices, was about Rs 410 pei annum, to which must be added the re- 
ceipts fiom a village woith Rs 300 per annum, for which he paid a 
“ tunka”of Rs 110 pei annum The Canoongoe is entitled to 1 pei cent 
on the lealized levenue, and 6 pei cent on the Abkaiee, he holds 1334 
beegahs of land valued at 14 Rs. pei annum Besides the above both the

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Mundiooee and Canoongoe may possibly at times receive some present 
01 voluntaiy fee, under some of the old heads now obsolete 

19 The patel and village pnest, Puisai (usually the Putwai ee) with 
the Bullais, and Nihal Bheels aie the only Wuttundars The patel is 
entitled to the " Khoont, ” a light tiansit duty on merchandise, and a fee on 
cattle bought 01 sold , also 25 beegahs of land. The Puisai leceives 14 seers 
of giain pei plough, besides money giatuity on mamages and other cere- 
monies The Putwaiees leceive 1 lupee, oi 40 seeis of giam pei plough 
The Bullai 40 seeis pei plough, the caipenter and blacksmith, fiom 40 
to GO seers per plough The Naie oi barbel 14 seeis pei plough , the 
Nihal or Bheel, the same as the Naie The Chumai iecenes26 seers per 
plough These with the Dkoobee (■uasheiman), the Coomai (pottei) and 
a Soonai, may be said to foim the village community, fiom amongst 
whom arbitiatois aie selected to settle the oidmary disputes, uhich 
may occur amongst the community Not a village is held by a Ma- 
homedan

Sir, 


The settlement of the Kusrawud pergunnah (British Nimar) 
having been completed on the system laid down by His Honoi the Lieu- 
tenant Governoi, I have now the honoi, adveiting to my letter to >our 
addiess, as pel maigm, to lepoit the general lesult of the 
August mo 23rd anangement, with other particulars relating to it 


2 The pei gunnali came into oui hands m the yeai 1S17-1S, its reve- 
nue foi 1817-18 being Rs 14,752 It, including Mundlaisu, was part 
of the jageei granted m Enam about A JD 1760, by the Paishwa to 
Venkut Ram Shastry, and was taken under our dnect management, 
mainly on account of its local situation on the high load between Khan- 
deish and the Deccan, and of its being then sunounded by fieebooteis, 
which lendered a post necessaiy m this quaitei It was afterwards 
made ovei to us in toto 


3 For the fiist yeai it was held m Khalsa, and aftci waids fiom Sum- 
but 1876 toSumbut 1881 inclusive (conesponding to 1819-20 to 1824-25) 
the villages weie faimed to then lespective Patels In Sumbut 1882 
and 1883, half the villages weie under Khalsa management, and the 
lemamdei m the hands of Davee Sing, Patel of Kusiawud. In Sumbut 
1884 and 1885, the Patels again took a one year’s lease, and in Sumbut 
1816 leases foi 5 yeais weie giantedto them of then respective villages 
These weie lenewed on expny foi a similar teim, but the leases passed 
chiefly into the hands of Bappoo, Patel of Kusiawud. In Sumbut 1896, 
coiiespondmg to 1839-40, leases for 7 yeais weiegianted to the Patels, 
which expired at the end of 1902, A. D. 1845-46. Since then the man- 
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agement has been Khalsa I should have excepted three villages, 

as pei margin, which weie leased foi 20 years, 
Kusseed'poor usha } Davee s,n e fiomSumbut 1896 to end of Sumbut 1915, and 
Burgaum, Maha Smg consequently are not included in the present 

settlement 

4 The receipts annually, village by village, dui mg the period of our 
occupation, aie shewn in the tables No 4, * accompanying Passing over 
the two fiist yeais, duimg which, oidei and confidence weie being lestored, 
the average land levenue Government demand lealized, has been Rs 
24,141 During the five yeais of Khalsa management the aveiage leceipts 
have been Rs 24,671 In this penodhas been but one year of any thing 
like scarcity, the lemainmg four having been good oi fair seasons The 
last assessment, t e of Sumbut 1906 or 1849-50, was Rs 26,507 Govern- 
ment demand 

5 The lainy seasons of 1844 and 1845 weie very bad, the fall 
having been both light and untimely The lesult was that it became 
necessaiy to giant laige lemissions, the cultivation being almost entnely 
dependant on the lam, the well crops beaung but a small piopoition 
Moieovei many of the people weie so much disheaitened, that it became 
necessaiy to reduce the assessment, and to make consideiable Tuccavee 
advances, the pergunnah being held Khalsa Few indeed of the Patels 
were willing to i e-engage foi then villages, so much had they suffeied 

6 On examining the return of Receipts it will be seen that the 
Pergunnah eaily attained a high degiee of piospenty This may be accoun- 
ted foi by the fact, that many, indeed most of the sunounding districts 
were in a state of gieat disoidei, both internal and fiom external cncum- 
stances , and the natural result of the establishment of a stiong govern- 
ment m Kusiawud, was that cultivatois flocked fiom all quarters, and 
held a value highei than it was intrinsically woith Hence the assess- 
ment was highei than can be lealized noiv, when good oidei is m a 
great measuie established m the suiioundmg districts Theie is ac- 
tually moie land cultivated now than theie was foimerly, but the assess- 
ment is liglitei 


e Omitted as giung unnecessary details 
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7 The Perguimah is a small, compact, well cultivated distnct It 
stretches east and west along the Neibudda about 0 miles, and is about 
5 miles broad fiom N to S On the N. it has the Neibudda, on the E 
the Beda nvei sepaiatmg it from Holkar’s terntory To the west is 
no natural boundary between it and the Dhai distnct of Balkhui , nor is 
there any exactly defined one to the S ; although the small lange of hills, 
which runs along the whole valley, at fi om 2 to 6 miles distant ftom, and 
parallel with, the Neibudda, divides it fiom His Highness Holkar’s pos- 
sessions It is level, with heie and there small hills, as neai Bheelgaum, 
Bulsamund, Honguigaum, &c. The soil is excellent, being the black 
cotton The ivell cultivation is small, except m five oi six villages ; m all 
those near the Neibudda, and Beda, water is not found, except at gieat 
depth The vicinity of the Neibudda is a gieat advantage afioidmg 
watei foi the cattle in dry seasons. 

8 As regai ds markets for then produce, the people aie tolei ably 
well off Mhyshur on the N bank m His Highness Holkai’s ten itoi y, is a 
good mart, as is Mundlaisn, to which tlieie is a made load being now 
metalled and bridged fiom Kusrawud. ICusiawud itself is a good 
market town, and weekly haraais aie also held at Balsamund, Mooltan, 
and Dogawa, the lattei having been lately instituted The Bombay and 
Indore road formeily passed tluough the peigiumah, hut now goes to 
the west of it. Consideiable tiafiic, howevei, still passes tluough, towards 
Mhyshur, Khuigoei, &c

9 The cultivators would, I think, be considered to be for the most 
part m easy circumstances by all who had had an oppoilunity of seeing 
their comfoi table well built houses, and well stocked faim-yaids Their 
wives and childienalso aie well diessed, most lejoice m the possession 
of silver ornaments, and the numhei of brass vessels they possess is pro- 
veibial They live mostly in the laige villages , many villages having only 
then Wuttundars, and one oi two old cultivators living in them They 
are massed in Kusrawud, Balsamund, Satkoot, Katkoot, Bheelgaum, 
Makurkhei, Kuthoia, Dogawa and Mooltan 

10. The castes of the cultivatois will be seen m Table 2 * The 
Coonbees are the most numerous and wealthy. They aie a veiy indue*

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trious, haid working set, and mostly well off They are nearly all old 
cnltivatois The Rajpoots aie not so mdustiious, but the Aheers and 
Muthas (a class of Coonbee) areueaily as good cultivatois as the Coon- 
bees themselves. The Cachees and Bharoois (herdmen) aie geneially 
speaking good men, and the few Mallees aie all a haid-workmg, well

11 Of the 32 villages, of which excluding Mundlaisn, the peigunnah 
consists^* aie NankaneetotheMundloee, andSn Mund- 
looee on a tanka of Rs 910 pei annum One -j is held 
by the boatmen of the feny opposite Mhyshui, on a 
fixed annual lent of Rupees 222 , and 3j, as mentioned 
m paia 3 aie held under leases, which will not expire 
until 1859-60 Theie lemam 26 villages, which were 
assessed m 1849 50 at Rs 23,947 gioss, oi 21,230 nett,

12 I stated m my letter to youx address No 254, dated 28th August 
last, tlie way m which it was pioposed to fix the assessment, being m 
accordance with the system laid down by His Honor tlie Lieutenant 
Govemoi We pioceeded m the fiist instance to le-measuie the whole 
pergunnah caiefully, with a view to the formation of accurate records, 
and Shujieh maps Tins woik was commenced in Febrnaiy of last 
yeai, and owing to an enoi in the size of the beegah used, it had to be 
done twice, as regards ten of the largest villages The person employed 
was one of the Deccan Revenue Survey The w r oik was finished by the 
end of Febiuaiy of this year, since which he has been employed measur- 
ing Kanapooi and Buireali pergunnalis 

13 There was a consideiable amount of labour gone through m 
settling a numbei of old standing and difficult boundary disputes be- 
tween oui distuctsand those of His Highness Holkar’s, but all have been, 
finally and satisfactory arianged 
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14 The beegah used was the standard of this pait of the country, 
containing 27,225 square feet Theie has resulted but a \eiy slight 
difference between the aieas obtained by thepiesent and by the measure- 
ments made by Captain Fiench in 1847 What has been is in favor of 
Government In Kanapoor and Buneah, theiefore, we aie only measunng 
uncultivated, culturable and waste, with a few fields selected at landom 
as tests In Novembei last. Mi Conlan and myself pioceeded tlnough 
the peigunnah testing the measuiements, listening to any complaints of 
wiong measuiements and assessment, as fai as it had then gone , and in 
Maich visited the villages, which had not been measuied at my foimer 
visit Taking village by village, the jumma was fixed by deducting onc- 
tlind of the gross rental demandable, and adding thereto the one pei cent 
Road Fund 

15 The total loss to Government will be 33 per cent less the 5 per, 
cent paid to Patels, and the 1 pei cent Road Fund oi 27 pei cent, a 
little moie than l-4th But the expenses of management being, as I shall 
show hereafter, reduced, the amount actually lost will be about 22 pei cent 

16 The village then at this l educed late was offeied to the cultiva- 
tois on the principle of the joint and seveial lesponsibihty of all, oi of a 
part (the old inhabitants Joonaidais) They refusing to take it on these 
terms, as was the case in moie than half, it was offered to the Patels, and 
their family of Wutundais, and where they lefused (m 2 cases) to the per- 
gunnah zemindars In one case the Putwaiee took a small, almost 

desolate village on the Nerbudda,’" that no one else 
• zaiinmpoor would have aught to say to Mundlaisn was settled for 

separately m the same way 

17. Remissions in years of paitial failure, it was plainly stated, were 
not to be expected, the object being to ensuie a fixed levenue and en~ 
foice habits of thrift and carefulness Foi woiks involving a largei 
outlay than the peasantiy can commonly afford, and the mteiest on 
which, if bon owed from bankers would be so heavy as to lendei pay- 
ment of the puncipal an almost impossibility, such as pucca wells, I 
took on myself to piomise that the assistance of Government by Tucca- 
vee advances, should not be wanting to deserving paities It was ex- 
plained that the object sought by this new settlement was not to discon- 
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nect Government from them altogether, and leave them unaided to their 
own lesources, but that as heretofore an eye would be kept upon them, 
and such assistance, as it legitimately appertains to Government, as the 
landloid, to grant, would be affoided But common advances for seed, 
food and bullocks, they must look to themselves to make anangements for 

18 Notwithstanding the very gieat libeiality of Government in 
thus sacuficing so laige an amount of revenue, the utmost difficulty was 
experienced m peisuading the people to take advantage of the oppoituni- 
ty offeiedthem , and as it is, only 11 villages, repiesentmg not one-tlurd of 
the jumma, have agieed to an Assameewai settlement The people of 12 
villages, and those the best andlaigest, flatly refused to engagejomtly and 
severally , and the patels consequently have taken the lease Two villages 
the pergunnah zemindai shave taken, both pateL and cultivators having re- 
fused to engage for them, and one,as above mentioned, the Putwaiee holds. 

19 No exertion was spared to induce the Ryuts to take a more 
reasonable view of the matter, but to no purpose The tiuth is, they like 
the Khalsa system , its freedom from lesponsibility, the assistance they 
receive, and the consideration that is shown them They have been well 
off under it, and aie leluctantto exchange it foi something unknown, and 
untried I do not fear that it will be supposed from our want of success, 
that lukewaimness has been shown by me, such is not the case, I have 
gone into it to the utmost of my ability, and Mi Conlan has devoted 
himself to it m a manner that ought to have ensuied success, had it only 
depended on exeition The 11 villages that have been settled “ Assamee- 
war” only agieed to it after an amount of peisuasion that would be al- 
most inciedible could it be calculated 

20 No exertion will be spared to keep the system moving, and 
meantime anangements for the two other Bntish pergunnahs, Kanapoor 
and Buneah, aie piogiessmg, and they will both be settled during the 
curreut year Puttahs foi the Kusiawud villages will be issued on re- 
ceipt of an answer to the present lepoit Of couise the sooner the 
Puttahs are issued the bettei, as not till then can the people have full 
confidence m the system being finally established. 

21 Due attention has been paid to the village chowkedaree es- 
tablishment, which is now being systematically oigamsed, and will enable 
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us to dispense with some burkundauzes Eveiy huq or right of every 
one, whethei p e rg u nii ah or village official, has been accuiately lecoided, 
after full examination. In this lespect much good has been done The 
village Putwarees are to come to school during the ensuing lams, and 
the pergunnah Mundlooee and Canoongoe will in futuie have to work 
more steadily, and regulaily in the peigunnah cutcheiry. 

22 Including the three villages on former lease, and those on tan- 
ka, the gross land levenue including Mundlaisn will be Rs 24,796, the 
expenses of collection. Rupees 1,764 pei annum, oi about 7 pei cent as 
compared with a levenue of Rupees 33,160, and expenses (including 
patel’s peicentage) of Rupees 4,039 

23 The Mundlooee’s leceipts, being a peicentage on the realized 
land re\ enue, will be much 1 educed, and they have made petition that 
the amount of Peslikushee, ivluch they now pay, may be i educed in like 
proportion I think, then request not an unreasonable one, and as such 
beg to lecommend it They now pay Rupees 500 pei annum, and their 
liuqs on the land levenue m Sumbut 1906 (1849-50^ weie Rupees 1,379 
On the jumma now fixed, they will be 1,020 The piopoitional amount of 
Peshkushee, would therefore be Rupees 370 In the same way the Ca- 
noongoe vho has hitherto leceived Rupees 275, will m futuie only get 
Rupees 204 per annum, besides some 15 Rupees on the Smvaee jumma 
This is so very small, thatconsideimg he will have to peifoim moie work, 
than under the Klialsa system, I would solicit on his behalf also the favor- 
able consideration of Government, more foi linn indeed than for the 
Mundlooees, whose huqs aie much larger 1 would recommend a conso- 
lidated allowance of Rupees 250 pei annum to him 

24 The expenses incurred m introducing this settlement are as follows 

First — 1 measuring kaikoon and 2 chain men sanctioned by you tem- 
porarily from 1st February 1850 at Rs 42 pei mensem They were employ- 
ed m Kusrawud, the foimer from 1st and the two last fiom 13th Feb- 
maiy 1850, until 31st January last, since which they have been m Kana- 
poor Buneah Total of then pay. Rupees 498-J3-8 

Second An extra establishment detailed in my letter No 226, dated 
£3rd July 1850, at 50 Rs per mensem, to test the measurements and draw 
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up the settlement papers These have been employed since 1st July 1850 
and to the end of June, by which time all the files will be complete, will have 
cost Rs 505-1-6, oi in all Rs 1,003-15-2 The extra establishment applied 
for, amounted to 50 Rs pei mensem, but since Novemberlast we have been 
enabled to do with less Of the total amount, Rs 288-13-8 have been pass- 
ed in our monthly accounts, but for the lemamdei Rupees 715-1-6, sanction 
is now requested, as directed by letter No 3225, dated 16th Octobei 1850, 
para 8, m reply to yours forwarding mine No 226, dated 23id July 1850 

25 In conclusion, I have only to say, that I shall await an answer 
to this report with anxiety, as 1 cannot help feaung that we have misun- 
derstood our instructions, and that Governmeut never intended that so 
large a reduction of levenue should be made I have only my own appre- 
hensions foi this idea, as m letter No 254 dated 28th August last, I re- 
ported what would be the effect according to the way m which we under- 
stood our ordeis, and m the leply (Mi Secietaiy Thornton’s letter No 
3048, dated 3rd October 1850,) no notice was taken of that part of my 
communication The system if earned out in the whole of Nimai will 
entail a reduction of somewheie about Rs 68,000, and I cannot help re- 
marking that the assessment is now so light, that the people do not in 
fair seasons expenence any difficulty m paying the amount demandable, 
or the greatei part of it, the remission annually requested not exceeding 
1| or 2 per cent except in indiflfeient years 

26 All the hard woik, and detail of the settlement has been done 
by Mr Conlan , he prepared every thing, and should it succeed, to him will 
be mainly due the ciedit 

27 The English papers have been prepared according to the forms laid 
down Those herewith transmitted are as follows 1, General Statement 
m acres, 2, Annual Jumma Statement , 3, Police Statement, as directed by 
para 183 of Directions to Settlement Officers The vernacular papers 
have been prepared precisely as directed, one copy of them is lodged m the 
Sudder office, and one is being piepared for the pergunnah Komasdar’s 
kutcherry.

2 The object of His Honor the 
Lieutenant Goveinor N W P , m 
introducing the Rei enue settlement 
into Nimai, as explained in Mr 
Secretary Thornton's lettei No 2416, 
dated 8th June 1847, would seem to 
be fourfold, 1st, the amelioiation of the agncultuial community of this 
province, 2ndly, the permanence of tenuieor occupancy of land, 3rdly, 
the cultivation of waste land, and 4thly, the seeunty of the Government 
land revenue 

3 Jt is obvious that these objects would, not be gained by encreas- 
mg the burden of the people, and it is equally clear, that if the present 
assessment had been sufficiently light to enable the cultivators of the 
soil to pay up the whole of the Government rei enue, year by year , to 
provide foi their families , and to lay by a stoie to meet the demands of 
bad seasons, the mtioduction of the change contemplated by the Lieu- 
tenant Governor, with a view to gaming these objects was unnecessary.

10 It will thus be seen, that no alteiation has taken place m the

11 In conclusion, I would beg to obseive that although the l educ- 
tion on the nominal levenue oi Government demand of the 26 villages 
le-settled, is 33 pei cent yet on the average lealized jumma of 10 years, 
it is only 11 per cent Whilst theiefoie the pioposed settlement in- 
volves so huge a sacufice of levenue on the paitof Government as to in- 
duce me to (vide para 26 of my repoit above lefened to) express my 
fears, lest Government should not appiove of it , it is yet not too favoi able 
to the Ryuts, with adveitence to the objects pioposed to be gained in a

and tiansfeiable propeity be created m the land, so as to attach the peo- 
ple to their possessions, this object will have been cheaply attained How 
far this may be the case, will depend on the assessment compaied with 
the real productiveness of the land, and not compared with the amount 
at which it formerly stood 


4 The cncumstance you mention m paias 8 to 14 of youi letter aie 
quite enough to account for a low late of assessment When the popu- 
lation is scanty, waste land abundant, and the soil rich and requiring little 
labor to render it pioductive, it is evident that only a veiy light rent can 
be lealized, even though the seasons continue propitious, and the climate 
healthy The 26 villages of Kusiawud, which aie the subject of the 
present Repoit, are said to contain 5,873 inhabitants to an area of 52 
square British statute miles, oi 113 souls to a square mile The parti- 
culars both of population and aiea appear to have been so very caiefully 
ascertained, that there can be no enoi m this statement The only district 
of the N. W P. which has as small a population, is Hissai oi Hmree- 
anah, wlieie theie are said to be only 68 2 persons to the square mile, 
though there is much leason to suppose it underrated Many villages m 
the Hissar distnct aie wateied from the Western Jumna Canal, but on 
the whole the cucumstances of the distnct may be held in many lespects

5 As to the assessment itself, it may be remaiked, that it has been 
made more a matter of arithmetical calculation than it is in these pro- 
vinces, or than it evei ought to be m the natuie of the case. The deter- 
mination of a fail lent can nevei be reduced to aiule of thiee sum 
Theie aie a thousand cncumstances affecting the amount of lent which 
elude i eduction to a figuied statement The jumma should be the lesult 
of a fan baigain between the propnetois on the one hand, knowing the 
tiue value of his piopeity and anxious to retain it, and the Government 
on the other hand desnous to take only so much of the rents, as will 
leave the piopnetoi a sufficient income This was difficult oi peihaps 
impossible in a countiy Avhere one party to the baigain could not com- 
prehend the existence of piopeity m the sense m which it is undei stood 
by the Government and would make no bid foi it Piobably Lieutenant 
Evans followed the best couise that was open to him, and adheied to his 
numencal data The chief usk in such cases lies in villages where there 
is much uncultivated land, like Mnzapooi andthefoui others mentioned 
in paia 6 of Lieutenant Evans’ lettei of June 21st In the case of Mir- 
zapooi for mstauce Rs 33-12-6 is assessed on 114 beegahs and 17^ biswas 
of cultuiable land. This seems model ate, but it does not appeal how 
it is calculated with refeience to the varying rates on new lands Eu- 
dently mismanagement on the part of the malgoozais, or misfoi tunes 
of season, may disappoint the calculation, and cause the land to remain 
uncultivated There is no apparent reason why the existing leases m 
the three villages of Kusrawud, Rushudpoor and Buigaon, should not 
be at once extended at their piesent rates, foi the same period and on the 
same terms as the lest of the villages, if the malgoozais are willing to 
enter into engagements There does not appeal to be auy reason for 
supposing the present jummas to be so low that any great mciease would 
be expected, when the present leases terminate , and there is no reason 
to lower the jumma, if the present demand is easily paid 

6 The map of the pergunnah is useful, but not so much so as 
might be A pergunnah map should always show village boundaries 
(vide p 42 of Directions for Settlement Officers ) The peigunnah maps ip 
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Mi Montgomeiy’s Statistical Repoit of Cawnpoor aie good specimens of 
what is lequired These may always be compiled with sufficient accu- 
racy from the common Shujiahs Lieutenant Keatmge’s attention should 
be paiticulaily dnected to this The Lieutenant Governoi has non 
before him some very excellent maps of Talookalis in the Bombay Pre- 
sidency, piepared by the levenue surveyors theie, which show how 
much cau be done without tiigonometucal and scientific measure- 
ment 

7 The present leport lefersto 27 villages Of these, 11 have been 
settled with the Joonaidais, 12 with the Patels, two with the peigunnah 
zemindais, one (Talumpoor) was taken by the Putwaiee, and it is not 
clear what has been the anangement for Mundlaisn 

8 It is evident that the success of these anangements will depend 
not only on the modeiatiou of the assessment, but also on a complete 
understanding of the lights conveyed by the act of settlement, and the 
responsibilities attaching to it Lieutenant Evans’ lepoit is defective in 
not explaining the means that have been taken to pi event misapprehen- 
sion m this lespect 

9 The geneial nature of the recoid to be foimed undei this head, 
called the admmistiation papei, has been explained m paia 167 of the 
Dnections for Settlement Officer, but wheieas in Nimai piopeity in 
land has been created lather than defined, it would be necessaiy to 
specify at length in that document some particular which elsewheie 
■would be so well known as scarcely to need mention It must be cleaily 
stated in what the piopeity consists, and the proprietors must be assuied 
that they have libeity to dispose of their piopeity, accoidmg to their 
fiee choice The hypothecation of that propeity to Government foi the 
revenue assessed upon it, must also be clearly stated and explained 

10 In the settlement made with the Joonardais * the law must be 

stated, accoidmg to which the pro- 

• In the abstract statement of Mouzah Bulgaon, an 

Assameewar settlement of the village is said to have fits ai e tO be divided between them, 
been made. Is this a settlement tvith Joonardars ? , ,, 

and their affairs managed , the man- 
agement including the cultivation of the waste land, and the apportion- 
ing amongst them of the Government demand 
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11. In tlie settlements made with the Patels, Mundlooees, and Put- 
warees, they must be especially given to understand that they will reap 
the entue benefit of all new lands brought into cultivation, and peihaps 
also of the increased rent leviable from lands raised fiom a lowei to a 
higher rate It is supposed that the peisons called zemindais with 
whom two villages have been settled, aie the peisons who aie eLewhere 
called Mundlooees. 

12 You are requested to desire Lieutenant Evans to furnish tians- 
lations of the admimstiation papeis in one or two of each of the above 
kinds of villages You aie also requested to invite him to explain his 
sentiments, as to the precise natuie of the piopeity vested in the pro- 
prietors by the settlement, and the condition to which they would he 
leduced by the loss of the propnetary light, either in consequence of 
then own voluntary act oi by forfeiture or sale foi default 

13 But it is not only essential foi the secunty of the settlement, 
that correct ideas on the subjects should be entertained, both by the 
local officers and by the people themselves Eveiy effort must also be 
made to watch the working of the system, and to see that its opeiation 
is rightly earned on, as Lieutenant Evans has veiy justly obseived m 
paia 20th of his letter of May 31st last Judicious advances of Tuccavee 
may at first be necessary In the event of unfavoiable seasons, foibear- 
ance may be shown in the realization of the Government demand Too 
gieat strictness should not be shown in holding the malgoozais to the 
precise teims of then engagements, or m exacting the utmost penalty 
for any petty infraction of then contract No sale of a mulial should be 
made without the pievious sanction of the Government 

14 But above all, it will be necessary that the Superintendent advise 
and dnect the malgoozars m the management of their own concerns 
Where the settlement has been made with the Joonaidais, any misunder- 
standings or disputes winch may aiise amongst them, should be immedi- 
ately and completely settled It will be almost impossible at first, so to 
frame the administration paper, as to provide for all possible contingen- 
cies As the advantages of their position become better undeistood, 
questions will arise regarding their rights, which if not immediately 
settled will destroy the peace of the community. The point m dispute 
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may be apparently trifling, but weaie pool judges of its real impoitance 
If the privilege, whatever it may be, is claimed by moie than one paity, 
the light to its enjoyment must be piomptly determined It would be 
most intei esting and useful if Lieutenant Evans would keep a separate 
memorandum-book of all questions of this kind, which he may be called 
upon to decide, and of the decision tlieieon passed 

15 The anangement for Chowkeydars appeals to be libeial With 
an efficient village Police so oigamzed, theie ought to be gieat secunty 
of person and pioperty. 

16 The Mundlooee and Canoongoe are understood to fill offices 
in the pergunnah equivalent to those of Chowdree and Canoongoe m 
these provinces The foimei office you aie awaie has been wholly dis- 
continued, and the emoluments of the lattei consideiably curtailed 
There is no wish to reduce the appaiently liberal airangement made by 
Lieutenant Evans for the remuneration of these officers m Kusrawud, 
but there is no giound foi mci easing then allowances, as he suggests 
m para 24 of his letter. If their emoluments suffer in some degiee fiom 
the diminution of the Government levenue, they must be taught to 
look for compensation in the increased value given to then own pioper- 
ty, and the prospect that is open to them of still largei emoluments, if 
they avail themselves with industry and intelligence of the advantages 
confeired on them bj then position The duties attaching to their 
offices must be cleaily and minutely defined, and the rigid peifoimance 
of their duties exacted If the people are incompetent themselves to 
perfoim the duties devolving upon them, then place must be filled 
by moie efficient men Lieutenant Evans is veiy pioperly sensible of 
the great impoitance of teaching the Putwaiees the duties they will 
have to peiform 

17. It appeals from some passages m Lieutenant Evans’ letters that 
the settlement of other paits of the distnct is piogiessmg, and that he is 
now employed on pergunnahs Kanapooi and Buneeah * It is not known 
in what state of cultivation these peigunnahs aie at pie- 
*ter C of May's i° f sent It is evident howevei that if settlements on the 

proposed plan aie mconsideiately foimed in peigunnahs 
wlieie tlieie is much cultuiable waste land, some difficulty may be ex- 

s 
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perienced m maintaining the cultivation m villages that aie now pros- 
peious A large demand for cultivators will probably arise, and those 
who have much culturable waste in then villages will offei land on terms 
which may induce cultivators to leave the old lands on which they are now 
located The pioper remedy to this, is either to refrain from selling such 
pergunnahs for the present, or m making the settlement of inhabited 
villages to give only a certain portion of the culturable waste, retaining the 
lemamder mthe hands of Government till a moie suitable opportunity 
piesents itself foi reclaiming the land from waste Lieutenant Evans 
should be requested to keep this principle m view m his future opeiations 

18. The Lieutenant Governor notices with satisfaction the testi- 
mony borne by Lieutenant Evans to the services of Mi. Conlan in this 
settlement

1 had the honoi on the 28th ultimo to receive your letter No 
1270 of 23ididem, enclosing copy of one to youi address No. 2858, of 12th 
idem fiom the Secretary to Government N W P., being with reference 
to my leport on the settlement of the Kusrawud pergunnah, and should 
have answered it earlier, had I not been absent from Mundlaisir on duty 
fn the districts, 
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2 The settlement having been eonfiimed, leases have been made 
out, and will be distributed after the Dusserah 

3 The instructions legaidmg the descuption of pergunnah maps 
requned, shall be stuctly attended to His Honor the Lieutenant Govei- 
nor and yourself aie awaie that the native measuiement, now being cai- 
ned on, is not a scientific one, nor even with the cioss staff It is simply 
a chain measuiement, but made very much more carefully than was ever 
befoie done, and thoioughly tested Those to be sent of peigunnahs 
Kanapooi and Buneah shall be like the specimen m the Cawnpooi Sta- 
tistical leport 

4 I trust to be excused foi adverting to one or two portions of Mi 
Secretaiy Thornton’s letter In Ins 4th para it is stated that “ it is not 
“ easy to undei stand how land could have borne a lughei assessment mfoi- 
“ mei years than now, as the population then was less numeious than at 
“ present, and the state of the countiy generally moie backward ” I would 
submit that the leason may be, is indeed, assigned by the people to the fact 
that 20 and 30 yeais ago Holkai's and the Dhai distucts surrounding 
were not as well managed as at piesent, and many uch cultivatois of thens 
held lands m our distucts for the sole puipose of being able to claim pio- 
tection as British subjects They both paid highei themselves, and the 
competition thus induced, laised the value of the land to otheis Those 
causes no longer, or m much less foice, now exist 

5 The chief, indeed only, reason of making the assessment anthmeti- 
cally is, that by no other means could we get the people to see the advan- 
tage of accepting the terms offered to them The lates ou culturable 
waste land weie calculated both by a companson of the soil with that of 
neigliboung cultivated land, and aftei estimating the means possessed by 
the engaging paities to bung it undei cultivation In Mnzapooi bee- 
gahs 114-17^ are assessed at Rs 33-12-6, weie they now under cultiva- 
tion they would be woith 8 to 10 annas pei beegah (lelatively with other 
land) being totally jungle Now they have been assessed at half fiom the 
commencement of the lease But this assessment would not have been 
accepted had not the engaging paity been a man of some substance (the 
Canoongoe) and able to spend money m dealing and bringing the land 
under the plough, and the land itself been situated near the Neibudda

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(within 4 miles) at Mooltan, 14 miles from the Neibudda inhabited by a 
miscellaneous set, chiefly deserteisfrom the surrounding distncts of Hol- 
kai living fiom hand to mouth , it was with difficulty that they agieed to 
pay § annas per beegali on the culturable waste, the 
*922 ib R 35 A 2 fall rate (the l an(i 1S m f eiI0r ) being 4 annas or per- 
haps less Heie the settlement has been made “ Assa- 
meewai” or with the mass of cultivators, and so little do they appieciate 
it, that theie would be little hesitation among them m throwing it up 
to-monow They would accept the settlement much more willingly 
were the waste land stiuck out, and letained, the greater pait of it at all 
events, in the hands of Government Perhaps there may be five men of 
substance in the village out of forty-two cultivators , all this seems difficult 
to be understood, but take the following Deserted villages m some of 
Holkafs pergunnahs have been given out on leases for 20 years at a gra- 
dually mcieasing late fiom 1 to 40 Rs. per annum, coming to the full 
l ental in 7 years, these villages being situated not very far fi om settled 
districts and containing from 6 to 800 beegahs of culturable land, of which 
one-thnd is fiist-iate vngm IChurreef soil Some are given for 4 and 5 yeais 
pugius oi lent-fiee, and then at almost nominal rents Bheekumgaum is 
an instance m point 

6 The thiee villages, Kusrawud, Rushudpoor and Bin gaum, aie 
farmed by Dewaee Sing and Maha Sing, Patels of Kusiawud The assess- 
ment is not high, but neither is it capable of being increased to any 
extent Aie not the cultivators to have the option of engaging foi the 
village themselves, as the inhabitants of all other villages have had, i e 
as soon as the lease expired 7 or is the present holder to be continued m 
his lease without refeience to the cultivators 7 The question is of no 
immediate importance as the farm has nine years yet to run 

7. The village of Mundlaisir has been settled with the “ Joonardars,” 
and tianslation is enclosed of its administration paper, and of those of 
thiee other villages, Mirzapoor, Mooltan and Balsamund, as requned by 
Mr. Thornton’s letter. 

8 The lights and responsibilities attached to the act of settlement 
have been caiefully, viva voce, and repeatedly explained to the people 
I am convinced that they are perfectly well understood (as far as I undei- 
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stand them myself) I send herewith translation of administration papeis 
of each of the different kinds of villages settled. Should these be consi- 
dered deficient m any point, the deficiency shall be amended Accompany- 
ing also is a statement, as desired by paia 12 of Mr Thornton’s lettei, of 
what my own views are of the natuie of the property conferred by the 
settlement, and the lesults that would be entailed by its loss 

9 I would beg you to assure His Honor that the instructions in 
paias 13 and 14 of Mr Thornton’s letter, will be borne in mind to the 
fullest extent, and no labor spared to woik out the system propeily The 
memorandum-book of cases desned shall be kept, and all questions noted 
theiem, and the book be submitted (if wished) foi inspection It may 
be that the administration papers will be consideiedas wanting in detail 
on certain points , should this be so, I tiust that injustice to ouiselves, 
it will be remembeied that lvithout practical experience of the woiking 
of the system, it is difficult to know what points it is necessary to enlaige 
upon, and that many which may be consideiedof great moment are con- 
ventional, and so thoiouglily undeistood by all heie, both ourselves and 
the people, that to dilate on them seems superfluous 

10 The Mundloee and Canoongoe (pergunnah officeis) have had 
then duties defined cleaily, and the peiformance of them has been exact- 
ed strictly foi some years past, especially since Captain French com- 
menced the Klialsa system They eithei themselves, or their Gomashta, 
wnte m the Cutcherry (pergunnah,) and aid in settling new lands and 
villages, m piocurmg tuccavee, &c They have no sinecures 

11 With refeience to para 19 of Mr Thornton’s, and to pai a 5 of 
youi letter, I have the honor to state, that undei all the circumstances, 
and availing myself of the latitude pointed out by His Honor, keeping 
steadily in view the necessity of not underbidding ourselves by offering 
cultuiable waste land at too low a rate, I would beg for permission to 
complete the settlement of Kanapoor and Burreah, and txustto be able 
to do so satisfactorily In fact I had intended applying for permission to 
make the settlement m these pergunnahs independent of the waste lands 
or nearly so as possible. 

12 Mi Conlan requests me to express how much he is giatified at

1 The nature of the pioperty Tested m the cultivators by this 

settlement, is as I understand it, as follows 1st When 

Nature of property- 

acquired at the settle- the settlement has been made with the Joonaidars, or 
as it is called lieie “ Assameewm, ” as in Mundlaisir foi 
instance, every holdei of land who has signed the “ wajib ool urz ” is for 
the penod of the settlement, de facto the absolute proprietor of that land, 
which he can sublet, mortgage, 01 otherwise dispose of, for that period, 
piovided always that he pays his quota of Government lent at the stated 
periods, and of the Mehntana, &c which the body have agreed to pay 
then Sudder Malgoozar, and that all who have contracted jointly with 
him do the same whilst he enjoys this piopnetary right, he pays only Ins 
shaie of the leduced revenue demanded by Government Foi instance, 
a village assessed under the Khalsa system at Rs 1,600, pays now w r e will 
suppose 1,200 , a cultivator paying formerly Rs. 50 on his holding, or 1-32 
of the whole amount, would undei the settlement pay 1-32 of the reduced 
oi Rupees 37-8, the balance being all profit to him, fiom which he pays 
Ins quota of the Mehntana. In the same piopoition he has a claim to 
such uncultivated cultiuable lands as there may be 

2 Should theie be any cultivatois who have not agreed to the settle- 
ment,' they pay the propnetois ( i e those who have signed the wajib-ool 
uiz) the full amount assessed on then holdings, as undei the Khalsa sys- 
tem the piopnetois pay to Government the sum calculated by the 
settlement, letaimng the rest as then own profit, which they shaie pio- 
poitionally accoidmg to then stakes m the village 

3 Whilst enjoying the piopnetary right, they collect the levenue 
themselves, and after then own fashion , and m fact manage their village 
entuely themselves. Government having nothing to say to it fiscally 
When they lose the propnetaiy light, eithei by then own voluntaiy act, 
or by foifeituie, or sale foi default, they leveittothen old position under 
the Khalsa settlement, paying the full, instead of reduced quota of Govern- 
ment rent; to quote the illustration above used, 50 Rs instead of 37-8. 
They aie then also liable to have any new land they may have bioken 
up and biouglit under the plough, assessed and charged to them All 
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these points aie fully understood by the people, but on one point I con- 
fess my ignoiance. On the termination of the 20 yeais settlement, what 
permanent propiietary right have the Joonaidars acquired, supposing 
they have held then own throughout 8 9 

4 , Where the settlement has been made with the Patels oi Putwa- 
iees (village Wuttundars as m Balsamund), tbeie the mass of cultivates 
aie m precisely the same situation as undei the Khalsa system, except 
that they pay the full amount to the Patels instead of to the Government, 
and the Patel paying Government Its 1200 instead of 1500 (as quoted 
above) retains the diffeience as his piofit To him also belongs waste 
land, which he rents out oi cultivates himself, paying' to Government no 
moie than the sum fixed in his lease Of couise a ceitam sum has been as- 
sessed on it, and is included m the amount foi which the village is lented 

5 He can demand no moie from any cultivator than the sum fixed 
by Government, noi can he oust him fiom lus fields on any pietence, 
without instituting a suit against him, so that m this case also the culti- 
vator has a ceitam propnetaiy right to his holding, as indeed he always 
has had m Nimai, both under the old lease, and piesent Khalsa system. 

6 He collects the lent himself and pays it to Government and is 
bound to aid the people, wlieie necessaiy, with seed and food, either 
giving it himself or assisting them to get it Any piofits that would ac- 
ciue to Government, undei the Khalsa system, fiom wells being' dug, 

wens foimed, &c. do duung the duration of his lease ac-

him to have home the crue to him, as piopnetoi, but to no greatei extent than 
mg them. to what Government is now entitled 

7. Should he lose tins piopnetaiy light either by lehiiquislimg 
voluntarily, oi by foifeituie, oi salefoi default, he leveitsto Ins late posi- 
tion, cultivating as a meie Joonaidai, though of couise his old establish- 
ed huqs (not including the 5 pei cent lately gianted)aie not affected one 
way oi the other 

8 Should he woik out the full penod of the settlement, he is entitled, 

should he decline to renew, oi Government makes other anangements, to 
5 per cent “ Mahkana ” in perpetuity 
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9 The same m all respects holds good where the village has been 
taken by the peigunnah zemindars, the mundloee 01 canoongoe (though

2 The explanation given by Lieutenant Evans, paia. 4, of the leason 
why the countiy could formeily beai a highei assessment thanatpiesent, 
is piobably the tiue one If indeed the charactei of the native Govern- 
ment aiound the temtoiy of Nimai has been so much impioved, that the 
British piovmce has lost its distinctive chaiaetei foi superior safety to 
life and propel ty, theie cannot be a highei souice of giatification we 
may hence be stimulated to pioceed moie lapidly, and earnestly, in the 
woik of linpiovement, when we find the Native states aiound us to be 
such apt scholars m the ait of Government. The object proposed by 
the Butish Government m assuming chaige of Nimar will thus be most 
nobly fulfilled 
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3 The Lieutenant Governor sees no leason to doubt that the 
assessment of the waste land has been faiily and equitably made by 
Lieutenant Evans He would only observe, that the circumstances 
mentioned in paragraph 5, show that after all, the arithmetical deduc- 
tion of the jummafiom the assets is moie appaient than real Too high 
an estimate of the assets would unduly heighten, and too low an estimate 
unnecessarily depiess, the jumma. The appeaiance of calculation mtlie 
last piocess must not lead one to foiget that the goodness of the settle- 
ment leally depends on the sound discretion displayed m the fiist piocess 

4 In the thiee villages of Kusiawud, Rushudpoor, and Bungaum, 
the cultivators have no natural light to a settlement. If the villages 
are flounshmg under the management of the Patels, and a portion of 
their lease has yet to run, there is the stiongest reason, why they should 
be rewaided by the extension of the lease It is requested that this 
may be done if they assent to the terms , and that the papeis may be 
made up, as m othei villages settled with Patels 

5. Lieutenant Evans’ own views legardmg the nature of the pio- 
perty cieated by the settlement, as contained in the memo inclosed m 
his letter, are geneially collect The lule legaidmg Malikanah is the 
same mall villages On the expiiation of the piesent settlement the 
proprietors will be entitled to Malikanah if the settlement is not again 
made with them Wheie the pioprietois consist of a numerous body of 
cultivators, the Malikanah is most easily, and best given m the form of 
a leduced rent-rate. 


6. In truth however the value of the property aftei the expiiation 
of the lease depends on the known chaiacter of the Government foi 
justice and modeiation , no proprietors need fear that they will be llli- 
beially treated, if they show themselves to he good manageis and honest 
men. 


7. The annexed note on the administration papers shews wheiein 
those papers are considered by the Lieutenant Governor defective. The 
note is simply foi Lieutenant Evans’ consideration. It is not expected 
or desired, that lie should entei into fuithei explanation 01 discussion on 
the points, which are theie noted. 
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8 The completion of the settlement of Kanapooi and Buneah as 
pioposed by Lieutenant Evans is authorized, the Lieutenant Govemoi 
has eveiy leason to place full confidence m the intelligence and fiiscie- 
tion which that officei brings to the woik.

I have the honoi to submit, foi the sanction of Government, the 
new Settlements of the Butish pergunnahs of Buneah and Kanapooi 

2 Captain Evans m his lettei No 24, dated 21st Januaiy 1852, le- 
poited that befoie leaving the distuct he had dnected me to pioceed 
with the settlement of these peigunnahs which he had aheady begun 

3 It is not my intention to entei into any details of the measures 
adopted in concluding these anangements with the landholder As the 
settlement has been with one important exception (that of letaimng the 
waste land as Government piopeity) cained out stuctly on the model of 
the settlement of peigunnali Kusiawud ^ aheady appioved of by Govern- 
ment 


* See Political .Agent's letters, No 1G7, dated 31st May 1S51 , No ITS, dated Sth June 1S51 
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4 In Mi. Secretaiy Thornton’s lettei, No. 2858 of 1851, it is lemark 
ed, that the settlement has been made too much by an anthmetical cal- 
culation, that it should be of the natuie of a bargain between the settle- 
ment officei and the eultivatois It seems to me that the settlement of 
Nimai was begun by Captain French, when the leases of Nimar fell m 
A D 1846, and he lesettled the villages on Kliam management. By 
referring to his letter. No. 55 of 30th Maich 18443, you willpeiceive that 
a geneial revision of the rates of land tax was then undertaken, and m 
fact a new settlement begun m Butish Nimai The villages have now 
been six years undei Kham management, during which time any cases 
that weie at fiist passed over, have been entered into and adjusted , the 
settlement has m fact been in progress all this time, and I conceive that

5. The eultivatois make no bid for a 20 years lease , on the conti aiy 
they will not accept it without a bube to induce them, as they expiess it, 
“ to hang an anchor lound their necks” and foiego then claim to remis- 
sion m bad seasons Whenever, duung my stay m Kanapoor Buneah 
I have had an oppoitumty of asking the people how Kusiawud had been 
settled, they replied, “ You remitted l-3id of the jumma on condition of 
“ their keeping then fields foi 20 yeais and not asking foi f Sookhs/ ” 
shewing by this reply that they attach no value to the piopnetaiy light 
gi anted undei the settlement , they look to the pleasing fact of a laige 
piesent remission , they aie perfectly awaie of their own value wheie land 
is plentiful and hands few, and wei e a bad season to come, numbers of the 
worst soit of cultivators would, if pressed for their jumma, emigrate into 
Holkai’s terntory, and procuie land on a tenure of many years maafee or 
u Pugius ” Undei such cncumstances if we cannot absolutely fix the 
Cultivating classes to the soil, the neaiest appioach we can make to that 
'end, is by giving them then land on a thoioughly libeial tenuie, and such 
the piesent settlement undoubtedly is 

6. Whenevei a culfivatoi has expiessed adesne to own a small piece 
of waste land neai Ins field, it has been assessed at a light jumma, and 
handed over to him as pait of his estate Again, whenever the waste 
land lemaming in a village has been of small extent, and the Joonaidais 
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01 Malgoozars liave wished it to be included in the settlement, their de- 
sne has been gianted , but foi all large tracts of waste land it has been 
ananged, that “ as long as they remain waste, the village cattle are to • 
“ giaze on them, but as soon as any person wishes to cultivate, Govern- 
“ ment is at libeity to make whatever anangement may be considered 
“desnable” This ai tide of the settlement is popular with all parties, 
as both these peigunnahs are most thinly peopled, and many of the fields 
nominally cultivated aie in truth but partly so The uaste land, being 
reseived as Government property, will to a gieat degree diminish that 
" joint lesponsibility ” which the people of Nhmai so much feai, and which 
at fiist made the settlement so unpopulai 

7 I ti ust the accompanying maps ¥ will be found of the natui e wished 
foi by His Honoi the Lieutenant Governor, the positions of the villages 
have been determined trigonometrically with the magnetic needle, and 
the boundanes have been filled in from Khusrah maps , the lattei aie use- 
ful as giving a geneial idea of the land, but from my own knowledge of 
the localities, I am awaie that they aie not much to be tiusted 

S. The maps will at once show how intimately these peigunnahs 
aie intei mixed with His Highness Holkai’s provinces, and I need not 
mention that this geographical peculiarity adds greatly to the difficulty 
and expense of management both m levenue and judicial measuies In 
levenue matters, the difficulty shews itself by the ease with which a lazy 
impiovident cultivatoi can thiow up his field and seek lefuge in anothei 
temtoiy, without the necessity of undertaking any journey, oi leaving 
at a distance his fuends oi the attiactions of his native village In 
police matteis of couise thieves and bad characteis of one province 
make it a point to cany on then depiedations m anothei, tiustmg to the 
necessaiy delay of a lefeience through the vakeel to escape detection 
It is m these two pergunnahs, that the mischief is so gieatly felt, of that 
oft-mooted gnevance. His Highness Holkai’s tiansit duty , foi a glance 
at the map of the two peigunnahs shows, that, though the Bntish Govern- 
ment have abolished tiansit duty, then subjects cannot pioceed to any 
of the neighbouimg maikets, oi even to Mundlaisn, oi fiom Kanapoor 
to Buireah without paying tax on their goods. The same leason has

detened the British authonties in Nimar from making a much desired 
load from Mundlaisn via Kanapoor and Buneah to Dhungaum, on the 
Boorhanpoor lme. We should have to constiuct the roadfiom our Road 
Fund, and His Highness Holkai would take the toll. These pergunnahs 
contain in themselves no large maiket ; their produce is principally sold 
at Sunaud, a large nfarket in His Highness Holkai ’s countiy The 
weekly fan at Kusba Buneah is howevei steadily impiovmg Theie are 
no made roads m eithei of these peigunnahs, except the piece of the 
mam lme that passes foi about a mile through Dhungaum. 

9 The Lackaia tank, the best woik of imgation m Nimai, is situ- 
ated about two miles fiom Buneah it was put m oidei under the super- 
intendence of Captain Fiench m A. D 1846, at a cost of 5000 lupees, 
and has proved of inestimable value to the countiy foi miles round In 
the dnest season, it contains a large body of water, and besides litiga- 
ting the lands of Kusba Buneah, it keeps the nullah full foi several miles 
His Highness Holkar possesses the land on the left bank of the stieam, 
or our profit from this woik would have been far greatei. You will pei- 
ceive that in the new settlement proposed for Kusba Buneah, I have in- 
cluded 100 rupees to be expended annually in the lepans of the 
watei couises fiom this tank I do not in the least expect that that 
sum will entirely suffice , but any expendituie m excess must be borne 
by the villageis, and some calverts that are lequired to pass the village 
loads over the water course must be constiucted fiom the Road Fund

6. The lemaiks contained in Lieutenant Keatmge’s 4th, 5th and 6th 
paras., and the arrangements he has made regaidmg the culturable waste 
land, give rise to the apprehension that however carefully and zealously 
that officei has perfoimed the duty assigned to him, he has yet failed to 
peiceive the real natuie of the operation on which he has been engaged, 
oi to enter into its spirit 


7 The settlement now made, differs widely from the system com- 
menced by Captain French in 1846, and ought to constitute a new eia 
in the fiscal admimstiation of the peigunnahs. 

8. Undei Captain French’s system, each man was at most only the 
piopnetor of the land he occupied at a fixed rate, or amount of assess- 
ment Under the piesent system those who are recognized as propne- 
tois have, as an heiitable and transferable piopeity, all that they can 
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make out of the land included within the boundanes of the village Be- 
foie, no man could extend his cultivation without the sanction of the 
Government, and the agreement to pay an additional demand now every 
man who is piopnetoi may extend his cultivation as he likes, without 
any question 01 increased demand, till the whole of the cultuiable aiea 
within his village is lendeied productive. He may moieovei make what 
he can of the natuial pioducts of the whole aiea 

9 This state of things is quite inconsistent with the leseivation foi 
Government of all the unassessed waste m each village. No such leseiva- 
tion should be made The Malgoozars or proprietors whoevei they may 
be, whethei the whole community or one individual m each village, should 
be assured that for the sum agieed upon the whole aiea is theirs to do 
what they like with, till the end of Sumbut 1928, so long as they pay the 
stipulated jumma It is difficult to undeistand how the leseivation by 
Government of the waste land can be supposed m any degiee to dimmish 
the “ joint responsibility.” If theieare two oi moie joint piopnetois, 
that responsibility lemams piecisely the same, whethei theieis no cultur- 
able and waste land mthe village, or whethei theie is much In the foi- 
mei case the piopnetois cannot lighten then assessment, and theiefoie 
lessen the weight of the joint responsibility by extending their cultiva- 
tion , m the latter case, they can. In the formei case they aie shut out 
fiom a gieat benefit, mthe latter they leceive a large boon. 

10 The Lieutenant Goveinoi would wish this to be explained to the 
people, and the clause m the admmistiation paper (Ikiarnamah) to a 
contrary tenoi to be altered, so as to assure them, that no enhancement 
of then jumma will take place during the term of settlement, howevei 
nruclr they may extend then cultivation within the bounds of the village 
At the same time eveiy inducement should be held out to the piopiietois 
to extend the cultivation as much as they can within the limits of their 
village, and thus mciease then income, and lessen the weight of the 
Government demand 

11 Theie can be no doubt that as the population of the countiy 
mci eases, the laud will become moie and more valuable , and that what 
is now consideied “ an anchor round then necks,” will be legaided as 
the leasonable acknowledgment foi a valuable pioperty, and will be lea- 
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dily paid, lest failure in the payment should involve forfeituie of the pro- 
perty 

12 If the settlement fail, it will pi obably be fi om one of thi ee causes . 
the disagreements of the co-paicenois, the untlmftiness of the piopiietois, 
01 the seventy of the seasons 

13 Where theie are many co-paicenors, united togethei by joint 
responsibility, theie are many causes of disagieement Wheie all aie 
equally enterprising and dibgent, their mteiests will clash, and each will 
strive himself to occupy, oi to pievent otheis fiom occupying, desnable 
waste land Wheie some aie diligent, and otheis idle oi extiavagant, the 
formei will be pi one tooppiessand nritate the lattei, oi to complain that 
the default of the lattei tlnows upon them a heaviei bui then than they 
can bear These causes of dispute lequne the constant watchfulness of 
the Collectoi, whose object it should be, to lead them to settle such points 
amongst themselves In well ordeied communities they do so spont- 
aneously , but m new communities, unaccustomed to the obligation 
entailed upon them by then constitution, it may lequne the supenoi 
intelligence and foietliought of the Collectoi to instiuct and guide 
them 

14 It may be, that the piopiietois aie caieless oi extiavagant, and 
suffer the melial to deteiioiatetillitistlnown on the hands of the Govern- 
ment m a ruined and woitliless condition In all states of society theie 
aie likely to be improvident men who let then piopeity lun to waste 
In an advanced state of society, they mjuie no one but themselves The 
pioperty is valuable, many aie leady to take it off then hands and to le- 
store it to prosperity But in a low stage of cultivation, like that m 
Nimai , land which has once fallen waste, is reclaimed with difficulty, and 
it ishaidto lestore the waste and deseited village The collectoi may 
do much to prevent luin of this soitby remonstiance,and timely sugges- 
tion, and by also piomptly dispossessing the mismanaging piopnetoi on 
the fiist oppoitumty occasioned by his default. But it may be hoped, 
that the inducements to impiovement, and the laige prize affoided to 
successful mdustiy, may be the suiest means of aveitmg such misfoi tunes. 
Theie aie but few, who with the means of competency Within then leach, 
will heedlessly and recklessly effect then own mm 
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15 Calamities of season aie unavoidable Diought, 01 floods, 01 
pestilence, 01 bliglit, may desolate any pait of the countiy, and of couise 
rendei it impossible that the whole or perhaps any levenue should be 
paid Such disasteis must be met as the exigency demands They call 
forth all the piudence and vigilance and activity of a Collectoi They 
must be met accoi ding to then degieeby tempoiaiy suspension 01 entile 
remission of the demand, 01 by 1 eduction of the settlement. 

16 Lieutenant Keatmge asks foi pei mission to pioceed to the settle- 
ment of some of Scindia’s peigunnahs His lemaiks on the piesent occa- 
sion show that neither he noi the people fully undei stand the natuie of 
the opeiations pioposed It would be fai bettei that he applied himself 
foi a time carefully to watch, and judiciously to superintend, what passes 
in the settled peigunnahs of Kusiawud, Buneah andKanapooi now un- 
dei Ins cliaige When he finds that these ai e piospeimg, and that the peo- 
ple undeistand and appieciate the advantages confened upon them, it will 
then be time to push forward opeiations into othei paits of the countiy, 
with confidence It would be bettei that he pause foi a little till he is 
moie satisfied himself of the effects of the system, than he seems yet to be 

17 In paia 8 , Lieutenant Keatinge lemaiks on the mteinuxtuie of 
these two pergunnahs with Holkai’s teintoiy, and well lllustiates his 
position by a sepaiate map So fai as the revenue management of the 
countiy goes, this need not be attended with disadvantage The leten- 
fcion of cultivatois on the land depends on then libeial and judicious tieat- 
ment In this oui officers ought not to be infeiioi to the manageis of 
Holkar’s lands , and if they are, they deseive to lose then cultivatois 
Till the countiy is much moie highly peopled than it now is, the com- 
petition foi agncultuial laboi will be gieat, and the cultivatois will be 
able to command then own teims The ivay to attach them to the soil, 
is to give them a valuable pi opeity, which they will not lightly i enounce 
It is foi this veiy leason desnable to assess then land lightly, and to 
affoid them the piospect of largely mcieased gains, consequent on then 
exeitions, without any inci eased demand 

IS The effects on the police and on commeiceaiemoie senous, and 
deseive youi consideiation Youi influence with the duibai mil en- 
able you satisfactorily to adjust difliculties of this kind The legulation 
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of the customs duties is of the gieatest impoitance. It is evident that 
we cannot he at the cost of constructing a load merely to swell the cus- 
toms levenue of Holkai Either the durbai should be moved to renounce 
the duties altogether, as we have done, in consideiation of the great 
advantages that will be denved from the increased traffic, 01 else the 
duties along the whole line of load should be consolidated, levied at one 
place, and appropnated m whole 01 in pait to the lepans of the load, as 
has aheady been well ananged by you on the Bombay load to Manpoor. 
It is probable that an enlightened ruler like the piesent head of the Hol- 
kai family, could easily be made to undeistand, and leadily to adopt one 
of these couises, but if it sliouldbe othei wise, the lelative position of the 
two Governments, and the evident benefit to the whole community of 
some such airangement, would wan ant you in stiongly uiging upon 
him its adoption. It is believed that the British Government have 
alieady spent much laboi, and some money on the impiovement of the 
load thiough Dhumgaon, on the Buiwai and Booihanpooi line, if not 
on the Mundlaisii line By both lines Holkar’s villages will piofit, and 
no fuithei expenditure sliouldbe made on either till some satisfactoiy 
auangement on this subject has been concluded with the Duibai. The 
Lieutenant Governoi begs that you will favoi him with youi sentiments 
on this subject and sepaiate its consideiation fiom that of the other 
topics discussed m tlnslettei. 

19. Lieutenant Keatinge engaged some time ago to furnish the Go- 
vernment with a map of the district of Nimai. It would be giatifying 
to leceive some such document The survey he has made of Kusrawud, 
Buneah, and Kauapooi would foim a good nucleus lound which the lest 
of the district could be placed with consideiable accuracy 

20 The Lieutenant Goveinoi desnes me furthei to add, that in 
his stnctuies upon Lieutenant Keatmge’s proceedings, he is fai 
fiom intending to convey any censuieon that officer All that has been 
done, appeals to have been well done, and to entitle those who did it to 
very high commendation It is not to be expected that a peison in the 
position of the Superintendent of Nimar would be able at once to enter 
into the full spirit of a system so new to him, as that which it is sought 
now to introduce into the country The observations contained m this 
lettei aie intended to invite leflection on the subject, and to diaw forth 
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discussion. If Lieutenant Keatmge thinks the people are still leluctant 
to receive from the Government the gift of the culturable land, which he 
is authorized to bestow upon them, or if he tlunks that he perceives 
weighty objections to the measure, he is at libeity to postpone compli- 
ance with the rastiuctions, and to state his views foi the fuither consi- 
* 

delation of the Government It is m vam to look for success to the 
scheme unless the local authonties can be induced to enter into its spmt, 
and fully explain it to the people An ignorant and timid people will 
of couise be suspicious of any change m a system which so neaily 
affects them as the management of the land levenue, noi will they 
gain confidence till they perceive that then Euiopean supenois ha\ e 
then interests leally at heart, and fully undeistand what they aie doing

I have the honoi to foiwaid foi youi mfoimation, attention and 
guidance, the accompanying copy of a lettei * from the 
jothjuij 2 i 852 dated Secietary to Government North Western Provinces, con- 
veying the Hon’ble the Lieutenant Governor’s remaiks 
on the settlement lepoit of pergunnahs Burreah and Kanapoor m Butish 
Nimai submitted by you 

2. It is veiy desnable that you should take measures to give effect 
to the conect views of the Lieutenant Govemoi m lespect to the cultm- 
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able but ff waste ” lands. Oui object is to lead the people to impiove their 
villages and themselves, it is obvious that we can gam nothing eompaia- 
tively by holding such waste lands, foi we cannot occupy them by tenants 
of oui own, indeed weie this piacticable, we should soon find ouiselves 
m antagonism and rivalry with those whom we professed a desiie to bene- 
fit. If we make a settlement of a village it should be without any resei- 
vation of a nature possible to endangei 01 ciamp paities coming under 
engagements These weie my views as known to Captain Evans , they 
appealed possible to involve the sunendei of too much, but it is clear 
that any piesent sacrifice by the Government will add to the secunty and 
value of the piopeity engaged foi, and that we shall ultimately leap the 
benefit m common with the people 

3 Laige giass lands retained foi pastuie, may bear a light assess- 
ment at settlement , but if the inei easing demands for produce lead to 
breaking up of such pastuies and their cultivation, the village piopiietoi 
should leap the advantage and profit by his enterprise 

4 I do not consider it expedient to extend the settlement to Scin- 
dia’s distnct , and I am glad to find His Honor, without any remaik from 
me, concunedm my views It will be time enough to extend the system 
to Scmdia’s, when it has been worked, and is become familial to the peo- 
ple m the Butish distiicts 

5 I bebeve you have been enabled to make a satisfactory arrange- 
ment m lespect to the Holkai’s syei collections alluded to in paia S of 
your leport I shall be glad to receive information on this point, that 
the mattei may be definitively settled 

6 Youi attention is directed to the wishes of the Lieutenant Govei- 
noi legal dmg a map of the district as expiessed in paia. 19, and to the 
lemaiks m the succeeding paragraphs of the Secretary’s letter hereto 
annexed. 

7. The papers as requested by you are heiewith returned.

I have the honoi to acknowledge youi letter No 926, dated 21st 
July 1852, giving covei to alettei fiom Government No 2799, conveying 
the Hon’ble the Lieutenant Governoi’s sanction to the settlement of 
peigunnahs Buneah and Kanapoor, and Ins remaiks on the papeis sub- 
mitted 

2 His Honoi disappioves of the opimon expiessed m paias 4,5 
and 6 of my lettei, to the effect that the piesent settlement was intend- 
ed as a continuation of the settlement made by Captain French m 1846, 
and on again reading my lettei I find that those paragiaphs do not con- 
vey the meaning I had intended 

3. I peiceive that they lead, as if the whole spmt of the settlement 
had been based on the opeiations of 1846 , wlieieas I had intended them 
meiely to lefer to the assessment of the land, not to the piopnetaiy 
light, oi internal economy of village management. 

4. The assessment of fields made m 1846 and subsequent yeais, has 
been made the basis foi the Government demand of the settlement now 
uudei discussion, but beyond that point, the mstiuctions of Govern- 
ment, conveyed m the voluminous conespondence on levenue matters 
this office contains, have been the only rnles consulted 

5 Paia. 20 of the Secietary’s letter invites discussion on the sub- 
ject of the cultuiable waste land, and giants me permission to postpone 
its gift to the people, which I was enjoined to bestow in para. 10 
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6 In a foimei lettei His Honor stated, that the people of Nimar 
must be consideied m a state of pupilage , and such is paiticulaily the 
case m Kanapoor andBuiieah The task of governing their own lands, 

collecting their own levenue, and gianting ad- 
vances for seed, food and bullocks to the poorer 
members of the community, are new duties 
which they have this year entered on for the 
fust time what an addition to then task then 
it will be to have the management of culturable 
jungle to the extent shown m maigm added to 
then other responsibilities

7 In Burreah foi instance five villages, viz, JBaugdaKhooid, Bul- 
khai, Ambu, Nalwut and Peeplai, having altogether lefused the lespon- 
sibilities of management, weie settled as repoited with the Mundlooee, 
these villages contain in the aggregate a cultivated aiea of 1,680 acies 


8 Cultuiable jungle 1,713 acies as repoited, but piobably much 
moie. To anange for the cultivation and impiovement of this tiact of 
land, is I can confidently state, far beyond the poweis of the Mundlooee-, 
with whose cncumstances I am intimately acquainted He is anxious 
as a zemindar to gam all possible influence m his peigunnah, and would 
I am suie at once accept the gift, but I fear that the lesult would be 
eithei his lum, or that the land, winch under Government management 
wall slowly but surely come under cultivation, would remain untilled, 
and the gift once made, could not be lecalled. The same lemaiks apply 
to two villages taken by the Canoongoe, thiee by Kama Patel and 
Thakooi Lall Putwaiee, and two by Kuma Putwaiee 

9 Government seems to be of opinion that the piesent inhabitants 
of the village wall be able to extend then cultivation, so as gieatly to 
mciease the area unde; the plough. Expenence however shows that the 
increase m cultivated area principally occurs fiom new settleis m the 
district. The khamaisdars and zemmdais have always been glad to be 
able to make a favorable report of the area under cultivation, and conse- 
quently have never stinted individuals m the amount -of land they wished 
to possess , the result has been, that m the villages neai the hills, which 
w ould be the most affected by the grant of the culturable waste, each 
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individual has a consideiable amount of land of thatnatuie within his 
holding, and I believe that the piesent inhabitants will find ample 
occupation foi several years m bringing then own lots into good oidei, 
and in taking up the land of those who die and desert 

10 I will now discuss the question as legal ds the competition that 
is likely to occui betweeu piopnetois of villages having a laige 
amount of waste land at then disposal, and their neighbouis who have 
smallei and moie highly cultivated lands m then immediate vicinity Is 
it not certain that the foimei will, to the best of their power, induce, if 
not the piopnetois themselves, at least their agucultuial seivants, to 
leave then seivitude and accept land on Maafee 01 “Pugrus” teiiuie m 
the neighbouring village 7 

11 Foi yeais past it has been customary, that whenevei an Assamee 
tlnew up Ins fields m oui portion of Nimai, without anangmg foi then 
occupation, he was lefused land m any otliei part of the distuct, and 
whenevei emigiantsfrom Holkai’s districts in our immediate neighboui- 
liood lequested land, but were pioved to have absconded fiom that 
temtoiy undei disgiaceful bieach of contract, the same couise was pui- 
sued , these measures have had a most happy effect m checking the wan- 
deung piopensities of the people, and I look I confess with distiust on 
the lesult of putting these needy Malgoozars m competition with one 
anothei, and with the neighbouimg states, as it is scaicely to be expect- 
ed, that they will be scrupulous in then manner of obtaining laboui foi 
then waste land, and as I have befoie stated, those piopnetois who aie 
now settled have sufficient work before them on then own holdings, and 
in taking up lands tin own out of cultivation 

12 It is of couise intended that each Assamee who takes land m a 
village, should join the community on the same footing as his neighbouis 
His giound having been assessed, and given ovei to him, he pays his 
jumraa to the Suddei Malgoozai, and takes Ins shaie in the responsibility 
of village management with the lest of the community Even since my 
lepoit was made, a consideiable numbei of people have settled in Kusba 
Buneali , they aie now piopnetois of their own lands, on the same teims 
as those with whom the ongmal settlement was made, and the Suddei 
Malgoozai leceives from them lupees per cent on the assessment of 
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the properties which have been gi anted to them, this anangement of 
couise in no way hmdeis * original piopnetors fiom obtaining additional 
gi minds in theii own village, and the fact that they will have to pay foi 
them fiom the beginning at a pioper assessment, will, I believe, be the 
best pieventive of one evil the Lieutenant Govei nor mentions as likely 
to occur, viz a stiuggle for the fiist possession of waste land 

13. In conclusion I would beg to recommend, that the cultmable 
jungle be letamed as Government pi operty Firstly, because the people 
have already undertaken as much as they aie capable of perfoimmg, and 
secondly, because the stiuggle foi agucultuial labour, which will occur un- 
checked, as it is sure to be by the modeiation of a Govei nment competi- 
tion, will unsettle the people, and give use to much litigation between 
themselves, and with their immediate neighbouis in Holkai’s terntory. 

14 Having thus expressed my opinion on this question without the 
least leseive, I have but to add m conclusion, that should Govei nment 
not appiove of the view I have taken of the mattei, they may count on 
my most earnest exeitions foi the success of the scheme on the plan pio- 
posed m the letter undei acknowledgement

2. Lieutenant Keatmge still appiehends injurious lesults fiom the gift 
to the people of the cultui able jungle, within the boundaiies of their several 
villages , and takes advantage of the opening affoidedtolnm mthe oideis 
of July 10th last, to expiess Ins sentiments at some length on the subject 


3 Lieutenant Keatmge appiehends that the piopnetois will be 
oveiburthened by the additional laboi imposed upon them by “the man- 
agement ofculturable jungle to the extent shown m 
the maigm, added to their othei lesponsibilities ” 
No such appiehension need howevei be entei tamed. 
The management entails no additional responsibili- 
ty upon them The advantage is tliens if by good 
management they can cultivate but if then man- 
agement is not so good as to effect this, they aie in 
the same state legal ding it, as they would he if it 
had not been made ovei to them The gift once made certainly cannot 
be lecalled during the cunency of the settlement, if the zemmdai pays 
Ins levenue It is possible that the collectoi might be able to bung 
tracts undei cultivation, which the pioprietors cannot do, but this is a 
contingent advantage which the Government i enounces, m Older to 
stimulate the piopnetois to exeition.

4 The effect of the pioposed measuie will eeitamly be to cieate 
competition foi cultivatois The Assamees will always be disposed to 
move fiom a cultivated to an uncultivated tiact, whenevei the lower 
lent of the lattei ovei-balances the increased laboi and expenditure of 
capital necessaiy foi its leclamation Theie is good leason to believe 
that the advantage to an industrious cultivatoi of maintaining Ins hold 
on the field he has long cultivated is much gi eater than is at fiist suppos- 
ed He will most piobably stay as long as he is well treated, and the 
good tieatment of the cultivatois is the mam object of all levenue man- 
agement Such is found to be the case m many of the settled piovmces, 
such as Goiuckpooi, Rolulcund, Sahaiunpooi, Humanah, wheie abund- 
ance of good waste land is to be had foi almost nothing Thei e is no 
apparent leason, why it should not be the case m Nimai 
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5 It is quite a mistake to suppose that every “Assamee who takes 
land m a village, should join the community on the same footing as 
lus neighbour” and if the Superintendent has enfoiced such a state of 
things m Kusba Buneah, he has acted conti aiy to the whole spmt of the 
settlement The person or persons, who engaged for the villages, have 
been constituted piopnetors, and if after settlement any new cultivatois 
wish to obtain laud, it rests entirely with the piopnetois to deteimme 
the conditions on which they shall have land assigned them If the pio- 
pnetoi is willing to place the new comers m as favoiable a position as 
himself, m older to secure then moie vigoious exeitions, and gieatei 
contentment with then position, he is at liberty to do so ; but if he 
finds that he can secuie their good sei vices, and yet keep them m any 
degiee dependant on himself, he will piobably find it advantageous to 
do so In geneial persons mtioduced into a village by the proprietor, 
do not become themselves piopnetois but aie cultivatois at fixed lates 
01 at will 

6 The appaient piactice of the Supenntendent legarding emigiants 
fiom foieign districts, is not confoimable to the geneial punciples on 
winch the Butish Government acts. Cultivatois should not be tempted 
to emigrate by any specially favoiable offeis , but when they do migrate, 
they should nevei, because of their nngiations, be denied land in the 
same terms on which otheis can leceive it, noi should they be pi evented 
fiom accepting offeis of land made to them by piopnetois , this is a prin- 
ciple to beobseived and enfoiced in all communications on such subjects 
with foreign states. 

7 You will obseive fiom the above lemaiks, that the Lieutenant 
Governor is not disposed to suspend, nor to draw back from the oiders 
he has already passed legal ding the full lecognition of the propnetaiy 
mght of those with whom the settlement has been made, within the whole 
area of the village It may be, oi it may not be, that the Superinten- 
dents own management of the village waste lands would be moie success- 
ful than that of the piopnetors, in bringing the lands into cultivation 
That is not the question The Supenntendent has ample field foi his 
own exeitions m other paits of the distnct In the settled peigunnahs 
eveiy effoit must be made piactically to show the piopnetois, that the 
Government lias invested them with an absolute and a valuable light, in 
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ordei to induce them moie vigoiously to laboi, and moie confidently to 
invest capital on the land made ovei to them upon easy teims Several 
passages in Lieutenant Keatmge’s lettei show, that, with every desire 
fairly and fully to give effect to the oidei of the Government, he is still 
unable fully to compieliend the natuie of the measuie 01 to concui in 
its design It is hoped that these lemaiks may assist him m his effoit, 
and that he will not hesitate any longei coidially to execute the mstiuc- 
tions which have been furnished to him

Sir, 

In a letter flora Government, No. 1634?, dated 5tli May 1853 
conveyed with yoms No 481, dated 9th May, peimission was granted to 
me to proceed with the settlement umfoimly and uninterruptedly I ent 
camped at Chegaon on the 4th Novembei and at once entered on the 
settlement of pergunnah Khundwah, and have now thehonoi totiansnn- 
for sanction the first pait of my proceedings 

2 Peigunnah Khundwah is the largest and best distuci of the Nimar 
agency It was ceded by Scindiah m consequence of the misiule of the 
native Local Government, and was taken chaige of by Colonel Delamam 
on the 28th December 1823, and fiom the letteis wntten at that time, it 
is veiy evident that the British officers m Khundwah as elsewlieie in 
Nimar calculated on au increased levenue to an extent which never took 
place, and this miscalculation on then part caused the whole of this distiict 
to be ovei-assessed Until the year 1845 no piovision of any soit was made 
foi executing oi keeping in icpair any woiks of irugation or intei com- 
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mumcation, and the country was further shut up till nine yeais ago by 
an extiemely heavy transit duty The consequence of these unfoitunate 
circumstances, is, that I have no immediate mciease of land revenue to 
propose 

3. Kliundwah is the residence of a Deputy Collector who is in chaige 
of the peigunnahs of Khundwah, Asseei, Peeplode, and Bhanghui 
The tieasuie of these peigunnahs is kept at Kliundwah under a 
guaid of the Gwalioi Contingent, and an Hospital and Dispensaiy has 
lately been established, it is m fact the suddei station of the southern 
portion of Nimar 

4 The pergunnah is divided into five zillahs consisting m all of 
two hundied and foity-five villages

The Kamamsdai resides at Khundwah, and has a Mahalkuny at 
each zillah these officers correspond to Tehseeldar and Naib Tehseeldar 

5 Until the year 1846 the whole district was leased out to faimers , 
at that penod a numbei of leases fell m, and an invitation was given to 
all who wished to lelinquish then faims. The result was, that most of the 
villages fell under Kham management and have continued so ever since 

6 In zillali Pundaniali however a gieat many milages weie conti- 
nued m farm, the engagements ending this yeai , and, as from this cncum- 
stance, less of the details of this zillah were known to the Government 
officers than any othei portion of the Agency, I took advantage of the 
commencement of the season to begin opeiations m it, and have now 
the honoi to submit the lesult foi sanction 

7 Should the settlement be appioved, I will send in the papers of 
the other four villages in succession, those of Roostumpooi and Khund- 
wah aie m a foiwaid state

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8. My proceedings have been guided by the ample mstiuctions 
conveyed to this office with refeience to the settlements of pergunnali 
Kliusiawud, Kanapoorand Burieea My last settlement was approved of 
by Government with the exception of the anangements for waste lands 
In the settlement I now submit, the orders of Government, as conveyed 
m Mr Secretaiy Muii’s lettei No 2799, dated 10th July 1852, and No 
4109, dated 11th Octobei to your addiess, have been fully earned out, and 
the waste lands handed ovei without reserve to the village communities 
for the period of the settlement 

9 The question of the Government establishments in peigunnah 
Khundwali, I leseive for the end of the settlement They now aie eco- 
nomical, and will not admit of much retrenchment 

10 I have so fai conducted my opeiations through the peimanent 
establishments of the Ageucy, by putting on carcoons of the lowest grade, 
receiving Rs 10 a month, to conduct the measuring opeiations and com- 
pile papeis. But the direction of their labouis has lain with the Deputy 
Collectoi and peigunnah establishment I have the honor to lequest 
sanction foi then pay from the 4th November to the piesent time, and 
until the settlement operations are concluded, eleven cai coons at 10 Rs. 
each, Rs 110 pei mensem, from the 4th of November 1853 

11 Should the geneialplan of my opeiations and the amount of the 
assessment, be consideied satisfactory by Government, I hope to trans- 
mit all the papers for pergunnali Khundwali eaily next season

2 Tuppali Khaiwah was foimeily a talookdaree estate undei its 
Thakooi, but feuds amongst the Inembeis of the family and misgovein- 
ment, have quite bioken it up The piesent Thakooi is poor, of good 
charactei, and intelligent He is proposed as managei of five villages, 
the otlieis being in possession of Ins relatives He claims, and no doubt 
with justice, piopnetaiy light m all, but knows that the blanch of the 
family who have fiom time to time got their villages sepaiated, w r ould 
nevei woik undei him, and he is quite satisfied with the anangement 
in contemplation 

3 Tuppali Ghattee has been managed and kept togethei by its 
Thakooi s as long as the tiadition of the people leaches, and the estate 
seems to have been lecogmzed undei titles fiom the Mahomedan kings, 
but the Sunnuds weie destioyed, (some small fiagments alone escaping) 
when the Sai descended fiom Asseeighur and burned Ghattee m A D 
1804 papeis dated fiom A D 1744 to 1800 from Scindiah’s Govern- 
ment, have been filed with the pioceedings. 

4. The distnct has been faimed out for veiy shoit intervals by the 
local Governments but the farmeis seem nevei to have been able to 
contend with the Thakoor successfully, and since the time of oui taking

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possession, the family lias held possession with but one year’s interrup- 
tion The present Thakooi, Hummur Singh, is one of the most active 
and intelligent zemindars m Nimai he possesses the gieatest influence 
ovei the people, a veiydaige piopoition of whom aie Bheels, some of 
whom have leached a degree of civilization and mdustiy unequalled by 
men of then tnbe m any otliei part of the distuct. The Thakoor holds 
the village of Baie Klieia m enam foi life. It was granted by Govern- 
ment m AD 1841, foi sei vices rendered on the occasion of a large 
band of dacoits plundenng the village of Dewal. 

5 Tuppah Dewal consists of tlnee villages which have been settled 
with the Tliakooi Ilutteh Sing, who has managed them since before we 
took possession of the countiy He is not as intelligent a man as the 
other two Tliakooi s I have mentioned. 

6 The nine sepaiate villages in this zillah have been settled with 
Panels and other paities, who fiom then long connection, wheie no 
strongei claim existed, seemed the peisons -with most claim to be con- 
stituted heads of the communities 

7 Zillah Pundamah contains all sorts of soil. It extends on the 
south into the Satpooia lulls noith-west of Asseeighui, -where it is 
scaicely capable of cultivation, and to the north it spieads into an undula- 
ting plain of which the upper parts aie formed of decomposed rock 
or moium, and the lower of black cotton soil, though the latter is seldom 
veiy deep 

8. One of the most difficult enquiries connected with the settlement, 
has been the determination of the amount of enam land to be allowed 
undei the old farming system An agreement was made, that when 
new.land came into cultivation, twenty pei cent, of the revenue denved 
fiom it, was to go to the farmei, and the lemamdei to Government 
But this was altogether avoided by the Thakoois’ allowing then innume- 
rable relations to cultivate for nothing, saying ic it is my enam oi ziraut 
which I have given to him ” The old book of Znauts, which was com- 
'Pf twlien we first took chaige of the district m 1S23, was taken as the 
standaid, but it was necessaiy to make allowances m the case of thh 
many villages which were deseited and coveied with jungle at the time

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5 The customs with leference to class B have been (without any 
oideis fiom Government) m a transition state since we took chaige of 
the countiy In the olden days the zemmdais looked upon themselves 
as at hbeity to do almost what they liked, not only with then “znaut” 
lands but with all the land§ on which they leceived zemmdaiee huq, as 
long as they paid the Government shaie, and in consequence of this 
changes such as the following took place 

Rajgliui tuppah, which was pait of Nulawel (Holkar’s), was given 
foi the maintenance of the family of a concubine of one of the zemindars,

some instances they have (though seldom) alienated then “znauts” alto- 
getliei But then so doiug has always been a cause of dispute and le- 
monstiance in the family 

As the lands became more subdvided, and fiom the settled state of 
the country moie valuable, megulai tiansfeis of “znaut” piopeity have 
become laie, and aie at once appealed against by the parties who think 
themselves aggneved It is becoming the custom to look upon all such 
holdings m 01 e in the light of payment foi duty pei formed, and less as 
private piopeity, than used to be the case In the “znaut” book com- 
piled on oui taking cliaige of the countiy, the diffeient fields weie entei- 
ed with the names of the paities bona fide holding them at the time, and 
they have continued m the same families since then, being divided like 
other piopeity amongst the sons But wheie a “znaut” holder died with- 
out hens.

be intimately acquainted with all questions of tradition and old custom 

A very large quantity of land called “Mocud” is held by Patels on a 
fixed rent, generally slightly undei the aveiage peigunnah rate, but 
which m foimei days must have been a very small tax indeed compared 
with the high lates then prevailing 

This land is supposed all to have been onginally lent-free, but to 
have had this tax imposed on it dui mg the distuibances that pieceded 
the conquest of the Deccan The “Mo cud” lands have become much 
subdivided, and then paitition still continues accoi ding to the Hindoo 
law of equal division amongst all the sons of a family The “Mocuds” 
aie included amongst the “zirauts.” 

6. The class C has been gi anted topatels, putwaiees, and cliowkedars, 
(by older of Government) in consequence of the village liuqs not being 
enough to support them They are consideied payment foi village 
duties peiformed, aie heieditaiy, but not capable of subdivision, or par- 
tition, and in case of change in the person holding office they aie tians- 
ferred to the new incumbent.

On the 26th Apul 1854, I had the lionoi to addiess you in 
lettei No 81, submitting the settlement papeis of one zillah of Khundwah,

2 Of the five zillalis into which Khundwah is divided, the settle- 
ment of two has been sanctioned, and I now tiansmit the papeis of the 
othei tluee 

3 Though not peihaps necessaiy, I think it will add com- 
pleteness to this document to annex a copy of Colonel Delamain’s 
repoit^ on assuming cliaige of peigunnali Khundwah horn Scmdiah’s 
Government on the 28th of Decembei 1823, as it contains much intei es- 
tmg infoimation 

4 The geneial mannei in which Khundwah is sub-divided, has 
been stated in my letter No 81 of 1854 

5 The Booscuttah family, who hold the title of Sn, — MundulSir, — 
Kanoongoe, aieDeccanee Bialimins, and leceived then zemmdaiee from 
the Paishwah

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The Booscuttah leceives 4 rupees pei cent on land le venue, and has 
one village enam, he also leceives peicentage on sewai jumma, value 
about 170 rupees per annum, besides five-hundied and nine acres of 
ziraut land 


6 Two persons holding the title of Gumbeer Rao, who ongmally 
received then zemmdaiee from the Mahommedan empeiois, leceive be- 
tween them one pei cent on laud revenue, and one on Abkaiee, and hold 
eighteen acies ofznaut land 

7 There aie four sepaiate families of Mundlooes who leceive be- 
tween them Rs 4 per cent on land levenue, and about Rs 4 \ per cent 
on sewai, and have 1760 acies of znaut land. The foui divisions are 
as old as the traditions of the countiy, tlnee of the families are Nagur 
Biahmins, one is Dakui Bunya They claim to have l eceived their 
zemmdaree fiom the Mussulman kings 


8 The same is stated by the peigunnah Canoongoes who receive 
two rupees per cent, on land levenue, two mpees two annas on sewai, and 
hold 1,111 acies of znaut land They aie divided into three families or 
“Bhuts,” and are by caste Cayets, they oiigmally came to Khundwah 
fiom Malieswui. 


9. The manuer of dividing the huqs is complicated, but the lesult 
when all the zemmdaiee is clubbed, is that 11 Rupees pei 136 rupees, 
is the amount of zemmdaiee, or about eight pei cent 


10. I now wish to diaw youi attention to the peigunnah establish-

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Besides which theie are stationed thioughout Khundwah, one jemadai, 
eleven sowais, and fifty-four buikundazes of the police corps, hut they aie 
unconnected with its establishment, being lelieved from time to time 
from Mundlaisn , theie is also at Khun d wall itself a tieasuiy guaid of 
one native officer and thirty-five lank and file of the Gwalioi Contingent 
infantry The piesent peigunnali establishment, you will peiceive, costs 
Rs 543-8-0 per mensem, that which I piopose will cost Rs 518, oi 
Rs. 6,216 per annum I believe it is the smallest with which police effi- 
ciency could be maintained, not to speak of othei duties. But I must 
lequest some months timetoanange foi the ieduction,oi gieat haidslnp 
might occui to some of the buikundaz, whose pay would be reduced 
without any fault on then pait having been committed 

11 The Genet al Statement shows at a glance the piopoition the 
present jumma bears to the collections of the last 25 years But it is 
necessary to state that dui mg a gieat poition of that time, the majority 
of the leaseholder did not make a fan piofit of one lupee fiom the 
villages they managed 

The allowance for the collection of levenue amounted on the aveiage 
to but Rs 5,000 for the whole peigunnali, of which a very small pait was 
leady money, land being allowed instead In the present settlement 
Rs 18,340-7-6 in leady money, is the total melintanah oi allowance foi 
management and collection 


12 Sanction foi 539 lupees on account of establishment foi the 
settlement, fiom 7tli Novembei 1853 up to 31st March 1854, has been 
alieady leceived, and I would now request sanction foi the settlement 
expendituie fiom that penod to the 31st Maich 1855, amounting to Rs 
894-15-3 as pei sepai ate account. But as all the papeis aie not complet- 
ed, two Kai coons on an aggregate pay of Rs 25 aie still employed, and 
will requne a couple of months moie to finish then woik 

13. Having the entiie Government of Nimai to supenntend, I could 
of course give the settlement but general supervision, so that I entrusted 
the woik particularly to Mohommed Lall Khan, the Deputy Collector 

Certain parts of the arrangements, however, I investigated myself m 
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all then details, viz the allotment 01 1 ejection of ziraut lands The se- 
lection of patels to manage villages, and the question of huqs foi village 
service, as I consideied these as most important matteis 


14 In the geneial statement of zillah Pundhana submitted last 
yeai, a mistake of lls 4-8 was allowed to cieep in, adding, though the 
jummabundee and othei detail papeis aie conect I have now amended 
the geneial statement to agree with the jummabundee, but I find it 
necessaiy to mention this cncumstance as you will peiceive this slight 
diffeience between the amount now enteied, and that for which sanction 
was given , the foimer is Rs 9,573^, the lattei was Rs 9,5S0, Rs 9,573y 
being the conect sum.

5. "W ith reference to the police statements generally, the Lieutenant 
Govern oi lemarks that the allowance assigned for the support of the 
chowkedars and bullakurs, appeals m some cases to be veiy inadequate 
Jlie peculiai circumstances of the country, and fhetcustoms of the 
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people, may of course affect these anangementsm a mannei of winch the 
Lieutenant Governor has no immediate means of judging But His 
Honoi lelies with confidence upon the Superintendent, that his measuies 
for the suppoit of the village police aie fiamed upon efficient pnnciples 
and are well adapted to local wants The Lieutenant Goveinoi will be 
happy to leceive anyiemarks which the Superintendent may desne to 
offei on the sufficiency of the piesent police allowance, with youi opinion 
on the subject 

6 In zillah Mokulgaon tlnee villages, and m zillah Jawei, nine, have 
been enteied in the statement as “ deseited,” and unassessed The 
Lieutenant Governor requests to be infoimedof the position andcncum- 
stances of these estates, and whethei means might not be dei ised foi con- 
cluding a settlement at such light lates as might encomage the resort 
of cultivatois to them 

7 In zillah Kliundn ah two estates aie entered “ tanka ” The cncum- 
stances and natuie of this tenuie should be stated 

8 In zillah Mokulgaon two villages, of which the farmeis have not 
consented to submit to levision of settlement, have been enteied in the 
statements, the picsent aiangements extendin Robonall to Sumbut 1914 
and in Altui to 1917 These should eitliei have been excluded from the 
Settlement statements, oi an assessment pi ospectively fixed foi them, to 
take effect aftei the expnation of the fanning leases 

9. It is observed that m the other “ villages on lease now brought 
undei settlement by lequest of the leaseholders,” the assessment has, in 
some cases, been consideiably enhanced Caie should be taken to asceitam 
that the anangement has been enteied into voluntanly by the leaseholders 
It might have been advisable to allow the jumma of the leases to continue 
unchanged till the close of the fauns, when the new assessment might have 
been imposed But if the consent of the leaseholder has been entirely 
spontaneous, it may not be advisable to make any change m the anange- 
ments concluded by the Superintendent , a report is requested on this point

The Lieutenant Governoi desnes that the Superintendent may be le- 
quested to submit a repoit upon the validity of the claims to these allow- 
ances, which do not appeal ever to have leceived the sanction of the 
Government It should also be stated whethei any and what sei vices 
aie rendeied in consideiation of the huqs 

12. His Honor obseives that, m his lettei of the 26th April 1854 
the Superintendent has given an assuiance that the settlements have 
been carefully framed in confoimity with the punciples communicated 
from time to time foi lus guidance by the late Lieutenant Governoi , and 
that the waste lands have been unieseivedly settled with the seveial vil- 
lages to which they belong. The Lieutenant Goveinoi looks with much 
intei est to the result of this expenment, as it may be shown m the im- 
provement of the countiy and m the mciease of cultivation. The Su- 
penntendent will, in his annual repoits, make special lefeience to this 
subject, and to the geneial success of the zemmdaiee system as applied 
to his district 

13 His Honoi has been pleased to sanction fiom the 1st November 
next, the enteitamment of the peigunnah establishment proposed by 
Lieutenant Keatmge in his 10th paia , amounting to Rupees 518 per 
mensem 

14 Sanction is also given to the expenditure of Rupees 894-15-3, on 
account of extia settlement establishment employed from 31st Maich 
1854 to 31st Maich 1855-

I have the honor to submit a table showing the number of vil- 
lages, &c m the pergunnahs of the Nimai Agency that have not under- 
gone settlement operations, and would beg your attention to column 5, 
showing the numbei of villages that will fall out of lease at the end of 
Sumbut 1910, A D. 1853-54 

2 The lapse of these leases will in most cases not affect the general 
arrangements of the pergunnah But m pergunnahs Khundwah, Dliui- 
gaum and Assail, the numbei is comparatively laige, and the zemindars 
and village lioldeis have already made several enqumes as to what ai- 
langement Government intend to make. 

3 I was about to address you on this subject, when I leceived your 
letter No 188 of February 10th 1853, enclosing a copy of the Resolution 
of Government with legaid to the suivey of the Saugoi and Neibudda 
territories, and my district 

4 I take it for gi anted that Government will prefei putting off any 
settlement operations till the survey has been completed, and I should 
consequently suggest that the leases be allowed to continue till that ob- 
ject has been attained As far as my knowledge extends, I am inclined 
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to believe that m geneial the profit to the holders on these estates is by 
no means laige, but that at the same time they would gladly continue 
then holding foi a few yeais more, even though the time should be un- 
ceitam , but if they were permitted to continue then leases until ff fuithei 
01 deis,” and weie liable to be depnved of them at a few months’ notice, 
it is not to be expected that they would either expend capital, 01 endea- 
voi to piocuie new cultivatois , so that I would suggestthat Government 
should name a ceitain date with lefeience to the suivey opeiations, and 
give me permission to extend the piesent leases to that period 

5 Should any holdei ot a village lease insist on giving up Ins con- 
tiact at the end of Sumbut 1910, (and piobably some tlnee oi foui may) 
the village could always be added to the Khalsa list

I am directed to acknowledge the leceipt of youi lettei No 304, 
dated the 12th instant, with its enclosures, lecommending the extension 
of the lease of ceitain villages which have undeigone settlement, foi two 
or tlnee yeais 

2 The Lieutenant Governor has no objection whatevei to the con- 
tinuance of the leases as you piopose, so fai as the limitation theieby 
imposed on the Government demand is concerned But he is very 
reluctant that the proprietary light should lemam in abeyance, longer 
than is lequned by the cunency of the piesent lease If on the punci- 
ples which it is hoped are now undeistood and recognized m Nimai, the 
piesent leaseholder can be lecogmzed as piopnetors, and not as mere 
faimeis, the leases may at once be extended But if the present lease- 
holder aie meie speculator, with no peimanent light or intei est in the 
land, the Lieutenant Governor consider that the extension of their leases 
would be attended with no benefit In Older to induce the leaseholders 
to invest tlieir capital in the improvement of the land, it is necessaiy that 
they feel assuied of the possession of a peimanent and definite interest 
m it Without this assuiance, the limitation of the Government demand 
foi another yeai oi two, will be comparatively valueless, and can only 
be advocated on the giound of uttei inability to deteimme the question 
of light 

3 The Lieutenant Governoi is -willing to hope, that the principles 
on which proprietary light is to be lecogmzed, or confened m Nimar, 
are now so well understood, that no gieat difficulty -will be experienced

Mr. Secietaiy Mun s letter. No 1056 of 24th Maich 1853, concerning 
the 102 villages of the Nimar Agency that fall out of lease at the end of 
Sumbut 1910 (1853-54 ) 
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2 The Hon’ble the Lieutenant Goveinoi has expiessed his desire 
that if the question of piopnetary light m these villages can now be 
decided, the settlement should pioceed at once, without lefeience to the 
professional survey of the countiy that is expected to take place in a 
few yeais 

3. In reply I would beg to submit a sketch of the levenue history 
of peigunnali Dhurgaum, which may be fanly taken as a type of the 
otheib, and whicli will, 1 trust, induce Government to giant me pei mis- 
sion to proceed with the settlement of the distnct regulail}’’ by peigun- 
nahs, and not meiely m the case ol these 102 milages 

4 Pergunnah Dhuigaum has, foi along senes of yeais undei native 
rule, been let tomeie farmeis, of whom some took single villages, otheis 
small clusteis, and in one instance an individual lented the whole per- 
gunnah foi a year In Sumbut 1896, A D 1839-40, the 32 villages of 
which the peigunnali is composed were given in lease foi 15 yeais, and 
consequently should fall in at the end of Sumbut 1910 But in A D 
1846, the Political Assistant with a view to a re adjustment of the levenue, 
(which was excessive and in consequence of which many cultivators 
weie leaving the district,) issued a cncular of which a paitial tianslation 
is annexed, in consequence of which 13 village leases weie given up, and 
that nurabei aie now on Kham management Fiona this you will peiceive 
that the diffeience of system m the peigunnali only dates fiom 1846 As 
all, up to that time, held then villages on the same tenuie, but as no 
piopnetaiy light was sought by the people, oi confened by the local 
Government, at that penod, those who found then villages pay well, 
letained them, and those who lost by them, gave them up The 13 villages 
having been placed on Kham management, the Wuttundei Patels were 
next sought to conduct the Patailee of the community, and enjoy the 
Government allowance of Its 5 pei cent In seven instances these 
weie the same peisons who had just lehnquished the lease in the six 
lemaimng villages the Patels weie found cultivating as meie Assa- 
mees, but weie traced by then parentage oi by their holding Maafee 
lands 

5 It is obvious that it will be as easy to ascertain the persons who 
have most claim to piopnetaiy light m these 13 Kham villages, asm the

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19 still m lease , and as I feel convinced that the pergunnah will profit, 
the expenditure of time and money m the settlement will be less, and the 
reduction of the mci eased establishment of 1846 moie completely subjec- 
ting the whole pergunnah to settlement operations, I would earnestly 
lequest pel mission to do so 

6 Though m the settlement of Kanapoor Buneah I was so unfortu- 
nate as to misundeistand the wishes of Government with legaid to the 
waste land, yet I feel confident that I have a cleai geneial view of 
what is wished to be introduced , and seeing the benefits of the new settle- 
ment in Mundlaisn, wheie several idle cultivatois who held ground 
neai the town have now sold it to Bunmas who aie building pucca wells 
and laying out gaidens, I am anxious to see the movement as geneially 
extended as possible

Extract of a Cacular Older , No 224, of 31 st Januanj 1846, from 
Captain P T French, Political A ssistant m Nimar, to the Komasdars 
of pei gunnahs m Nimai 

Orders have aheady been issued that Assamees who do not wish to 
cultivate their fields, or who wish to proceed to otliei localities, are 
not to be interfered with. But this older has not been fully carried out 
m all places, so it is again ordered, that if any person wishes to go to 
any place, oi give up his giound, he is not to be oppressed, but let go 
wheie he likes, and m consequence of this order if any village farmers 
wish to relinquish then leases, you must receive and transmit their 
petitions heie, on receipt of which, orders will be passed to that effect 
Several farmers have already petitioned to lelmquish their villages, and 
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have had permission granted them, and the same couise will be pursued 
m future cases

Sir, 

I have the honor to tiansmit foi submission to the Honorable 
the Lieutenant Governoi, Noitli Western Provinces the accompanying 
report from the Political Assistant m Nimai, of his proceedings dunng 
the year 1846-47, and on the present fiscal condition of the pioviuce. 

2 As full details undei sepaiate heads are given in the tables which 
accompany the repoit, and as Captain Fiench has lemaiked upon all the 
principal points, little lemams foi me to notice. 

3. Although there was paitial loss fiom frost, which, where it fell, 
was veiy destructive, especially in the Asseer pergunnah, still the season 
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on the whole was above an aveiage one Owing to the scaicity m Kan- 
deish in the Deccan, and the shoit supply dui mg the tlnee pieceding 
years, the stores and giananes had been exhausted, puces theiefoie rang- 
ed high and maintained afiguie which the cultivatois m Nimai, as I had 
obseived in Malwa, turned to then advantage m a peculiai and clever 
mannei. 

4 As is common tlnoughout India, the crop is laised on advances 
from the village bankei oi bunmah, who takes the pioduceat aiate very 
profitable to himself, though baiely lemuneiating to the pioducei Such 
has been the demand foi gram in this quaitei , that the pioducei s m Mahva, 
and also m Nimai, have sold then leseived giam at the late of the day, 
and having come upon the village bankei to supply the seed foi the sow- 
ings, have stood out successfully, that the old (and heietofoie) course of 
repaying in kind, and not m cash, shall be follow ed 

5 In Malwa and in gieat parts of Nimai wheat is not an migated 
crop, its pioduce depending on the abundance of the lams Thediought 
which has pi evaded has turned attention m Nimai to raising wheat on 
migated lands, tlicie not being opium to lequne all the eneigies of the 
cultivators , the increase m tanks, lesei von s, wells, and the means of 
nngation, has consequently in Nimai become a most impoitant object, 
and to that gieat attention has been paid by Captain French with every 
piospect of advantageous lesults , time howcvei is lequned to develope 
the success of what w r e have been doing m this w r ay, and also in open- 
ing loads to mcieasc the levenues of this tiact of countiy which once 
must have been well populated and w ell cultivated, judging fiom the 
remains and sites of old towms and the rums of embankments and 
reseivons

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7 There is no outstanding balance m the British districts, whilst 
the amount under that head m Scmdiah’s, is only Its 1,538-15-3, the wntmg 
off tins sum must be sanctioned. 

8 The cultivated area in Butish Khalsa districts during the Sum- 
but yeai 1902(1845-46) was returned asbeegahs 46,628-6-6, the measure- 
ment and mquiiies this year caused a reduction of 5,198 beegahs, leaving 
a total of 41,171 as the quantity of land which was cultivated dui mg both 
years. 

9 To meet this decrease, howevei, we have to set off 4,222 beegahs 
of new cultivation, but it must be lemembeied that whilst theie is an 
apparent deciease of 976 beegahs, we have now the certain fact that 
45,393 beegahs have actually been cultivated, and yielded a levenue of 
B.s 44,021-11-3, which lias been paid up m full, instead of the fictitious re- 
turns of former years 

10 In Scmdiah’s Khalsa distnets, the cultivated ai ea was as follows •

11 The lent loll of districts m Ijaia was m 1902 1,78,307 13 0

12 The accounts of each village aie now clear , there is no outstand- 
ing debt, no arreais to be paid off out of coming collections * that which 
next yeai may be ovei and above the Government demand, will belong 
to the cultivatoi and at his disposal, not requited by the amil oi teh- 
seeldai to pay off a balance We have then a healthy state of accounts.

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and having attained this, we have laid the foundation foi futuie piospen- 
ty, which undei pi opei encouiageraent fiom Supenntendents, v itli not 
adveise seasons, will giadually it is to be hoped 1 e-populate some of the 
809 deseited sites, and lestoie the piovmce to a semblance of its foimei 
flounshing condition 

13 It will be seen that the rate on land ungated fiom v ells has been 
fixed at 3 Rs pei beegah I was induced to appirne of this late fiom 
the enqumes I had made in my late torn, and fiom the mfoimation laid 
befoie me by Captain Fiench It is the late fixed by oui revenue officeis 
in the adjoining piovmce in Candeish I felt it ivas necessaiy to detei- 
mine a rate so as to encouiage all paities to mciease the means of n li- 
gation, and being satisfied that the measuie was judicious I appioied of 
it I tiust His Honor aviII concui m my views 

14 Captain Fiench’s pi oposition, in para 22, to lease the villages 
m pergunnahs Sylanee, Poonassa, Attode, Moondee, Bhamghui and 
Peeplode to the patels, foi a tenn of 20 yeais, at slightly inci easing lates, 
has my suppoit, and I hope will be appioved by His Honor 

15 Captain Fiench’s lemaiks on the impoitance of the office of 
patel, the advantage of letammg it in its unimpaned and entire state, 
aie w oi thy of senous consideiation Of its impoitance in the estimation 
of the natives, theie can be no question Both Holkai and Scmdiah clung 
to then patelslups, and the Rajah of Dhai is now uigmg Ins claims to be 
admitted in peipetuity latliei than be lestncted to a thnty yeais’ giant, 
which has been tendeied to him of the patailee of Kotah lus native ul- 
lage Since howevei this subject will be sepaiatelybi ought undei con- 
sideiation at a futuie penod, I do not think it necessaiy to enlaige on it 
heie, but I must say that I should be sony to see the influence and les- 
ponsibility of the Patel bioken up and destioyed by any sub-division of 
sliaies m the definition of cieated lights 

16 I had an opportunity m Maich last to see many of the woiks 
executed by Captain Fiench, and to be able to collect much valuable in- 
formation duiing my toui with that officei, and I can safely say that both 
judgment and economy have been gieatly exhibited by Captan Fiench, 
and that theie lseieiy piospect of his expectations being lealized.

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17 It is my hope yet to make oui admimstiation of Nimai a pat- 
tern to surrounding states , to bring its condition to that pitch which 
will peimit me to diaw the attention of the seveial native couits and 
chiefs with whom I am m constant communication, to it, with some feel- 
ing of giatification at the example held out Thiough the indefatigable 
exeitions of Captain French much has been done, and the basis laid for 
much moie, which a steady perseveianee in a systematic and well diges- 
ted scheme of operation will doubtless greatly accomplish My best atten- 
tion shall continue to be devoted to the consideration of all plans con- 
nected with the impiovement and advance of this piovince I only 
trust that the exeitions of Captain Fiencli as far as they have gone, 
will be deemed such as to obtain foi him the approbation of Govern- 
ment. 

18 The roads which have been opened out have already been most 
beneficial, otlieis have been designed with a view to facilitate traffic 
both internal and external The lemoval of transit duties has put an end 
to vexatious mterfeience with tiavelleis , but I doubt whethei this might 
not have been attained by a well digested scheme of tolls and duties at 
frontier or fixed posts, the leceipts from which would have formed a 
fund for the repair of roads, constiuction of budges, and othei woiks 
connected with the ease and comforts of tiavelleis and mei chants. 

19 With refeience to Captain Fiench’s lemaiks as to the cost of 
prisoners, I mustobseive that it has been the practice to send pnsoners 
sentenced by the Resident foi dacoitees, plundenng, thuggee, &c to the 
jail at Mundlaisir, pievious to their lemoval to Agia wheie they have to 
undeigo then sentences, theie being no suitable jail at Indoie but 1 
will anange so that this piactice be discontinued, as I cannot recom- 
mend oi support any such scheme for the employment of pi isoneis at 
Mundlaisir as that pioposed m para 49 

20 The question of the Nimar Iloise is now before the Governor 
General of India , it is a body of a purely political chaiacter, but its remo- 
delling has been pioposed, and should the anangements suggested be 
sanctioned by the Government of India, the charge on this account will 
not appear in the shape it has hitherto, as solely against the le venues 
of the Nimar district 
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21 In concluding this lepoit on the province, I may mention that 
Lieutenant Evans, Deputy Blieel Agent, is now occupied on making a 
survey and passage of the Neibudda, no Euiopean having evei attemp- 
ted it duung the lams when the uvei is full I have no hopes of the 
river being navigable or capable of being so made even at an enoimous 
expense on account of locks and dams, its gieatest legisteied use height 
at Mundlaisn is 72 feet, but it is possible that coal which has been 
found about 40 miles fioni its banks m the Satpooia lange may be float- 
ed down on lafts, and by being tianshipped at the falls, conveyed to 
Baroche so as to be available foi the Bombay steameis

effect Eveiy month’s delay I look upon as a vast sacufice of capital, 
and a lnndiance to the prospenty and to the development of this 
country 

24 The Bombay line will pass by Asseerghui, to the Nerbudda, and 
within a shoit distance of the coal forests

Sir, 


When lately at Attode Kusba, I investigated a cliaige against 
the Malialkuiiee and Karkoon of that peigunnah, of depnvmg a patel 
of his berth and placing anothei man m his situation The cliaige was 
pioved and the cnmmals sentenced to iinpusonment 

2 I also made the jummabundee of the district The \ lllagesaie all 
Khalsa, but a plough late of 5 Rs the plough, geneially pie vails m lieu 
of a Bigotee one. The ploughs aie this yeai on half, and will next year be 
on full jumma, but as the people aie geneially JBheels, Goands, Blielalas 
or Puidessees, that usually flee when then land is coming on full jumma, 
aftei pondenng ovei the matter, I gave out some (five I think) leases of 
villages seeming the full jumma m the coming yeai, with a slight in- 
crease m future ones, for 20 yeais, to their lespective patels at then le- 
quest. 

3 This measure I should have sought youi authority foi, had there 
been time to piocuie it, so as to enable me to issue the kowls while at 
Attode It is howevei a small mattei, foi the whole peigunnah yields 
under 500 Rs a year In fact as to poverty and to peculiarity of inhabi- 
tants, peigunnahs Sylanee, Moondee, Poonassa and Attode are pietty 
much on a pai In these foui peigunnahs I beg foi youi sanction to 
gi anting leases of villages to then patel for 20 yeais on a fixed sum for 
each yeai as done at Attode, leaving to the leaseholds the full advan- 
tages of his exertions beyond the sum fixed Formei leases only gave 
him a peicentage on the mcieased cultivation his exertions begat 
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4 It seems to me that we must trust to getting these foui Oojai 
pergunnahs somewhat f Abaci,” to stilling men of the cultivating classes, 
moie than to the exeitions of Biahmin Mahalkuiiees 01 Kaikoons I 
theiefoie pioposefoi your consideration, paying the Mahalkuiiees’ salaiy 
(30 Its) to two or moie stilling patels who will bung leciuits foi the 
plough fiom Malwa and othei paits wlieie they can be spared. 

If this be attended with good lesults the appointment of Mahal- 
kunee may aftei a yeai oi so be abolished, and the salaiy be saved, I beg 
favoiably to lecommend the idea

2 I shall in June 01 July be enabled to lay befoie you full inclina- 
tion on this subject, but m the meantime I beg to piopose that the high- 
est late of “ Motustul” or land wateied fiom a well, be 3 Rs the beecrah 
such is the highest 1 ate m Khandeish, wbeie Iiecollectit was 5 Rs some 
ten yeais back 
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The reduction proposed is of course to have effect m the coming and 
not this Sumbut year 

3 The public woiks in the past and piesent yeais have given the 
country, or will do so at least, a good number of reservoirs, affording 
strong hope to the cultivator of some 1 etui n, belie at the expense of sink- 
ing or repairing a well A ciop fiom migated land amounts to nearly a 
ceitainty, while khuneef ciops aie ncaily the leveise. This yeai on the 
close of the lams all that can be, will be, done to make the village bunds 
up to the wet nullahs m their vicinity, so as to afford an additional supply 
of water 

4 By now intimating that the lates on well-wateied land will be re- 
duced to 3 Its the beegali, many will leseive then land foi mbbee, re- 
paning wells, &c &c. instead of tiusting to the unceitam khuneef, and 
thus I anticipate the leduction in the late being neaily met m Sumbut 4, 
and moie so in coming years by khuireef lands being converted into rub- 
bee Much might be said m favoi of the pioject, but with which you are 
already acquainted. Land directly wateied from a tank by a canal has 
no refeience to the above of course

I now propose proceeding with my jummabundee and gene- 
ral report on Nimar, for the year 1846-47, Sumbut 1903, and beg to take 
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this early oppoi tunity of expressing regret that I should have been un- 
derstood by His Honor the Lieutenant Governor to have in my former 
repoit made any stuctuies on my predecessors It was my intention to 
have shewn that your piedecessois, and not mine, weie mainly the cause 
of this piovmce being m the state I descnbed it 

2 With legard to the le venue of the year under leview, the accom- 
panying return. No 22, will be found, I hope, on a little study, to convey 
a clear view of it in all its bearings The season on the whole was good , 
but in the Asseei pergunnali much injury was done to the lubbee by 
cold, and the cultivatoi was lewarded by high puces, while the reduc- 
tions made m the land tax of Klialsa villages, andtlieie being no outstand- 
ing balance of foimei yeais to make up, he m a gieat measuie recovered 
the prospenty lost in the two pievious veiy bad seasons That great 
work, the Simiole ghaut, pioved of essential use in inviting the tiaders of 
Malwa to lesoit in unusual numbeis to Nimai foi the pui chase of grain 
While the tanks and suiaees made and lepaired in the pievious year, and 
those in hand in this, with otliei measuies of amelioration, gave the ryot 
and people in geneial, confidence now, and hope in the future 

3 Without further pieface, I now beg youi attention to leturn No 

22 In the Surnbut yeai 1902 when all the villages were in lease the 
pucca jummabundee was

5 The above will be thought, I hope, veiy favoi able, giving as it does 
an mciease of actual leceipts on the past seven yeais of Rs 43,411 oi of 
Rs 51,431 counting huqs lestoied But it will bethought yet moie 
favorable, when it is borne m mmd that it leai es no debt hanging ovei the 
industry oftheiyot m the coming season That as fai as the 315 Khalsa 
villages (column 3) aie concerned itiefeis only to land actually undei 
cultivation (all othei land having been sti uck off, ) and consideimg that the 
assessment has been made by apunchayutofthe neighbounng patels and 
ryots in the presence of each cultivatoi whose field is borne on the leturn 

6 It will also be seen that m addition to the rent of land, Tuccavee 
to the amount of Rs. 23,890-6-3 (columns 1 , 2, 8 to 31) has been repaid, 
so that theie is neitliei an outstanding balance, noi intei est on advances 
to draw on the pi oduce of the plough this year Many however did bon o w 
of Sahookais, paying with mteiest giam foi gram, and this as the pnces 
weie at the receiving and lepaying time, pi oved cheapei than loans of 
tuccavee, as the money boirowed fetched but few measuies of giam, 
while when the puces fell, many had to be disposed of to realise the 
tuccavee 
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7 I beg youi attention to the contents of the columns undei the 
headings “Khalsa villages”, fiom them the cause of mciease and deciease 
in eveiy way will be seen They lepiesent matteis as they aie, contain- 
ing the land only undei the plough column 5 shews that 16,049 beegahs 
in Abad villages have been stiuck off Hitherto they, though vaste oi 
“puint” paid rent m good seasons, thereby making a feaiful mioad on the 
pioduce of land actually in cultivation (foi all the villages weie in Ijara), 
and m bad or indifferent ones, the whole lent of “ pun it” was le- 
mitted Thus the jummabundee was fictitious Column 9 gives a loss of 
Rs 2,035 by lubbee being converted into khuneef, but m the yeai the 
mciease m this particulai will moie than countei balance this loss, I be- 
lieve 

8 I shall not fuither lefei to this poition of the leturn, as an 
half-hour’s study will suffice, and not, I hope, be denied it To fully 
dilate on the subject, Avould fill this lepoit with figuies 

9 The outstanding tuccavee is all lecoveiable The mam portion 
of it was given out in Maich and April, these advances weie made fiom 
the amount and do not appeal in the accounts sent to the Audit office 
I theiefoie beg authonty foi entenng the sum now lemainmg outstand- 
ing in my annual accounts, viz Rs 7,966-12, column 32 This sum shall 
be collected before the land lent 

10 Column 31 shows that nearly 2000 Rs. have been advanced foi 
new, that is tiled houses, and column 80 that theie aie neaily 8000 tiled 
houses m the piovince The letuin to be piepaied m the coming yeai 
will, I hope, .contain a great accession to this numbei, foi vast losses aie 
sustained through fire, and nothing tends moie to letam a cultivatoi in 
lus village than a snug tiled house 

11 This letum contains some interesting information (Column 69,) 
that tlieie aie still m the piovmce 842 villages totally deseited, 
(column 75,) that we lost by cholei a in the yeai 1903 upwards of J000 
of oui veiy thm population, and, (column 78,) that neaily 20,000 man- 
go and mo wall tiees weie destioyed by the drought of the two pievi- 
ous yeais

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12. Columns 76 and 77 shew that 7 men and 754 head of cattle were 
in the same period killed by tigers, and, notwithstanding the handsome 
reward for the destiuction of those beasts, that but Rs 2,225 weie gran- 
ted, column 81 

13 The rewaid for killing a full giown tigei is 60 Rs , a large sum 
truly, yet be the 754 head of cattle taken, one with anothei, at a valua- 
tion of 20 Rs each, the loss sustained by the owneis is 15,080 Rs and 
the estimate pel head is no exaggeration 

14 It will be seen by columns 79 and 80, that we have 2,290 wells at 
woik, and 2,568 unemployed, but I am stiong of hope, that theie will be 
a gieat mciease to the foimei numbei, and to lirigation by canals or 
pdts m the next return, for the tank made m the past yeai will come 
into operation, because we have now m most villages, patels whose in- 
come and respectability mainly depend on zeal in their office, especially 
m bunding up the rivulets that lun m the vicinity, by the hands of the 

w'hole village, but mainly because of a late 1 eduction, ^ 
No* B fli9, en daied e 3rd making 3 Rs the maximum late pel beegah on land wa- 
May1817 teied fiom wells 

15 Fiom a note to Appendix B it will be seen that the lent on well- 
watered land, rated above 3 Rs the beegah, is Rs 3,230-15-6, a sum that 
I count on being more than met by inci eased n ligation, be the season 
tolerable A good yeai would put the mattei beyond doubt , but wutli our 
many tanks and the numbei of little streams I count on being bunded . 
thiougli the rastiumentality of the patels, even a toleiable one will meet 
the wants of well-irngation m a gieat degiee 

16. In Khandeish, where the Khalsa system only is known, 3 Rupees 
is now the highest rate on well-watered land. It and all lates were 
much higher a few yeais back than they now are, but at last the woise 
than folly of a fictitious jummabundee with its concomitants and outstand- 
ing balance and remissions m bad seasons, a good one leaving little to 
the lyot, were duly appieciated, and the sum of 3 Rs. fixed as the maxi- 
mum on well-watered land 

17 Appendix B. of this return No 22, I now solicit your attention 
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to Columns 4 to 19 in tlie body of the ieturn give the cause of increase 
and decrease in levenue, and heie will be seen at one view, the Bigotee 
rates of the past yeai, Sumbut 1903, undei each head 

18 The canal or pat irrigation this season we hope to e\tend The 
highest late levied is 6 Rupees, but a little lowei down the column, you 
obseive that well-wateied land paid as high as 8 Rs the beegah, and that 
down to the 4 Rs the extent of migation is small indeed 

19 The l eduction to 3 Rs as a maximum late pei beegah before 
noticed, must inevitably, in coming yeais, lead to all the now unwoiked 
wells being lepaned It was not altogethei a paucity of population that 
prevented those wells being woiked The opeiatmg cause was the land 
lent and the absence of leseivons to feed the wells The foimei is now 
removed, and towaids the lemoval of the lattei veiy much has been done 

20 The high lates that head the khuneef land ieturn aie on fields 
that yield nee and ivlieat * without being artificially watered these high 
rates may with advantage be loweied at the next settlement 

21 Then follows land that will, if the cultivatois all lemain, come 
m full jumma this yeai , and then plough lates These latter aie mainly 
m Sylanee, Poonassa, Attode, Moondee, Bhamghur and Peeplode per- 
gunnahs , all fine districts , but veiy scantily populated and chiefly by 
Blnlalas, Bheels, Puidesees, and Goonds, all fickle and unsteady races, as 
well as veiy mdiffeient cultivatois , but it is hoped that the loads being 
made through, and the suraes and wells in their localities, will do much 
to attach them to the soil When it can be, they shall also on secunty get 
advances foi tiled houses, with the same intent 

22 In the pergunnalis just named, I beg foi authority to giving 
villages m lease to their lespective patels, on a slightly inci easing lent 
foi 20 yeais, as suggested m my letter No 88, dated 19tli Apul last It 
will be long befoie these peigunnahs aie flouiislung, unless indeed the 
projected lailioad is made, it would lun through or near all 

23 The Moondbundee rates next follow in this Appendix. They 


• Wheat is a Rubbce crop 
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are fields on fixed rates, granted by foimer Governments as a favor, at 
what was then considered low rates, but which aie now the leveise. On 
our assuming the government of the country consideiable reductions 
weie made in the Moond rent, yet they aie still high m some places 

24. Pugrus lands conclude this Appendix Pugius or Istawa 
means land taken up lent-free foi thiee 01 four yeais, then coming on 
half, and the next year on full jumma. The system is very objection- 
able, fiom its tending to perpetuate the loving habits of the tubes named 
a little back, but it is the system of the neighbounng states, and it may 
not be altogether depaited fiom I have been endeavoui mg to intro- 
duce ient-fi.ee one yeai, and a next to nominal lent the second, mci eas- 
ing imperceptibly almost to the full jumma But this, like all else, must 
take yeais to be of much avail. I have now done with letuin No. 22 

25. The land assessment this yeai, it will be recollected, is the 
fiistmade on the Khalsa system, many instances of intenuption tended 
to cieate some haste and confusion, but any euois there may be will on 
the coming settlement be lemoved, and in the interim the lyot has the 
benefit of them. Many of our amils, and kaikoons were new to the work, 
and all had in addition tanks, suraes, roads, &c &c. to look to We are 
now I hope bettei able, in eveiy sense, to make an equitable settlement. 

26. The fields weie, each m piesence of the cultivatoi, measuied 
by a karkoon and assessed by a punchayet of the neighbouiing patels, 
&c &c They fought and talked of course much m the usual noisy but 
haimless manner, and ra the gieat majoiity of cases, settled the late per 
beegah amicably. Any non-contents laid then cases befoie the amil, and 
if he could not settle the diffeiences they weie lefened to me, when the 
whole village came to me at the Roogwat oi final settlement time 
This began m November. I had a loll m English of the lyots, the vari- 
ous sorts of land, with extent and rates, each held m cultivation This 
was gone over man by man m presence of his patel and putwaiee, as 
well as the punch that fixed his lent All complaints weie then heaid, 
and if of ovei -assessment, the punch was refeired to, and a fiesh investi- 
gation was ordeied, when it appealed on leference to the patel and 
fellow villageis of the complainant, that it was called for. If of ovei- 
measurement, the land was le-measuied, and eveiy encouragement was 
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given tlie ryots to look well to their ovn mteiests Many of them in 
peison by paces tested the kaikoon’s measuiement, but the gieat 
majonty forgot how many beegahs they held in rent Some too, fiom a 
strange peiveiseness would say “Ask the putwaiee,” although they well 
knew the number of then beegahs and biswas While the Roogwat 
was being made, each man told how much he had leceived m tuccavee , 
the amount and the poition of his rent paid they pioduced then 
little powtees 01 leceipts, and were, ovei and over, told to asceitam that 
the full sum was enteied 

27 This being ovei, an lioui’s conveisation with the community 
geneially followed, as to the capabilities, &c & c of the village, what could 
be done foi its nnpiovement in legal d to future assessments, tanks, 
wells, &c &c An entry was made in the jummabundee book, of the 
number of wells ivoiking and the reveise in the lands of the village, the 
amount of waste land, &c &c. while care was taken by attention to 
the patel, to restoie lnm to the place and consideiation lost tlnough 
an Ijaia system, with the veiy many points which such an mtei view 
natuially suggests 

28 This piocess having been gone tlnough with each village, a day 
was fixed on foi all the patels and putwaiees, with such of then respective 
villageis as they chose to bung, assembling in my tent, m piesence of the 
anal and zemmdais (mundlooes and canoongoe) of the peigunnah This 
day was devoted to conveisation All that Government had done in the 
past yeai in the remission of outstanding balances , the construction of 
tanks, wens, loads, wells and suiaes, the abolition of tiansit duties 
and many vexatious taxes, &c &c were duly and often bi ought befoie 
the assembly The patels weie told that if the lands they held fiee 
when we came, weie attached, they now enjoyed five per cent on the 
snkai’s liuqs, with waste land to the value of 25 Rs and that very 
much would be expected of them as police officers in apprehending 
thieves, as levenue officers m increasing cultivation, and geneially, as the 
head men of their localities, m keeping people m good liumoui, bringing 
to the notice of the amil, the zemmdais, oi myself, aught that would 
tend to the benefit of the subject To prevent being not undeistood by 
all, some intelligent patel was made to lepeat what I said. The good 
deeds of Government having been thus made the most of, the assembly 
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was invited to offer any suggestions it liked That done and talked over 
my schemes for the futuie were expounded and advice sought The 
day concluded by paun, soopaiee — and all went home, 

29 These prosy descnptive paras may foi once be paidoned 
They tell how we pioceeded, and my view of the best mode of action m 
the case The conferences with the patels weie very amusing and ins- 
tructive as to the native character, their hopes and wishes as cultivators 
Such intei views when tlieie is good-will on both sides are not soon for- 
gotten 1 had to detail a long stung of benevolent deeds by my Govern- 
ment foi the benefit of my heaieis, feeling ceitam of cany mg out any 
feasible suggestion they might make The favoiable impiession is, I 
hope, mutual 

30 I made the jummabundee of peigunnahs Kusrawud, Kanapoor, 
Buneeali, Duigaum, Bui wye, Sylanee, Poonassa, Attode and Moondee 
The native Deputy Collectoi wlioiesidesatKliundwah, of the remainder, 
but of those two I had the patels, &c &c. m, and had intei views as above 
descnbed 

31 The importance of the patel as a police and levenue officer, as 
well as headman m the village community, in this and the southern parts 
of India, is not, I humbly submit, sufficiently appreciated by His Honor 
the Lieutenant Governoi N. W P , judging at least by Mi. Secietary 
Thornton’s communication of the 8th ultimo, No 2416, para. 18. 
That letter I shall leply to, some months hence, when stating the lesult 
of my endeavouis to mtioduce the system it adverts to. In the mean- 
time I am of opinion that, constituted as the village communities are 
here and all to the southward, I see not how under any cncumstances 
this impoitant officei can be dispensed with He is the heieditaiy re- 
venue and police officer, the geneial lefeiee, and m fact the “ina-bap” 
of the village No officei is moie lespected by a native Government 
than the Pateljee, and the office is even now in name held by Holkar, 
Scmdiah and othei Princes of Deccan origin 

32 It has been mentioned that through some strange misappiehen- 
sion all the lands held lent-free by the patels or claimed by them were 
on our advent resumed, or lathei confiscated, on the peihaps true impres- 
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sion that they held more than was then due Rules and principles stiange 
and unsuited to the genius of the people weie introduced, and the here- 
ditaiy patel, instead of acting as chief of his village on behalf of luler 
and luled, was put aside, depnved of authonty and income, to be leplaced 
by a lease-lioldei without the prestige of bntli and its countless accom- 
paniments, m most countnes among the ignoiant, vhile his profits were 
not regulated by any legal d foi the place or people 

33 In the Deccan and Kliandeish the patels’ huqs aie fai greater 
than the perqentage sanctioned heie, because theie they have Chiller 
kurcli, Gaum kuich, &c and besides a peicentage which in Kliandeish is 

5 pei cent on villages yielding Rs 500 levenue. 
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and on all above, 4| pei cent. 

34 It is lequisite that some piovision be made foi the putwarees 
Heie they have merely a plough rate, but returns of income aie being 
piepaied and will eie long be laid befoie you In the meantime I may 
lecoid that in the neighbouring piovmces of Kliandeish, putwarees are 
allowed as follows * 
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and one pei cent on all above The putwaree like the patel in many 
places suffeied by the Ijaia system He was put aside by the lease- 
lioldei and Government confiscated all the land be held, lightly or other- 
wise 

35 I now solicit your attention to leturn No 23 of statistical tables 
It shews that in the past official yeai, Sumbut 1903, fifty-eight weirs and 
tanks have been made oi lepaned at an outlay by the Butish Govern- 
ment of Rs 11,3 IS, aud by the Durbars of Indoie and Gwalior, of Rs 
11,585 and 9,G00 lespectively, which added to 47 similar works by the 
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thiee Governments in thepievious seasons, gives a total of 105 tanks and 
weirs costing Rs 69,958-5 m two years 

36 The great majouty of these works, as the cost of making oi re- 
pamng denotes, is small, yet the least sized of them is of the utmost im- 
poitance to its locality, absoibmg m the foui months of the lamy season 
a large body of watei and thereby tin o ugh pei eolation feeding the wells 
m the vicinity On the other hand, some, though now repaned foi a few 
bundled mpees, must ongmally have cost thousands. The gieat Bur- 
leeah tank or lake (No 4 m last year’s letum) which w§,s lepaired for 
5,000 Rs must in the original construction have cost five times the en- 
tire sum spent by the thiee Governments m the past two yeais on all 
then tanks and wens. When engaged m the lepan of that woik last year, 
we had m the month of May to dig foi dunking water in its bed, but 
six weeks aftei, the watei in it though not within thiee feet of the top 
of the escapement, extended over a cncumference of 3 miles, being very 
deep too, and being enough, if not replenished, foi two yeais. 

37. The tanks made last yeai have as yet made little dnect letuin. 
We did not allow any of them to fill. The usual closing showeis of the 
monsoons we had not, and the soil was paiched by the two previous in- 
different seasons, none of thembuist and all have been lepaired. Those 
made tins year aie of course, as yet neaily diy, but one has buist, Knalla, 
No 35 of this return. It was a bund I had great suspicion of. 

38 Many of the small tanks were repaned thiough thepatelsof 
then villages. Government paying, and the woik was cheaper than if a 
kaikoon had been on the spot to defray the daily outlay All the bunds are 
cutcha, of eaith well lammed by elephants and the work-people passing 
over them The mounds were raised by baskets oi kowree-woik, and 
before bieakmg up my camp on letuimng to this on the 22nd May last 
I saw the piogiess made m each I am strong of hope that all will stand 
this monsoon, though there are two or three I am suspicious of. 

39 The sum of neaily 70,000 rupees expended on tanks (including 
the outlay by Holkai) m two years though laige is all so spent. It will be 
well to again state that in the past 25 yeais of our lule of Butish or 
Scradiah Nimar, (I may here also lemmd you that m the yeais pi evious to 
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Sumbut 1903, A D 1846-47 tbe remissions in the foimer weie Rupees 
84,639, and m the lattei 2,24,816 on accountof dionght, that is, theievas 
but one yeai m which no emissions weie gianted, tlieie vasnoieproduc- 
trve outlay, and heie I give the consequences , but a few moie yeais like 
the two past, of investment by Government of capital m tanks and wens, 
will enable the province of Nimar to laise its head and double its 
revenue 

41 The next point to be noticed m this No 23 letuin, is the elec- 
tion of 38 new suiaes on the chief load, and m the puncipal villages by 
the tin ee Governments and pnvate individuals, costing Rs 11,733-13-10, 
which, with those of last season, gives a total of 59 new suiaes at an out- 
lay of Rs 17,867-1-5, elected between Apul 1845 and the piesent time 

42 The leturn No 19, of suiaes built in 1845-46, gave but tlnee 
elected by pnvate individuals, but lieie you will see a vast impiovement, 
foi m many instances the village community, at then sole cost, laised 
up a suiae In other cases it added to the sum gianted by Government, 
and six have been made by as many pubiic-spmted chaiacteis 

43 In the hope of fuithei encouiaging this spmt as well as to make 
all m the distncts well veised on that scoie, a tianslation into Ilindee, 
pasted on cloth, will be hung up m each pergunnali cutclieny, of this 
return, and also of the jummabundee Last yeai this was done of the 
public woik leturn only 

44 The last point to be noticed m this statement is the subscup- 
tion laised foi making a cart load fiom Bui wye (near and noitli of the 
uvei,) to Oonkai Mandhatha, a place iesorted to by Hindoos fiom all 
paits of India, and wlieie a gieat fair is held in November annually, 
besides tlnee mmoi ones Oui aspirations weie first rery small, indeed, 
not extending beyond cutting a clear load thiougli the jungle, and le- 
movmg the stones fiom it But gieat success has attended the undei tak- 
ing and the lesult will be very gieat eventual benefit to Nimar, foi oui 
funds enabled us not only to cany out the views of the subscriber, but 
to make the various loads, cleaiances, wells, &c &c given in tbe table 
of outlay, and they are all m a commeieial point of new of moment to 
the pi ovmce, being on the high load fiom Khandeish, tlnough Asseeighui 
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to Malwa via Burwye, so that the devotee and trader alike benefit by the 
gifts of the devout Hindoo subscribers. 

45 I have now done with these returns, and may take this oppor- 
tunity of saying, with reference to Colonel Suthei land’s notes of a tour 
thiough Nimai m 1836-37, that were that officer (under whom I had the 
honor to serve in Bajpootana) to now revisit this province, he would see 
a great change for the better, though to my conception he leviewedits 
condition then in too favorable a light He would see a people m a great 
measuie taxed by themselves, a good cart-ioad made up the then nearly 
impassable Simiole Ghat He would ude over the then veiy bad little 
“Kuttee Pass” near Asseerghui, without being aware of the difficulties 
it once presented. He would see that the worst piece of load from Bombay 
to Agia probably, that from Boorhanpoor to Asseerghui, was being made 
a good commercial wtiy , that there are no difficulties for the tiader or 
tiaveller on the whole line fiom the last named city to Malwa, and that 
m almost every village on it, will be found a good suiae with a plentiful 
' supply of water at hand He would find too that now each year revenue 
stands on its own ments, and that the farmei’s mdustiy was not blighted by 
a lecollection of an outstanding balance against him , that the rates have 
been reduced and no kist demanded until the produce of the farm was 
ready for the market The 105 tanks and wens then unmade 01 m disre- 
pair aie now leady to peifoim then allotted task, that 59 new suiaes 
have come into existence since then, that some new bazais have been 
established, all tiansit duties abolished, and that by 1 educing the rate 
on well-watered laud, that best of all nngation is being much encouiaged. 
He would see along the mam roads new tiled stables for police hoisemen 
the establishments of districts increased to the point of efficiency nearly 
m number and salary, andm the office of each amil he would find nearly 
all the above detailed in a map in the language of the countiy, hanging 
beside Tassin’s map of India m Hindee He would learn that the Euro- 
pean establishment has been inci eased to the strength of former years, 
and that no longei was the sole officei m a province of 4000 squaie miles', 
obliged to leave his duties m the district and repan to head quaiters 
to despatch monthly accounts , and he would learn with pleasure how 
much of this was due to you 

46 This summary of all that has been done I should apologise for. 
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but I am sure yourself and the Lieutenant Governor will derive pleasure 
from perusing the detail. 

47 With a good season, as might be expected, there has been a de- 
crease of cume, though, as noted m my last report, I have nevei known a 
place m which theie is so little as Nimar The people are very simple 
and easily managed, but devoid of enterprise, slow at adopting improve- 
ments but little addicted to lobbeiy 

48 The pnsoneis here and m the districts (in No 170) aie chiefly 
from Malwa, theie being but 28 of the whole Nimarees The jail is a 
general government one, and to it criminals are sent from Mhow, Indoie, 
Bhopawui and Melndpore on account of crime committed m Malwa The 
cost of the keep of all such foieigneis now falls on the British Govern- 
ment, a fact worth mentioning, should any finance committee evei sit and 
count up the cost of Nimar to Government 

49 Pnsoneis sentenced to hard labor cost heie at least moie than 
the work lepays, the bill for Burkundazes alone being generally 125 Rs 
per month I theiefoie beg to piopose the election of a laige shed and 
enclosure outside but adjoining the jail, and tlieiem woiking the pnsoneis 
at any tiade they know oi we can teach them The cost of the building 
will be about 3000 Rs and an allowance of 30 Rs per month will be 
requned foi mstiuctors in handiciaft This arrangement will in less 
than two yeais lepay the cost of the building, even should the pnsoneis’ 
work make no letuin, foi the Burkundaze chaige may then be discon- 
tinued 

50 But the non-employment of pnsoners on the l oad will also facili- 
tate the i eduction of the police horse of Nimar, of whom some 12 oi 14 are 
now daily with the convicts when so employed, provided the detachment of 
the 5tli Ii regular Cavali y serving here, is increased to its foi mer strength, 
for it would not do to have the place denuded of horse in toto 

51 The detachment of 5th Irregular Cavalry may perhaps be increas- 
ed to its original stiengtli, one resallah, and m that case a reduction of 30 
of the mounted constabulary force of the piovince may be made, which, 
as each horseman receives 20 Rs. salary, would be attended with an an- 

hh 2 
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nual saving of 7,200 Its The 30 horses that I say might be leduced, 
includes Kesra Naicks 3 , and Gosayn Naicks, one horse They lesidem 
Holkar’s countiy and if not tiansfened to His Highness, might pei haps be 
sent to the customs receipts on the Scmdwah and Ukbarpoor road near 
which they aie seivmg This would make the leduction in numbeis of 
those now available, 26 hoise 

52 Should these men be dischaiged, I hope some consi delation 
will be extended and a giatuity gianted them. 

53 As much of the outlay and mciease of establishments noted m 
foimer paras ongmated with me, I feel bound in duty to state where 
reductions may reasonably be made. Already the detachment of Regular 
Infantiy here has been reduced fiom two companres to a Soobadai’s 
paity, that at Kliundwah from a Subadar’s to a Havildar’s, and that at 
Buhadurpore fiom a Lieutenant’s to a Havildar’s 

54. In conclusion I beg to state that 'we have now pluviameteis to 
gauge the fall of lam at each amil’s thanah, and to expiess a hope that your 
endeavours in behalf of the lepan of the long-neglected, but veiy impor- 
tant Pass of Adjunta, may be attended with success, and to solicit Rs 500 
foi the pui chase of books for oui schools

I am dnectedto acknowledge the receipt of youi lettei No 120/, 
dated, the 9th August last with its enelosuies, being a lepoit from the 
Political Assistant in Nimai, of his proceedings during the year 1846-47 
on the piesent fiscal condition of the province 

2 The Lieutenant Governoi consideis this lepoit, and the results 
which it describes, to be highly ci editable to the industry and zeal of 
Captain French The nrecoverable balance of 1538-15-3 is lemitted, 
and may be wntten off the accounts 

3 But whilst the Lieutenant Governor is most anxious to do ciedit 
to Captain Fiench’s zeal and abibty m piosecutmg the scheme he has 
adopted, there does not appeal to be any leason for altenng the opinion 
expiessed m my letter of June 8th last The foimei system of indis- 
criminate fanning was veiy faulty The present Khalsah system is well 
administered and is a valuable advance to something bettei. But still 
it is m itself radically defective, with less eneigy and patient mdustiy than 
Captain Fiench’s, it would ceitamly fail It involves a gieat degree of 
laboi, and the employment of a vast numbei of officials who can only be 
kept in conti ol by urn emitting vigilance No leason has been shown why 
the maintenance of this system is necessaiy, and the Lieutenant Govei- 
noi tiusts that befoie long the village system will be mtioducedm its 
place. 

4 Captain Fiench (paia 4) is alive to the gieat advantage denved 
from fixing a maximum ? ate of 3 Rs. pel beegah on land wateied fiom wells. 
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and it is evident that the benefit to he denved fiom fixing the amount of ' 
the demand on entne villages will be the same in natuie, but infinitely 
gieatei in degiee

5 It may be appiehended that if this system is maintained longer 
than is absolutely necessaiy, many mteiests will be created on the part 
of officials and of huqdais which will be pioductive of futuie inconveni- 
ence These men will be opposed to the mtioduction of any change, 
liowevei beneficial in itself, which may be at vanance with then own m- 
teiests 

6 Captain Fiencli pioposes (paia 22), that, in the tlnnly-peopled 
peigunnahs of Sylanee, Poonassa, Attode, Moondhee, Bhamguih and 
Peeplode, the Milages he leased to their lespective patels for 20 years, 
and you (para 14) suppoitthe lecommendation To this the Lieutenant 
Goveinoi has no objection, if he only leceives a satisfactory explanation 
of the extent and natuie of the leases which it is pioposed to grant It 
will be necessaiy to show that the boundanes of the land included in 
each lease aie known and lecoided, and that thepiecise lights andliabili- 
ties both of the leaseholder and tile other cultivator, aie defined If 
the piopnetaiy light is alieady vested m the patels or can be confened 
on them without piejudicing the just claims of otheis, the anangement 
entnely coincides with the views detailed in my letter cited above 

7 The pi ocess of land assessment descubed m pai as 26 to 30 is inter- 
esting, and was no doubt well peifouned by Captain Fiench But the 
system which entails the necessity foi annually going through the same 
piocess, appeals to the Lieutenant Goveinoi open to veiy strong objec- 
tion Howevei piospeious the countiy may be, however industrious the 
people, and howe\ei desnable it maybe fiom special causes that the 
local Government officei should abstain fiom minute inteiference, tlieie 
is no powei oi oppoitunity affoided the people foi governing themselves 
Each yeai the Government officei must come amongst them, and with 
moie or less care, judgment andlibeiality, deteinune the amount of tlieir 
payment to the Government 

8 In paias 31 to 33 Captain Fiench has noticed Ins pi oceedmgs le- 
garding the patels In theory theie aie strong objections to the heie- 
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ditaiy natuie of the office Wherever, as in the Deccan, its hei editary char- 
acter rests upon long usage, and established customs, respect must be 
shewn to this featuie of the office But the same can scarcely be the 
case in Nimar, where, if the office ever existed, it has been foi 30 years 
in abeyance Capt French is striving to create it, and to invest it with 
the privileges it elsewheie possesses, because it is convenient m the 
working of the Khalsah system Foi this very reason the Lieutenant 
Governor views the measuie with apprehension, and depiecates the use 
of such a word as huq which implies an inherent light m the lecipient. 
It undoubtedly is wise to give to the person of most influence in the vil- 
lage a peicentage on the collections, so long as it is held Khalsah, and to 
this theie is no objection, provided he is not invested With light which 
shall stand in the way of otliei piefeiable anangements which may be 
hereaftei made The annexed passage * m Captain Fiench’s letter of April

9 The putwarees (paia 34) as the village accountants, whose func- 
tions are essential to the veiy existence of the community, should certain- 
ly be adequately lemuneiated The pioposed remuneiation does not 
appeal to be too high 

10 The public works executed by Captain French (para 35 to 44) 
whethei for migation or for improving the means of communication, 
are deserving of the highest commendation and cannot fail matenal- 
ly to impiove the condition of the people, and to acceleiate the 
reclamation of the countiy from its present waste and impoveiished 
condition 

11 The Lieutenant Goveinoi is not aware what is the nature of the 
objection you entertain (para 19), to the anangements for pnson labour, 
winch are pioposed by Captain Fiench in paia 49 of Ins lettei Those 
who have most studied the subject aie now agieed that m-door laboi is 
in itself better foi the pnsoners than out-dooi labor on the road, at tin 
•same time that it costs less to the state 
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12 With lefeience to paia 48 of Captain Fiench’s letter. Iam 

dnectedtofoiwaid to you a copy of a dispatch/ from the 
1847 °' no ms Mny Secietaiy to the Government of India Financial Depart- 
ment, on the subject of the expense mcuiied by the British 
Government m taking cliaige of pnsoneis fiom foreign states You are 
requested to make aiiangements in futuie that the expense of such pri- 
soner shall be cliaiged to the state to which they seveially belong 

13 Lieutenant Evans’ suivey and examination of the Nerbudda 
will no doubt be highly intei esting and impoitant The Lieutenant Go- 
vernor will be glad to leain that it has been pioductive of good lesults, 
m facilitating the transmission of coal to Bombay The impoitance of 
supplying that port with coal from the continent of India, cannot be 
ovei -rated

I have the honor to forward for the consideration of the Lieu- 
tenant Governor N W P the accompanying lepoit on Nimai for the 
past yeai, received from Lieutenant Evans, the Political Assistant 

2. The total demand on account of the seven British districts, was 
Rs. 59,110-11-10, from which deductions on account of miscellaneous 
charge, (as per page 17 of tabular statements), amounting to Rs 6,569-3, 
being made, leaves Rs. 52,541-8- 1 0 as the demand fi om Nimai of this sum 
Rs. 45,579-4 is on account of land revenue demand, and Rs 6,961-14-10 on 
account of “ sewai ” A balance of the former remained at the close of 
the year, amounting to Rs 89-3, of this Rs 4J-4 is returned as lecover- 
able, leaving the sum of Rs. 47-15, for remission of which authonty is 
requested 
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3 1 beg to chaw attention to tlie abstract comparative statement * 
submitted, to show the lesults of the year’s pioceedmgs, and to refei to 
Lieutenant Evans’ lepoit, in which some mteiesting details are supplied 

4 It would in futuie statements and repoits gieatly simplify mat- 
teis weie Butish and Scmdiah’s affaus separately reported In respect to 
the lattei, the Agent foi Scmdiah’s affaus and the Durbar require to be 
informed, and, though the administration is uniform, still to transcribe 
the whole seems unnecessaiy * yet, if the lepoits aie not separate and dis- 
tinct, tlieie is a chance of confusion and enoi 

5 It seems to me that the sooner we can give up the Khalsa system 
and cieate an interest in otheis to impiove the villages, the greater sta- 
bility m improvement would be msuied, at piesent we aie fortunate m 
having Lieutenant Evans as the successoi to Captain Fiench, yet we 
should not be so dependent on the individual exeitions of the head offi- 
cer of the district 

6 Undei this view I cannot but think leases on easy teims for a 
number of years vaiymg fiom 5 to 20 may be gianted to parties who 
may desire to engage, without confemng any new right to parties so 
engaging beyond those conveyed m the lease, and which will extend only 
foi its duiation 

7 The paities to be admitted to engage in the event of competition, 
should be those who may establish the greatest claim from inheritance, 
possession oi residence Before howevei any claim to engage be invited, 
the jumma should be fixed, so that nothing like bidding be allowed, and 
paities informed that those whose claims may be rejected will be permit- 
ted to institute a suit which can be adjudicated and decided on its 
merits. 

8 I do not anticipate that there will be many claims advanced under 
this provision, though I deem it advisable to draw attention to the subject. 

9 Lieutenant Evans’ proposal m para 10 refei s to lands m Scm- 
diah’s districts, and will be attended to

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10. The provision for putwarees by assignments m land, alluded 
to in para , 18, will, I hope, be appioved 

11. The explanations furnished by Lieutenant Evans m para 19 
and the succeeding ones, will, I trust, exonerate him fiom any wilful mis- 
constiuction of His Honor’s views. 

12 The Lieutenant Governor’s decision in i espect to the Sunnuds is 
required 

13 The Nimai Horse has, under the sanction of the Government 
of India, been le-modelled and placed on an efficient footing I have re- 
quested Lieutenant Evans to examine the footmen with a view to their be- 
ing organised and formed into a legular police 

14 I lequest the sanction of the Lieutenant Governor to a charge 
of Rs 214, the amount expended on wells m Kanapoor (British), that the 
item may be struck out of the inefficient balance 

15 The woiks foi n ligation completed and made dunng the past 
season, affoid a piomise of good results 

16 To re-establish tiansit duties is out of the question, though I 
think a well-digested scheme of turnpike tolls woi thy of consideiation 

17 Lieutenant Evans advocates the institution of the Pandui dues 
(para 29), as a local municipal tax foi local municipal purposes, the tax 
might become a samtaiy measure of gieat impoitance, and, as such, 
w oi thy of attention 

18 Much has been done in Nimai for the convenience of travelleis 
or persons visiting villages, by repairing and consti ucting dhurmsalas 
and othei suitable buildings as described m paras 31 and 40 Sanction 
is required foi the charge of Rs 485 on account of the Asseer dhurm- 
sala, and 100 for the Satkote, total Rs 585, which I hope will be accorded 

19 I beg to recommend a compliance with Lieutenant Evans’ pro- 
position in para 32,— the payment of Rs 219 to Zahm Sing of Sylanee, 
as compensation foi transit duties abolished. 
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20 The Lieutenant Goveinoi had an oppoitumty of examining the 
Jail at Mundlaisn , since then a system of laboi has been introduced, the 
pnsoners classified, and much impiovement earned out 

21 To cany out the plan, new woikshops, alterations and additions 
weie necessaiy to lender the jail suitable foi the puipose , the cost on 
this account will be Rs 3000, and I propose that one-half be paid by 
Scindiali’s Government and the othei by us, and I hope His Honor will 
sanction the ariangement 

22 I beg His Honor will be pleased to deteimme the late of leward 
foi killing tigeis and leopaids to be paid hencefoi wai d 

23 The suiveymg opeiations undei Lieutenant Keatmge are pio- 
giessing favoiably 

24 The zeal and eneigy which Lieutenant Evans has displayed m 
the administiation of the district, will, I hope, obtain foi him the appro- 
bation of the Lieutenant Governoi, and that the lepoit now submitted 
will be received as ci editable to his assiduity and industry

2. As far as regaids the revenue, I think I may call the facts exhi- 
bited by the accompanying letuin satisfactoiy. The season was good : 
the heavy ram early m November, when some 7 inches, and m Asseer 10, 
fell, did no doubt much haim to the khureef, to the joowai and cotton 
crops m Asseer especially , but this m most places was compensated for 
by the fine rubbee crops afteiwaids raised A small ba- 
sdndia, 2003 o 9 lance of Rs 2,152-3-9 remains unpaid ; of this Rs 307-8 
2152 3 9 will m all likelihood be lealized before the Dusseiah 
some has been paid alieady, andiegarding the remamdei, 
Rs. 1,844-11-9, I beg authority to stiike it off as inecoverable 

3 From the reduction of rates on well-watered lands, to a maximum 
of Rs 3 per beegah, there has been a loss of Rs 606-1-6 in the Bntish, 
and Rs. 2,199-6-6 in the British Scmdiali, districts This has been more 
than met m the former by the increased quantity of land brought under 
lirigation, but not so m the latter, wheie the lates were formerly very 
high

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7 The whole of the tuccavee advanced during 1846-47 and the 
payment of which was due this year, has been recoveied I cannot men- 
tion an instance of default. In consequence of many villages having this 
yeai become Khalsa, and an influx of cultivators fiom the neighbouring 
districts, the amount of tuccavee issued has consideiably exceeded that of 
the past year, the total lemainmg outstanding on the 30th Apnl being 

Rs. 25,423-10-6, * of this Rs 19,1 22, is repayable during 
* aJlSST* 1 c*ioJlia the piesent year The whole has been advanced and is 
f Scmdiah, 1 5 , 706 -H 0 n the security of the patels and zemindars I have had 
Bmish, , 5 ^ ie honor 0 f stating to you my objections to the system of 
tuccavee earned to such an extent, seveial times, but undei the present 
management. Government being the landloids, the making advances is 
unavoidable. The whole or nearly all is peifectly safe, as far as man can 
provide, but what effect a bad season might have it is hard to say 

8 One thing has tioubled me much It is the pi oneness of the cul- 
tivatois to wandei, and deseit their villages, foi any 01 no leason Foi- 
merly any man so leaving, was sent back by the Goveinment of that 
State into which he might have fled This lendeiedhim the slave of the 
soil, and the custom was abolished by Captain Fiench, as not consonant 
to our principles, and now in the thmly-peopleddistucts, cultivators loam 
about to the native States, in the hope of bettenng themselves, by getting 
pugrus or rent-free tenures, laige advances, &c Of couise any man aban- 
doning his field without cause m one of oui peigunnahs, would not be 
allowed to settle in anothei. 

9 In the list of lates of assessment will be observed some 125 bee- 
gahs of land watered by wells, lated at above 3 Rs per beegali These 
aie vmeyaids, gardens, paun gaidens, &c the lates on which I did not 
consider to come within the spirit of the rule of reduction They are 
mostly neai the city of JBoorhanpoie and the amount is paid with ease. 

10 In the Khundwah and Asseei peigunnahs, many of the patels 
hold Moondee lands, or lands on a fixed assessment that has been un- 
alteied since they weie first gianted. They were originally, I fancy, given 
at rates much lowei than those prevailing generally, but with time the 
Iattei have decreased, and the Moond lands aie, some of them, now most 
dispropoitionally rated. I would beg peimission to assess them the same 
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as all othei land This was refeiied to by Captain Fieneli in the 23id 
para of his lepoit of last yeai These grants aie of very old standing, 
some 200 yeais and moie The numbei of beegahs held on this tenure 
is 7,875 

11 Although the shoit time I have had the management of the dis- 
trict, scaicely perhaps qualifies me to give an opinion woith much, I re- 
spond to the wish expiessed m youi lettei to my addiess of 27th October 
last, that I should give the result of my observation on the working of 
the Khalsa oi Kham system of management It seems to me then, that 
while it has its advantages in bunging the cultivator into dnect com- 
munication with Government, instead of eveiy thing being filteied through 
a middle man, and m calling on him foi payment of only so much land as 
he actually cultivates, it is open to some equally giave objections. These 
I need not tiouble you with a detail of, as you have yourself lecoidedthem 
in your lettei No 442, dated 20th March 1846 , suffice it to say that a per- 
manent settlement, either movvzahwai, by a community, as recommended 
by His Honoi the Lieutenant Goveinor, if it be found possible to intro- 
duce it, oi Ijaia to individual, would, I think, be beneficial, and the list 
you wish made out is being giadualiy prepared Nearly all the British 
villages are now Khalsa , the thiee that lemam m lease, the holders are 
not willing to give up. 

12 I would not, to othei objections, add the exti a laboi entailed in 
making the jummabundee and collecting the revenue. As to one who 
takes an mteiest in his distucts, it is of no moment The same system 
precisely as related by Captain French in his report last year, was pur- 
sued by me 

13 The Mouzahwara system, as laid down m Mi Secietaiy Thorn- 
ton’s lettei of 8th June 1847, would be all that could be desned, but the 
population here is so scanty, and land so abandoned, while few of the 
villages possess old inhabitants (even such as may have passed two gene- 
rations m one spot, not hesitating to shift then quarteis on the least occa- 
sion,) that I doubt the possibility of introducing it Captain Fiench had 
translations made, and himself, as well as thiough Mr Deputy Collector 
Conlan, endeavoured to persuade the people to try it as an expenment. 
The answer nivai lably was that they would cultivate then own lands,

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and be seveially responsible foi them , but as to a joint and seveial respon- 
sibility, it was out of the question , each declining to answei for the 
other 

14 One gieat advantage looked to, I fancy, m this system, is the se- 
curing a ceitam fixed revenue, unaffected by the oidinaiy vicisitudes 
of the seasons Now most of the communities down heie would have 
no objection to the plan in good years, but if called upou to pay up in 
bad yeais, I feai the result would be in no wise diffeient fiom what it 
would be undei the present, still no effoit shall be spaied to get it adopt- 
ed even, as I said befoie, as an expenment only. 

15 The old Ijaia system offered the leaseholdei veiy little induce- 
ment to improving Ins village by expending on it eithei laboi 01 money 
If by getting new settleis, advancing them giain, money to build houses 
and buy bullocks, he succeeded in mci easing- the cultivation and laising- 
the Lowueeby 100 Rs , he leceived Rs 10 merely as his shaie, a fraction 
of the whole so tnfling as to effectually destioy alleneigy andenteipnse 
It would, 1 submit, seem to be only fair that when a man by expendituie 
both of money and labor has laised the lent, he should foi the penod of 
the lease leceive the full benefit theieof Many leaseholdei s have been 
ruined They have had to pay every fraction on account of Assamees 
dying, deseitmg, oi neglecting to cultivate, and leceived only a tenth part 
of the addition they had toiled to make to the village levenue They 
have sufieied all the loss and leaped only a decimal of the piofit 

16 In the 6th paia of Mr Thornton’s letter of 15th October, His 
Honoi the Lieutenant Goveruoi calls foi mfoimation as to the extent 
and nature of the leases pioposed to be gi anted m the thinly peopled 
Scmdiah’s peigunnahs of Sylanee, Poonassa, Attode, Moondee, Bhamgurh 
and Peeplode This is best shown by a tianslatiou of Sunud * granted 

hy Captain French as lepoited in his letter, No 88 of 

19th Apiil 1847, and sanctioned by yours No 568 of 24th 
idem, subject to His Honoi’s approval The boundanes of most of these 
villages are known and acknowledged In some few, m Poonassa and 
Peeplode, they are doubtful The piecise lights and liabilities of both 
leaseholders and cultivators are m all cases clearly undei stood The 
Patel is the peison who has le-settled the village in most cases, and brought 
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the Assamees He is the old Wutundar and only one, and as far as I can 
undei stand, has the piopnetaiy light 

17 Many Gond families have this yeai come into the Peeplode Per- 
gunnah fiom the Nizam’s distucts on the southern side of the Tapty 
Theie weie pieviousiy some 21 villages of the tube in this Peigunnah 
They aie an intei estmg class, capable of being made much more of, I 
think, than the Bheels I lequested permission m letter No 197, dated 
19th ultimo, to give them Tuccavee to the amount of Rs 1000, and con- 
sideung the answei. No 735, dated 21st idem, as sanction, have issued, 
after most caieful enquny, Rs 500 amongst some 50 oi 60 families I 
tiust that, with caie, some good may be done to this pool people 

18 The Lieutenant Goveinoi, in the 9th paia of Mi. Thornton’s 
lettei of 14th Octobei last, sanctioned a piovision foi Putwarees propos- 
ed by Captain Fiench. This most useful class of men were to receive 
a money payment, but the land levenue being alieady much buithened, 
I lequested youi leave m Novembei last to attempt to lemuneiate them 
by assignments of waste land, and you consenting (No. 69 of 15th Jan- 
uary,) I have been canyingoutthe scheme, with what success will appear 
next yeai 

19 I now appioach a subject on which I feai that I shall have incurr- 
ed the displeasuie of His Honoi the Lieutenant Governor I will not re- 
capitulate the aiguments adduced by Captain Fiench in favor of Patels, 
as he has laid them down far bettei than I could , you also look favorably 
on the plan of lestonng the class to the position it held foimeily, and of 
making the Patel’s beith a responsible one Captain French was m hopes 
that eventually sanction would be obtained for what he pioposed, viz 
25 Rs of Bunjur land given in enam, and 5 per cent on the realized 
Government collections Undei this idea he piepaied sunnuds, and foi- 
waided one to you for appioval m letter No. 204, dated 2nd September 
1846, youi answer No 1327, dated 7th idem, was that you could at pre- 
sent give no definite reply, and theie the matter seems to have lested for 
the present 

20 Mr. Thomason, in the letter of June 8th 1847, had expressed his 
opinion, legai ding the policy of giantmgthe Patels what has been above

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mentioned, as a due m peipetuity, but Captain French meanwhile, tiust- 
rag that sanction would be granted, and knowing you fay 01 able to the 
plan, had the sunnuds prepaied These I found on ray taking cliaige, 
and at the jummabundee proceeded to give them out, issuing them to 137 
out of 623 claimants, of couise aftei stnct enquiry into 
No 2 each case separately A translation of one is appended 

21. It is true that the Lieutenant Goveinoi, m Mi Thornton’s letter 
of 14tli October last, decidedly objected to any ariangement tending to 
confiim m peipetuity huqs only recently cieated , and that I should have 
disregaided this dnect piohibition must appear to eveiy one most stiange 
and unaccountable But it did not occui to me foi a long time, that I 
was doing not only what was not sanctioned, but what was mfactstnct- 
ly piohibited Immediately I became sensible of this, I discontinued 
giving out the sunnuds 

22 I am awmre that this explanation must unavoidably appeal lame 
and insufficient, but I tiust foi His Honoi’s indulgence. I imagined my- 
self can ying out a plan of my piedeeessois commenced by him, and it 
being one, m which, I acknowdedge I shaied his sentiments fully, I was 
less cautious than I ought to have been in examining the gioundb I had 
to go upon It is thus that I have most unintentionally committed both 
myself and paitly the Government undei whom I seive The sunnuds 
are not specifically stated to be m perpetuity, but I fancy the holders 
cons idei them as such It is expressly undeistood that incapacity or 
unnustwoithiness foim giounds for then lcsumption, and that they are 
for duty to be rendered In urging all this, I beg I may not be under- 
stood as defending the madveitence I have been guilty of It is foi His 
Honoi to determine what course is now to be adopted, and whatevei it 
may be, will be to the best of my ability earned out 

23 A plan for leduemg the Nimar police hoise, some time before 
Government, was sanctioned last April, and brought into effect Fiom the 
1st of last month (June 1848) 27 men have been stiuck off, of these all 
but two weie bargeeis, and consequently suffered little, as they all re- 
ceived according to your sanction, a gratuity of 3 months’ pay. Of the 2 
Silladars one was unfit from lepiosy, and the other leceivrag 60 Rs. (3 
months’ pay) as gratuity, and the offer of seivice as peadah, is not much 
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injured None of the dischaiged, accepted the offei of waste land, made 
at youi suggestion The effect of this leduction will be to save Rs 
8,776-8 pei annum 

24 Bucktawui Sing, Ressaldai, who has chiefly suffeiedin this re- 
duction, has, as you aie awaie, deserved no comnnseiation by his obsti- 
nately-peiseveied-m bad conduct 

25 A list of the works executed during the past year, is m the Re- 

turn which accompanies this Report The works on the 
i ‘ Sum ole Ghaut, for which we had funds m hand, aie not 

yet completed Lieutenant Keatmge, by whom the majoi pait of the Ghaut 
was oiigmally planned, has been engaged in finishing the lowei part, 
wheie was a very steep ditch The importance of opening thoioughly the 
important line between Booihanpoie and Indoie, cannot be too highly 
estimated At the other end the hilly andiocky countiy, stietclnng some 
10 oi 11 miles both sides of Asseeigurli, has been traversed by an ex- 
cellent fan-weathei load, at a cost to Scmdiali of Rs 3,719 In construc- 
ting this. Lieutenant Kennedy of the Bombay Engineeis, has lendeied 
gieat and impoitant assistance 

26 Both these, the Simiole Ghaut and Asseei Pass, will, of couise, 
requne caieful attention to keep them in lepan But when promptly 
attended to, the lepans cost but little, and the lpei cent Road Fund will, 
I hope, enable it to be done without troubling Government 

27 The nullahs in many paits offer, until Decembei, senous obstruc- 
tion from theu muddy natuie We aie endeavouring to lemedy this, by 
causeways foimed by continually casting m stones of laige size, until by 
leaching the bottom, they become firm , moium over the top completes 
the way The watei percolates slowly through them, but they still form 
veiy toleiable dams, and a coating of moium applied to the inside, would 
rendei them watei -tight The water of the nullah when full, flows over 
them without doing much damage Seveial of these have been comple- 
ted on the Indore and Booihanpooi line 

28 I regret the abolition of the transit dues If appbed to the con- 
struction of roads, the mode of collection having been modified, one of the

whose temtoiies our own are so much mteimixed, not having followed 
oui example, the abolition of the tiansit dues bad not had the beneficial 
effects he anticipated , unfortunately to le-impose them would be a diffi- 
cult and invidious measure 


29 The Pandui dues^ also abolished at Captain French’s recommen- 
dation, might, I think, be advantageously lestoied , and 
toJShoSjSy: Wlth thc fiee consent of the People, piovided they were 
Miort Un ' CIpa! dues m ie g ai( led as municipal dues, and the expenditure of them 
m that mannei authonzed At piesent the utmost diffi- 
culty is expenenced in keeping the towns clean It must be lemembeied 
that these dues did not pi ess on the pooiei classes, but on the bunneas 
and tiaders who, paying no transit dues, aie bettei able than foimeily to 
pay these The aveiage foi 5 yeais, of pandur dues, is Rs 4,292 


30 The mention of the Tiansit and Pandui dues led me away from 
the subject of woiks executed m the piovmce during the last yeai My 
endeavouis have been applied chiefly to seeming wdiat iveie alieady made, 
and making use of them. A watei-couise for migation has been earned 
out foi a distance of 3 miles from the Katkote Satkote 
Fergunnah Kusrawud. nver ^ wa t eim g 2io beegahs We have been wenmg the 

nullah that issues from the Shahabad tank, and which alieady wened at one 
spot, aided to fill a small tank, near the town of Kusiawud Fiona tins 
small tank, supplied fiom the gieatei, we aieeanyrag out a watei-couise, 
calculated to water 120 beegahs. 

The Buireah tank (Lachora) we are doing mthe same manner, and 
although it is a much laiger woik, I hope next year to

31 The plan of building dhurmsalas m every respectable village on 
a high load, wheie the inhabitants are willing to pay half, 01 apioportion, 
of the expense, is one which I tiust may be favoiably looked upon The 
dhuimsala is a place not only wheie tiavelleis and sti angers may find 
sheltei, but wheie the villagers may meet on great occasions, hold their 
caste assemblies, and at jummabundee time it is the kutclieiry. In some 
few places I have ventured, at the earnest lequest of the inhabitants, they 
volunteei ing to pay half 01 otliei wise assist, to dnect the woiks to be 
commenced, and hope they may be sanctioned, as well as where the work 
lias not yet actually been commenced, but the construction of which I 
have piomised to apply foi Those commenced befoie my taking charge, 
I have of couise earned on and completed 

32 In flaming his estimate of compensation to zemindais, &c for 
then shares of the abolished tiansit dues, Captain Fiench madveitently 
omitted the livei dues which foim, it is tiue, but a small item, but are 
as much entitled to receive consideration as the otheis Zalim Sing, 
the head of the Seylauee Buckutguih family, has on an aveiage of 5 
yeais, lealized pei annum Rs 219, and I beg leave to include this in the 
amount of compensation fiom the 1st May 184-7 

33 In the jail the plan of mdooi-woik, mtioducedby Captain Fiench, 
has been earned out steadily The object sought foi has been to keep 
the prisoners employed on some work, which, whilst useful and sufficient- 
ly lemuneiative to cleai all expenses, might yet not be of a description to 
entail a competition with the honest labouiei Caipets and rugs, the for- 
mer not as yet veiy good, coaise cloth foi clothing the pnsouers, and do- 
sootee, are manufactuied The latter is an aitiele not 1 believe made any- 
wlieie else m Malwa, and meets with a leady sale Your lettei of 15tli 
January last authonzed an expendituie of Rs 3,000 foi building woik- 
shops, these aie now appioaching completion, and at the end of the 
present year a statement will be piepaied exhibiting the lesults 

34 In the cunent year the rule laid down by you legardmg Scm- 
diah’s prisoners, will come into operation The effect will be that 9-10ths of 
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the pusoners will be classed as Scindiah’s All ftom Indoie, Meludpoie, or 
Bhopawai, unless otlieiwise specified, will come undei this head. 

35 I would beg leave to letam, at the annual time of dispatching 
to Agra cnmmals undei sentence of impnsonment for long peiiods, such 
as have endeavoured to learn the work (m-dooi) on which they aie em- 
ployed, and shown willingness and docility, supposing of couise that no 
very uigent leason exists for sending them out of the countiy This will 
act as an inducement to good beliavioui and diligence, and I think it 
will be conceded that they aie as usefully employed heie, as they would 
he elsewheie 

36 Regaidmgthe Government schools I have little to say The 
mstiuction affoided by them is almost entnely elementary. They are 
toleiably well attended I leported shoitly upon them m my letter No 
88 of 24th Maich last, but connected with them is a subject to which as 
an auxiliary, too much lmpoitance cannot I think be assigned , I allude 
to the establishment of native libianes in all the chief towns m Nnnar 
For this the Nimarees aie indebted to Captain Fiench, whose exeitions 
to effect it, weie unwearied. It must beboinem mmd that Nimar is 
a poor country, and this remembeied, the sum subscubed puiely by the 
natives, Rs 1396-14, will appear a laige amount The selection of the 
books was mainly made by the subscubeis. They aie to be kept at the 
seveial cutchemes, fiee access under ceitam rules being had to them I 
did tiust that Government would have lendered some aid, eithei by don- 
ations of money 01 books, fioni youi kindly taking up the cause, and 
applying in oui behalf to the Bombay Government, and although we have 
been unsuccessful in that quartei, I do not despan, with youi assistance, 
of His Honor the Lieutenant Govemoi, m learning that the people 
themselves show such willingness, lending us a helping hand 

37 The introduction of a lithographic Pi ess lately set up, will en- 
able us to multiply the number of school books, of which at pi esent there 

V.de General Report 18 * ^ But 38 re 8 aldS theSe Mtei > Captain Cun- 

un Public instruction mngham s remarks on the u ant of a set of voi nacular 
school books, on a compiehensive and uniform design, 
are most applicable Without good books the teacher’s labouis, sup- 
posing him even thoroughly competent, are insufficient It is imposs- 
ible he can teach without a system. 
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38 It is lequisite m tins leport to notice the result of the high lates 
of rewaids for killing tigeis, which His Honor the Lieutenant Governor 
was, on Captain Fiench’s uigent recommendation, pleaded to sanction 
Last yeai’s letuin exhibited a total of 7 men and 751 head of cattle des- 
troyed by these ferocious beasts, whilst Rs 2,225 had been issued as 
rewards foi 66 tigers This year’s return exhibits the favorable result 
of the wai w r aged with them No human lives have been lost in the 12 
months, and but 392 head of cattle, or little moie than half the number 
of last yeai. The amount issued in lewaids is Rs 1425, in both British 
and Scmdiah’s Nmiai These facts speak for themselves and need no 
comment fiom me 

39 Lieutenant Keatmge is continuing his map of Nimar It is 
necessanly a woik of time , and for thiee months of the woiking season, 
his kaikoon, the only one competent to lender him any efficient assis- 
tance, was detached with Mr Johnstone on the coal expedition This 
has natuially letarded piogiess, but the woik is going on as fast as it can. 

40 Re-advertmg to the subject of para 30 I have the honor to so- 

licit sanction to the items noted, asiequinng such, m the

ieturn of works executed The Asseer dhurmsala was or- 
dered by Captain Fiench 18 months since It was much wanted, travellers 
and merchants having been accustomed to put up m a pait of the town un- 
protected, and dangerous from its pioximity to the lavines The cost is 
Rs. 485 The Satkote Katcote (peigunnah Kusrawud) dhurmsala is 
meiely just commenced , it is estimated to cost Rs 170, of which the in- 
habitants have subscribed Rs 70 The i emamdei are all m Scmdiah’s dis- 
tricts, and full details are given in the retum Foi chaigmg the amount, 
Rs 585 British, and Rs 2,570-12 Scmdiah, m my next account, sanction 
is requested 

41 In conclusion, I beg to tendei you my thanks for the way m 
which you have, since my taking chaige of this distn ct, assisted and en- 
abled me to cairy on the duties m a manner satisfactoiy to myself, and for 
the consideration with which you have received such pioposals and sug- 
gestions as I have from time to time offered

dated August 21st 1848, regaidmg the revenue admm- 
Revenue Department. of NlmaTj f Q1 Sumbut 1904, A D 1847-48 

2 There does not appeal to be any advantage in separating the re- 
poits foi Bntish and Foieign Nimai Both aie equally undei the manage- 
ment of British officers, and the local Government is equally responsible 
for the good administration of both The accounts of both are further 
adjusted m the Agia accountant’s office on the same principles 

3 The lesults of the administration of the yeai under review scarce- 
ly vaiy m any respect, from 
those of the preceding yeai. 
In the Khalsah lands the 
quantity of land undei culti- 
vation and the levenue de- 
man dable theiefiom have le- 
mained neaily the same It 
may, howe\ei, be remarked 
that the outstanding amount 
ofTuccavee has risen fiom 
7,967 at the end of 1903 to 

25,424 at the end of 1904, during the latter year, 30,805 having been 
advanced and only 13,348 recovered Considering that the season was 
on the whole a good one, the result cannot be said to be demonstiative

5 In paia 8 of his lepoit, Lieutenant Evans laments the pi oneness 
of the cultivatois to wandei. This is the natural lesult of scanty popu- 
lation, abundance of good land, and the absence of all propnetaiy light 
in the soil. The two foimer causes will giadually conect themselves. 
Too gieat eagerness to extend cultivation by the offei of terms unduly 
favoiable, will tend to diaw cultivatois fiom the lands now occupied, and 
will letaid the pi ogress of nnpiovement The last of the thiee causes, 
is immediately within the conti ol of the Government The giant of 
small tenuies, as lientable tiansfeiable pioperty, foi a teim of years 
and foi a fixed sum, as proposed in paia 8 of Mi Thornton’s lettei of 
June Sth, 1847, will cieate a peimanent mteiestm the soil, and secuiely 
attach a cultivatoi to his land.

It is evident that this man knowing that the impiovement of the 16 bee- 
gahs, which are assessed at a low late, will lead to a higher assessment, 
may hesitate to improve them, and may even contemplate a move else- 
where, to land, which he can get at lowei rates If, liowevei, the whole 
20 beegahs be given him on a fixed lease foi 20 or 30 yeais, foi 26 Rs. 
moie oi less, accoidmg as the land is capable oi otheiwise of impiove- 
ment, if, moreover, 5 beegahs of adjoining waste be given him without 
any additional demand, as a stimulus to exeition , and, if the whole be 
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constituted a heritable and tiansfeiable pioperty, he will now have the 
gieatest possible inducement peimanently to fix himself on the land, and 
impiove it to the utmost 

7 This is the foundation of the change, which it seems most desir- 
able to mtioduce into Nimai , and no reason for objecting to its mtio- 
duction has yet been advanced It involves the mtioduction of a system 
of suivey and registiation foi the propeities thus faimed, both of lvhich 
can be completed without any difficulty 

8 If the 7,87 5 beegalis of moond lands, which ai e mentioned in para 
10 of Lieutenant Evans’ repoit, as having been held “ on a fixed assess- 
ment ” by ceitam patels m the Khundwah and Asseei pergunnahs, for a 
teim of 200 yeais, be of this natuie, the assessment on them should on 
no account be laised, howevei much it fall below the peigunnah rates 
If, howevei, the assessment be not peimanent, but only leviable from 
lands undei cultivation, the holders may peihaps fanly be called upon 
eithei to letam the whole for the fixed sum, or to pay foi what they cul- 
tivate, at the usual lates , undei any cncumstances, laud which they leave 
uncultivated, should afterwaids be subjected to the usual lates. 

9 Whether it may be possible to go beyond the step mentioned 
above, and mtioduce the Mouzahwai system, as set foith m the 9th and 
following paiagiaphs of Mi Thornton’s letter, may admit of doubt 
Lieutenant Evans’ evidence (paia 13) as to the lepugnance of the peo- 
ple to any joint lesponsibility, is conclusive against that mode of uniting 
seveial small holdings 

10 The old Ijarah system of faiming leases, without propnetary 
right, has been tried and failed, and holds out so little prospect of per- 
manent impiovement, that its general i e-inti oduction cannot be con- 
templated 

11 The sunnuds given by Captain Fiench to the Gond settleis m 
Scmdiah’s peigunnahs ofSeylanee, &c (para. 16) confei m fact a pio- 
pnetaiy light, oi a zemmdaiee light, as it would be called here, only 
that this is not specified Theie is no appaient leason, why the village 
thus assigned to the patel, should not be at once declaied his hentable 
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and transferable propeity, liable to descend according to the usual law 
of succession to lands At the expnation of the lease, the settlement 
would be open to lenewal on equitable teims, 01 the proprietor entitled 
to Mahkana if he did not agree to the terms But there should be no 
doubts about the boundaues of any of the villages Noi is it enough 
that the piecise lights and liabilities of both leaseholdeis and cultivatois, 
should be “ cleciily unde? stood” They should be known, specified and 
recorded. 

12. The assignment of waste lands (para 18) as a remuneiation to 
Putwaiees, is appioved. 

13 With refeience to paras 20 to 22, of Lieutenant Evans’ leport, it 
ceitamly was not the intention of the Lieutenant Goveinoi to cieate any 
new liuqs, as of light to patels Captain French’s pioceedmgm this mat- 
ter shows most cleaily that it was to be a new giant fiom the Govern- 
ment, and not the judicial award of a light in abeyance This when 
unsanctioned or piolubited by the Government, was cleaily beyond 
Ins competency, as these grants aie not m peipetuity, they maybe 
consideied peisonal to the piesent holdeis, and open to levision on 
succession No more of the sunnuds should be issued, and the qualifi- 
ed sanction that has been given, should be explained to all who aie 
concerned 

14 It must be cleaily undeistood, that there is no objection to the 
amount of remuneiation, so long as the patel is employed as an officei of 
the Government, undei the Khalsah system The sole objection is to the 
cieation of a light m peipetuity, to the maintenance of which the Go- 
vernment will be pledged under any system that may pievail 

15 Noi is theie any objection to the giant of this, oi even a laiger 
profit if the patel weie made a propnetoi, as is pioposed m peigunnah 
Seylanee, &c , such an auangement would not be inconsistent with the 
existence of suboidmate piopnetary light of the natuie contemplated in 
para 6 There is no apparent reason why such a scheme should not be 
earned into effect Its opeiation would, at once, teinnnate all difficulties 
arising from the unauthorized pledge conveyed m Captain Fiench’s sun- 
nuds 
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16 The woiks of lingation completed duiing the last yeai,as shown 
in Lieutenant Evans’ statement A aie veiy cieditable to the energy of 
the local officeis, and may be expected to piove highly beneficial 

17 The revival of custom and pandiee duties cannot now be en- 
tertained 

18 The establishment of places of refieshment for tiavellers in all 
villages along the load, is veiy desnable, but it may be obseived that 
none but Hindoos aie usually admitted into what aie designated Dhuim- 
salahs If that be the casein those elected m Nimai, the Lieutenant 
Goveinoi feels some hesitation in contributing to them fiom the public 
funds If, however, satisfactoiy assuiance is given, that they will be 
open to all travelleis, the pioposals contained in your 18th paia will be 
sanctioned 

19 The sum of 219 Its pei annum is allowed to Zalim Singh of 
Seylanee, as compensation foi tiansit duties abolished, on the same un- 
dei standing as in the cases pieviously sanctioned 

20 An expendituie of 1,500 Rs on account of the British Govern- 
ment, for building woikshops m the jail, is sanctioned, a similai amount 
being conti lbuted by Semdiah’s Government foi the same purpose 

21 With leference to paras 36 and 37 of Lieutenant Evans’ repoit, 
any pioposal legaidmg education had bettei be separately made Re- 
gal ding the village libianes, infoimation should be furnished, as to the 
books of which they consist, and the degiee m which they aie used If 
assistance is desned, it should be fully stated how it can best be lendei- 
ed, whethei m books oi money It is ceitamly unexpected to find in- 
stitutions of the sort appreciated m villages 

22. The grant of the lewaids for the destruction of tigers is continu- 
ed foi another yeai

Sir, 

1 have the honoi to submit a leportfrom Lieutenant Evans, Po- 
litical Assistant in Nimai, of his opeiations dining the past year 

2 The unusual lightness of the rams caused a gieat scarcity of wa- 
ter, which has led to some loss

4 The deficit is consideied irrecoverable and I must request sanc- 
tion to write it off accordingly , it would have been much larger but for 
the means of lrngation and influence on wells derived from the tanks and 
bunds. 

5 It is gratifying to perceive that the cultivators are beginning to 
rely somewhat more on themselves, and to assist each other with advan- 
ces rather than be wholly dependant on the Government officers , the 
more this can be extended the greater will be the benefit not only to the 
people themselves, but to the Government 

6. I tiust that the means m progress to induce the wild Gond tribes, 
and the encouragement given to them by educating some of their chil- 
dren, will result m a larger piopoitionof these interesting people leaving 
their hills and becoming occupants in the plains , caution and patience 
alone can overcome their suspicions and prejudices A beginning has been 
made which, it is to be hoped, will eventuate favorably 

7. The ordeis of the Lieutenant Governor are requested on the pro- 
posal in paia. 35 to re-assess some of the Moond lands, m which loss is 
sustained. 

8 The revision of the Police Hoise has been carried out, and a saving 
effected amounting to Rupees 8,776-8 pei annum. I request that on the 
revision of the police, Nujjeebs be sanctioned, as proposed m para 38 , no 
additional expense will be incurred, whilst greater efficiency will be secu- 
red , the present cost is 1,385 rupees, and that of the pioposed 1,344 
rupees, the surplus 41 rupees to be devoted 4o pensions for life to twen- 
ty of the present old and worn-out men 

9 The union of the supenntendence of the two pergunnahs of 
Kanapoor and Burreah seems judicious , as well as the abolition of the 
office of Malkurry in Sewul Asseer (para 36 ) They are recommended 
for approval.

13 It is satisfactory to know that 591 boys are receiving an useful 
education m this heietofore wild and neglected tract of countiy , and 
that though slowly a steady advance has been made dunng the past year, 
reflecting ciedit on Lieutenant Evans who has had charge of the admin- 
istration, and who has devoted himself to his duties with untiling zeal and 
assiduity.

Sir, 

I have the honor to, herewith, tiansmit my annual report, jum- 
mabundee return, &c., of the distuct of Nimar, for the past year, Sumbut 
1905, A. D. 1848-49. 
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2 I must commence by observing that the year m question has been, 
what may be fanly teimed, a bad one The total amount of rams, from 
May to Octobei inclusive, was 15 inches only to Mundlaisir In the 
Khundwah and Asseer districts it was something more , but the per- 
gunnah rain leports are too manifestly incorrect to be lelied upon , in- 
deed they scaicely gave more than an approximation The ram gauges, 
howevei, have been compaied with that of Mundlaisir and coirected. 

3 The mbbee crops were paitially saved by the latter rain in No- 
vember, December and Januaiy , otheiwise from the wells being dry, 
there would have been but little irrigation Indeed so heavy was the 
fall m January towaids Asseeiguih, that some mjuiy accrued to the 
wheat from blight , and the lequested remissions m Khundwah, Peeplode 
and Asseeigurli are partly on this account, the khurreef ciops having in 
that pait, as in the bordering piovmce of Khandeish, come m pretty fairly, 
generally speaking , whereas in Kusrawud, Dhungaum, Kanapoor, Bur- 
leah and Seylanee, it suffered seveiely ; especially in the two foimer per- 
gunnalis, wheie many fields of the latter sown grams never came into ear. 
Much land also, (6,280 beegahs) piepaied foi wheat, giain, &c coldwea- 
thei crops, was never sown , the cultivators seeing their wells, even m 
November nearly diy, not choosing to risk the almost certain loss of seeh 
and labor. 

4 Without further preface then the lesult is as follows ;

5. I was m the districts the latter part of July and the whole of 
September, and can personally beai witness to the pool state of the ram 
crops I also myself witnessed the great injury done to the cold weather 

crops In the balance due m Kusrawud and Mundlaisir are included 
Rupees 1,090-6-3, on account of land irrigated from the Mundlaisir tank 
and Satkoot Katkoot weir The former of these never, duimg the whole 
monsoon, had thiee feet water in it ; and the latter never 
scmdiah,’ io*G63 is 3 filled sufficiently to permit of the water-couise being 
Total, 19,469 Ti 3 available , whereas in the previous year irrigation was 
earned on from both until March I beg the sanction 
of Government for the remission of the umealizable balances. * 

6 In addition to the Government 1 evenue, the sum of Rs. 24, 1 56-10-6 
tuccavee has been Tepaid, leaving due Rupees 12,701-12-0 For a de- 
tailed account of tuccavee exhibiting amount advanced in this, the pie- 
vious and former yeais, amount recoveied, and due, vide the statement 
m jummali return, f It will be observed that, m the past 

Fage yeai. Rupees 10,158-4-0 only on all accounts were advanc- 

ed as tuccavee, compared with Rupees 30,805-6-0 m that preceding ; or 
about one-third. Of this Rupees 6,942 weiefor seed, food, and bullocks. 

7. I have been compelled, much against my will, but the case ad- 
mitted of no alternative, to again this yeai apply for pei mission to issue 
a certain amount of tuccavee for seed, food, and purchase of bullocks 
Where the cultivatois are very poor, oi belong to the Bheel, Bheelala, 
or Gond tribes, soucars will not now lend them money Under the 
Ijara or fanning system, advances were often made on the farmer’s secu- 
rity, the lender being assured of the lecovery of a portion at least of his 
debt, even in bad seasons, from the produce of the land , the whole of 
which ought properly to be considered as available to satisfy the Govern- 
ment demand, then s being the first right. When the cultivator was un- 
able to pay, both the advance, including heavy interest, and his propor-

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tion of revenue, the lattei account, generally speaking, suffered Either 
the foimer paid the amount short, or else obtained a remission from Go- 
vernment, pleading bad ciops A year like the past would have been, 
undei the old system, peculiarly favoiable to such a proceeding That 
the fall of lam was scanty was indisputable, and by good management 
the faimei could always make it appear that the loss was greater than 
it really was , the establishment maintained being utterly inadequate to 
exeicise an efficient supervision, and check the claims preferred for re- 
missions But many leaseholdeis were ruined by their assamees (culti- 
vatois) They were forced to pay the banker the sum for which they had 
stood security, and which they could not recover from their people Did 
they press them, the cultivatois refused to plough. Population is thin, 
other cultivators could not be obtained, and the faimers were forced to 
yield to the conditions lequired I can mention many instances of in- 
dividuals ruined m this way 

8. I trust His Honor the Lieutenant Governor will believe that I 
have done my utmost to cany out Ins views and opinions regarding the 
system of making advances The very amount issued last year, as com- 
pared with that in the preceding, will show that I have not been remiss 
on this point 

9 I may observe that the Patels have themselves this year volun- 
tarily, many of them, given the pooiei villagers, advances from the 5 per 
cent allowed by Government 

10 In the Asseer pergunnah I mentioned last year in my report, 
that I anticipated a considerable deciease There was, however, only a 
deficiency of Rupees 174-2, m the Government demand, as compared 
with the jummabundee of 1847-48 , losses having been met by correspond- 
ing increase in newly settled villages, and Government being credited 
with the difference, being between the patels’ percentage and the sum 
allowed to leaseholders for expense of management, m villages this year 
brought under Khalsa management But the pergunnah depends entire- 
ly upon the city of Boorhanpore for its prosperity , and as the latter is 
rapidly and surely deteriorating, so will the pergunnah revenue fall, by 
rent coming down to the average of other land The disturbance be- 
tween the Hindoos and Moosulmans in October last , m which such a la- 
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mentable loss of life took place, followed up by the great fiie in April, 
has caused very many people to leave the city , and the lands surrounding 
it, formerly cultivated by people from within, have fallen out of cultiva- 
tion Many of these lands were held, and only nominally cultivated, by 
people, who wished to be considered as Butish subjects, and thus claim 
our protection m times of difficulty This system, however, ceased some 
four yeais since, but the lands they held before, they continued to hold, 
until the late events above enumeiated 

1 1 Khundwab, Burwai and Peeplode pi esent a slight increase, like- 
ly in the two former to advance yearly, by lands lately bi ought under 
cultivation coming, gi adually, undei full assessment. Poonassa also shows 
a small advance, and as effoits are now being made systematically to re- 
settle the pergunnali, (once, and not 100 yeais since, a most flourishing 
district worth a lac of Rupees pei annum gioss iental,) I tiust year, by 
year, to show an improved state of things Attode also is progiessing, 
but it is, as well as Seylanee Billoia, a poor peigunnah, never capable of 
yielding much In Moondee and Bhamgurh theie is a slight deciease 
owing to Ijara villages becoming Khalsa, in which land had fallen out of 
cultivation Dhurgaum is only capable of advance from improved cultiva- 
tion, ?. e. nrigated instead of lain crops, theie being scarely a beegah of 
waste land m the pergunnali. 

12 The British districts pi esent an increase of Rs 328-12-0 m the 
whole In Kanapoor and Burreah there aie now only two villages un- 
settled , and these I trust to see occupied this year. Those settled with- 
in the last thiee years require only a good season to set them up , and this 
there seems eveiy prospect of then now obtaining 

13 In all the above remarks lelative to the comparative amounts of 
the last and previous yeai’s jummabundee, I beg to be undeistood as re- 
ferring to the amount of Government demand as exhibited in the <f ab- 
stract of Go veinment demand, receipts and balance, &c ” Thejumraa- 
bundee letuin gives the gross demand including deductions, such as ze- 
mindars shares, ditto to patels, compensation foi sayer dues, and many 
other items. 


14 I do net honestly think that, undei the old Jjaia system, the 
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amount of revenue this yeai lealized would have been collected With 
all its disadvantages, the Khalsa system, fiom its bunging the eultivatois 
moie immediately undei the obseivation of the authonties, gives gi eater 
facilities foi collecting the levenue, without the danger of, m bad yeais 
like the past, piessing them too hard The assessment now prevailing, 
tested as it has been foi three yeais, is, I can confidently affirm, exceed- 
ly fan and evenly distubuted 

15 The gieat object, theiefoie, contemplated m the recourse to 
Khalsa management, viz a fan and even distubution of the burthen of 
taxation, has been obtained Out of 658 villages inhabited in Nimar, 520 
aie now undei Khalsa management , and every facility having been given 
to faimeis to cancel the unexpned penod of their leases, it is leasonable 
to conclude that where such pei mission has not been availed of, the bur- 
then does not press heavily on either faimeis or cultivators Weie it 
felt oppiessive by either they would soon make it known 

16 That the assessment then, as fai as any taxation can do, gives 
satisfaction, I can testify to, having for two yeais peisonally made the 
jummabundee of the Butish districts, and of Burwai, Dhurgaum and 
Seylanee, Attode, Moondee, and Poonassa (British Scmdiahpergunn&lis), 
and having reviewed it m Khundwah, Asseer, Peeplode and Bhamgurh, 
where it had been onginally made by the deputy collectoi, Mahomed- 
Lall Khan This last year it was veiy easy, there were but few complaints, 
and those proved mostly unfounded , but all made were on the spot im- 
mediately by myself inquired into The jummabundee was actually on 
the holdings, each man being lequired to pay the same as in the previous 
year, the beegahs and rates weie lefenedto only when the amount total 
was disputed 

17 The position of the eultivatois having thus been secuied, their 
complaints attended to, and, wheie just, satisfaction afforded, the field is 
clear for Government to mtioduce such system on its part as may be 
most consonant to its views and wishes, and at the same time not disagiee- 
able to the people It must be remembered that the inhabitants of Ni- 
mar are a simple and ignorant and theiefore suspicious race The coun- 
tiy having been for years ovenun both by plundeieis and by the armies 
of contending powers, had become in many parts quite desolate, in others 
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tending to and not far from that state The pi esent cultivators, thei efore, 
are many, or most of them, new comers , they have no local ties to bind 
them to the soil , but came on peace being lestored, to wheie a strong 
Government promised them safety, and where they obtained land on to- 
lerably fair terms , almost the only “ wutundars” were the patels, who, un- 
der all circumstances, clung to their villages , even if compelled to aban- 
don them, being ready on the first favorable opportunity to re-settle 
them 


18. It is obvious that much mutual confidence cannot exist in a so- 
ciety so constituted , m a countiy, wheie land, if not close at hand, is yet 
piocurable at so few miles distance, as to render it not a very aiduous 
undertaking for a dissatisfied man to leave his present location, and enter 
into moie favorable engagements elsewheie Should any location be so 
abandoned, it is no easy matter to fill up the place of the ernigiant 

19 Such, combined with poveity, were the causes that prevented the 
first arrangement desired by His Honor the Lieutenant Governor, and 
explained in Mr. Secretary Thornton’s letter No 2416, dated 8tli June 
1847, from being earned into effect The cultivators had not sufficient 
confidence, the one in the other, to become jointly and severally lespon- 
sible, even though thereby getting nd of neaily one-third of the bui then of 
taxation The mam objects, I conclude, contemplated by the proposed 
anangement were fixity and certainty of revenue, and reduction of the 
present establishment ; as well as the desire that the people should be 
as little as possible subject to the interference of Government officials. 
It would also have gone -far to relieve the Government ftom the necessi- 
ty of making advances (tuccavee) on many accounts , from being m fact 
the bankers of the poorei classes of cultivates , a necessity from which, 
under purely Khalsa management, I see not how Government can entire- 
ly free itself. 

20. But as this plan proved impracticable from the causes-mentioned 
above, the system of granting leases, of their holdings to individual cul- 
tivates on favorable terms, was by Mr 'Secretary Allen’s letter. No 5085, 
of 16th October last, directed to be entered on. It was hoped that, by 
the grant of a lease for a long period of years, with the addition where 
practicable, of a piece of waste ground, rent fiee, attachment to the jail 
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might be created, and the cultivator find it his interest to improve his 
land 

21 I accoidmgly commenced in Kusrawud, not perhaps the most fa- 
voiable locale, but being Bntish, I was desnous to first settle it, and 
other Bntish peiguunalis Moreovei it was close at hand In nearly 
all the villages of this peigunnah there is no waste land, and it having 
been always well inhabited, the cultivated aieais fully assessed , moieover 
from the proximity of many of the villages to the river Nerbudda, the 
constiuction of wells for lrngationis impossible. The people then when 
leases were proposed to them replied piomptly — “ Will you reduce our 
“ lent 2 * * * * * * 9 if not what have we to gain by leases , why should we hang an 
“ anchoi round oui necks 9 ” 

22 As for reducing the rent, that I did not consider myself autho- 
nzed to engage for The reduction would not have a whit relieved us 
of the necessity of making remissions m years of scarcity, as we are, at pre- 
sent, obliged to do The cultivatois are not enough men of substance 
to make one year pay foi the other, i. e . a good one for a bad one The 
remainder of their answei was, I conceive, dictated by a suspicious ap- 
pre hension that the leases were only a prelude to some further attack on 
then purses I do not by any means despan of introducing leases even 
m Kusrawud , elsewheieit will, I think, be easier. Every where the way 
has been paved by the last yeai’s jummabundee having been upon hold- 
ings , I only fear to do harm by hurrying It is to those pergunnahs, how- 
ever, where theie is much waste land that I conceive His Honor the 
Lieutenant Governor meant chiefly to allude, where attachment to the 
soil has to be cieated In the better peopled districts, of course, competi- 
tion supplies m a measure the place of attachment, and the cultivators are 
less prone to wander. 

2 1 But now comes the village lease question , where the cultivators 

or a majority of them, have accepted leases, and there is waste ground 

in the village from which the patel can raise a profit he will, m almost 

every case, eagerly take a lease, at the present amount which the village 

yields , indeed in some places even at an enhanced amount The reim- 

buiseraent for expenses of management, petty leases, &c &c was before 

10 per cent, on the gioss rental The patel now receives 5 per cent for 

pp 
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doing very much the same duty, except that as leaseholder he provided 
tuccavee, either giving it himself, 01 disbuising it fiom bankers on his 
security In case of his becoming again a leaseholdei, he would, I sup- 
pose, receive as before. 

24 Wheie again there is no waste land fiom whence the patel can 
derive a profit, he will even then in many cases take the lease, for the sake 
of the respectability it confers on him And a more powerful leason still, 
that at the expiry of the lease his propnetaiy right might be established, 
as stated with reference to the sunnuds giantedm Seylanee, Bhamgurh, 
Moondee, &c alluded to in paia. 11 of Mr Allen’s letter befoie advert- 
ed to 

25 It would, I fear, result in a loss to Government weie 25 or 30 
per cent , as laid down m Mi Thornton’s lettei above alluded to, alloived 
the village leaseholdei (patel) to make good yeais pay foi bad He would 
willingly accept the difference m good, but most unwillingly pay it m 
bad seasons, indeed I fear that it would be impossible to realize balances 
in bad years, with any regard to future airangements 

26 Such a settlement then as will put the levenue on a perfectly 
fixed tenure for a number of yeais, would not seem likely to be effected 
by the plans above mentioned And only a fixed levenue, n respective 
of remissions on account of bad seasons, would enable the large Govern- 
ment establishments to be reduced, inasmuch as the chief necessity for 
maintaining such large establishments is to afford help in detei mining 
the actual loss to each village in cases of failuie of the ciops These fail- 
ures are of not unfrequent occurrence , and it is only men of lespecta- 
bility, peifectly acquainted with the people, and the artifices brought into 
play on these occasions, who are fit to be entiusted with the necessary 
enquiries 

27 But if after the individual cultivators have been settled with 
leases of their several holdings, for a fixed term of yeais as befoie detail- 
ed, the village be farmed to the patel (when willing) and a banker or 
bunneea associated with him , or when the patel is unwilling, if the village 
be given to a lespectable banker, the reduction of 25 or 30 pel cent may 
I think be safely made, and the remainder be consideied as fixed levenue 
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As a class, patels aie too pool and impiovident for suclian anangement 
to be safely made with them alone, but associated with a banker, there 
would be no usk 

28 The patel’s “ malikana” might be included m the 25 or 30 per 
cent deduction allowed, he, as now, tendering service for it Thetucca- 
vee difficulty would be entnely got nd of The cultivator’s rights would 
be seemed, and in no dangei of infringement It maybe asked, how the 
question would be settled as to what remission the lessee should make 
to lus cultivators m bad years This difficulty I would meet by refus- 
ing to mteifeie between them, m which case I am confident that the 
lessee would come to some arrangement with his people, sooner than al- 
low them to deseit the villages which they infallibly would do, if press- 
ed too haid 

29 I must add that the people generally speaking do not relish the 
idea of any alteiation in the piesent mode of management They like 
the Khalsa system Under it more consideration is shewn to them, they 
communicate direct with the officers of Government instead of through 
a thud party, and have a claim, i e the poorei class, by fai the largest 
section, to be assisted by the Government with advances free of mteiest, 
a gieat chaim to a native, and indeed to any one 

30 If, however. His Honor the Lieutenant Governor should think 
that the delays and difficulties as mentioned above, that present them- 
selves m cairymg his wishes into effect arise fiom my mexpenence and 
want of knowledge of the subject, I would suggest, and in so doing, trust 
to be held guiltless of piesumption, that some one versed in the system be 
sent down heie, to try it m Kusiawud or Dhurgaum, or Khundwah, well 
cultivated and inhabited districts, and I pledge myself to afford eveiy 
assistance and aid m my power to effect what is desned 

31 We have during this past year seen the benefits afforded by 
tanks foi the fiist time fully The two previous seasons had been good 
ones as regard the fall of rain , water was plentiful m the jungles for 
the cattle, and the wells, generally speaking, retained water as long as 
was necessaiy for irrigation But after the scanty fall of last year 
happy were those whose village was situated near a tank The cattle of 

pp 2 
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12 villages used to come to Jeitwai. Lachora supplied Burreah with water, 
as well for human beings, as foi cattle, besides irrigating 164 beegahs. 
Dusbe was resorted to fiom Kanapoor and all the surrounding villages, 
even those tanks that soondned up were under ground extending their 
influence, keeping wells full, and so benefiting the countiy 

32 It will be observed that we have, this past year, lost as many 
cultivators as in the previous, but have not gained m the same propor- 
tion Had it been desirable I could have obtained at once 150 or 160 
men from the Zynabad and Edulabad peigunnahs (Scindhia’s),but I have 
exercised gieat caution in admitting new men, and giving them advances. 
Hence the small number that appeal m the leturn. 

33 In my last report I detailed fully the circumstances connected 
with the issuing sunnuds to the patels I feel deeply the consideration 
with which His Honor the Lieutenant Governor viewed this proceeding 
unwarianted, indeed forbidden as it was I explained as fully and openly, 
and before the same people in whose piesence the sunnuds had been 
given, the mistake committed and the instructions issued in conse- 
quence by the Lieutenant Governoi No misunderstanding took place nor 
any misapprehension. All felt conscious that to then own exeitions 
they must look foi future consideration to be shown their children, 
and all felt assured that to the deserving such consideration would be 
shown. 


34. I visited the Gond districts in Apul last, and found veiy satis- 
factory progiess made by the new settlers adverted to m my last leport 
(para 17) A veiy considerable difficulty in the way of presei vmg, over 
these wild people, that superintendence without which no improvement is 
to be looked foi is the unliealthmess of the climate The only karkoon 
I had conveisant with the Gond language, died last November. The 
Deputy Collector Mahomed Lall Khan, however, has been successful m 
inducing the parents of 4 boys, aged fiom 10 to 13, to peimit their 
children to be taken to Peeplode, for the purpose of being educated at 
the school, and rendered capable of keeping the village accounts Should 
the scheme answer it may be a means of doing furthei good , should it 
fail, no harm is done, but the attempt reflects the highest credit on the 
Deputy Collector. 
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35 The assessment on “ Moondee” lands adverted to m para 8 of 
Ml Allen’s letter No 5085, dated 15th October last, is fixed and perma- 
nent, and the holders pay whethei they cultivate or not It is for this 
reason that I lequested peimission to re-assess them, as the rate on many 
of them is now much m excess of that prevailing on adjoining lands 

In consequence of this high assessment some have

That His Honor the Lieutenant 
Governor will leceive the pioposition, favorably, is my earnest hope, no 
extia expense on account of the pergunnah Poonassa, newly taken under 
Khalsa management, is requisite, with exception of 5 Rs per mensem 
for stationery and oil 

38. I have expenenced much difficulty m attempting to get rid of 
the old and inefficient members of the police corps (foot), mfact that ob- 
ject has yet m a gieat measure to be attained Youi letter of 7th August 
last, dnected that the old men should be struck off, and in case of then 
having no sons oi other relations to serve m then room, that the newly 
enlisted should receive 4 Rs. pei mensem, the balance of 1 lupee being 
paid to the dischaiged, and on their death the 4 Rupees men should suc- 
ceed to the vacancies But to a man, old and lnfiim after 30 yeais’ ser- 
vice, 1 rupee a month is a very small pittance, and yet for less than 4 
Rs satisfactory service cannot be expected from any man I submitted 
to you m Apul last m the course of conversation, a planfoi forming the 

police corps into three companies aimed 
with fusils as per maigm , my plan embrac- 
ing the cieation of more commissioned 
and non-commissioned officers, the want 
of some supervision having long been felt 
The amount saved. Rupees 41 pei men- 
sem, I proposed requesting pei mission to 
apply in pensioning the old and worn-out 
men , some 20 m numbei But this last 
pait of my plan offered objections, though 
should it be deemed capable of being 
carried out with modifications, I would 
submit details m full. 

39. But few works have been executed during 1848-49 Lieutenant

40 Rupees 1,200 were sanctioned by your letter No 506, dated 16th 
April 1847, foi four mahalkuiries’ thannahs at Jawai, Rustompoor, 
Pundhana, and Mokulgaum m the British Scindiah peigunnah ofKhund- 
wah The amount sanctioned had been exceeded when I inspected them 
m November 1847, and I found it absolutely necessary, to secure their 
lasting for any length of time, to direct certain alterations and additions 
These were not finished at the time of closing accounts last year, though 
they moie propeily belong to it 

41 The Lachora tank and the wen expenses have been earned to 
account undei their several heads The amount sanctioned has not been 
exceeded, but the woiks are not completely finished, though I anticipate 
then being so within the maik But for the Dhuimsalas, andtheThan- 
nah expenses as given at length m the “ list * of works executed,” I have 
the honor to lequest that sanction may be obtained 

42 But the chief works, and towaids the completion of which every 
exertion is now being used, is the load ft om Indore to Boorhanpore, 
passing for a distance of 108 miles through Nimar The two most diffi- 
cult, i e the Simrole Ghaut and Asseer Pass, have been, the former near- 
ly, and the latter quite finished, though of course their annual mainten- 
ance m repaii will cost money The next most difficult part is between 
Deisgaum and Dhungaum 16 miles, at present under construction The 
importance of this line is great, leading as it does from Malwa to Khand- 
eish and Beiar , and I tiust that eventually it will become a road pass-

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able at all seasons for travelleis and meicliants The soil is favorable 
generally speaking , there not being, I think, above 25 or 30 miles of 
black soil altogether, chiefly m the Khundvvah pergunnah Morum is 
also near and good. It is a line much frequented, more so now than 
formerly, the bounty of Government has provided seiais m our districts, 
and H. H Holkar has followed the good example, and done his part,

Secretary to Government North Western Provinces, permission was ac- 
corded foi assistance towaids building leading looms foi the native li- 
braries in Nimar, and books were also promised I have the pleasure of 
informing you that m Burwai and Buhadoorpoie (British Scmdiah,) the 
people have subscribed respectively Rupees 60 and 150, and neat read- 
ing rooms have been erected at a cost as pei mai- 

Bah&To'orpore, 282 12 a £ m * Fo1 the amount in excess of that subscribed, 
I have the honor to lequest sanction These native 
libraries area source of much piomise, and evince an appreciation on the 
part of the people of the means of education afforded them. The schools 
are tolerably, indeed very well attended, eonsidenng the population, the 
average attendance being 591 boys. Money towaids building reading 
rooms has been subscubed m several other places. 

44 I beg to bung prominently to notice the gratifying fact that 
in the past, as in the previous year, no human lives have been lost by 
tigers Thus for two years has Nimar escaped this scouige In 1846-47 
seven lives weie lost, and this was about the average of pievious years. 
Forty-thiee tigers have been killed m 1848-49, at a cost to Government of 
Rs 1,116 only. In July last the reward was reduced to Rupees 25 m 
Holkafs distucts, but I have gi eat hopes that the durbar may be induced

46 Lieutenant Keatmge is making such piogiess with the map of 
Nimar as his limited establishment will peimit, though such an under- 
taking of couise will take long to finish He is now, dining Mr Conlan’s 
absence, in chaige of the jail, the tieasury I have taken myself I am 
happy to be able to conclude by adding that the piesent season has com- 
menced most favorably, about 15 inches having fallen to the piesent date, 
the tank and wens liave all stood the sudden and heavy fall excellently, 
and are alieady tolerably full, eveiy thing in short pi onuses well I trust 
next year to show a better balance sheet than this, in which there have 
been several items, which may be fanly classed as “ extra,” such as Rs 
3,000 for prison workshops, the same for the Edulabad and Bodur 
bungalows, and 600 rupees for boats at Bhamgurh and Moondee, besides 
large airears of land levenue

7 The reduction of the assessment on the Moondee lands m Khund- 
wah and Asseer, wlierevei it is excessive, is sanctioned 

8 The revision of the police Nujeeb establishment, as proposed in 
para 38 of Lieutenant Evans’ repoit, is sanctioned , but the saving which 
results cannot be given in pensions to the discharged men, as this is 
opposed to existing lules The remodelled force must not be armed m 
any new way, which will involve additional expense on account of arms 
or accoutrements 

9 The arrangement (para. 36) for uniting pergunnah Kanapoor and 
Burreah is judicious The saving of one person on a salary of 28 Rupees 
per mensem which results hence, as well as that of 30 Rupees arising 
from the reduction of the mahalkurry of Sewul m Asseer, making m 
all Rs 696 per annum, should be shown as reduction of establishments 

10 The establishment of a dispensary at Khundwah has been sanc- 
tioned by the orders of the 22d ultimo 

11 The Lieutenant Governor is glad to find that attention continues 
to be directed to the construction of works of irrigation and of roads 
It is in seasons of difficulty, such as that which has lately passed, that 
the value of these works is most felt. The circumstances stated m para. 
31 of Lieutenant Evans’ report, regarding the benefit derived from the 
tanks at Jeitwai, Lachora and Duslee, are very gratifying The supply 
of water for both men and cattle conduces essentially to the good of the

14 The leview of the year’s admimstiation is, highly creditable to 
Lieutenant Evans’ caie, diligence and devotion to his public duties 
Nothing howevei which is stated at all induces the Lieutenant Governor 
to altei lus sentiments as to the objectionable nature of the system pur- 
sued It may answer, as a temporary expedient, amongst a poor people 
m a wild pait of the countiy, butfoi permanent adoption it is beset with 
many impel fections The soonei it can be laid aside, the more likely is 
the country to become prospeious 

15 The object of the system of levenue admimstiation should be, 
not to levy fiom the actual cultivatois the maximum, which the soil can 
produce m anyyeai, without mtienching on the fan wages of the laboier, 
but to give landed propeity a high value, to piomote the investment of 
capital m land, and to encouiage agricultuial industry by affording it 
an immediate and evident lewaid. 

16 This would be politic under any circumstances In a highly 
cultivated and fully peopled country, it would be desnable so to fix the 
assessment, and to regulate the teims on which the land is held, as to 
bring about this lesult, even at some immediate sacrifice of the state 
income But m a thinly peopled and ill cultivated distnct like Nimar, 
the advantage is immediate and palpable More land is brought into 
cultivation, the population lapidly increases, and the foundation is quick- 
ly laid for a rapid increase of the wealth of the people and consequently 
of the income of the state

17 Lieutenant Evans seems to be so much engrossed with the 
grateful result of his own labois amongst the people, that he overlooks 
the fai lnghei object, which he should place before himself he should 
seek, by the mtioduction of impioved pimciples of action, to make the 
people in some measuie independent of the peculiar character of the 
supei intending officer He should aim to make them prosperous, not 
because of the beaiing of his individual exertions upon the agricultural 
opeiations of the year undei review, but because the measures he in- 
troduces, and the position in which he places the people is one calcula- 
ted undei all ordinal y circumstances to draw forth their exertions to the 
utmost, to bear hard upon the idle and improvident, and to stimulate 
the industiious and enterprising 


18 Lieutenant Evans remaiks m paias 22 and 25, legardmg the 
impossibility of realising the revenue with punctuality m unfavorable 
seasons, and in paia 26 on the fallacy of expecting any l eduction of the 
Government establishments on the discontinuance of the Khalsah system, 
are mere assertions, which show how much he has prejudged the ques- 
tion in his own mind Facts do not bear out his supposition The sea- 
son was consideiably below the average m the old settled districts of the 
North Western Piovinces as well as m Nimar In the latter district 
under the Khalsah system, when the Government makes disbursements 
for works of irrigation, advances capital largely to the cultivators, and 
has the services of a most active and intelligent officer with a strong 
establishment, theie is yet an irrecoverable balance of about 10 pei cent 

on the total demand In the former case with 
no dnect assistance from the Government to the 
people, with no picked agency, and with but very 
little minute interference with the agncultuial concerns of the people, 
the demand of Government is realized with surprising punctual- 
ity, the irrecoverable balance being scarcely 1 per cent on the actual 
demand

19. It is tiue that it may be long before the district of Nimar is as 
rich and prosperous as the Doab , but Nimai was once wealthy and high- 
ly cultivated, and the state of the Doab was not always as flourishing 
as it now is Theie is no apparent leason, why the employment of ju- 
dicious measures may not raise the rich lands bordering on the Nerbudda 
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to the same state of fertility and productiveness as that which now cha- 
racterizes those on the banks of the Ganges and Jumna 


20. An idea seems to have been entertained (paia 21) of abandon- 
ing the Khalsah and introducing the proposed system m Kusrawud , 
but the attempt -was discontinued, because the people did not at once 
understand the change, and because a loss of revenue was apprehended 

The Khalsah system was maintained and the Govern- 
ment is called upon to sanction the remission as irre- 
coverable of 19 per cent of the demand

21 If it be coirect, as appeals to be implied, that Kusrawud is so fully 
cultivated that no piobable impiovement of cultivation will add to the 
maximum demand now fixed, then certainly that maximum will not be rea- 
lized under any system , and it is far better that the i eduction be made m 
the foim ofa moie moderate demand for a term of years, than in occasional 
large remissions, m years of less than aveiage productiveness If, how- 
evei, it be granted that the 1 eduction of demand necessarily resulting 
from the change of system weie to lessen the average receipts of the 
Government foi a long term of years, from this particulai pergunnah, 
the benefit might be gieat m the increased wealth of the people, and in 
the more rapid improvement of the othei less cultivated pergunnahs ft om 
the example of modeiation thus held out to them. The objection raised 
by the people only shows that they are ignorant, and that sufficient effort 
was not made to explain the subject to them 

22. In paia 27 the selection of the peison with whom the engage- 
ment is to be made, is tieated entirely as one of expediency and not of 
right or superior claim If the patels are now a poor and impiovident 
class, it may be expected they will, under a more hopeful state of things, 
grow richer and more thnfty, but the idea can never be countenanced of 
obviating the present defect, by the authoritative association with them 
of bankers 


23 It has already been remarked in para. 2 that the chief item of 
increase m the demand for the year under review, had 
.9 27, 412 k een ln the Sewai jummah In the fully assessed per- 

gunnah of Kusrawud the increase under this head had 
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been from 3,438 to 4,138 It it not easy to understand from the headings, 
what is the nature of the several items, that make up the total Many 
of them appear to be veiy petty and fluctuating in then amount. They 
are therefore apt to be the cause of much vexation to the people, and 
extortion on the part of the officials An essential feature of an impro- 
ved system would be to consolidate the Mai and Sewai, and leave to 
the people the petty profits they might make from their mangoe and 
mhowah trees or their custard apples 

24 In para 30 Lieutenant Evans suggests that “ if any change of 
system” is to be effected, some one versed in what “ is proposed be sent 
down to try it” The desired change is no mtncate measure, which can 
be effected by certain rules, and where the course followed in one part 
of the countiy can be necessarily adapted m another The change is a 
simple one , perfectly within the comprehension of an officer of Lieu- 
tenant Evans’ attainments If ever successfully made, it must be by the 
influence and arguments of the officer m charge of the district, and by his 
judiciously availing himself of the opportunities presented to him No 
subordinate could effect it contrary to the opinion or expectation of his 
superior, and it is not supposed that Lieutenant Evans desires by this 
expiession to divest himself of the charge of a district, in the manage- 
ment of which he evidently feels a just pride and pleasure 

25 The observations m para 22 of the repoit afford better promise 
“ He does not by any means despair of introducing leases, and only fears 
to do harm by hurrying ” This is wiser and more hopeful language 
No undue hurry should on any account be shown Full authority is given 
so to adjust the demand, even at some immediate loss, as to suit the ex- 
pected change of circumstances Alarm must not be felt if some of the 
first efforts are unsuccessful The change, however beneficial it may 
ultimately prove, cannot be effected but gradually, and judiciously , nor 
can it be effected at all against the ignorance on the part of the people, 
and self interest on the part of the subordinate officials , which it is likely 
to meet with, unless the officer in charge of the district bring a willing 
and determined spirit to the execution of the duty 

26 I am desned to obseive that no information is possessed regard- 
ing the size of the beegah m Nimar It is requested that this may be 
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stated m the next report, and that m the column (the last m paragraph 
12) showing the total jummabundee of the cunent yeai, the cultivated 
area may he given in English acies as well as in the local beegah

tncts, one only was peculiar, owing to the acknowledged existence of the 
dispute for yeais befoie oui coming into Nimai The punciple for the 
settlement of this has liowevei been ananged between myself and the 
Durbai on the basis of possession, and the statu quo m 1818 I do not 
expect that furthei discussion will be raised by the local officei 

7. His Honor’s mstiuctions are required on the point raised m para-

10 A very neat specimen of a village map is annexed, which is very 
creditable to Lieutenant Keatinge in chaige of the survey My views 
coincide with Lieutenant Evans, that all village maps should be so con- 
structed that, on being united, the whole should form a coirect pei gun- 
nali map 

11 Where tracts of jungle oi hill mteivene between villages not 
belonging to eithei, if only one point be fixed, the extent of land so 
cncumstanced, should any be found, can at once be determined I hope 
the Lieutenant Governor will allow Lieutenant Keatinge’s working 
establishment in the field to be stiengthened as may become necessary, 
if suitable and qualified persons can be piocured 

12 On a point noticed m para 15, Lieutenant Evans awaits His 
Honor’s instruction I do not think the stipulation can be yielded, and 
question whether the applicants will pi ess it if they aie informed that 
the disposal of land so left lapses to the paity undei agreement, or to 
the general community under their own arrangements 

13 I see no objection to the adoption of any one of the thi ee modes of 
settlement according to the wishes of each village community, an uniform 
mode thioughout a pergunnah, however desirable, cannot be imperative 

14 It is a gratifying fact to find deseited villages resettled , and 
the repoit made on this head is most encouraging A mam object is to 
encourage and extend by all pioper means the cultivated area 

15. With this view I detached a party fiom the Malwa Bheel corps 
to Poonassa, so as to foim a small post in this tract of country a party

16 The success in this instance is so encouraging, that I am pie- 
pared to lenew the experiment A healthy site, with good water, is 
however indispensably necessaiy in these wild tracts, where fevers of a 
most prostrating type pievail protection at night and good food aie the 
chief causes of healthiness of the detachment and of pnsoneis. 

17 His Honor will obseive gieat attention has been paid, and is 
constantly devoted, to the opening out of loads and facilitating the means 
of intei communication From such measuies the most beneficial lesults 
may safely be anticipated These loads aie all auxilianes, and should some 
day a main line of rail-road cioss the valley of Nimai, an outlet foi its 
produce will be obtained, and its piospenty matenally advanced. 

18 Lieutenant Evans in paia 27, notices that the dates on which the 
four levenue instalments fall due, aie eailier than the period at which the 
cultivator can realise the pioduce of Ins laboi in the market, and suggests 
therefore that they be hereafter, 15th December, 1st Februaiy, 15th 
Mai ch, and 15tli May An objection to the last date especially is, that 
its income will not appeal m the year’s accounts made up to 30th Apul 

19. The several items of Sewai jumma aie noticed m para 36. It 
remains foi the Lieutenant Goveinoi to direct the remission of any that 
may appeal obnoxious The income from mangoe and mowa tiees, not 
private propeity, was Rs 909-9-3 last yeai , custaid apple tiees, 18-6-6 
These at settlement may go to the paities engaging Phallege, the lent fiom 
melon lands in beds of nveis, varies , it was 125-5 , this is so fluctuating 
that it might be left to those who engage Taikusliee, the duty on the 
gold wn e monopoly in Asseer, amounted to Rs 372 This might be given 
up. B&t Chuppa, the fee on registering and stamping weights in Asseer, 
was only Rs 5-3, this may be lelmquished. The Chittiawun may be 
converted into a toll , it yielded Rs 1,560 

20 The state of the fiontiei on the Taptee is adverted to m para. 
37, and has formed the subject of reference to, and conespondence with 
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the Resident at Hydrabad and the Agent Gov ernor General for Scin- 
dia’s affans I am in hopes some efficient measuie of frontier police will 
be oiganized 

21. I need not bung to the notice of His Honor the zeal and ability 
which Lieutenant Evans devotes to the duties mtiustedto him. It is for- 
tunate that we have an officer who is so thoioughly acquainted with the 
people, then habits, and the country generally , and one who so fearlessly, 
as legards Ins health, visits all parts of his chaige In this latter lespect 
I have been compelled to urge greater caution, for I regret to say. Lieu- 
tenant Evans is, and has been suffering more or less from the effects of 
fever contracted m the performance of his duty to the State

7 Bahadurpooi Tuppa of the Asseer peigunnah is that between 
the Satlipooia hills and the Taptee, andm it is situated the city of Booi- 
hanpoor There is always a balance lemaming due in this Tuppa (vide 
margin) and the assessment is heavy, langmg as high as 
2, and 2^ Rs pei beegah on unmigated land The 
reason of the land being able to bear this high assess- 
ment is, its proximity to the city of Boorhanpoor, which 
affords leady maiket foi produce of all kinds But several villages are 
far too highly taxed, and a revision of the rates would seem to be abso- 
lutely necessary The cultivators are bad, genei ally speaking, fonder of 
living fiom hand to mouth, by cutting wood and grass, and letting out 
their bullocks and caits for hire, than of steady cultivation.

British Scmdiah districts 85 villages have been lesettled since the close of 
1844-45 , not a mpee of Tuccavee has been lost, and the only parties 
legarding whose ultimate repayment of the advances made I have the 
least doubt, aie the Gonds of the Peeplode pergunnah , even of them I 
have but little appiehension

This statement has been omitted, its details not being regarded as necessary for this publication 
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No 303 of 22nd Novembei last, the Kusiawud pergunnah was made 
ovei to Mr Conlan for lesettlement on the plan laid down by his Honor 
the Lieutenant Governor The fhst thing to be done was to accurately 
define all boundanes, a task of some difficulty as there were disputes 
to be settled, some of them of many years standing, (20, 25 and 30 yeais) 
between our villages and those of Holkai and Dhai Five of these have 
been settled by Mr Conlan, and are finally disposed of, and but one re- 
mains, which, however, is one with three divisions, and likely to give con- 
siderable trouble befoie it is settled The land is all m course of

10. Mi Conlan wishes to know (vide para 12 of Ins lettei) whether 
m the event of the tlnee modes of settlement laid done by his Honor the 
Lieutenant Goveinoi, viz the Assameewai (with leases), the Mouzawara 
tenuie by a community, and the Mouzawara by an individual piopnetor, 
failing, tin ough the Joonaidars refusing to entei into engagements, he is 
at libeity to accept the tendei of a faimei, oi is the village so refusing to 
be still held undei Khalsa management It is unlikely that the first, “the 
Assameewai with leases,” will be refused, involving as it does a reduction 
of rents With leference to it my feais have not been foi the cultiva- 
tois butfoi the Government.

Kanapooi, done by Lieutenant Keatmge The village boundaries, i e 
boundaries of village lands, aie done by compass and chain, and the m- 
terioi of cultivated areas Would be filled up by the Putwarees It would 
be unnecessaiy to coloi it I presume These village maps joined will 
make a peigunnah map on a large scale* and immediately aftei the 
teimmation of the monsoon Lieutenant Keatirige will commence the 
Kusrawud pergunnali, should the specimen now forwarded be appioved 
of The villages in Kusiawud lie close together, and aflfoid gieat facili- 
ties foi such opeiations This work will, of couise, mterfeie with the 
piogiess of the maps of Nimar, as it would be impossible for the two 
woiks to go on togethei foi want of hands. 

14 With refeience to the above Lieut Keatinge is at issue with 
me He does not considei that these village boundaiy maps aie paiticu- 
laily wished foi by Government, and thinks his establishment insufficient 
foi such a duty The latter pait of his aigument, I aril disposed to concur m 
to a ceitain extent, but the settlement would not be as complete without 
the maps as is to be desned, and of couise m estimating the amount of 
work done, the stiength of establishment is always taken into considera- 
tion Whilst employed on this.

This last -stipulation I objected to, as it was the object of the Govern- 
ment m granting village leases to substitute certainty foi uncertainty, to 
make ovei the village to the cultivatois “m toto the remission of so laige 
a poition as 25 per cent being intended to allow foi all contingencies, 
deaths, deseitions, bad seasons, &c But on this point they weie for the 
time immovable, and I await mstiuctions befoie giving them a definite 
answer, 01 arguing the point fuLtkei with them. 

16 Some 7 or 8 villages m the Kanapooi and Buneah pergun- 
nalis aie ready to accede to the same anangement as that pioposed by 
Kheiee, but its mtioduction m the remaindei does not at piesent seem 
likely Would theie be any objection to theie being in the same distucts 
two oi moie modes of settlement 9 I mean fiefening to Mr Thornton’s 
lettei. No 2416 of 18th June 1847, paia 25,) that should some villages 
be willing to accept the second whilst otheis agiee to the fiist mode, 
would a compliance with their wishes be considered unadvisable 9 

17 As soon as Kusrawud is finished, Kanapoor and Buireah will be 
commenced upon, and one, if not both I hope will be completed this sea- 
son For the lecently settled villages the leases gi anted m the thinly 
peopled pergunnahs of Bhamgurh, Seylanee, Moondee, Peeplode, &c by 
Captain French, aud approved of by His Honoi the Lieutenant Governor 
(paia 6 of letter from Secretaiy to Govt N W P. No 4010, dated 14th 
October 1847,) would be most suitable, inasmuch as they are as yet scaice- 
lyieadyfoi any anangement involving self dependence Theie is veiy 
much waste land also m them, and to get this taken up, and brought 
under cultivation, the exertions of the Government ojSiceis aie lequi- 
site. 


18. The slight deciease m the Burreah pergunnah (Rs. 148-8-6) 
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has been caused by land submeiged m the Jeithwaie tank This will

19 In all the otliei peigunnahs, except Peeplode which is station- 
ary, theie is an increase more or less 

20 The Poonassa pergunnah is the most easteily of Nimai, and is 
boideied by the Hoshungabad district, and the Nurbudda It was for- 
meily a very rich pergunnah, producing (according to tradition, as all 
recoids have been lost) some 60 or 70,000 Rs pei annum, and this ac- 
count I can easily credit after seeing the numbei of wells about every 
village which evidence the extent to which the formei inhabitants had 
earned rubbee cultivation, the most piofitable and farthest advanced 
stage of agncultuie For the last 30 years, howevei, it has remained 
almost entnely desolate, some few villages only having been occupied 
by Bheelalas, Blieels, Koorkoos and other wandering and unsettled races 

21 With the measures adopted to lesettle the pergunnahs you are 
well acquainted, and it is needless for me to recapitulate them at length, 
although a short resume of them may be desn able Firstly, it has not 
been by any means a part of my scheme to bring cultivators away fiom 
settled into desolate and foiest districts, to which they were unaccus- 
tomed, and with the peculiar kind of labor required m which, they weie 
likely soon to be disgusted It has lathei been my aim to make some- 
thing out of the Kooikoos and Bheelalas, encoui aging them to better 
and more extended cultivation, to clear out wells, and build better habita- 
tions than they at piesent occupy 

22 To cultivatois deserting then fields and seeking more favoiable 
terms in P oonassa, of course no encouragement has been offered, such

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a proceeding would be entirely opposed to good policy But some few 
have come from Holkai’s temtoiy, and I have settled them m the hopes 
of their seating the example , acting m fact as instructors to these wild 
laces, whose geneial style of agucultuie consists in simply sciatching up 
the ground, with a rude plough, often indeed only with a hanow, and 
casting m the seed for ram crops , of manuie, irrigation, lotation of ciops,

23 Several wells have been cleared out foi which you have sanc- 
tioned advances several Patels (Bheelalas) have taken advances for caits 
and tiled houses, and 114 new ploughs have been set going in the pei- 
gunnah As a tempoiary measuie 1 have, rvith youi sanc- 
49 without advances tion, left the Senslitadar of my office at Poonassa to cany 
on what has been commenced He is a veiy active, eneige- 
tic man, well accustomed to Bheels and othei jungle tubes, having been 
employed long in the Ahmednuggui and Kunliui Bheel agencies, and 
was most anxious to take the woik m hand as his “ locum tenens” 1 have 
taken the Seylanee Komasdar, and the management of the new distnct 
is thus piovided foi without any mcieased establishment being lendei- 
ed nqcessaiy By the aid of the pnsoneis (theie aie now 35 at Poonassa) 
the jungle has been cleaied paitially about the town, and the load ren- 
dered passable, and less dangerous from wild animals. The men of the 
detachment oi the Malwa Bheel, corps too, mixing with the inhabitants, 
give them confidence, and indeed assist matenally by then expendituie 

24. Although a dense jungle it is not unhealthy, this is attnbuted 
much to, the soil and water being so impregnated with iron, whethei this 
he, the case oi not, ceitam it is that last year the sickness was not moie 
than, scaicely as pinch indeed as, m other more open and populous dis- 
tricts The Bheel coips and prisoners escaped entuely, the foimei as 
natives of the jungles, and the latter I suppose fiom having plenty of 
employment, as, those engaged m sedentary occupations aie always most 
liable to fevei , What illness theie was came on m December and was 
attributed! to the extreme qold §o unusual in Nnnar 

25 Much good may be anticipated from the road, the commence- 
ment of which you have' sanctioned, the expenses being borne propor- 
tionably by Holkar and Scmdrah. Fiom Indoie to Huidah, &c is a line 
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of load much tiaveised, but one which at present offers singularly few 
facilities Veiy much giam, wheat, gram and rice, is bi ought up to Indoie, 
and yet m the whole range of ghats eastward of Smnole, extending to a 
distance of some 80 miles, theie is only one pass practicable foi carts 
(laden), and that not a very good one, the Dhuntalow ghat The bullock 
tracks aie numeious but bad, water is scaice, the jungle thick , and not 
a hut to be seen foi moie than 20 miles fiom the foot of the Peeiawee 
ghat, and then only a few Koorkoos The fiist village deserving the 
name, is at the Khaiee uvei, 34 miles 

26 The load pioposed via the Peepuldah ghat will save 10 miles 
distance, will lead thiough a better countiy, and offers gieater facilities 
for being lendeied passable The Peepuldah ghat is easy, fiom thence 
Katkoot (Holkar’s) is jungle, butatiavelled road Katkoot is inhabited, 
and has bunneahs’ shops Thence Buckutguih on the Neibudda inha- 
bited by Bheels, a good ghat Here one of the chiefs of the Seylanee 
Buckutguih family m oui seivice will reside From thence ciossmg the 
Neibudda to Poonassa, all thiee easy stages , and watei is plentiful, vil- 
lages will be met at not less than 3 coss The jungle is being cut along 
the line, and I shall shortly examine the Peepuldah ghat, and make an 
estimate as you desire of the piobable expense of rendering it easily 
passable foi laden caits From Poonassa onwaids to Huidah is already 
a passable cart road, lequnmg but little beyond cutting the jungle, and 
sloping the approaches to nullahs The chief expenses will be — First, 
the Peepuldah ghat, Second, the ciossing of the Kumnai uver, Thud, 
the ascent and descent of the Neibudda banks After more carefully 
examining the ghat I shall bepiepaied to estimate the piobable expense 
of the whole Doing the work gradually I do not anticipate that the 
cost will be very laige 

27 By the airangement at present m foice, the revenue is paid by 
four instalments oi kists commencing with the month of November 
The first is therefore paid before the 25th Novembei, to enable it to 
appear in the accounts for that month To enable him to pay at this 
early date the cultivatoi must either bonow on security of his standing 
crop, oi sell the expected produce at a late which depends on the amount 
of lain that has fallen, the appeaiance of the ciops, &c and othei con- 
tingencies It is impossible that he can pay his lent fiom the cuirent 
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year’s produce, inasmuch as it has not as yet come to hand Weie the 
period foi the hist instalment defened for one month, the cultivatoi would 
be able to pay from his receipts instead of being dependant on bankeis.

ening it, and causewaying (with laige stones and kunkui) shallow but 
muddy nullahs Bridges may come in time. The bad hilly pait between 
Dhungaum and Deisgaum, 16 miles, has beenundei repair since 1st June 
1849 For six miles the old line was kept, but for the remamdei, passing 
all tlnough jungle, a new line was taken by Lieut Keatinge to avoid a 
liver which had to be ciossed seven times , this has saved neaily one mile 
and passes over a better countiy To this Holkai and Scindiah have con- 
tubuted The Asseer load and pass have been kept m lepan from the 
tolls, which however do no moie than just covei the expenses. 

35 This load is daily more and more travelled, both on account of 
its freedom from duties and from there being less jungle to pass thiougb 
Many Euiopean tiavelleis fiom the uppei piovmces also take this loute, 
and via Adjunta and Auiungabad towaids Bombay I hope it may even- 
tually be a good kunkured road from Simrole or Indore to Boorhanpoor 
The survey of it mentioned m my report of last year as about to be under- 
taken, has been commenced by Lieutenant Keatinge 

36. In para 23 of Mi Thornton’s letter the natui e of the items mak- 
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mg up the Sewaie jumma is adverted to I had the honor in lettei No 121, 
of 10th Novembei last in the Account Depaitment, to offer an explana- 
tion legal ding them, and perhaps it might not he out of place to recapi- 
tulate it here m pait at least Kullalee and opium explain themselves as 
do “ fines” and “ Gyallee” or unclaimed property “ Mangoe and Mhowa 
trees” are those foi the mostpait situated not in fields, but in the jungle 
and about villages , not private property. The same lemaik applies to 
“ custaid apples”, the rule latd down legardmg these will be attended to m 
carrying out the new airangements,“ Phallege” is rent of melon beds in 
livers, and is not included in the jummabundee because it varies eveiy 
yeai “ Peshkushee,” “Tanka ’’and “Sebundy Khuich” aie fixed chaiges 
payable by zemindars and jaghndais The amount for which the mo- 
nopoly of manufactuiing gold wire is formed in Peigunnah Asseer only. 
“ Bat-Chuppaie ” is the fee levied on stamping bunneeas’ weights, in 
pergunnali Asseer only “ Huck Gumbheei lao Kanoongo” is a poition 
of the zemmdaiy shaie of this family, which was resumed by the na- 
tive Government befoie the country came into oui hands. The -whole 
shaie is deducted from the revenue, and this portion of it reel edited to 
Government “ Chittawun” is what its name imports, a fee on leceiving 
the “ chit” oi pass, aftei paying the transit dues These dues have 
been abolished, but the fee lemained It is levied only m Butish Scmdiah’s 
distucts and the Butish villages of Asseei Being a fixed fee of an anna 
on each cart,and|oi af anna on each bullock (loaded,) it is not liable to be 
perveited, and when the road has been made, and a toll is legally leviable 
foi keeping it in repair, the chittawun can be easily conveited into a toll 
for that puipose. Indeed such might be done now to furnish funds to 
make the load, the 1 pei cent fund not going veiy far 

37 The unsettled state of that poition of the Nizam’s territoiy, 
which is divided from Nimai by the liver Tapty, has been productive 
of no little mjuiy to oui people Theie had not been a dacoity m Nimar 
since Septembei 1845 when one took place m the Peeplode Pergunnali 
committed by the Khandeisk Blieels of the Sathpooras, 23 of whom 
were appieliended and convicted; but m Januaiy last (29th,) the house of a 
wealthy Patel of the Peeplode Peigunnah (Poonjraj, Patel of Kalpat,) 
was attacked by a laige body ofdacoits andplundeied ofpropeity, leady 
money and bullion to the estimated amount of 14,000 Rs On the 16th 
March also another dacoity took place at Paiaitee, also ill the Peeplode 
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Peigunnah, m wlncli Rs 374 woith was carried off Both of these were 
by laige bodies of men, armed, some with matchlocks 

38 Regaiding the fiist, the names of 5 of the leputed leaders have 
been made known to me, tmly oi falsely cannot be known, as they have 
not been seized A paity fiom the Thuggee and Dacoity office have 
been sent aftei them by you, but they weie repoited to be in gieat 
strength, so much so that the Amil of Akot (Beiai) had stiengthened 
himself with a paity of 50 Aiabs , these same dacoits having perpetrated 
an extensive dacoity to the amount of a lack of Rs at Harunj in Beiar 
The second I repoited fully legardmg, m lettei No 103 of 2d April last. 
The police Kaikoon and Ins two peeadahs showed considerable courage 
in taking up and canying on the tiail, and shewing fight when they came 
up with the lobbeis aftei 16 miles tracking Some small aiticles (brass 
pots) they recoveied, and the tiaces weie caiued on into Scmdiah’s Zyna- 
bad pergunnahs acioss the Taptee The Zynabad people earned them 
on to the Jeithghur hills on the boideis of Berai,fiom whence no doubt 
the band had come Accoiding to the custom of the countiy, Scmdiah’s 
people are lesponsible, having failed to make ovei the tiack oi appie- 
hend the lobbeis 

39 I am exceedingly anxious to tiace out and appiehend these 
dacoits, as, if in these two cases they succeed in escaping detection, it may, 
I fear, lead to a lepetition, and the facilities aie veiy gieat foi such opei- 
ations Pursuit, aftei they have ciossed the Taptee, is vain The late 
distuibances atMulkapooi (Nizam) between Hindoos and Mussulmans, 
have thrown a number of idle and needy men on then own resouices, 
some of whom are lepoited to have been engaged m the fiist dacoity 
above alluded to 

40 Lieutenant Keatmge’s map of Nimai now comprises all om dis- 
tncts except the eastern jungle pergunnahs, i e except Poonassa, Moon- 
dee, Peeplode, Bhamguih and part of Asseer (vide his letter para 5,) but 
veiy much yet lemains to be done , and the piogress duung the ensuing 
season will, necessanly, be slow, if not entnely stopped, if the establish- 
ment is to be employed m the constiuetion of the village maps alluded 
to m paras. 13, 14 and 15

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41 In conclusion I tiust that both yourself and His Honoi the 
Lieutenant Goveinoi will give me cieditfor being an\ious to do my best 
to introduce the levenue system desired, with as little delay as possible 
Some difficulty and delay tlieie naturally will be, but of course it is mse- 
paiable from the introduction of anything entnely novel

I have the honor to acknowledge the leceipt of youi lettei No. 
155 of the 21st instant, calling for a succinct account of my progiess m 
introducing the system (of revised settlement) desned by the Ilon’ble the 
Lieutenant Goveinoi N W P , into peigunnah Kusiawud, and beg to 
state as follows 

2 On my return from leave of absence on the 30th Novembei last, 
I was honoi ed by leceipt of youi letter No 302 of 22d idem, and m 
compliance with the 3d paia theie of, received tempoiaiy cliaige of per- 
gunnah Kusiawud, foi the purpose of mtioducmg the settlement above 
referred to, &c To enable me to make a commencement I requested, m 
my lettei No 130 of the 3d Decembei 1849, to youi addiess, to be fur- 
nished with all the Government conespondence beanng thereon, which 
I subsequently received 
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3 On the 29th December 1849 I addressed a letter to Lieutenant 
Keatmge, Assistant Supenntendent m Nimar, who had hitheito been m 
chaige of the peigunnah, to furnish me with a list of the villages, then 
admeasuiement (sepaiately m statute acres, or beegalis) — migated, un- 
migated, cultivated and uncultivated, culturable and unculturable soil 
and any other information, he might have m his possession, so as to 
obtain sufficient data, to enable me to form the basis of a settlement 

4 Lieutenant Keatmge, in his leply of the 3d January 1850, having 
stated that the survey he had been making of Nimar was “ meiely with 
a view to deteimme the lelative position of the villages and natural fea- 
tuies of the countiy,” it lemamed for me to make a Khusreh survey for 
l evenue purposes, about which I demi-officially wrote to you 

5 Meanwhile I proceeded into the distuct with a view of making 
the Tehseel establishment, and cultivating community, acquainted with 
the wishes of the Hon’ble the Lieutenant Governor, N W P , as set foith 
in Mr Secretary Thornton’s lettei No 2416, of the 8th June 1847, and 
of explaining to the foimei the several appendices attached to “ Instruc- 
tions of Settlement Officeis,” moie especially Nos 2, 3, 4 and 5, which it 
was absolutely necessary should be accuiately complied befoie a settle- 
ment could be commenced 

6 Having to the best of my ability also pioperly explained the above 
to a suiveyoi who was founerly m the Deccan revenue survey, you weie 
pleased to obtain sanction fiom the Resident of Indore, and set him to 
woik from the 1st Febiuaiy 1850, fiom which penod the suivey of the 
peigunnah has been unmteiiuptedly going on the surveyoi referung to 
me whenever any difficulty occuis, and I, to the best of my judgment, 
dnectmg him how to proceed 

7 On the 15th Febiuaiy I leceived from you the papers of a boun- 
daiy dispute between the village of Mirzapooi, pergunnah Kusiawud, 
and one of Holkar’s villages named Kusiawud, with dnections to adjust 
the same , and finding on enquiry that besides this, there were seveial 
other boundaiy disputes in existence in this pergunnah, I applied to you 
to make over to me all the papeis and documents connected theiewith 
in view to their being settled pnor to the villages being measured 

tt 2 
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8. Being made awaie m tlie month of Maich of the numbei of dis- 
putes existing m Kusrawud, I pioceeded to the seveial boundaries., and 
by the end of Apnl, held proceedings m eight cases, fix e of ivhich were 
aftei some pei suasion amicably adjusted by the paities themselves, and 
tlnee I decided on ments, iu conformity with section 10 of Instructions 
to Settlement Officeis But as the dispute to which my proceedings refei- 
led pertained to villages belonging to Ilolkar’s Government, His High- 
ness’ officeis who weie present objected to abide by my decision, and 
enteieda piofesttothat effect that then master was not bound by oui rules 
and legulations, and lequestmg that the tlnee disputes (to the settlement 
of which they objected) might be settled by the usual piocess ofGunga 
Toolsee, oi canymg an undressed hide ovei the boundaiy 

9 The above protest I submitted to you with copies of mypioceed- 
ings on the 6tli May, and you referred themattei to the Resident of Iu- 
doie, who having mled that the lequest of His Highness’ people is to be 
complied with, I am piepaied to proceed whenevei you may see fit to 
cany out those mstiuctions 

10 With legaid to the spirit m v.lnch the people regard the new 
settlement, I may safely say, that they aie geneially well disposed to- 
waids it, and that it wall not be difficult to intioduce it on the teims 
mentioned m paia 12 of Mi. Secietaiy Thornton’s letter above cited 

11. Up to this date theie have been five villages measuied, and their 
field maps piepaied aud sent m, and by the end of Septembei next I 
trust the w r hole peigunnah will be ready foi settlement 

12 Should, howevei, m any case, the three modes of settlement laid 
down by His Honoi, viz the Assameewai, the Mouzahwai tenuie by a 
community, and the Mouzahwai tenuie by an individual proprietor fail 
tlnough the lecusancy of the Joonaidais to entei into engagements, I 
beg to lcuow if I am to accept the tendei of a fanner or if the village 
so refusing is still to be held undei Kham management 

13. The peigunnah of Kusrawud is comprised of 30 villages yielding 
an aggiegate jumma of Rs 26,242-14-9, of these 30 villages, thiee aie 
held on leases which will expire m about 9 yeais. 
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14 To enable me satisfactory to reply to youi queiy, legal dmg the 
probable effect of tlie new settlement on the le venue, it will be necessary 
to take a letiospective view of the demand and receipts of the levenue for 
the past five years, as well as chaiges of collection and othei incidental 
expences. 

15 The nominal yeaily levenue of Kusrawud foi the past 5 years 
(m round numbeis) aveiages Rs 26,481 , of this sum the aveiage amount 
collected is Rs 21,239, leaving a deficiency of Rs 5,242 pel annum, or 
Rs 26,210 in 5 yeais The chaiges of collection are included in the 
following items, viz 

Salaries of Teliseel establishment, 12,466 or p ann 2,493 
Miscellaneous, . . 1,236 oi do 247 

Total, . . 13,702 

16 Pi ioi to the official year 1846-47 the annual salanes of Teliseel 
establishment amounted to Rs 1,728 In that yeai owing to the per- 
gunnah being held undei Kham management, the expendituie lose to 
Rs 2,700 oi Rs 972 m excess, which m five yeais would amount to Rs. 
4,860 The net le venue, after deducting the additional chaiges foi estab- 
lishment inclined undei Kham management (Rs 972), will, theiefoie, 
aveiage Rs 20,267 pei annum 

17 Assuming the gross levenue at Rs 26,481 on the introduction 
of the piesent levenue settlement, gi anting that theie is no cultuiable 
wasteland in Kusiawud (which however is not the case,) and that eveiy 
village m the pergunnah will be entitled to an umfoim deduction of 1^- 
of the piesent fan aveiage annual lental, oi Rs 8,827, as laid down m 
the 12th para of Mr Thornton’s lettei, this would leave the net income 
lealizable by Government Rs 17,651 oi Rs 2,613 pei annum less than 
what was collected undei Kham management, it being of couise under- 
stood, that the salaries of the extra establishment shall cease, with the 
exigency that caused its enteitamment 

18 Foi the piesent I have confined myself to answering the queues 
put to me in youi letter under acknowledgment, but on commencing the 
levised settlement I shall be prepaied to enter more fully on the subject. 
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19 Jn conclusion, I beg to be allowed to enteitain an extia estab- 
lishment at an expense of 50 Rs pei mensem, while engagedin mtioduc- 
mg the levised levenue settlement into the peigunnah of Kusiawud, as 
my legulai establishment is unable to get tliiough the work, having to 
peiform the oidinary duties of the Deputy Collector and Magistrate’s 
office The lecords also get mixed up and I am anxious to keep them 
distinct

Having been honoi ed by a peiusal of a diaught of your Annual 
Report foi A D 1849-50, I feel anxious to make a few lemaiks with le- 
gard to para. 1 3 

2 You piopose my making boundaiy maps of oui villages, and 
joining them into pergunnah maps on a laige scale , we have had con- 
stant conversations on this subject, and though I have never been able 
to see that the least advantage can arise from such outline maps, uncon- 
nected with a regular levenue survey, the expense of which Goveinment 
have stated they aie not willing to incur, still you will, I trust, do me the 
ci edit to believe that the following remaiks arise from no unwillingness 
on my pai t to enter into this or any other duty you may point out. 
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3 But as I consider that my being confined exclusively with my 
piesent establishment to such a survey, would be, fiom its inefficiency 
occasioning a loss to Government, I feel bound to repiesent the case to 
you, and then leave the mattei m youi hands 

i 

4 My sepaiate establishment consists of a suiveyoi, a HmdeeKar- 
coon, and six chuppiassees, who cany instruments, &c &c The sur- 
vey oi, Huny Punth, was educated at the Poonah college and is a young 
man of good geneial education, but till he joined me was totally un- 
acquainted with any bianch of suiveymg oi engineering When I was 
stationed at Poonah, Captain Fiench tned thiough me to obtain the ser- 
vices of a good suiveyoi , but as 1 could hold out no expectation of high 
pay or piomotion, no one was willing to join except this lad He has 
howevei learnt to tnangulate with compass and theodolite, to use the 
chain, and plot his suivey, but is unable to finish a map or plan, so that 
duty I have to peifoim myself The mstiuments we have, aie two small 
Schmalcoldei’s theodolites, levelling staves, chains and prismatic com- 
passes 

5 I have now been three years m Nimai, and have, during that time, 
kept the surveyoi almost constantly at work, making a map of oui dis- 
tricts , we have woiked on tnangles of from about six to nine miles, 
besides marking all the inhabited, and almost all the uninhabited, vil- 
lages, but the detail of small streams and boundanes geneially lemams 
to be collected , the woik accomplished contains, besides a good deal of 
Holkar’s country, all oui district except the eastern jungle boundary, that 
is, except Poonassa, Moondee, Peeplode, Bhamguih, and part of Asseer I 
have always managed from time to time to meet him and collect his work. 

6 During this period I have, besides my geneial duties as your 
Assistant, supeimtended almost all works undeitaken since my ainval, 
have levelled and earned out wateicouises fiom all oui tanks and weirs 
containing watei enough foi lmgation, and constiucted some miles of 
new load thiough jungle Whilst thus employed I had no occasion foi a 
suiveyoi oi diaughtsman, as the woik was light, oi, at all events, fatigu- 
ing only foi a short time 

7 If however next season a legulai system of village suiveymg ik 
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to be commenced, on which to agieat extent the settlement is to depend, 
and to which I am to he exclusively devoted, I feel that anew establish- 
ment is absolutely necessaiy , as a survey, consisting of a Superintendent 
on Rs 500 a month, and one suiveyoi on Rs 30, would he lumously 
inefficient, and my office a smecuie Asuiveying establishment is in this 
pait of India most difficult to collect, so I feel myself bound thus eaily 
to bung the mattei to your notice, that no delay on my pait may occur 
when the season opens, but at the same time to lepeat my conviction 
that the settlement can be peifectly well earned out without any such 
system of maps and its attendant expendituie , and it is to be hoped that 
on the expnation of the 30 yeais’ leases about to be issued, the distnct 
will be able to bear the expense of a legulai levenue suivey

bei 1847. 

41. Regaiding the objection laised by the Revenue Commissionei, 
southern division, to this most impoitant rule, I have obtained the opi- 
nion of Captain Wingate, and as the aiguments he uses appeal to me 
conclusive, I cannot do better than quote m his own woids — “ The m- 
“ teivalof six weeks, lequired by thisiule instead of one month, between 
“ the penods when the instalments fall due, will give the Ryuts more 
“ time to anange foi the sale of the poition of their pioduce necessary 
,c to make up the amount lequned. Pioduce will not be foiced on the 
“ market to the same extent as at piesent, and consequently will fetch 
“ bettei puces With every postponement of the penod foi collecting 
“ the instalments, lntlieito mtiodueed, the levenue has been lealized 
" with gieatei ease and ceitainty than befoie, just m piopoition to the 
“ extent the Ryuts have thereby been enabled to substitute bona fide 
“ sales of produce m the maiket foi usui ious loans from the village 
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“ bankeis, as a means ofobtaiumg money for the payment oftkeir dues to 
“ Government The greatei interval of six weeks between the mstal- 
“ ments and the postponement of the last to the 1 st of June,, m the 
“ case of districts wheie late ciops aie an impoitant pait of the haivest, 
“would give the cultivatois gieat additional facilities foi obtaining 
“ money foi the payment of then lents, and by so doing would add as 
xt much to the certainty as to the ease with which the collections would 
“ be made The saving to the agneultuial class by the pioposed altera- 
“ tion would exceed a liundied-fold any possible loss of revenue to Govern- 
“ ment, fiom the deaths of individuals by choleiam April and May, and 
“ it may safely be concluded, that the method of collection which is the 
<e cheapest to the Ryuts, is also the best foi Government in the end, as 
" the extent of land m cultivation, and the security of the levenue, must 
“ ever be dependent on the amount of agneultuial capital m the country 

“ Anotliei impoitant object of the rule is to prevent the amount 
“ of the instalments fluctuating with the proportion of eaily and late 
“ crops sown m each year by individual Ryuts, as at present is the case 
“ in some Collectorates, and the continuance of which is lecommended 
“ by the Revenue Commissionei The latter practice offers great facili- 
“ ties for the exeicise of favoritism 01 oppression by the village officeis, 
“ into whose hands it places unchecked, the power of making the early 
“ instalments heavy or light, and this power is now very frequently 
" abused But by making the instalments of invariable amount, and to 
‘ fall due at stated peuods, undei ail circumstances, the cultivatoi will 
“ have a certain prospect befoie him, and be made to tiust to his own 
“ exeitions, without refeience to the likes and dislikes of the village 
“ officeis, foi being able to meet his liabilities The certainty of the one 
<f plan will promote habits of foiesight and economy, the unceitamty of 
“ the otliei tends to paralyze exertion, and induce an indolent leliance 
“ on foi tune instead 

“ Theie is only a diffeience of one month between the periods fixed 
“ by the rule for the instalments of eaily and late districts, so that no 
“ gieat inconvenience could possibly be occasioned to the cultivators, 

“ should a failuie of the monsoon lams lequne an unusual pioportion 
“ of the late ciops to be sown m any of the foimer districts ”

10 Theie is a giowmg anxiety in the commercial community for 
the introduction of lailway communication between Bombay and the

16 , 885 - 12 - 6 , of this has been recoveied Rs 6 , 720 - 13 - 6 , leaving a balance 
of Rs 10 , 164 - 15 - 0 , which includes the laige sum of Rs 2 , 134 - 7-6 for 
Poonassa I am happy to say that I am not aware of any bad debts m 
the tuccavee account, unless it may be amongst the Gonds of Peeplode,

during the months fiom August to Januaiy I found a young Riahmm 
teaching the clnldien of a Gond patel As he was acclimated, I took him 
and put him to school at Mundlaisir to learn a little more than he aliea- 
dy knew, and in the cold weather lie will return to Gondwanah and 
resume Ins teaching These people must be taught in their jungles, 
they will not leave them to attend a school , some children that I got to 
Peeplode aftei much trouble, having pined so much that it was neces- 
sary to send them back to their homes. 

11 In Poonassa we aie making pi ogress and I hope permanently 
so. My Serishtadar, who is the acting komasdar, is most active and zeal- 
ous, and takes much inteiest in the woik which he himself volunteered 
to undeitake All is being done through the Bheels, Bheelalahs, Koor- 
koos and othei jungle tubes They are being led to adopt a better sys- 
tem of agriculture , to dig wells and cultivate rubbee crops , to construct 
tiled houses, and live more comfortably A short time sufficed to show us 
the impossibility of restoring the peigunnah to piospenty by the emigra- 
tion of cultivators fiom the inhabited distncts These speedily lost

12 Regarding the progiess made in tne new settlement, I have 
fully leported When it is ascei tamed what the sentiments of His Honor 
the Lieutenant Govemoi N W P maybe legaidmg it, I shall know 
how to pioceed Both Kanapooi and Buueeah (the two Bntish pei- 
gunnahs) aie now completely measured and leady for settlement, and 
Dhuigaum and Bunvai (Bntish Scmdiah) will be measuied by the end 
of the official yeai 

13. Whilst cairymg out the settlement, I trust to be able to make up a 
full statistical account of the distnct, and have m fact commenced it with 
Kusiawud. The want of something of the kind is always most sensibly 
felt by a new comei, who is of couise utterly ignoiant as to where, or 
to whom, to turn foi mfoimation on the many points, regai ding which he 
must for a considerable time remain paitially or entnely uninfoimed

ventured to diffei from those moie experienced and bettei qualified to 
judge I candidly confess that these results aie wanting, 01 at all events 
that considering the laboi and expense, they ought to have been greater. 
Comparing them also with the results obtained in Mhanwan a, though 
I am not venturing to put myself m companson with Majoi Dixon, they 
are not veiy encouraging. Ye't my piedecessor, Captain Fiench, used 
to compaie Nimar to Mhanwan a I wish theiesemblance held good to 
the full extent 

20. Is the Khalsa system to be considered then as having entirely 
failed in being of any benefit to the countiy ? I do not think it would 
be quite coiiect to say so It has given all a breathing time; it has 
enabled us to acquire very much mfoi mation , much money has been 
circulated, mauy cultivators assisted with loans fiee of interest, the 
solicitude shown for them has given heart to the good and industrious ; 
many deserted villages have been resettled , many new wells have been 
dug and old ones cleared out , many tiled houses built, and upwards of 
20,000 beegahs of land more than befoie biought undei the plough I 
think the question asked m the 2d paia. of Mi Secietaiy Thornton’s letter 
No 3,225, dated 16th October last, may be answered m the affirmative, 
that, generally speaking, the circumstances of the people have improved. 

21. It must be borne in mind also, that large reductions in assess- 
ment have taken place, especially in Bntisli Scindiah Nimar, where large 
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sums assessed on the leases of villages, in which there chanced to be at 
the time of giving the lease much land uncultivated, and which the rent- 
er was chaiged the full tax for, whether it afterwards came undei culti- 
vation 01 not, have been taken off 01 reduced so as to leave the 1 enter 
some piofit from bunging them under the plough The rate on land 
watered fiom wells ah>o has been 1 educed to a maximum of Rs. 3 per 
beegah It lauged foimeily as high as 8, 9 and 10 on many lands New 
huqs also have been gi anted m Khalsa villages , that of the patels amount- 
ing to Rs 7,549 pei annum The rate on Mood lands has been reduced , 
yet with all these reductions and deductions the Government demand 
has not decreased New land has fallen under the plough, and so the 
deficiency has been made good The same amount is distubuted over a 
greater space, and more evenly, and consequently bears less heavily than 
before on those from whom it is levied 

22 Regai ding our operations m the road department, I have al- 
ready lepoited in No 176, dated 7th June last, and have therefore no- 
thing to add 

23 No new tanks oi weirs have been constructed during the past 
year All the old ones aie in good order, and the tanks mostly pretty 
full already Two in His Highness Holkai’s districts (Dalliakheree and 
Soondieit) have buist, the first fiom a most culpable act on the part of 
the patel in having pierced the bund to take water into his field, and 
afterwards not piopeily stopped the outlet , the other is a very old tank, 
yet with pioper caie might have stood many yeais longei, care being 
requned to prevent cievices extending m the masonry After seeing 
them myself I shall report to you, with a view to having the Dalliakhe- 
ree patel at all events punished for his gross neglect. 

24 Adverting to para. 6 of Mr Thornton’s letter above alluded to, 
I have not i educed the assessment in Tuppa Bahadurpoor The balance 
remaining due in it this year is less than in the yeai piecedmg For the 
khurreef crops, of which 9-10ths of the cultivation in that Tuppah consists, 
the lains last year were favorable 

25 The altei ation in the dates of payment of its kists is a boon which 
the cultivators will appreciate most highly, and as soon as the settlement 
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of Kanapoor and Buireeah is completed I shall make formal application 
for the alteration being sanctioned, taking para 13 of the letter before 
quoted as authority 

26 The lemission of the items of Suwaie jumma mentioned in 
para 14 (“ Taikushee” and “ But chuppai”) will be earned into effect 
as dnected, at the expuation of the cunent yeai, when the leases will 
teiminate But legarding the Taikushee, I would wish to be permit- 
ted to make a lepoit on it separately, aftei confernng with the Soobah 
of Booihanpooi, as it will very senously affect (at least so I am given 
to understand,) both the mteiests of Scmdiah’s Government, as legards 
the levenue of Boorhanpooi, and also the leputations of the manufac- 
turer of gold and silvei embroidery, for which that town is famous 

28 The past yeai has been without a lepetition of the dacoitees 
which weie perpetiated in the yeai pievious by gangs fiom the Nizam’s 
side of the Tapty This good foitune has been owing to the piesence 
of the tioop of the 1st Cavaliy Gwalioi Contingent placed by you at my 
disposal, foi detachment in the Peeplode and Asseei peigunnahs along 
the Tapty The whole troop has now lcjomed the legimental Head 
quaiteis, except 1 Duffadai and 16 Sowars, whom I pi opose stationing 
again in Gondwana as soon as the sickly season is past At present 
they aie at a village about 18 miles fiom Khundwah m a peifectly 
healthy place 


29 I have nothing fuithei to add, except as usual to acknowledge 
youi kind suppoit, and to expiess a hope that I maybe foitunate enough 
to continue to meet with the approbation both of youiselfand His Honor 
the Lieutenant Govemoi N. W Piovmees

8. The Lieutenant Governor would not on any account test the 
success of the Khalsa system by the amount of the i eve- 
nue it has yielded to the Government Many ciicum- 
stances may lender the Government collections a veiy inadequate test 
of the state of the countiy It is evident that the gieatei libeiality 
lately shown to the cultivatois must have diminished the receipts fiom 
them , and it is enough if the loss thus occasioned has been made good 
by other mci eased leceipts If cultivation has really mci eased, and the 
means of lrngation been supplied where they were hitherto wanting or 
scanty, if the people are better lodged, bettei fed, bettei clothed, and m 
better spmts than they formerly weie.

9 Mhairwana is a blight example of what eneigy, skill and devo- 
tion to the good of the people may effect Every public officei mat all 
similai circumstances should constantly keep it before him to cheer him 
m his labois, and dnect him in his couise But no one need feel dis- 
couraged if any equally bulliant financial lesult be not at once obtained 
There aie many peculiarities m the climate, soil and position of Mhan- 
waira, which led to the gieat success of Lieutenant Colonel Dixon’s 
efforts So foitunate a combination may not be found elsewheie But 
the obligation is not the less strong to labor in the same couise, and 
stuve foi the same ends

lemembered that the same cause which justifies the demand of a low

15 It is not appaient what are the cncumstances which induce you 
now to advocate the establishment of a Suddei Ameen’s couit in Nimar. 
The piesent airangement foi the disposal of all questions thiough the 
Superintendent and his suboidmate establishment, seem well suited to 
the simple and pumitive habits of the people. The institution of a sepaiate 
civil couit with a regulai couise of pioceedmg, will be attended with 
additional expense to the State, whilst that and the mtioduction of stamp 
paper are likely to be misundeistood by the people It will be better 
to postpone the mtioduction of this measuie till its want is felt by the 
people, and advocated by the local authonties 

16 Lieutenant Evans has continued, as you most justly observe, to 
merit the appiobation and the confidence of the Government.

The first two woiks were undertaken m consequence of flourishing vil- 
lages being m great want of wells foi dunking watei. The repairs of the 
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Fort wall of Khundwali were repoited on by Captain Evans in his letter 
No 394 of 1851 , they have been m progiess for seveial years, and have 
been entnely earned out by pnson laboi, with the exception of the 
chaiges for watei and mason’s pay, which amount to Rs 206-5-10 The 
woik was absolutely necessary for the safety of a tieasuiy that usually 
contains as much moneyas is kept at Mundlaisir When Captain Fiench 
held the office of Supenntendent, he had an estimate made foi the repans, 
which estimate amounted to Rs 3,000, so that the piesent outlay will, 
lam suie, be found but small, the lenovation has been substantially 
executed in mud, of the same natuie as the onginal woik I would, if 
this measuie is approved, detach a paity of pnsoneis to mend the bleach- 
es in the wall of the Foit of Buiwai, which it is desnable should be 
kept in oidei as an enclosuie to the Tieasuiy In this instance the wall 
is of stone and mud, pointed with lime As the matenals are on the spot, 
the outlay of money will be veiy small 

7. Sumbut 1908 has ceitainly on the whole been an unfavoiable 
yeai , the fall of ram was latliei scanty, and what did fall came m toi rents , 
m Septembei the aveiage was but 3 inches, and m some of the best per- 
gunnahs but 1| inches , m October theie was no ram, and m fact the lamy 
season closed all ovei the distnct about the 12th of September On ciops 
sown m July the lesult is that the end of the official yeai shows a ba- 
lance of Rs 11,173-3-5, of which Rs 2,779-13-7 can piobably be fanly 
recoveied, leaving mecoveiable a balance of Rs. 8,393-5-10. 

11 In the newly settled villages of Kusiawud the revenue man- 
agement has proceeded as quietly as could possibly be expected A 
separate legistei of cases has been kept as desned by His Honor 
the Lieutenant Governor The registei contains but eight cases , of 
these two aie lepoits fiorn the tehseeldai that Suddei Malgoozars who 
had collected then full revenue had failed to pay it m to the Govern- 
ment tieasuiy at the piopei time, and two aie petitions fiom Sudder 
Malgoozars against propnetors who had failed m their engagements In 
all foui cases on the defendants being cautioned peisonally by the Supe- 
rintendent, oi Deputy Collectoi, the aneais weie paid up without any 
fuither measures being necessary Two cases occur in which Sudder 
Malgoozais complain that piopnetois aie entnely neglecting then fields 
and request peimission to take the land fiom them , the leply was to the 

AAA 
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effect, that as long as they paid the Government demand, no such 
order could be given, but the propnetois m question were lemonstiated 
with on the subject , m one case a proprietor of a field assessed at 
Rs 14-13-0, deserted, leaving a balance unpaid , the Malgoozar petitioned 
to be allowed to give his land to another person and pei mission was 
of couise granted 

12 The last case was a petition fiom the proprietor of Mouzah 
Dongargaum against a person called Roockroo, Mooeatee, who held land 
assessed at Rs-SG-7-0, to the effect that he was about to leave the vil- 
lage and return to his old home m Holkar’s temtoiy It appealed that 
this peisonhad quarrelled with his lelations a yeai befoie the settlement, 
and, leaving his village, had taken land m the Kusiawud Peigunnah, but 
his relations having settled then diffeience, lie paid all Government de- 
mands and returned to Ins former home This has been a cleai loss to the 
proprietor, who was not able to obtain another cultivatoi for the land 
thrown out of cultivation, and lie was loud in Ins piotestations against 
the Mooeatee being allowed to leave the village, but as no legal demands 
existed against him he was of couise peinnttedto depait

I have the honor to foiward, foi submission to the Hon’ble the 
Lieutenant Governor, the accompanying copy of a lettei No 32 of 2d 
instant, fiom the Political Assistant m Nimar, soliciting sanction to the 
disbursement of a sum not exceeding Rs 500, m constiucting aThannah 
with Seiaie, and inclosing wall, at Smdwall on the Taptee liver, in the 
heart of the Gond peigunnah of Peeplode 


2 Fiom what I have seen of these people, and my knowledge of 
their character, I am satisfied that such an expendituie foi the puipose 
stated, would do more to collect and settle the Gonds than any other means 
at present available , it would i econcile them to meeting with other men , 
the interchange of pioducts, and the influence a market always exeicises, 
would opeiate most beneficially and lead this naturally industnous and 
inoffensive people to aid m the general advance and piosperity of the 
country Under these cucumstances I beg to recommend the grant of 
a sum of 500 Rs. for the puiposes specified

Aftei leaving youi Camp at Booilianpooi on the 21st of January 
1853, I proceeded on a tour of inspection throughout the distuct, and 
spent seveial days in the Gondwana Tuppa of pergunnah Peeplode 

2 This distuct is the most distant of all from Mundlaisn, and pait- 
ly fiom this reason, and partly from its unhealthiness which causes it to 
be looked upon as the Sibena of Nimai, it has neithei leceived much 
attention fiom the Euiopean officeis, noi been foitunate m being mled 
by a leally good komasdar 

3 But my piedecessois, Captains French and Evans, who left no 
coiner of then distuct unvisited, managed not entnely to overlook 
Tuppa Gondwana, and Mahomed Lall Khan, the Deputy Collector, 
has also taken consideiable intei est m the Gonds 

4 The distuct is about 28 miles long, 12 miles broad, and contains 
at present 25 inhabited villages. Seveial villages that were resettled by 
Captain Evans m A D 1850, on a meiely nominal lent, are now splen- 
didly cultivated, Sundwal m particulai presenting a mass of cultivation 
of the veiy best sort short of gaiden ground 

5 The greatest diawback to the thoiough settlement of this Tup- 
pa, is perhaps its unhealthmess , and next the strange chaiacter of the 
people The Gonds aie most admirable cultivatois and most tiustworthy 
m keeping a piomise once made, but they tiust no other native, and are 
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generally disinclined to live m the same village with them, and the only 
object in then lives seems to be to get money enough for some Jowanee 
bread and spnituous drmk In the newly settled villages the pioceeds of 
then wheat fields must he veiy laige , they pay no amount of levenue to 
Government, and yet they have neither clothes nor propeity of any kind, 
all then labor goes to the liquoi shop They have another mostpeiplex- 
mg custom Whenever they considei the village has become unlucky, they 
leave it and build another a shoit distance off Consequently theie are 
few villages that have stood seven years on the same site Whenever 
they have leason to believe that at harvest time, 01 any othei season 
then villages aie in danger of being lobbed, they take every thing of 
value fiom then houses, and at night all sleep in then fields After the 
dacoity at Bheel Kheiee, the inhabitants of Paiattee and Puiata did not 
sleep in then houses foi a month, and though I talked to seveial village 
communities about the shame of 40 01 50 strong men leaving then vil- 
lages to the mercy of peihaps eight 01 ten thieves, they only leply — 
“ Fighting is soldiei’s business, and we do not undeistand it ” 

6 We have no Gonds in Government employ They will not serve, 
and consequently the amount of infoimation to be denved legardmg the 
people fiom our seivants in the Thannali of Peeplode, oi fiom the zemin- 
dais of the peigunnah, is udiculously small, and though theie is nomi- 
nally a Kaikoon specially entei tamed foi the duties of Tuppa Gondwana, 
he has up to the piesent time always lesided m Peeplode, going into 
the Tuppa to collect levenue oi settle cases and letuining as soon as he 
possibly could 

7 In the whole distuct theie is not ahouse with walls, oi m fact any- 
thing moie than the usual Gond cabin of bamboo jaffne woik, with side 
tatties about 4| feet high and a slight cliuppei loof perhaps S feet high 
at the ndge. There is no Government building of any descnption, or 
any seiae oi place for tiadeis to put up in, and it has up to the piesent 
time been customaiy for the Kaikoon as soon as he had collected a few 
Rupees to bmy it till an oppoitumty occurred foi taking it into Peeplode. 

8. As I am most anxious to do what I can for this distnet, which is 
perhaps naturally moie favouied than any pait of the agency, I have the 
honor to request your sanction of the sum of 500 Rs on a Thannah at 
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Sundwali on the Taptee as timbei is extremely cheap, and the Gonds will 
willingly labour foi 1^ annas a day I hope with this sum to be able to 
build a Thannah with a mud wall and a small Serae, 01 , as it is called here, 
Dhuimsala outside I should then keep a few men of the Nimai Police 
coips theie on duty, in addition to one Duffadar and 6 Sowars already 
on the spot, and should insist on the Karkoon constantly lesidmg at his 
post Raogee Gond, the head man of the village, and a few otheis, have 
pionnsed that if Government will build the Thannah, they will construct 
a row of tiled houses, and as they would be the first ever made by any 
of these people, it would be a gieat step m advance

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2 The Lieutenant Goveinoi is much giatified by finding that exer- 
tions are being made to reclaim the wild race of Gonds who inhabit 
tins pergunnah, and begs that special adveitence be made to the subject 
in futuie reports, and that the result of this experiment in particulai be 
mentioned. 

3 It occurs to the Lieutenant Goveinoi to suggest as a probable 
means m reclaiming the Gonds, that some of the moie influential levenue 
oi police appointments be confeired upon them, even although they may 
at fiist be utteily incompetent to the peifoimance of the oidmaiy duties 
of such offices The more intelligent may thus be invested with influence 
and responsibility, which would tend to win over the mass of the people 
from their unsettled and piodigal habits. 

4 In paia 6 of this lettei Lieutenant Keatinge alludes to the indis- 
position of the Gonds to seive. They piobably will not do so in suboi- 
dmate positions under strangers , but they should be tiled m lngliei situa- 
tions wheie they may have those of then own tube subordinate to them. 

5 The Lieutenant Governor is piepaied to place a special grant of 
money, say 1,000 Rupees, at Lieutenant Keatmge’s disposal, to be employ- 
ed in an experiment of this natui e. It is improbable that the Gonds would 
resist a mode of treatment, which lias been found effectual with Bheels, 
Mairs, Coles, and numerous othei wild tribes, throughout the countiy, 
whom it is our pride and our gloiy to have humanized and civilized

3 The i evenue admmistiation of the piovmce presents no matter 
for detailed repoit The collections as above stated weie good, the leve- 
nue officeis in the peigunnahs have given me entne satisfaction, and * 
excessively few cases of appeal against their decisions haveoccuned 

\ The police admmistiation has geneially been successful, and the 
distuct has been usually fiee from the bands of petty thieves who, under 
the disguise of leligious mendicants, usually infest it during the cold sea- 
son Foui dacoities howevei have occuned in the places marginally 
noted , in none however was the plundei obtained by 
any means laige, and no peisons were senously wound- 
ed Inmylettei No 41, dated 15th March 1853, 1 ful- 
ly detailed the captuie of the dacoits of the last, the 
Jelcooa dacoitee, and since then no similar outrage has 
occurred No doubt exists of the fact that m all four cases the dacoits 
weie from the neighbouring states, and not inhabitants of the piovmce. 

5 In my report foi the Sumbut yeai 1908, I stated that Rupees 
11,173-3-5 were collected short of the Government demand, all that 
could possibly be got m without injury to the people, oi the revenue of 
succeeding yeais, has been secuied, but a balance of Rs 8,667-13-11 is 
mecoveiable I tiansmit a detailed account of it, and solicit permission

11 Although Lieutenant Keatmge was not able to do more than 
make a flying visit to the Gonds of Peeplode, it is however a gratifying 
fact that the settlement is on the increase, slowly but steadily , in this 
mannei the good is far more likely to prove peimanent, for, to time and 
a fosteimg care must we look foi stability and success m such inteiest- 
mg expeiiments The school has only eight Gond children in it, no 
doubt a very small number, yet theie is hope m this, small as it is, for 
there are at all events eight families intei ested in, or not indisposed to- 
wards, an Institution which is itself a great lnioad and change 

12 In para 22 of his repoit Lieutenant Keatmge alludes to the levy 
of transit duties m Holkar’s detached districts I trust that he will be 
able during the present year to effect an airangement which will be 
mutually beneficial, on the plan I have adopted elsewhere and explained 
to him, under which the charge of the Simiole ghaut will pass undei our 
management, and be placed on a footing similar to that which obtains 
on the Agia and Bombay road.

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4 In the settled villages the geneial result of the new settlement 
seems most satisfactoiy The cases with reference to shares of payment, 
possession of fields and hucks, aie particularly few , and the prosperity of 
these villages seems undisturbed, except m the case of eight small ones 
of pergunnahs Kanapoor Burreah, as per margin These villages weie 

occupied a very few yeais ago by cultivatois 
from the Kurgone distncts belonging to His 
Highness Holkai, and the people were not 
thoioughly filled befoie then lands weie includ- 
ed in the levenue settlement of these jieigun- 
nalis in 1852. The consequence has been that 
a good many Assamees have made up their 
quairels with the Kuigone people and letuined to then foimei homes 
Up to the piesent time the Suddei Malgoozars have not attempted to 
thiow up then villages, and seem to hope that otliei cultivatois will soon 
supply the places of those that are gone But the state of these villages 
is not satisfactory , this is not to be attributed to the levenue settlement, 
but to the vagi ant state of the population caused by the competition of

5 There have been veiy few cnmmal cases of any magnitude, 
and the province has been fiee fiom dacoity which cnrne is the greatest 
misfortune to which it has lately been subjected 

6 Annexed aretworepoits by Baboo Soob Rao, Deputy Collectoi, on 
the state of the jail. The lesult of the improvements and enlaigements ex- 
ecuted last yeai have been most satisfactory, but we have oideis foi more 
work than we can possibly execute From amongst convicts of several 
castes, we have (besides the usual trades) trained paities of potters, carpen- 
teis and masons, vho now execute then woik in a veiy satisfactory manner 

7 The Choolie mulla, fed by the leakage of tlnee tanks, flows under 
the jail into the Nurbudda, and a small ovei-shot wheel has been elected 
to drive a paii of stampeis for the paper works m the jail This is an 
object of great cunosity to the people, as no soit of watei mill is known 
in this part of India After the rainy season I piopose making use of 
the some water m another fall, a few feet lower down by constructing 
a second mill The piesent wheel does the work of 18 men 
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8 The American cotton gin presented to us by you is, during tbe 
cotton cleaning season in constant work, as well as an English one pio- 
cuied from the Collectoi of Kandeish The lattei is a most admirable 
mstiument made on pin pose for the cotton of this countiy 

9 The jail darogah has on two occasions, at the recommendation 
of my piedecessors, leceived gratuities from Government of Rs 250 
and 150 Ills salaiy of Rs 20 a month is veiy small for the lesponsible 
duties he peifoims, and the laige sums of money that pass tlnough Ins 
hands 

10 In the Poonassa Fort I have located a party of 40 pusoners who 
are employed in making iron about six tons have up to the piesenttime 
been pioduced The furnace used is of eouise the common native one. 
But the non is beaten up under a heavy tilt-hammei, and I am doing all 
I can to make such alterations as shaly save fuel, and geneially impiove 
the native manner of woiking The distance of Poonassa fiom Mund- 
laisir, in a countiy where no dak tiavelling is piacticable, is a great 
drawback, but still l manage to see the woik pretty constantly, and trust 
that some good may lesult fiom the undertaking The Fort of Poonas- 
sa is admirably adapted to the purpose 

11, The general piogress at Poonassa is good, a number of Mahiat- 
ta cultivators fiom places m the Deccan, have this year come to settle 
there, and on my last visit, a week ago, I was greatly pleased with the 
extent of jungle they have ploughed up since the rams began 

12 Sanction of Rs 2,000 for the constiuction of a tank at Poonassa 
was gi anted in the cold season The woik was executed dui mg the 
months of April and May last, but as the season was one of considerable 
scarcity, the competition amongst the workmen was so great, that be- 
sides the mam woik, two otliei smallei tanks weie made with the money 
sanctioned, and a small sum for lepans retained All thiee are now full of 
water 

13 I have paid what attention I could to the Gonds of the Peeplode 
Peigunnah, but the extreme distance of Smdwal, situated 120 miles 
from Mundlaisir, is a gLeat diawbackto its other advantages , besides the 
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Thannah at this place, a line of tiled houses has been built m the village, 
and the place geneially seems prosperous 

14 In the whole length of that part of the liver Tapty which runs 
between the ceded districts of Berar and the Nimar Agency, there was 
not one boat, and the people dui mg the rams passed on rafts or inflated 
skins, such a state of communication being most undesirable, I construc- 
ed a ferry boat at Smdwal, which has cost Rs 386, for which I trust 
to receive sanction 

15 The people are most unwilling, as must be expected amongst 
such a class, to send their childien to school , and though I have as an 
extra inducement ordered a meal to be given to the children m the 
middle of the day, yet only eight attend 

16. In 1853, Rs 500 was sanctioned for a new thannah and chowkee 
to be built by prisoners m the Mundlaisir Bazar. The sum was but just 
sufficient for the purpose and I put off thewoik till last hot season, when 
I hoped to have had convict labour sufficient to complete it. In the midst 
of the work the cholera broke out amongst the convicts, and the civil 
surgeon lequested that out-dooi woik might be discontinued, so that I 
had to finish the building with free-laboui, which, added to an accident 
that occuned to some brick pillais, has caused me to exceed my esti- 
mate by Rs 245, for which I trust to leeeive sanction. 

17. The schools at Mundlaisir, particularly the English school, con- 
tinue to be well attended, and from amongst the lads attending the lat- 
ter, I have selected six for a surveying class, and with the assistance 
of my native surveyor, hope to teach them common surveying and 
levelling. 

18. Besides the few works for which I have requested sanction 
there are some small items of renovation and repair, which have been 
undertaken « on emergency” during the year A tabular statement of all

British distucts Rs 509-1 is the balance , and that Scmdiah’s balances 
are, m seven out of ten districts, managed by us 

4 It is satisfactory to find Lieutenant Keatmge recording that the 
value of the system of village settlement, which was introduced with 
some reluctance, is becoming more appreciated by the people, and that 
theie is punctuality in the payment of the Government demand 

5. It must be a woik of time to change the habits and to bring a 
class of cultivators, like Bheel, Bhelalah and Gonds, to give up then 
love of change and fancied objections to paitieular sites. The instance 
given by Lieutenant Keatmge m paia 5, is strongly conoborative of 
what I have before written of the almost unaccountable impulses which 
lead these people to quit a spot on which they have expended then 
labor and energy, if not their little hoaid By patience and tact, then 
confidence may be obtained , but until that is accomplished our hold on 
them will be slight 

6 The inciease of ploughs m Poonassa is a satisfactory cntenon, 
coupled with the fact of two new villages having been established 

7. Lieutenant Keatmge’s observations of the necessity for the 
local officers constantly moving about these jungly wild distucts, are 
worthy of attention, the actual levenue duty is doubtless trifling, but 
the impoitance of the charge is of a highei order than the mere collect- 
ing of a tax it mainly lies in recovering and reclaiming a people, and 
for this duty an aptitude and expenence aie, though they need not be a 
sine qua non, requned m the meie tax gatheiei of a settled district. 

8 I beg to recommend that the establishment proposed in paras 
10 and 12 may be confirmed By this re-oigamzation the monthly cost 
will be 419 Rupees instead of Rupees 410-8, the one at present sanc- 
tioned by Government 

9 In paras 13 to 17 Lieutenant Keatmge details his expenment of 
making the non oie at Poonassa, I question whethei Poonassa will 
evei be the locality at which gi eat lion woiks will be elected, foi the

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best iron is piocuiable on the opposite 01 noith bank of the Neibudda 
at Chandghui , on this subject I have the honor to append a letter from 
Mr A Jacob, who made a survey and leport (published by the Bombay 
Government No XIV new series). 

10. It is however for His Honor to determine the extent of encourage- 
ment which shall be given to Lieutenant Keatinge’s expel iment 

11. In legard to the fort of Smdwah I must state, that a refeience 
fiom the Government of India, legal dmg its transfer to Maharajah 
Ilolkar, has been for some time before the Home Government. 

12. All we hold is the fort •with 2,000 yaids which weie ceded by 
tieaty, the population is not 150 souls, the cost of maintaining this 
unhealthy post is excessive, the political necessity which foiced it has 
passed away ; and as the whole sui rounding country, for miles, is in the 
Holkar teintory, theie seems no advantage to us now to occupy this 
1 umous spot, when we can secure all we require by the management of 
the tolls on the Agia and Bombay Road. 

13. As the oiders of the Home Government must soon be leceived, 
I would not suggest any expense being mcuned on account of the fort, 
and would leave the anangeraents as at present 

14. In para. 19th Lieutenant Keatinge proposes a remission of 
Rs 60 per annum, in consideration of the water not being diawn below 
a certain level. I beg to suppoit this proposal, as it will secure the pre- 
servation of water in the tank 

15. Lieutenant Keatmge solicits an aid from Government to the 
extent of 1000 Rupees to complete an aqueduct, by which the town 
of Mundlaisn will be supplied throughout the year with an abundance 
of water. 

16 Lieutenant Keatinge has so fully stated the difficulties he has 
experienced and the labor he has expended on this work, the importance 
of which to the town of Mundlaisir I know to be infinite, that I trust 
his application will be favourably received by the Lieutenant Governor. 
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17. A great deal has been done m load making within the limits of 
the province, which is owing entnely to Lieutenant Keatmge’s personal 
supei vision and exertions. 

18. The statement of old irrecoveiable balances, amounting to Rs 
4,720-0-6 is submitted, and as there is no hope of then lecoveiy, I beg 
sanction to their being written off the public accounts , sanction is also 
solicited to an expenditure, amounting to Rs. 800-15-5 on small public 
woiks executed duung the year, a detail of which is also appended

I beg to send you a tracing of the line surveyed by Mi. Mac- 
Mahon from the Banglee Ghat into the iron districts of the Neibudda 

By reference to it you will see that all the valuable mines being at 
the north bank of the river, it would not be necessaiy to continue the 
line across the nver, unless it weie intended for other purposes than a 
mineral railway 

I recommended Poonassa as the site for the manufacture of iron,, 
chiefly because I was of opinion that a line of 1 ail way from the Taptee 
valley would pass its vicinity 

Chandgurh, Candcoot and the mtei veiling country, contain the uch- 
est ores I have met in India, and in the greatest profusion The lime- 
stone is neai Poonassa, but by making a fair weather road, crossing the 
Nerbudda at Sacui, wheie its bieadth m the cold weather is but 52 
(fifty-two) feet, a sufficient quantity might be brought over during low 
water season to last foi the year By this load I had previously pro- 
posed that the iron ore should be brought fiom the north bank of the 
uvei to Poonassa 

The finest timbei for smelting purposes may be had in abundance at 
the mines, and foi many miles all round

4 The state of the peigunnahs * already settled continues most 

satisfactory The stiong prejudices evinced by many of the 
Kanapoor people to the system of village settlement are disappearing 
undei the influence of the libei al assessment which they 
enjoy and the levenue has been paid up m all cases with most com- 
mendable legulanty The impression indeed seems general, that Go- 
vernment having made large remissions will not now listen to any 
excuse for non payment of the remaining revenue 

5 But whilst I dwell on this most satisfactory state of affairs, I must 
not forget that some instances have occurred m othei pergunnahs which 
show very plainly that theie aie numbeis of people still in the piovmce 
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who are leady to give up their fields and leave their villages on the least 
whim. 

You aie aware that a party of six Rohillas fiom the Nizam’s terri- 
tories encamped one evening at Mouzah Nmgah, peigunnah Attode, 
a place m the jungle, inhabited principally by Bheelalas during the 
night two of the Rohillas were murdered by their companions, and 
tlnown into a dry well neai the village , but the cummals m no way 
inteifeied with the villages, and decamped befoie daylight m the morn- 
ing , two of the criminals weie caught, and five of the villagers attended 
kutcherry as witnesses. The case was waiting foi their ainval, so they 
weie dismissed after a detention of some five hours, and weie paid foi 
then maich to head quaiters and back, and befoie they left I talked 
to them for some time about the state of the village, as it was situated 
m a very out of the way place. They appeared quite happy and content- 
ed, and glad not to have been long kept fiom theii houses. 

It was with great surprize that a few days after, I received a leport 
that the whole of the inhabitants, including the Patel, had deserted the 
village , my first impiession was that they must have expeiienced some 
annoyance from the police duung the investigation consequent on the 
murder , but after making minute enquiries I can find no trace of any 
such misconduct, but it seems that they made the unliickmess of the 
event their excuse The Government demand of the village was but 
Rupees 68. 

6 In Tuppa Gooidwanali also two villages of Gonds paid up then 
revenue and crossed the Taptee into Beiai, without any reason but the 
love of change The loss of levenue is not woith mentioning, being 
but Rupees 40 

7. Poonassa, and the villages around it, seem to progiess in a veiy 
satisfactory manner ; the number of ploughs m opeiation are repoited 
at 1560, and the numbei of villages 157, the foimei being 57 and the 
lattei 2 in excess of last yeai. 

8. Subgaun Poornee, a district containing 73 square miles, has been 
added to the Poonassa distnct this year by transfer fiom Hoshungabad, 
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it is nearly all jungle except Poornee, which is m some places cultivated 
but is m Jahgeer to Wittoojee Dalvee The district of Poonassa is 
now composed as follows

9 The revenue duties of this district are of course very light 
though most of the villages are under IChalsa management But the 
duties of geneial superintendence aie by no means equally easy to con- 
duct The inhabitants who aie puncipally Bheels, Bheelalas and 
Gonds, requne constant vigilance to keep them in moderate order — a 
drunken fight, a quairel amongst the women, 01 some disagreement 
with the Patail, are enough to make the people at a day’s notice desert 
a village which it has taken five years to put into order, and m such 
circumstances it is only by the Kamavisdar immediately riding to the 
spot that the mischief is prevented , all oidmaiy laws are insufficient m 
these instances, and to tell them to bring the case to kutcherry is useless 
It seems amongst these people to be a point of honor to leave a village 
where they consider that they have been insulted ; and, if the quarrel is 
not made up at once, they will go, though they have a good crop nearly 
ready for the leapers. Such circumstances, added to the great distance 
of the villages from one another, and from Head Quaiters, render it 
absolutely necessary that the Kamavisdar should be a man of attainments, 
integrity and personal activity. 

10. I have enteied on these particulars before bringing to your 
notice the present state of the establishment for dhe administration of

The pay of the Shenstadar is added to this statement, as Naioo Biccajee 
the Shenstadar is in charge of the distnct, and Ashruffally Khan the 
Kamasdai of Syllanee is acting as Shenstadar, this arrangement was 
sanctioned by Government m letter No 3225, October 16th, 1850, 
para. 12 

11 The acting Shenstadar only leceives Ks. 60 a month, and I pro- 
pose to continue the an angement paying Rs 15 to Naroo Biccajee, and 
Rs 15 to the registered Kaicoon, as at present. 

12 I trust this arrangement which is rendered necessaiy by the pro- 
gress of this peigunnah, will receive the sanction of Government, as it 
only entails an expenditure of Rs 38 pei mensem, and of course some 
increase of establishment must take place, as the pergunnahs formerly 
uninhabited are bi ought undei the plough 

13 In the last annual leport I stated that a gang of prisoners weie 
located in the Poonassa fort foi the purpose of making iron by the native 
method The work has since continued uninteruptedly, but as I made 
no particular application foi sanction, all the expenditure has been on 
my own responsibility, and I was unwilling to entei the accounts at 
fiist in the puson expenditure 

14 The woik is not, and, whilst conducted as it now is, never will 
be, piopeily remuneiative, but it will entail no money loss, and the 
people aie getting moie and more accustomed to the manipulation. 

fff2 
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15 The reason that the work does not pay is, that the ore and 
the peculiar eaith for plastering the furnaces has to be brought a dis- 
tance of fourteen miles from across the Nerbudda at a most difficult 
crossing, but the benefit to the town of Poonassa is very great. The 
want of these jungle towns is population, and the 30 01 40 prisoners, 
and the other workmen required foi the manufacture, form a nucleus 
round which many gather. The establishment kept up in consequence 
of this work is about as follows. 

1 Carcoon on Rs 15 a month, Bheel corps guard, 1 Havildar and 12 
sepoys. 20 Police corps, and burkundaz for this and the other duties of 
the town. 20 workmen for cutting wood and burning charcoal (the latter 
by contract) and 8 lured carts for bringing ore, besides Government 
carts. 


16. But though the profits are so small that in a year the expendi- 
tuie for the first establishment of the work has not been quite lepaid, 
yet it will soon be so, and I would now request sanction to incorporate 
the accounts in that of the jail manufacture and continue the woik , a 
detail of expendituie is annexed. 

17. There is no doubt that if prison labour was entirely dispensed 
with, and a manufactory established on the spot where the ore is, (m the 
jungle,) it would repay itself very soon ; and as the people of the estab- 
lishment would be dependent on Poonassa for supplies, the benefit to 
that town would be almost the same, but then it would lequire an 
expenditure of Rupees 500 a month. I would most gladly under- 
take to establish such works, and with the present call for iron m India, 
even a small manufactory on the native system would be useful, as 
perhaps opening the way to better things, besides settling a deserted 
pei gunnah. 

18. The Fort of Scindwah, on the Bombay and Agra Road, has been 
added to this agency by transfer from the Bombay presidency , it is a 
large beautifully built enclosure, and should, m my opinion from its 
position, be kept m an habitable state, as it might m disturbed times 
become extremely useful The establishment consists of —

The soAvars and sepoys guard the foit and patiol the road to the Scind- 
wah Ghat, furnishing also detached chowkies I should wish to he allowed 
to absorb three men on Rs 5, and make the Killadai’s pay up to Rs 20, 
and have 5 Rupees for oil, paper, &c, the three men will not be much 
missed. 

19 I addressed you on the 10th December 1853, in letter No 141, 
on the subject of the water-ient of Rs. 200 taken from the cultivators 
of Mundlaisir for the use of the water of the Mundlaisn Tank, and pro- 
posed that it should be reduced to Rs 140, m consideration of which 
the cultivators were to draw off no water below the level of the step in 
the bund known as the " kuska ” The matter was not then definitely 
settled, but I have now the honor to renew the application, as the whole 
of the water being drawn off for the purposes of irrigation is very ob- 
jectionable , the remission is of course lequested for the term of the 
present settlement. A copy of my letter alluded to is annexed. 

20. I reported to you m No 95 of 1853 that Heer Lall Seit, a rich 
merchant, had given a sum of Rs 3,500 for the purpose of constructing 
an aqueduct to supply the Town of Mundlaisn with water during the 
rams, when the Nerbudda watei becomes extiemely muddy, I at once 
undertook the woik, but regret to report with a very poor success My 
failuie has been caused by my not calculating on the great porousness 
of the earthen pipes I employed , and the consequence is that the water 
only comes half way, and I have expended all the money , a large part 
of the piping will have to be taken up again and laid down with a greater 
diameter and a better slope, and for this purpose I now have to request 
sanction to expend Rs 1000. I cannot detail the labour and trouble 1 
have wasted on this work, and the mortification I have suffered from 
my want of success, but I believe I may safely say, that it is the only 
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Engineering work I have failed in, out of a good many I have consti uct- 
ed in Nimar. 

21. The road fund operations have this year been more extended 
than on most previous ones, but have not been of a nature to afford 
matter for interesting report. The whole road from Borehanpoor to the 
top of the Simrole Ghat is now more or less a pucea road, and a great 
part of it is, I may fairly say, as good as is ever to be found m the 
Mofussil 

i 

22 A piece of the road about 5 miles long, which passes thiough 
His Highness Holkar’s countiy, is about the most expensive to make on 
the line, as it is all over black soil , but His Highness Holkar has pro- 
mised to provide funds for metalling it during the ensuing season. 

23. All the portion of the road m our territory which was unmade, 
has been made and “ morumed” this year , and 15 works of masonry 
constructed, of which most are small retaining walls, but 5 aie wooden 
bridges, and one large stone bridge is still unfinished. 

24. This road is, from the top of the Simrole Ghat to Borehanpore, 
97 miles, and all is now morumed except tho 5 miles m His Highness 
Holkar’s country alluded to in para 21.

25. A blanch road from the unfinished budge ovei the Abnah to 
Pundanah, the chief grain mart m British Nimar, is now under construc- 
tion, and I await anxiously your next visit, to show you a site where I 
propose bridging the Sooktah river , but it will be so heavy a work as 
to require some aid from Government, and from the Sooktah bndge a 
road to Kundwah should be commenced, which would foim paid of the 
lme fioin Hurda to Boiehaupoor. 
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26. The accompanying statement* of irrecoverable Land Revenue 
foi Sumbut 1910, A D. 1853-54, amounting to Rupees 4,720-0-6, is here- 
by submitted, and I trust that sanction to write off the amount will be 
granted The balance is only for Rhalsa pergunnahs, the new settle- 
ment villages have all paid up m full. 

27 I beg to submit for sanction a list of small works executed 
during the year amounting to Rs 800-15-5, and I trust the expenditure 
will receive the sanction of Government.

Sir, 

In the settlement of pergunnah Kusrawud, sanctioned by Go- 
vernment in letter No. 2858, dated 12th August 1851, the jumma of 
Kusba Mundlaisir is settled at Rs 1,502, including Rs 200 for the use 
of the water m the tank at that place. At the time this arrangement was 
made, it was hoped that more water would remain m the tank than has 
proved to be the case The consequence is, that the cultivators dram 
it by the end of November, and no water is left for general purposes dur- 
ing the hot season. 


• Omitted fiom this collection, the details not being of any interest 
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2. On the completion of the aqueduct now in course of construction, 
this tank will aid in the supply ; it is therefore very desirable, that some 
water should remain in it all the year round. 

3. With the full consent of the cultivators I have now the honor to 
propose, that Government should relinquish the sum of Rs. 60 per an- 
num of the revenue of the tank, fixing the demand on it at Rs 140 per 
annum. The cultivators on their part agreeing not to draw off any water 
under the level of a step m the masonry bund known as the “ kuska”. 
No land will fall out of cultivation, as the tank water is only used as an 
auxiliary to the wells. 

4. Whilst on the subject, I may mention, that I am sanguine of 
having the aqueduct m operation at the end of next March.
